CHURCH KEY AND WEDDING RING. 


There is no authority for using the Church key in place 
ofa wedding ring. A type may be ingeniously made out 


- of anything ; and the ideas that the ring must be blessed, 


and that the ring used for marriage can be thereafter used 
only as a weddiug ring, and that the ring of the church 
key may be so used on emergency, because it is an ‘‘onjet 
de piete, ever consecrated as part of the church, for which, 
therefore, the forgotten ring may be afterwards ideally 


substituted, form an ingenious whole. The old story of 


the Church key being so used is no doubt a true anecdote, 
and a mere matter of fact, It overcame a difficulty, and 


‘enabled the marriage service to be proceeded with, but it: 


meant nothing. To “wed” is Anglo-Saxon forto “pledge,” 
and the ring isthe token of the pledge made in bethrothal. 
It used to be the husband's signet, and the wife by her 
possession of it showed that her husband had ‘tendowed 
her with all his wordly goods,” and that she could pledge 
his credit and word. Now it is a plain hoop, without 


beginning or end, to show the eternity of the love ‘‘till 
“death doth part.” It is quite right that a prayer for such 


a blessing should accompany the ring, but, if by accident 
the ring be forgotten, any ring can be used for the 
ceremony, and the couple should come again tothe parson 


with the proper ring that he may make the usual prayer’ 


concerning it, and that her husband may put it on with 
the proper form. of words.—The Church Eclectic. 


, PARISH NOTES. 


THE SEASON of the “sere and yellow leaf” is now in 
order, and it will soon be our lot to appreciate the 
exuberance of our Germantown verdure in the form 
of pathways deeply strewn with the product of nature, 
poetically mentioned above. We are not at this time 
especially inclined to make much of nature's symbol- 
ism, but we may be allowed to express our hope that 
the days of recreation and enjoyment which many of 
us haye managed to snatch will not, in their results, 
fall as hopelessly dead and useless as these leaves 
which we now tread under foot and which we are 
impatient to have out of the way. 


IT IS TRUE that man was not made for the Summer, 
but the Summer for man, aud the season of nature's 
activity being the season of man’s most welcome rest, 
we may set it down as a thing to be taken for granted. 
that everyone has won from the Summer days a new 
lease of strength and refreshment and comes back to 
‘home and hearth” with a new zest, and most of all, 
to the open door of the dear old Mother Church with 
quickening feet and new-kindled love. 


THE CHURCH’S field of thought and labor, each time 
we enter. upon it anew, presents suggestions of effort 
and productiveness which had not been thought of 
before. In every department of Church life, while 
the objects to be attained may be very much the same 
as they have been in the past, yet some new and inter- 
esting features peculiar to the immediate present will 
appear. To meet and deal with these new problems 
we will find ourselves possessed with a quickened 
attention aud an ample supply of energy. 


THE Summer’s recreation, it is.to be hoped, will have 
produced its intended benefit to us. Recreation is 
re-creation ; as the prophet says “old things are passed 
away, behold all things are become new ;’’ the old and 
worn-out in body, mind and spirit, has given place to 
the new aud the vigorous. A tired body, despondent 
thoughts and a drooping spirit, thanks to a kind 
Providence and the Giver of life, have been replaced 
by a body of strength, by a free mind and by a 
masterful spirit. If “the times are somewhat out of 
joint,” if ‘some men’s hearts are failing them for 
fear,” it need not beso with us. Good Christians need 
never lack courage. When circumstances are worst, 
then is the time when they are bidden to “look up, 


‘for their redemption draweth nigh.’ This is true in 
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matters of Loth lesser and of supreme moment. The 
best men and the best works are often turned out in 
It is easy enough to 
float along when all is favorable. It takes no great 
amount of Christian excellence or manly foree, or 
keen-eved penetration, to glide over placid streams 
under cloudless skies. But to hold a steady course 
through stormy wind and tempest, at such times, to 
watch aml wait in confhdcnee, this is the test of true 
skill and courage, One of the hymns which we notice 
sinus most fluentiy, and which therefore we presume 
‘finds a genuine response from the heart, runs, 


and by seasons of emergency. 


“Breast the wave, Christian, where it is strongest." 


Over lithe homily will, we trust, be taken as a 
modest contribution towards confidence, where counfi- 
dence may be needed, and we offer it without ventur- 
ing farther into detail and only because Church people 
are very apt to become, in such times as ours, very 
much of the spirit of the world’s people, not giving 
their religion in its influence upon them, “half a 
chance," 

“ONLY they would that we should remember the 
poor; the same," says S. Paul, “which I also was for- 
ward to do. This commission, which made a part of 
the Church's ministration from the first, we lave 
resting upon us to~lay. We have most ample oppor- 
tunity for it at this tine, and it will do us all good to 
see how far each one can improve it. The calls are 
many for actual necessities of hfe, and when, as is 
often the case, sickness prevails in the household, 
the need of help and attentive ministration is very 
pressing, Will not our people, one and all, do what 
they can to relieve “the present distress" by gifts 
through the offertory or seut to the Rector? Clothing 
ofall kinds for children and adults, shoes and over- 
coats cau be well disposed of and may be sent to Sister 
Emma, in care of Mr. Morley, or to Mrs. Fred. Knorr. 
“BLESSED NE THE MAN THAT PROVIDETH FOR THE 
SICK AND NEEDY; THE LORD SHALL DELIVER HIM IN 
THE TIME OF TROUBLE.” 


WHILE it is our sacred duty and privilege to minister 
to those who are ‘‘in need and necessity,” and now 
more tlan ever, we earnestly hope that our people will 
of their diligence and liberality help forward the com- 
pletion of the amount needed for the payment of the 
new organ. All who worship in S. Luke's will, we are 
sure, gladly contribute towards this important and 
desirable work, oue which will constitute so striking a 
feature both iu the adornment of the chancel and in 
the conduct of the worship in God's House. In re- 


ligion both ear and eye are attentive for that which 
ministers to the sense of the beautiful in sound and 
sight, and the best spiritual aspiration craves for some- 
thing which in form and harmonious combination 
correspouds with it. The House of God should be, as 
far as we can make it, the embodiment and inspiration 
of the best and the highest aspiration. It has been 
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with this end in view that the devout and the liberal, 
both in the old world and in this new, have ever been 
forward to enshrine their devotion to the things of 
God's House, in forms both rich and suitable. Some- 
thing further may still properly be said in this number. 
We now ask that those who have not as yet given will 
give, Those of us who are wont to give ourselves 
seasons of recreation, and who have not felt absolutely 
constrained from a pleasurable trip of some sort, 
possibly to the World's Exposition, will in so import- 
aut a work as that now in hand, be forward to contrib- 
ute in some corresponding degree. Let it not be said, 
“I have Aspending so much on myself this summer 
that rea® can give but very little.” Rather let 
it be said, ave spent thus much on myself and my 
own pleasure, I will, therefore, give to this object as 
much, or at least a half ora third, and that as a mark 
of my devotion to God's House and worship.” Would 
this incasure of giving be such an extraordinary thing 
for ‘those who profess eud call themselves Christians” 
to undertake? It would not be if practice were com- 
mensurate with profession. And if this latter were the 
case, how many works for God could and would the 
Church be accomplishing, and that ‘with a glad mind 
and will.” 

IT IS proposed to send to each member of S. Luke's 
a pledge card for the organ, which the holder is asked 
to fill out with a subscription and to place upon tHe 
alms-basiu on S. Luke’s Day or on the Sunday after, 
the 1Sth or the 22d of October, either with the amount, 
or with the amount designated, and when payable.

Parents evidently like the Parish School, and well they 
may, for a better conducted school is not to be found 
in this city. Still there are limits to accommodation, 
and one voice and one pair of eyes and ears can 
hardly be expected to take care of such unlimited 
numbers. All further applications for pupils must be 
refused, unless some relief can be found in the way of 
another teacher. ‘The school had its formal opening 
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day on the Feast of S. Michael and All Angels. The 
children were present at the 10 o'clock Celebration, 
where the Holy Sacrifice was pleaded in behalf of the 
school and its work. The verses to be found on the 
last page of this number of the EVANGELIST will be 
seen to have reference to this service. 


THE Indian Mission Chapter and the Missionary

THE Junior Auxiliary to the Board of Missions has 
completed an organization in 5. Luke’s, under the 
efficient superintendency of Mrs. G. F. Knorr. Al- 
ready a box of donations for S. Mary’s Orphanage has 
been collected and forwarded to Mrs. Pott, at Shanghai, 
China. We expect to see great results from the Junior 
Auxiliary, and we hope the young people will he very 
earnest and zealous in learning of, and doing for, 
Missions. 

THE Guild of S. Mary has kept up regular meetings 
through the Summer. The Guild proposes to give a 
musical eutertaininent some time in 5. Luke’s Octave. 
We hope they will be encouraged. Much attention 
has been attracted to the clere-story window lately put 
in place and given by the Guild of S, Mary, in memory 
of Alice Upjohn, who departed this life May 4, 1884. 
Mr. Wilson, whose work in design and coloring is 
beginning to be known in Philadelphia, is an artist of 
exceptionally cultivated taste and skill and with a 
fund of ecclesiological knowledge. The drawing of 
this window is remarkably successful in dignity and 
grace. Itis an angel in figure and face and not, as we 
have seen in some high ecclesiastical decorations, 
roundabout, the form and countenance of a much over- 
clothed and befrizzled creature of the show-window 
style. Thecoloring is entirely appropriate. Wehope 
we may have some more of Mr. Wilson’s work in S$. 
Luke’s. The Guild is to be credited in this gift with 
bestowing its first earnings upon the adornment of the 
House of God. 

THE memorial tablet lately put in the Church tower 
vestibule is an excellent piece of the Gorham Com- 
pany's work, in bronze and marble, and fittingly 
draws attention to the Memorial Chime in the tower, 


THE open window in the clere-story will, it is hoped, 
prove of great usefulness in the line of easy ventilation. 
Other windows as they are put in will properly follow 
with adjustable ventilators. It is especially desirable 
that at [east two of the small windows in the Choir be 
fitted with ventilators. 


S. LUKE'S has frequent occasions for prayeis for 
“those at sea.” Weare glad also to note that thanks- 
givings «for "safe return” are often asked for. Our 
case then is not that of the clergyman who from pray- 
ing for those gone to sea and never being requested to 
offer thanks for a safe return, concluded that the un- 
fortunate persons never reached “the haven where 
they would be.”

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THE PRAYER BOOK CATECHISM. 


The full tithe of the above-named book is "The 
Prayer Book Catechism, being the Church Cate- 
chism, together with other things which a Christian 
ought to know and believe to his soul's health, 
explained and attested by the Holy Scriptures, the 
Book of Common Prayer and the Articles of Religion 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church.” This Catechism, 
as the Preface declares, is based upon ‘‘Catechetical 
Instruction,” the author of which kindly consented to 
a revision of his work. The changes and additions in 
the text have been made with a view of keeping the 
answers as closely as possible within the wording of 
the Church's formularies and of the Holy Scriptures, 
and of enlarging in some degree the historical portion 
of the book. 

The book is divided into five parts, corresponding to 
the five parts of the Church Catechism (the text of 
which is given entire):—I. “The Profession I Made in 
Baptism.” II. “What I am Bound to Believe.” 
II. “What lam Bound to Do.” IV, V. ‘How God 
Helps Me'’—Prayer andthe Sacraments, The Church 
Catechism is the text expounded with diligent care 
from the words and teaching of the Prayer Book; in 
fact, the book is a Prayer Book commentary on the 


Church Catechism and “other things” pertaining to- 


the rule of life, and to the discipline and order 
of the Church. An Index of Quotations at the 
end of the book gives the pages of the Prayer 
Book from which each quotation is taken, In 
this index will also be found an abundant refer- 
ence to Holy Scripture. While the historical portion 
on our Lord’s life might be indefinitely enlarged, it 
has been thought best to confine this portion to certain 
salient points in the Gospel History, any of which can 
be suitably enlarged upon by the instructor. It is 
better that the greater acts of our Lord's life, with 
their doctrinal and practical teaching, be succinctly 
taught than to attempt to make any extensive review 
of the Gospel narrative. This end, it is believed, has 
been accomplished under the head of the Creed, The 
purpose then of this Catechism is to teach the “chief 
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things” which a Christian ought to know and believe, 
and in the spirit and letter of the Church's teaching. 


It is not anyone's individual opinion which is thus 
sought to be inculcated in the minds of the young, but 
the authoritative mind of the Church. How fully and 
explicitly the Church has spoken upon these ‘‘chief 
things” will, it is believed, be plainly seen by a careful 
review of the Prayer Book Catechism and its references. 
It cannot be doubted that it is the will of the Church 
that the young should be trained in the explicit 
knowledge of the Church’s own faith and rule of life 
and that, in the words of the Canon, ‘the ministers of 
the Church who have charge of parishes or cures, shall 
not only DY went in instructing the children in the 
Catechism, Čet shall also—be diligent in informing the 
youth and others in the doctrine, constitution, history 
and liturgy of the Church.” In this connection Bishop 
Davies, of Michigan, well-says in his last convention 
address : 

“Those upon whose hearts and minds are plainly writ- 
ten their duty to God and their duty to their neighbor as set 
forth in the Catechism ; who have been made familiar from 
earliest childhood with the Articles of the Christian Faith 
as contained in the Apostles’ Creed ; who have been well- 
grounded by their pastors in the distinctive principles of 
the Apostolic Church of Christ ; who have been taught the 


constant necessity of seeking from Him through prayers 
and Sacraments, daily supplies of grace, will be covered as 


with a shield against temptations to depart in—their——- - 


maturer years from the paths of virtue and piety, and 
from the unity of the body of Christ.” 


In reference to the form of question and answer (the 
question repeated in the answer,) in the Prayer Book 
Catechism, we cannot do better than to quote the 


words of the Rev. Prof. Webb, of Nashotah, published 


in the April number of the Holy Cross Magazine, en- 
titled: “THE FRENCH CATZCHETICAL SYSTEM.” 
Prof. Webb says: 

“It is above all things necessary to choose a good Cate- 
chism, clear, teaching the Faith distinctly and—it has been 
said the ‘Catechism should contain the very purest essence 
of the dogmas and morals of Christianity.’ Not only 
ought it to contain the tryth, the whole truth, but it must 
be put in a form easy to learn and which will be helpful 
after it is learned—the answer to every question should be 
a complete proposition. What use is it for the child to 
learn the answer ‘God’ when he does not remember the 
question ‘Who created all things?’ but, if the child learn 
God created all things, he has learned a complele 
proposition.”’ . 

In conclusion, this Catechism may be fairly said to 
vindicate its title, suggested by a well-known layman 
and publisher of catechetical works. Out of the 507 
answers in the Catechism 70 are in whole or in part 
from the Holy Scriptures. Some 37 are those of the 
Church Catechism itself, which is given in full. Out 
of the remainder, 389 are in whole or in part quotations 
from the Book of Common Prayer. For this reason 
the book is called The Prayer Book Catechism.

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THE NEW ORGAN. 


Some further descriptive matter is now given in 
continuation of the previous papers, as to the details 
of the new organ. Imprimis, it would be well to say 
that it will be an instrument altogether without any- 
thing like a true rival in this country, though that in 
the Church of S. Stephen, in Boston, is a pneumatic 
organ and has the same general principles of tonal 
construction. The S. Luke's organ, however, will be 
not only very much larger, but also more complete 
and of greater power. It will also exhibit more tho- 
roughly the adaptability and resources of the new 
system of pneumatic control, from its being divided 
into the North and South side orn e on the 
two sides of the chancel. Sa sf 

Indeed, the primary object of both these ingéuments 
is to exemplify the advantages of the new system of 
pneumatic control. This system is as prompt and 
sensitive to the fingers of the player as the keys of a 
Knabe or Steinway concert piano, and is perfectly 
responsive to the touch in any musical passage which 
can be written. It is entirely impervious to the influ- 
ences of atmosphere and temperature, whether of 
extreme heat, cold, or damp, which so seriously effect 
the mechanical action of the ordinary organ. Its 
success in this new direction may be estimated by the 


_ fact_that it is serving as a model which every organ 


builder is endeavoring to copy. 

The instrument cousists of five distinct organs, in 
addition to a Grand Pedal Organ, of which the 32 feet 
‘Great Bass’’ forms the foundation. Two of these 
orgaus, the “Swell and Choir Organ” with a portion 
of the “Pedal Organ,” are placed on the South side of 
the choir, while the remaining three organs with the 
rest of the Pedal Organ are on the North side with the 
player. 

The draw-stops which govern these organs are of 
solid ivory and are placed at an angle so as to face the 
player at the keys, They are primarily under the con- 
trol in combination, of double-acting pneumatic pistons 
placed beneath the keys of the organs which they 
affect. Thus, the Choir Organ is furnished with three 
of these—the Great Organ, which is the middle manual, 
with five, the Swell with four, pistons. 

In addition to this, the Great Organ is provided with 
seven combination pedals of peculiar construction, and 
the Swell with four. By their means these organs can 
be used in any combinations which the player may 
require to draw, independently of any degree of forte 
which may be needed, These combinations can be 
changed at any moment the player may desire, and 
they can as instantly be shut off or brounghton. There 
are no duplications or complications involved in effect- 
ing these ends; the player simply draws such stops as 
he needs, he touches a pedal when he requires their 
use, the organ does the rest for him without the possi- 
bility of confusion; for, a glance to the right or left 
shows him exactly what to expect. 
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Taking the Great Organ as an example. He can 
have 27 different combinations set at the same time, 
and bring them into separate use at any moment with- 
out removing his fingers from the keys, and if he 
chooses to vary them he can do so practically without 
limit. 

The Pedal Organ is under the special control of two 
pedals, one of which gives the player the full Pedal 
Organ independently of any stops which may be drawn. 

The organ will be blown by a Ross Water Motor 
attached to four vertical feeders, each five feet square, 
working on metal rotary bearings and feeding seven 
separate wind reservoirs, which are distributed through- 
out the instrument. 

This organ, besides its novelty of construction, 
contains several stops of special form introduced for 
the first time into this country. Amongst these may 
be named the Echo Viole in the Choir Organ, and the 
Echo Salicional in the Echo Organ, while the family 
of Harmonie Flutes presents a coloring which is new. 
The Orchestral Violes, introduced for the first time in 
this country by Mr. Michell, are recognized models 
and are well-represented in this organ. 

In the reed work the only legitimate method of 
insuring perfect articulation of speech by extra wind 
pressure, has been liberally adbpted, and in matter of 
detail in construction nothing has been ueglected to 
render this instrument as perfect a model as skilled 
hands can produce. The beautiful case work, which 
will enclose these organs, is from the designs and 
drawings of Mr. G. T. Pearson, of Philadelphia. 

Here, then, is presented a system which not only 
meets all the requirements of the most trying and 
varying climate, but raises the organ above the level 
of the mere hymu-tune machine to that of a magnifi- 
cent instrumental musical combination, within the 
easy management of the most exacting player, and 
giving attractions in lovely musical effects which are 
new. 

A greater number of fine musical effects are also 
possible in this, which are not in any other organ, of 
a like number of stops, with the addition of some 
beautiful orchestral imitations, which are also new— 
combining in all a grand chorus, 

The Parish is to be cougratulated on the acquisition 
of this instrument, which should be another help 
towards truly “worshipping the Lord in the beauty of 
holiness.” 
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THE bells hereafter are to be chimed from the first 
floor of the tower. This room will give better accom- 
modation and more comfortable and protected quarters, 


Mr, Charles O. Fraser, to whose good taste and 


skillful manipulation of the chimes we are so greatly 
indebted, will, we trust, find this change much to his 
liking, We notice that Mr, Fraser has one or two 
assistants who are serving at the bells, and very 
acceptably, in his absence. 
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CANON HAMMOND'S LUCERNE PAPER. 


CANON HAMMOND'S REPLY TO CRITICISMS. 


The paper read at the Lucerne Conference by Canon 
Hammond, and printed in our issue last week, 
naturally called forth some criticisms from those 
against whose position it was directed. Of these no 
adequate report has reached us, but, by the courtesy 
of the Editor of Zhe Review of the Churches, we are 
enabled to give Canon Hammond's reply to many of 
the objeclions raised by some of his critics. Having 
acknowledged their courtesy, the speaker proceeded 
to deal with the objections in the order of their 
importance. - 

First, he said, I have to meet the charge (which I 
well knew beforehand would be raised) that the 
Church of England is herself a separatist body ; that, 
at the time of the Reformation, ske seceded from the 
Church of Rome; and that, therefore, the less I say 
about separation the better. Now, I will frankly 
confess to you that ey the Church of Rome is the 
Catholic or Universal Church, and ¿f the Pope is 
Christ's Vicar, and is universal Bishop, and is visible 
head of the visible body, and if, in addition to all this, 
our forefathers did secede at the time of the Reforma- 
tion from this Catholic Church, then my course, at 
least, would be perfectly clear. I must not separate 
from God's Church, so long as it is God's, whatever 
its corruptions may be; I must make my submission 
to the Pope. But I. beg to assure you that I have 
no thought of doing anything of the kind, and for 
these two reasons, among many more; First, that the 
Church of Rome was never the Church of the country 
—how could it be?—the Church of Rome could never 
be the Church of England, unless, indeed, Rome is the 
same as England. And, second, whatever the Church 
of Rome was or is, the Church of the place, the 
ancient Church of this land, never separated from it. 
For if it did, will you tell me when and how? The history 
of these years of Reformation is not a blank; the 
statute-book bears witness to what was done. Very 
good. Then we challenge those who accuse us of 
secession to give ussome particle of proof, Assertions 
are valueless when unsupported by evidence, and in 
this matter the evidence lies the other way. The 
Church of England has never, by act or deed, separated 
from anybody, at home or abroad, and certainly the 
English Reformation involved no separation. What 
the Church did during those 300 years of slow and 
gradual reform—for the Reformation (as Dr. Mac- 
kennal, I was glad to see, reminded the Grindelwald 


Conference) was not a single act, nor was it confined 


to one century—was, first, to shake herself free from 
the thraldom of the Pupacy, from the yoke of an 
Italian Bishop, declaring by her Convocations that 
“the Bishop of Rome has no greater jurisdiction 
conferred on him by God than any other foreign 
Bishop ;’”? and, secondly, to reject certain doctrines, 
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and to purge herself of certain abuses which, in the 
course of many centuries, had clogged and depraved 
both her faith and practice. But that there wus no 
breach in her continuity, no separation from the 
Church of God in this land, is abundantly clear, first 
from the fact that both clergy and people, with very 
few exceptions—less than two per cent. of the clergy 
_retained their position as officers aud members 
throughout all these reforms, and clear, secondly, 
from the fact that English Churchmen, both Papists 
and Protestants, remained members of the same com- 
munion until the vear 1570, when the Romanists (they 
were very fewin number) seceded from us and formed 
asect. “There was no organization of a rival Church 
in nga Mr. Gladstone, ‘‘until the twelfth 
year of Er’fabeth, when the Pope, Pius V., had 
published his. deposing bull; then began the state of 
schism in this country. But perhaps the best proof 
is no statute or act or ordinance can be cited which in 
any way suggests that a new Church or a second body 
was formed at the Reformation—to our fathers trained 
to believe in ‘One Catholic and Apostolic Church,” 
the idea of setting up a second would have seemed to 
be blasphemous—whilst every official document of 
Elizabeth’s reign, and some of earlier times, expressly 
disclaims any intention of breaking the Church's 
continuity. Perhaps you will listen to the Prayer 
Book itself on this question: “The service in thig 
Church of England” (says the book of 1549) hath these 
many years been read in Latin.” Similarly the aćt of 
1543 says nothing about a new Church, or a separation 
from the Church, but its title speaks of establishing “a 
form of pure and sincere teaching agreeable to God’s 
Word and the true doctrine of the Vatholic and Apostolic 
Church.’ So Bishop Tonstal (who was uo ardent 
Protestant; he was deprived of his bishopric by Edward 


VI., and restored by Queen Mary) wrote to Cardinal ' 


Pole in 1536: “It hath all along been his (Henry 
VIII.’s) practice to adhere to the Catholic Chu rch. a 

It is true that he has rescued the English Church from 
‘he enveroachments of the Church of Rome, but 

he has only helped the English Church to regain her 
ancient freedom ;” and, as Hooker pleads, ‘We hope 
that to reform ourselves . . . is not to serer 
ourselves from the Church we were of before. In the 


Church we were, and we are so still.” And to these 


ancient I will add some later testimonies. “Nothing 
was further,” writes Mr. Freeman, the historian, 
“from the mind of either Henry VIII. or of Elizabeth 
than the thought that either of them was doing any- 
thing new. Neither of them ever thought for a 
inoment of establishing a new Church, or of establish- 
ing anything at all. In their own eyes, they were not 
establishing, but reforming.” “I cau find no trace" (writes 
Mr. Gladstone) ‘‘of that opinion which is now common 
in the mouths of unthinking persons, that the Roman 
Catholic Church was abolished in England and a 
Protestant Church put in its place.” There is no 
point (writes the Unitarian Beard) at which it can be 
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said, ‘Here the old Church ends : here the new begins.’ ” 
And I willadd one further testimony, which perchance 
with some of you will weigh more than all the rest. 
Mr. Fisher, of the Liberation Society, has confessed 
that he cannot deny the continuity of the present 
Church of England with the pre-Reformation Church 
of England. I beg of you, therefore, to disabuse your 
minds of the idea that the Church of England is a split 
from the Church of Rome. Nothing can be farther 
from the truth.—Church Times.

Splendid evidence has been given to the public I 
remember the case, referred to by the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, of the printer employed in the Oxford 
University Press, who refused an offer of five hundred 
pounds for a surreptitious copy before publication of 
the Revised Version of the Holy Scriptures, and that 
of the working carpenter, who was not‘to be outdone ~ 
in generosity, even by such a man as Frederick Deni- 
son Maurice. Maurice accepted an offer for the lease 
of his house, forgetting that he had let a stable and 
coach-house at the end of the garden to the carpenter. 
His solicitor proposed to make the best bargain he 
could; “but,” said Maurice, “you must tell him ex- 

actly how the case stands, and let him know his 
advantage.” 

“Well, now,” said the workingman, on receiving 

the message, “that’s what I call a real gentleman, and 
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I'll give up the stable any day, and take nothing for 
going out.” 

What are the special helps which we clergy can offer 
to the workingman? First of all, we must win his 
confidence and affection. It is not difficult, where he 
is assured that we do not want his vote, or anything he 
has, but himself. He seems to know by intuition 
when, for the sake of the Lord our God, we seek to do 
him good, when we have too much respect for him 
and for ourselves to flatter him with ‘mere verbiage, 
the tinsel clink of compliment,” and when we go to 
him with some of Christ's love in our hearts. 

Moreover, he must be assured that we, too, are 
workingmen, for bees love the huin of the hive, and 
they who labor rightly condemn those 


“Who, by their everlasting yawn, confess 
The pains and penalties of idleness.” 


“Do you know why I came to your church?” an 
artisan said to’a clergyman. ‘Because I saw you 
going about your business early and late; and I don’t 
believe in blinds down at nine o'clock in the morning, 
churches locked up all day and six bank holidays a 
week.” 

And when once he believes, he will return your 
affection. ‘'Thou hast gained thy brother.” He will 
listen, when you speak to hit of the truth as it is in 
Jesus, the love of the Saviour, and tlie justice of the 
Judge, that ‘the gift of God is eternal life, but the 
wages of sin is death.” You will help him and he 
will help you, as ye “bear one another's burdens,” to 
fulfil the duties and attain the promises set before us 
in the Gospel. You will welcome him to his Father's 
house, and he shall know that 


“Our mother, the Church, hath never a son

You will try to make his life happier, his home 
brighter. You will be the friend that “loveth at all 
times, and the brother born for adversity,” until “the 
night cometh wherein no man can work”—the night

ADVENT PREPARES us for Grace and 
for Judgment. It is a season of rejoicing 
and of fear, for we are reminded of what 
is given, and of what will be required of 
us. We ought, therefore, in this season, 
to be more diligent in prayer, in self- 
examination, in watching—for “the day 
of the Lord.” Do not let the Church 
door be open for you in vain. Remem- 
ber the Beginning when the Lord Christ 
Came to Save, and be thankful ; remem- 
ber the End, when He shall Come to 
Judge: “be sober and watch unto 
prayer.” 

BEHOLD, I STAND AT THE DOOR AND 
KNOCK: IF ANY MAN HEAR My VOICE, 
AND OPEN THE DOOR, I WILL COME IN 
TO HIM, AND WILL SUP WITH HIM, AND 
HE WITH ME. 

To HIM THAT OVERCOMETH WILL | 
GRANT TO SIT WITH ME IN My THRONE, 
EVEN AS I ALSO OVERCAME, AND AM SET 
DOWN WITH My FATHER, IN His THRONE. 


ONLY A WELL spent Advent leads to a 
Christmas “ full of grace and truth” to 
the soul. ‘ He came unto His own and 
His own received Him not.” ‘“ Emanuel, 
God with us,” not merely for outward 
homage which we pay to Him, however 
great the festivity, or however solemn 
the celebration. The great title is the 
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announcement of a heart-searching truth 
which is to reach every soul. It means 
God the Son, born anew in the heart 
(made meet for Him by acts of sincere 
repentance, of holy faith, of meek humil- 
ity), and sanctified by the Holy Ghost. 
We may not rush to an early Communion 
and then abandon the thought of it for 
the rest of the day. We may not crowd 
the noon-day altar with a mere prefunc- 
tory attention to a time-honored observ- 
ance. The soul must come to her Christ- 
mas Communion to receive the gift of 
God “in a mystery.” She must come as 
the simple and wise of old came, to wor- 
ship and adore. The Christmas Com- 
munion is the occasion which gives the 
clue and pattern to all other Commun- 
ions throughout the year. It is the 
Communion of the Incarnation, to tell us 
that the Son of God was made man “and 
that without spot of sin to make us clean 
from all sin,” and that, ia the mystery of 
the Body and Blood, “ we may evermore 
dwell in Him and He in us.” 

O Blessed Spirit, cleanse with Thy pur- 
fying fire our hearts and bodies ; renew 
us day by day by Thy power, that the 
fruits of the Incarnation of our Lord may 
be seen in our lives ; fill Thy whole Church 
and the whole world with the light, joy 
and peace of His nativity, that His second 
_ coming in glory may be hastened, the elect 
be gathered in, and the just be perfected in 
His eternal and everlasting Kingdom. 
Amen. 


Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good-will towards men. 
Probably we all like this, rendering of the 
angelic hymn better than the other, which 
reads, ‘ Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth, peace to men of good-will.” 
We will remember, however, that the 
sense of both renderings is included in 
this short song of heavenly praise. The 
birth of the Saviour of the world is for 
the reconciling of God and man, and of 
man with man. “He is our Peace.” 
The Holy Nativity is the inspiration of 
loving kindness and mercy, of goodness, 
and peace amongall. “ Let all bitterness 


and wrath, and anger, and clamor, and 
evil-speaking be put away from you, with 
all malice ; and be ye kind one to an- 
other, tender-hearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ's sake hath 
forgiven you.” We must also remember 
that the sweet message of the Holy 
Nativity will only come with a benedic- 
tion to hearts which are in some real 
measure lifted up to receive it. It will 
not turn the soul to the divine love if the 
soul persistently turns away from the 
lovable. Let it not be said of any Chris- 
tian soul among us that “ He came unto 
His own, and His own received Him not.” 
The Feast of the Nativity falls this year 
on Friday, the only instance in the year 
when Friday can become a feast day. 
No greater privilege can come to’ the 
children of God than to kneel on this 
holy day, within the very circle of the 
Mystery of His “dwelling among us,” 
to listen to the praise which first fell from 
angels’ lips, and to offer the gift of Him- 
self the pledge that He has come and 
that He will come again. Only the 
clearest vision which Paradise will bring 
to the saints of God, of the mystery of 
the redemption, can exceed. in the bless- 
edness of its peace, the satisfaction of 
the soul in the coming of her God and 
Saviour. ‘ BLESSED IS HE THAT COMETH 
IN THE NAME OF THE Lorp. HOSANNA 
IN THE HIGHEST!” 


TueE Hours of Celebrations on Christ- 
mas Day will be 6, 7, 8, 10.30. Evensong, 
5 o'clock. The daily Celebration is at 
7 o'clock, and on the feasts respectively, 
of S. Stephen, and the Holy Innocents, 
the second Celebration will be at 9.30 
o'clock. On Sunday, S. John’s Day, 
27th inst., at 4 o'clock, the Children’s 
Carol Service will take place, and on 
Monday evening, the 28th inst., at 8 
o'clock, the Christmas Entertainment in 
the Parish Building. 


THE OFFERINGS on the morning of 
Christmas Day, at all the Celebrations, 
will be for the “ Christmas Fund,’’—the 
Fund for the Relief of Disabled Clergy, 
and for Widows and Orphans of Deceased 
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Clergy; also for the “Sustentation 
Fund,” —the Fund for supplementing 
the inadequate salaries of Clergy of the 
Diocese, according to the provisions of 
the Canon. It may be suggested here. 
that the offerings of all communicants on 
the great festival of the Holy Nativity 
be made, so far as each one’s means 
shall permit, in accordance with the 
supreme significance of the day. “ God 
so loved the world that He gave” on 
this day “ His Only Begotten Son.” Let 
the gifts of His people be made, in view 
of His giving, large and generous. 
Christmas is a day of magnanimity ; and 
in this connection, it may be well to 
remind all that the offerings at the early 
collections can be made up of large as 
well as small gifts. Almost everyone 
can give at least in silver, and not a few 
in nobler metal, or at least in that which 
stands for more than fractions. Please 
remember this, and also the poor, in lib- 
eral provision for wants which to many 
are not known, remembering that it is the 
Holy Nativity of Him, ‘‘ Who for our 
sakes became poor, that He might make 
many rich.” 


THE OFFERING on Sunday after Christ- 
mas, at 10.30 a.m., is that for the Church 
Home for Children, Angora. In the 
afternoon, at the Children’s Service, the 
offering will be for the Sunday School. 


Martins on Christmas Day and on 
the two Sundays following will be said 
at 10 o'clock. The Communion Service 
for the Christmas Festival will be that of 
the Rev. James Baden Powell, Precentor 
of S. Paul’s Knightsbridge, London. 


ON THE Evenine of Thursday, January 
21st, one of the stated services of the 
American Guild of Organists will be held 
in S. Luke’s Church. It is usual on 
these occasions to have rendered a special 
programme of instrumental and vocal 
music, selected by the Organist and 
Choirmaster of the Church where the 
service may happen to be held. We 
have no doubt an interesting selection 
will be made, both of organ and of vocal 


parts. It has been suggested that Mr. 
I. S. Matthews may be one of the 
visitors, and also Mr. Walter H. Hall, of 
S. James’ Church, New York, an old 
friend among the people of S. Luke’s 
and Germantown, from whom he would 
find a hearty welcome. An address will 
also be a feature on this occasion, when 
someone will have the opportunity of 
ventilating his ideas on the subject of 
“ Church Music.” Whoever it may be, 
may he prove to be one who knows what 
he is talking about. If this be the case, 
he will be “ equal to the occasion.” 


THE Junior AUXILIARY of S. Luke’s 
Church entertained its friends on Tuesday 
Evening, November 24th, with a highly 
varied and picturesque entertainment. It 
was intended to be picturesque, and it 
fulfilled its intention. The inimitable 
Mrs. Jarley confessedly surpassed herself 
on this occasion; for her efforts so 
brilliantly crowned, the Juniors are in 
particular indebted. The play “thrown 
in” by the talent from All Saint’s School 
was handsomely done. 


WE Do NOT KNOW whether it has ever 
been considered by any one that we have 
in the parochial sphere a case of sus- 
pended animation. Many cases of this 
kind, it might be conjectured, might easily 
fall to the lot of the parochial diagnos- 
tician to discover. At the present time 
our search is not after instances of the 
more hidden and sensitive class. It has 
been suggested that we may be thinking 
of the bells—and we half believe it. 
When we think of the bells, their length, 
breadth and thickness, their metal, the 
care that it took to cast them, and the 
amount of reserve power that for nine 
hundred and ninety-nine thousandeths of 
the time lies bound up in them, and then 
of their readiness to respond in many 
tuneful lays to the touch of infinite 
and expressive changes, struck by skill- 
ful hands, we begin to realize their re- 
sourcefulness for potency and meaning. 
Their animation when awakened, breaks 
forth explanatory of many “ changes and 
chances of this mortal life.” They voice 
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thoughts, feelings, aspirations, sad and 
joyful. It is true we may not always 
like to hear them, but when they utter 
their voice, their sound is a proclamation 
and speaks a message. That they per- 
form their office so well is no slight 
advantage, and the credit of it must be 
accorded to the regular and painstaking 
efforts of the Master of the Chimes and 
his able assistants. S. Luke’s is fortunate 
in having one in charge who so efficiently 
and skillfully fills his office. 


A System of Class Monitors has been 
introduced in the Sunday School. One 
is appointed for each class by its teacher, 
subject to the approval of the superin- 
tendent. The monitors’ duties are: to 
collect, distribute, and replace books, 
service cards, etc. ; to set an example of 
orderliness, to assist the teacher in gen- 
eral discipline, and especially during the 
procession into Church on the first Sun- 
day inthe month. Term of office depends 
upon faithfulness in attendance at school 
and in performance of duty. 


As Is recognized by the most success- 
ful Sunday School workers everywhere, 
the best results are not to be obtained in 
a large School unless class divisions be 
arranged after some better plan than the 
limits of age and teacher’s preference. 
This is a long way of saying that the 
best results are to be obtained only in a 
graded school. Now to grade an un- 
graded school it is necessary, first of all, 
to know the capacity, earnestness, and 
the actual proficiency of each individual 
in the school. It has been decided, 
therefore, that each teacher will, for the 
rest of the school year, keep a careful 
record of every scholar in his or her 
class, marking them (on a scale of ten) 
for behavior and proficiency. Please 
remember that Sunday School is a seri- 
ous matter, and that loose and dishonest 
methods of teaching and study can no 
more be tolerated there than in Day 
School. Once again, Parents, take 
interest ! 


A GREAT educator has said, that in 


dealing with boys the first principle to be 
grasped and thoroughly assimilated is— 
no, not that he is brutal; but that, ġe- 
Jore all other things, he IS REVERENT. 
That is why he shrinks from declaring 
himself, from expressing his sentiments 
lest they be ridiculed, from any act of 
worship unless he be hidden away in 
some dark corner of the church, or alone 
in his closet with the door locked. And 
because we believe this man to be very 
wise and to speak what is true, we have 
great sympathy with those boys who 
shrink from taking part in Religious pro- 
cessions, and respect, too, the awe that 
makes them, like the angels, fear to 
tread on Holy Ground. But with all our 
sympathy and respect we can not but 
recognize that at least on Catechism Sun- 
day their reverence is expressed in a 
manner that surely must be unacceptable 
in the highest degree to the Father whose 
house stands open and ready for His 
unwilling guests. If you do honestly 
think yourselves unfit to march with 
God's children, at least be present to ‘be 
taught by His priest. 


WE DRAW ATTENTION to an article, 
taken by permission from S, Clement's 
Magazine, a Review of Canon Newbolt’s 
recent book on the Church Catechism. 
It might be well worth while if some of 
our people would procure this book and 
read it. Fathers and mothers might 
profitably devote to books of this kind 
some of their time, seldom probably 
given to as serious reading as is here 
provided, but which might prove a whole- 
some tonic to minds jaded with mixing 
with the “madding crowd” or ener- 
vated with all-too-light style of literature, 
now so prevalent. 


ON A RECENT VISIT to the House of 
Prayer, Branchtown, it was pleasant to 
see S. Luke’s former altar in place and 
continued in its sacred use. The Rector 
of the House of Prayer deserves great 
credit for making many improvements in 
the chancel of this church, and for 
establishing so early in his rectorship 
sound principles of worship. We sin- 
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cerely hope the congregation of the 
House of Prayer will continue to co- 
operate with their Rector, as they 
certainly have done, ànd that both the 
Rector and people will persevere in their 
work to the glory of God and to the 
good of souls. 


ON HIS LATE VISIT to S. Luke’s the 
Rev. E W. Neve, of Ivy Depot, Va., 
succeeded in enlisting the interest and 
assistance of not a few of S. Luke’s 
congregation in his arduous and most 
useful work among the neglected 
mountaineers of the county where his 
Parish is located. In addition to the 
praiseworthy efforts of two ladies of the 
congregation who collected fifty dollars, 
some sixty dollars more were donated 
for the same object. The Junior Auxiliary 
with their customary enterprise have 
succeeded in dispatching to the Mission 
Centre, under the Rev. Mr. Neve’s 
direction, a box of clothing.

Christmas, and How to Heep 
it Aright. 

The Feast of the Christ Child is near: 
the Holy-Day too easily becomes a holi- 
day; it is given to man’s pleasure, not 
spent for God’s glory. He is robbed, 
and we are none the happier—in any 
high and noble sense. 

It may lift us and quiet us and cheer 
us and hearten us anew, if only we go 
to the manger in the early morning, and 
in the stillness, gaze at the face of the 
wonderful, and ask what we can do 
for Him.

A Good Name. 


«« A name above reproach, a life as clean 
As untrod snow ; a great heart undefiled

The Rt. Rev. J. Addison Ingle, 


Late Missionary Bishop of Hankow, China. 


It is with great sorrow that the Church 
in this country has received the sad in- 
telligence of the death of Bishop Ingle, 
Missionary Bishop of Hankow, China, 
which took place on the 7th inst., at 
Hankow. Bishop Ingle was 36 years 
old. He was elected First Missionary 
Bishop of Hankow by the House of 
Bishops at a meeting of the General 
Convention held in San Francisco in 
1901. Bishop Ingle was ordained both 


Deacon and Priest in 1891, and in the 
same year sailed for China where he has 
labored ever since. He was consecrated 
on S. Matthias’ Day, February 24th, 
1902, the consecrators being the three 
Missionary Bishops, Graves, of Shanghai, 
McKim, of Tokyo, and Rutridge, of 
Kyoto. Bishop Ingle was a young 
soldier in the field, one who had in a 
short time proved himself worthy of a 
“good degree.” His death thus early, 
surrounded by the weight and darkness 
of a race grown up from centuries of 
heathen thought and customs, has in 
it the pathos and heroism which we 
associate with noble men and their deeds, 
who have “gone out, not knowing 
whither they went,” and who have 
“ given their lives to the death.”’ 


From Sermon on Dr. Percival. 


Too often we hear people lamenting 
that those who have been the best, those 
who have comforted and strengthened 
their brethren, those whom we think we 
cannot spare, are taken away untimely. 
We must bow, they say,to the inscrutable 
mystery of this dispensation. But is it a 
mystery, in the light of the Gospel? Is 
it not in accord with the heaven-ward 
calling voice which ever since our Lord 
came has been sounding so clearly ? Sur- 
sum Corda, “Almighty and Everliving 
God, we yield unto Thee most high praise 
and hearty thanks, for the wonderful 
grace and virtue declared in all Thy saints 
who have been the choice vessels of Thy 
grace, and the lights of the world in their 
several generations.” We will not lament 
that the time of their trial and suffering 
was not prolonged. Thy goodness is 
shown in that Thou hast given them to 
their brethren for just that time which 
seemed good in thy sight and for no 
more. The gifts which Thou hast be- 
stowed through them are the earnest that 
Thou wilt bless still. * * * 

And now what do this holy example 
and these glorious works say to us? 

I. Keep right on, ceaselessly and 
bravely, with the holy work so well be-

gun. Because one watchman, and he 
such an effectual one,is withdrawn,watch 
ye and pray for the Faith all the more 
diligently. 

2. Give attendance to reading, exhor- 
tation, doctrine—neglect not the gift that 
is in thee. 

3. See that as many as possible are 
trained for the holy ministry—and that, 
being duly called, they are in all things 
furthered and fully furnished. 


4. Be sure that there is nothing in 
Rome. Of course I do not mean that 
there is no true religion among Roman 
Catholics—for that would be a monstrous 
lie. But Dr. Percival’s whole course, and 
his writings, seem to be continually ask- 
ing this one question, Why not be a real 
Catholic instead of a Roman Catholic ? 
It was not that he did not know the 
argument for the modern papacy. No 
one in the world knew it better or with 
less prejudice appreciated whatever force 
there may be in it. No one was more 
susceptible to the magnificence and the 
alluring beauty that glorifies the papalistic 
dream. His apprehension embraced to 
the full both the prose and the poetry 
which draws men to Rome—but God 
gave him also to see the truth—that 
Catholicity does not march with papalism. 
Read his Doctrine of the Episcopal Church 
and his Glories of the Episcopal Church 
and see for yourselves that however son- 
orous may have been the roaring of Leo 
from the Seven Hills, yet Canterbury is 
right in the main issue, and God is with 
her of a truth. : 

5. Learn fully that no Catholic doc- 
trine or practice is to be feared or reject- 
ed because the Romanists are so fortunate 
as to possess it as well as we, and in 
some cases to appreciate it more thorough- 
ly than we do and in others to abuse it 
to great evil. Read his masterly work 
on the Invocation of Saints, and deter- 
mine whether you are willing to separate 
yourself in this matter from universal 
Catholicity and to forego the privilege of 
asking the citizens of Heaven to pray for 
you. 


6. Learn to accept, with full zeal, all 
the propositions that have been given out 
by the infallible Voice of the whole 
Church. Read of the Seven General 
Councils in that volume which Dr. Per- 
cival has edited so faithfully and with so 
much ability—and not only so, but, tak- 
ing his Manual of Theology as an index, 
discover for yourselves, by faithful study 
of the Holy Scriptures and the great 
writers of the Church, all that the Church 
asa body has said. Whoever devotes 
himself to the study of Catholic Theology, 
whatever else happens to him, he will be 
truly broadened. 

7. Try in all things to realize the 
Communion of Saints—that in very 
deed, though not to outward sight, we 
are come to mount Zion, the Heavenly 
Jerusalem, and to all her glorious inhab- 
itants, and are one with them—that we 
have not lost either the company or the 
help of the dear brother -who-is now in 
our minds, nor that of any, even the most 
glorious of all that have gone before— 
but that they are now holding us up by 
their mighty prayers as they never could 
do while they were on earth.—Rodert 
Ritchie on Dr. Percival. 


In China, an observer not. given to 
exaggeration, has pronounced that the 
progress of Missions in the last fifty years 
is as great as the spread of Christianity in 
the first three centuries of our own era. 


The Holy Scriptures. 


Tue Hory Scriptures not only con- 
tain, but they are the word of God. 


NOT EVERYTHING in the Bible is a 
matter of revelation, like the Unity of 
God or the mystery of the Incarna- 
tion. Thus S. Luke, in the Acts, wrote 
about what S. Paul said and did. not be- 
cause it was revealed, but because he 
heard and saw it. At the same time S. 
Luke was guided by the Holy Ghost to 


write what he did rather than something ~ 


else.

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The Church Catechism.* 


IT IS PROFOUNDLY observed by a re- 
cent writer in regard to obedience that 
“ the secular life of our twentieth century 
opens with this virtue held in no high 
esteem. The duty of the individual to 
determine his own conduct and profit or 
suffer by the consequences seems, on the 
contrary, to be one of our best rooted, 
contemporary, Protestant, social ideals.” 
The accuracy of this observation is only 
too apparent ; it is amply witnessed by 
the frequency with which the conse- 
quences are suffering. And undoubtedly 
none realizes its truth more keenly than 
those to whom has been given the care 
of teaching and guiding souls. They 
find not only an unwillingness to obey, 
resulting in disobedience, which is the atti- 
tude of a rebellious child toward a father 
it really loves. They find also something 
lying behind that unwillingness, and this 
is the lack of sense of any obligation 
whatever to obey. 


TuIs 1s the attitude of a child who 
should suddenly find himself receiving 
commands from a stepfather whom he 
disliked : he would simply deny any ob- 
ligation of receiving such commands. 
This lack of sense of obligation is pro- 
ductive of great harm to souls and of 
disaster to the church. Its practical side 
is the assumption that God does not lay 
any definite obligations upon His people ; 
that the Church of Jesus Christ has no 
particular truth to teach more than any 
system of ethical thought, and that the 
clergy of the church are to be pitied as 
possessed by effete superstitions if they 
ever say to their people “you must.” 
Pernicious as such an attitude is, it is 
alarmingly prevalent. A mighty effort is 
needed to throw it off before it settles 
permanently upon Christian character, 
deadening conscience, enfeebling faith, 
paralyzing will. The sense of obligation 
requires stimulating aud strengthening so 
that it will be in every character a power 
which cannot be disregarded. 


Ir Is THIS necessity of a sense of ob- 
ligation which is the keynote of Canon 


Newbolt’s last book, and he presents the 
Church Catechism as the means of incul- 
cating such a sense, not merely for the 
child, but for adult Christians as well. 
“ Amidst structural services, offices and 
Liturgy,” it stands in the Prayer Book as 
the code of obligation for every Chris- 
tian. Its whole tone is one of certainty 
and authority: it admits no phrase 
doubtful of the value of its contents ; it 
is solid and brief, furnishing the ground 
for right faith and true practice, and it 
presupposes at every instant the insepa- 
rability of right faith and right life. It 
presents three general obligations—re- 
nunciation, faith and duty. Each is em- 
phasized and demands attention. Canon 
Newbolt has elaborated and explained 
these three obligations, making them 
alive and real. He follows the contents 
of the catechism itself, and draws out the 
faith and moral duty it contains. 

THE TONE OF the book is almost pro- 
phetic, as of one who speaks for God in 
a wicked time. Evil is called evil, and 
denounced as such. Obligations toward 
God and toward man are stated fearlessly, 
as by one who dares proclaim to just 
such a generation as this, parleying with 
sin and calling it beauty, social problems, 
nature,—God is “ of purer eyes than to 
behold evil.” The atmosphere is in- 
vigorating, The keen thought tears away 
flimsy excuses and lets daylight in upon 
the self-deceptions with which we would 
escape our obligations. It revives that 
hatred of evil which the love of God 
once implanted and which often has been 
long stupefied by the sin-laden atmos- 
phere we constantly breathe. ‘Here isa 
man praying ‘ deliver us from evil’ who 
is conscious to himself of not one single 
effort to subdue the evil which is within 
him; who habitually despises and ne- 
glects all the helps which God has pro- 
vided against sin, and has again and 
again done despite to the Spirit of Grace ; 
who says ‘Our Father’ with the heart of 
a fatalist and ‘ hallowed be Thy Name’ 
from a conversation that dishonors it, 
‘Thy Kingdom come’ from a life that 
knows no wider horizon than the limits

of business or society, ‘ Thy will be done’ 
with a heart full of covetousness, ‘on 
earth as it is in Heaven’ with a complete 
ignorance of and indifference to the things 
of God” (p. 281). 


SPECIALLY striking is the plea for 
Christian education. This has woven it- 
self throughout the book as if the writer 
were unconscious how large a place in his 
thoughts it hoids. The result of children 
learning evil without learning how they 
may renounce it is that “a generation is 
rising up—wilful, disobedient, selfish and 
irreverent * * * tainted with all the sub- 
tler indications of alienation from God.” 
On the other hand, if children could be 
taught from the beginning the Faith 
which makes invisible things real, and 
could be daily instructed in religion as an 
essential part of their equipment, then 
their characters would not be maimed and 
deformed, and the spiritual faculties would 
not be hopelessly atrophied. Material 
advantage would not work disaster in 
hearts unfortified by sanctity. On this 
topic, as throughout the book, there is 
that clearness of perception and vigor of 
treatment which catches and presents 
elusive phases of moral truth so as to 
give them their true value and bearing on 
life and prevent their being warped by 
clever handling into false and misleading 
conditions.—S. Clement's Magazine.

A Russian Legend. 


“ Where is He that is born King of the 
Jews? for we have seen His star in the

It is she who in Russian and Italian 
houses is believed to fill the stockings 
and dress the tree on Christmas morn. 
The children are awakened by the cry of 
“ Behold the Baboushka!” and spring 
up hoping to see her before she vanished 
out of the window. She fancies, the tra- 
dition goes, that in each poor little one 
whom she warms and feeds she may find 
the Christ-child, whom she neglected 
ages ago, but is doomed to eternal dis- 
appointment. 


S. Jerome and the Christ-Child 


There lived more than fifteen hundred 
years ago, a saint, whose name was 
Jerome, and he loved so much the 
thought of the Child Christ, that he left 
Rome, and went and lived for thirty 
long years in a cave at. Bethlehem, close 
by the cavern-stable in which Christ was 
born. And when men wished to invite 
him by earthly honours to work else- 
where, he said, “Take me not away 
from the cradle where my Lord was 
laid. Nowhere can I be happier than 
there. There do I often talk with the 
Child Jesus, and say to Him, ‘Oh Lord! 
how can I repay thee?’ And the Child 
answers, ‘I need nothing. Only sing 
thou, ‘Glory to God, and peace on earth.’ 
And when I say, ‘Nay! but I must 
yield Thee something,’ the Holy Child 
replies, ‘Thy silver and thy gold I need 
not. Give them to the poor. Give me 
only thy sins to be forgiven.’ And then 
do I begin to weep, and say, ‘ Oh, Thou 
blessed Child Jesus, take what is mine, 
and give me what is thine!’ 


Can you be said really to believe in 
God, when the presence of a human being 
is a greater restraint upon your actions 
than the fact of His All-Seeing Eye?

S. Luxe’s Day, which fell this year on 
Sunday, was brightened with welcome 
sunshine and goodly congregations. Not 
as many communions. were made on the 
Feast itself as we had hoped there 
would be. There were one hundred 
and eighty eight in all. This number 
would have been greatly enlarged, 
doubtless, if our people as a whole, 
were wont to realize the privilege of 
cultivating the spirit of fellowship, 
and of corporate life, which their mem- 
bership of the Church in the Parish really 
signifies. But we are thankful for that 
which has been attained, in the measure 
of devotion, of interest, and of co- 
operation, which is shown, and which lies 
even deeper and is a more moving prin- 
ciple in us probably, than we are wont 
to recognize, or openly to express. 


SPEAKING OF THE number of commun- 
ions made on S. Luke’s Day, reminds us 
that, as we are drawing near the end of 
the Church year, it may be of interest to ` 
note that, for the year ending Sunday, 
8th inst., there have been in all, seven 
thousand four hundred and sixty three 
(7463 ) communions made. Of these, 
five thousand, three hundred and seventy 
seven (5377), were made at the early 
Celebrations. Laus Deo! Early Commun- 
ions would be a wholesome habit for a 
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still greater number to acquire, especially 
for the younger communicants and for 
those whose prevalent use has not alto- 
gether inured them to the disregard of 
the more excellent way. There is a very 
helpful little tract written on this subject 
by the Rev. Dr. Wm.Walter Webb, and 
which we would recommend to the 
attention of those who care to read any- 
thing on this subject. A more extensive 
treatise is that of Fr. Puller. 


AND HERE TOO, let it be remembered, 
that the befitting accompaniment of the 
weekly Eucharist is the daily office of 
Mattins and Evensong,where it can in any 
degree be used. As one of the early 
Tractarians wrote: “the week day services 
are the appropriate attendants on weekly 
Communions. When the one observance 
is used without the other, either the 
sacredness of the Lord’s Day is lost, from 
its wanting a peculiar Service, or the 
Eucharist is in danger of profanation from 
its frequency, leading us to remissness in 
preparing for it.” In this connection, we 
draw the attention of our readers to a 


selected extract, in another column, on’ 


the Daily Office. It should be the 
privilege of those who can, to contribute 
to the cultivation of that tone and ethos 
of the Church in the Parish, which comes 
of this observance. Ethos means “the 
characteristic spirit, disposition or tend- 
ency of a people or community, as 
expressed in their customs, tastes etc.” 
Let it be the laudable ambition of our 
people to make this ethos a characteristic 
of the Church in S. Luke’s Parish. 


Ir WAS A GREAT, good fortune to have 
had for the preacher on S. Luke’s Day 
morning, Bishop Weller, Bishop Coadjutor 
of Fond du Lac, Wis. Bishop Weller’s 
sermon on the text, “ Only Luke is with 
me,” was inspiring; and his allusion to 
his work in his Diocese, showing the 
conditions, difficult and perplexing which 
éxist there,clearly indicated the thorough- 
ness of the worker and the workers, and 
ány signs of encouraging fruitfulness. 
It is to be hoped that S. Luke’s people 
will readily extend to Bishop Weller their 


practical help, as an earnest of their 
appreciation of the noble service which 
he is rendering to the Church in a field, 
and under conditions, in which poverty is 
not the least of its characteristic features. 


IN THE AFTERNOON Of S. Luke’s Day, 
Bishop Brooke gave one of his interesting 
and lucid accounts of his jurisdiction. His 
sermon was the annual Missionary 
Sermon before S. Luke’s Branch of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, the offering on the 
occasion being devoted to the objects of 
the Auxiliary. As a matter of justice and 
becoming courtesy, we suppose that the 
Auxiliary will see to it that the Bishop, 
in his work, will ere long be pleasantly 
reminded, that he preached at their annual 
gathering. 


ON THE AFTERNOON of the Feast of All 
Saints, Bishop Van Buren presented an 
account of his field and its work in Porto 
Rico, in a graphic and lively manner. 
The Bishop gave his hearers a picturesque 
and at the same time, we doubt not, an 
accurate view of the somewhat peculiar 
conditions of his missionary undertaking 
in Porto Rico. He is endeavoring to 
build a Church edifice and a Bishop’s 
House. It is undoubtedly essential to 
his work there, that he should be capable 
of presenting the Church’s Services in a 
way which in principle, in dignity and 
comeliness, should properly set forth the 
true Catholicity of this Church. It would 


be worse than useless for our Mission in — 
Porto Rico to be there at all,unless making _ 
good by “outward and visible signs,” — 


the claims of this Church to be both 
Apostolic and Catholic. One of these 
signs is the presentation, with all proper 
accessories, of the One Offering, at least 
on every Lord’s Day. The offering on 
this occasion was given to Bishop Van 
Buren’s Equipment Fund, and amounted, 
with subsequentadditions and with twenty- 
five dollars from the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
to one hundred atid two dollars and ten 
cents. 


AT THE RATE OF thrée Bishops, in the 
space of two weeks, S. Luke’s has open- 
ed the season with what might be called 
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“a flourish of trumpets.” The best of it 
is that the trumpet in this case, has “ no 
uncertain sound.” It will be well if it 
makes us all ready for the battle, the 
battle to which we are all pledged, from 
that moment when we were signed “with 
the sign of the cross, in token that we 
would manfully fight under His banner, 
against sin, the world and the devil, and 
continue Christ's faithful soldiers and 
servants unto our lives end.” May it be 
so! both for ourselves individually and 
for the cause of that Gospel, which is 
ours not only to hold, but to give, and to 
give widely and generously. 


SPEAKING OF TRUMPETS, it may occur 
to some that even a trumpet blown on 
the desert air, or where there are no ears 
to hear, will not be likely to arouse or 
stimulate. In the present instance, we 
do not say there were no ears to hear. 
There were many. But there were many 
which might have heard, but which did 
not. There are too many deaf ears in 
S. Luke’s. The announcement of a 
visiting Bishop for an afternoon service, 
might and ought to bring out representa- 
tive people of the Parish, in far larger 
numbers than is often the case. It may 
be a matter of wonder, what people’s 
religion, or their Churchmanship, or still 
more their zeal for God amounts to, 
when they are but seldom, if ever, seen 
to outwardly respect their profession or 
the message of the Militant Church— 
“ What meanest thou, O sleeper? Arise, 
call upon thy God, tf so be that God will 
think upon us, that we perish not.” It 
will be remembered that this is the appeal 
of the “ shipmaster,’ to the prophet 
Jonah, who sought in “ slumbers deep,” 
to forget that he had a message to deliver, 
and a witness to bear for the God of his 
salvation. 


ONE OF THE EVIDENCES of S. Luke’s 
Festival was the offering made for the 
Permanent Fund of the Parish. This 
amounted to $810. Our aim was one 
thousand dollars, and we came not so far 
short of this sum. Perhaps it will reach 
there yet—who knows? Remember we 


are deriving an income from the first ten 
thousand dollars of the Fund, which is 
now in hand. One result of an accumu- 
lated fund, will be the lowering of the 
scale of pew rents, particularly of the 
pews in the forward part of the nave. 
This measure, however, cannot be adopt- 
ed until the fund is considerably increased, 
and until a larger number of pews are 
taken, which it has long been thought 
might be done. We do not suppose that 
any of us are so dependent,. in this 
respect, as to either wish or expect to be 
carried on other people’s shoulders. We 
think that envelopes as a supplementary 
system of Church revenue, may be found 
desirable to adopt, if the vestry so con- 
sider. There is, without doubt, a suffi- 
cient number of interested worshippers in 
S. Luke’s Church, to meet all needed 
requirements, though these are many ; 
and we are confident that everyone who 
participates in the privileges of the Church 
in the Parish, will be desirous, in some 
responsible way, of sharing in paying for 
them. 


THE HEART OF THE HEAD of the Sun- 
day School has been made glad by the 
accession of a number of new teachers. 
This is as it should be, a Sunday School 
cannot be conducted without a force of 
devoted teachers, whose regularity is at 
once a stimulus to their respective classes. 
We are proud of our teachers. The day 
of the Teachers’ Class has been changed 
from Friday to Saturday morning at II 
o'clock. Some teachers who do not at- 
tend, might find it to their advantage to 
do so. Another item in the Sunday 
School worth mentioning, is the adoption 
of a course of Bible instruction by several 
of the older classes. It is expected that 
the Men’s Bible Class will reopen on 
Advent Sunday. The men are ready to 
return, as eager “as doves to their win- 
dows.” The head of this Class should 
feel flattered. 


The first Sunday in the months of 
October and November has necessarily 
been diverted from the customary Chil- 
dren’s Service. We hope that the first 
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Sunday in December may not be without 
it. We shall anticipate for it a large 
attendance and an interesting occasion. 
We also bespeak for this service the 
attendance of the outstanding classes, 
such as meet on Sunday mornings, and 
even those which may be conducted at 
home. Public Catechising is an import- 
ant feature of the Church’s wise training. 
The second rubric after the Catechism 
reads thus—Azd all Fathers, Mothers, 
Masters, and Mistresses shall cause their 
Children, Servants and Apprentices, who 
have not learned their Catechisms, to come 
to the Church at the time appointed, and 
obediently to hear aud be ordered by the 
Minister, until such time as they have 
learned all that is here appointed for them 
to learn. 


THERE ARE Two ITEMS of furnishing, 
much needed, and which some kind souls 
may be glad to help towards contributing. 
The first is a new carpet in the Class and 
Auxiliary Room in the Parish Building. 
We have thought before this to have 
heard of several cases of nervous prostra- 
tion overtaking the many tidy house- 
keepers, who are wont to use this room, 
occasioned by contemplating the batter- 
ed, begrimed, blankety blanket which 
now befouls this ecclesiastical bower. 
Verbum sap. The other item of need is 
some proper Sanctuary mats, or carpets, 
the present ones being quite unsuitable 
and inferior. Again may we Latinize as 
‘above. 


An excellent photograph, the last of 
many attempts, has been taken of the 
‘Altar and Reredos, by Rau, 1324 Chest- 
nut Street. The picture is in size ten 
inches by eight. Price 50 and 85 cents. 


We cannot close these notes without 
reverting to All Saints’ festival, which 
‘this year, falling on Sunday, brought 
with it increased observance. It is a day 
always hopeful, always uplifting, and 
brings the Church on earth to the very 
borders of the “ Better country.” That 
land of “ pure delight” we may well feel 
is not so “very far off;”’ and as S. 
Luke’s in the midst of ‘ God’s Acre,” 


keeps watch and ward over the sacred 
dead, so will her ministrations be not 
lacking in thankful remembrance and 
most high praise for the wonderful grace 
and virtue, in all God’s Saints, praying 
that we with all His true servants may 
have our perfect consummation and bliss 
in the eternal glory. 


The Rev. F. W. Neve, of Ivy Depot, 
Va., will preach in S. Luke’s Church on 
Sunday morning the 15th inst., and tell 
of his work, which comprises missionary 
stations in two counties in Virginia. We 
bespeak for him the kind interest of our 
people. 


The Rector of S. John’s Church, Nor- 
ristown, the Rev. Harvey S. Fisher, has 
invited the organist and choir of S. Luke’s 
to participate with the organist and choir 
of S. John’s in an organ recital and 
choral festival, this month.

When Solomon set about building: a 
temple to the Most High God, because 
his own subjects lacked artistic judgment 
and were untrained in the building arts, 
and because he wanted things done in a 
worthy manner, and because he was wise 
and had a generous mind, he induced 
Hiram, King of Tyre, whose people 
were well trained in all these things, to 
send him building materials and artisans. 
Moreover, it is related, that these mon- 
archs, recognizing, as wise men always 
must, one only God, the Lord Jeho- 
vah, wrought together most amicably 
in erecting a House to His worship. 
Also, that His Name might be honored 
among men of all nations and religions, 
they formed a secret society from among 
the builders of His temple, wherein the 
initiate might worship the Lord of heaven 
and earth in spirit and in truth, whatever 
their outward circumstances might be. 


In the long struggle after righteous- 
ness between this first Temple and the 
coming of our Blessed Lord, when even 
the religion of the chosen people at 
times seemed only one of many wrong 
ways of knowing God, this guild of 
Solomon and Hiram may have served in 
a greater degree than many of us guess 
to keep alive the idea of Israel’s God, 
and of His plan for man’s salvation. It is 
one of the mysteries of Providence that 
God’s truth has been from time to time 
thus entrusted to the care of ‘‘ the wise 


and prudent,” that in the fulness of time 
it might be revealed in perfect compre- 
hension to the simple hearts of “babes 
and sucklings.”” For we have the opin- 
ion of at least three well-learned members 
of this oldest of man-made brotherhoods 
that even it—the mother and model of all 
others to come after it—had finished its 
best work when the Lord Christ came 
into the world to be the Light which 
lighteneth every man, and that it ought 
to have been the first to welcome with full 
understanding the Sun of Righteousness 
now at last risen in noon-day splendor 
out of the long brightening East, to pour 
out the healing in His wings upon all the 
world. 


In no spirit of criticism for those things 
which are beyond our sight, we ask how 
far have the hundreds of secret organiza- 
tions now in the world kept this proud 
vision of their mother—and she herself! 
—before their face, and kept themselves 
subordinate to the Church, which is the 
bride of Christ and the mother of all 
God’s children ? 


Are we told that we are confusing 
things which work in altogether different 
spheres—that thereis and can be no 
conflict between the Church of God and 
secret societies? Why then does ‘the 
fraternity, whatever it may be, touch so 
closely the lives of men that it must 
provide burial rights so important as 
even to interfere with those of the only 
society that in the Divine place has any 
right or power over the human soul? 
Why, if either must be sacrificed, will so 
many of us yield the Church? Surely 
there is no question of relative import- 
ance—at least in theory! One cannot 
fancy Solomon missing the evening sac- 
rifice, and then pleasantly excusing him- 
self to the High Priest on the ground 
that he was holding Lodge meeting with 
Hiram and his friends! 


There are around us at least a dozen 
fraternal societies for men and for women, 
all, so far as we know, having ritual 
rites (some dignified, others almost any- 
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thing else); all offering also material 
benefits to their members and at least 
the shell of something religious. And 
these societies are allowed to obscure 
our sense of obligation to the Church, 
and to deaden our sense of need for what 
she has to offer. 


In the minds of many men the Church 
is herself but one of many ways of unit- 
ing in an effort after social diversion, for 
mutual benefit and for the satisfaction of 
the sentimentalities of religious feeling. 
This is the logical and practical outcome 
of sectarianism, and it is fostered and 
increased by the numberless secret 
organizations about us, because they 
presume to step beyond their own sphere 
and to interfere with man’s life towards 
God by providing substitutes for all one 
may think God’s Church has to give. 


The Church in any Parish is the God- 
provided Home for every soul within its 
borders. She assumes this care in Holy 
Baptism ; she provides for every condi- 
tion and crisis of human life; she stands 
ready to bless, to chasten, to heal, to 
feed, and to sustain in this world and in 
the next ; her care and her responsibility 
can never cease until, at the final day of 
judgment, her work on earth shall have 
ceased and her tears and prayers for the 
strayed sheep shall end in the eternal 
Alleluia of the Church at rest! The 
Church is rightly jealous of everything 
which draws away the soul committed to 
her care. 


Consider this carefully at least once, 

` after reading through the office of Holy 
Baptism, noting especially the fourth 
question addressed to the sponsors—and 
of this question, the fourth word. Does 
any initiation that you know of ap- 
proach this service in dignity and mean- 
ing? Do you know any other vows 
which have equal claim upon your life ? 


Whatever the society may be, whether 
secret or otherwise, which draws you 
away from God’s family, remember that 
“the Lord thy God is a jealous God ” 


who is “without respect of persons.” 
Light excuses will have no weight before 
His throne on Judgment Day ! 


Notes from the Guild Report. 


The annual report of the Guild was 
read at the afternoon service on S. Luke’s 
Day, the occasion being also that of the 
annual sermon for the S. Luke’s branch 


‘of the Woman’s Auxiliary. Only a 


summary of the report of work accom- 
plished could be read. We give here- 
with a statement of the various chapters, 
presenting here only some interesting 
details. We shall be obliged to omit 
others for lack of space. 


THE SANCTUARY CHAPTER.—It is with 
grateful appreciation that the Rector 
makes mention here of the most valuable 
and devoted service of a limited number 
of devout women, who following in the 
steps of those who, in the Gospel are 
accounted as ministering to the holy Per- 
son and Presence of the Lord Christ, 
have done most faithful service in furnish- 
ing and preserving the “fair beauty ” of 
the Lord’s House and Altar. Two fair 
linen cloths, and two amices with em- 
broidery, six stole collars and six purifi- 
cators, have been provided. Apprecia- 
tive mention is made here of a second 
fair linen given by S. Anne’s Bible Class. 


THe CHOIR VESTMENT CHAPTER.— 
With a small addition to the choir equip- 
ment, during the past year, this depart- 
ment must be credited with a large 
amount of painstaking attention and 


labor, which in domestic affairs would 


ordinarily be called the drudgery of 
work. Young masters and men engaged 
in choir service require much assiduous 
mending up and piecing out, which only 
the virtues of the woman described by 
King Solomon can possibly prove equal 
to. We cannot fail to recount here our 
loss from this department of one whose 
removal from Germantown, during the 
year has been the occasion of so great 
regret to us and to all. 
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Tue EMBROIDERY Cuaprer.—Work- 
ers in the Embroidery Class are always 
in demand. The work during the year 
has been discharged by the constant 
efforts of the few engaged in it, under the 
efficient direction of Miss Morrison and 
the present head of the chapter. The 
finished work includes a banner for the 
Girls’ Friendly Society , a purple burse 
and veil, and red wings for the altar for 
S. Luke’s Church, white burse and veil ; 
pulpit fall, lectern fall for the Church of 
the Epiphany, Pelham. Considerable 
unfinished work remains to be taken up 
with the opening of the season. The 
amount of money received has been 
$176.53; amount expended, $176.18. 


THE SunDay ScHooL OFFERINGS for 
the year ending June 30, were as follows : 
Nashotah, $60; S. George’s Mission, ¢25; 
Church of the Ascension, Gloucester, $86 a 
Special from Miss Diehl’s Class, $5.50 ; 
The Bishop of Springfield, Ill., $30; 
Holy Cross Building Fund, $15; Lent 
Offerings, $278.88 ; Total, $507.38. 


Tue Motuers’ MEETING reports twen- 
ty-nine names on the roll, with weekly 
meetings from October to April. The 
garments made, for Home for Crippled 
Children, Missionary Box, and for the 
Day Nursery, Wilmington, zz all one 
hundred and ten. 


Tue Hory MOTHERHOOD CHAPTER 
reports the following relief for “ the sick 
and needy”: Twelve infants’ outfits ; 
fifty articles of bedding ; fifty-two yards 
of material; four hundred and seventy- 
seven garments of new and partly worn 
clothing; ten tons of coal, one load 
of wood; four hundred and forty-two 
quarts of milk ; fruit, jellies, cocoa, eggs, 
prepared food, and other delicacies for 
the sick. Twelve mothers’and infants’ out- 
fits have been provided for, and one hun- 
dred other persons have been assisted. 
Four hundred and seven visits have been 
paid. In regular work there has been 
expended $330.68, and for special ob- 
jects $269.26. Total, $600.04. 


THE EMPLOYMENT SocIETY was in 
working force from January 2d to May 
Ist, the usual period. Great improve- 
ment in sewing and in cleanliness of gar- 
ments is reported. Nineteen women 
secured work during the season. The 
Working Committee were well repre- 
sented and rendered efficient service. 
Amount of contributions, with a balance 
in hand January ist of $6.67, $238.17; 
amount expended, $227.75. 

The Clothing Club reports balance on 
hand January 1, 1903, $370.88. Re- 
ceived from sale of work $248.20; ex- 
pended for material, $279.95; balance 
in hand, $439.13. 


THE Guiro oF S. Mary reports mem- 
bers in full standing and on probation, 
31; S. Margaret’s Branch, in all, 24 ; 
S. Anne’s Branch for Women, 29 ; Holy 
Child Branch, 36; total, 120. An en- 
tertainment was given for the Seamen’s 
Mission. Flowers and delicacies for the 
sick and clothing for the needy have 
been contributed. Contributions for 
special purposes, $78.52. Articles made 
during the year, in number, 256. Dona- 
tions of boxes, one to S. Alban’s, Olney, 
for the sale ; one to S. Mary’s Mountain 
Mission, Tenn. ; one to S. Michael and 
All Angels, West Philadelphia, and 
articles to Germantown Hospital. 


THE GIRLS’ FRIENDLY Society now 
numbers forty members, with three work- 
ing associates. Ten new members have 
been admitted, and others have resigned 
themselves to Holy Matrimony. One 
new member has been received from S. 
Peter’s Church, Philadelphia. Eleven 
members spent their summer vacation at 
the society’s Diocesan House. 


S. Michael’s Guild has at present a 
nominal membership of fourteen. The

The Prayer Book provides (pp. 319— 


tomy 


322) a “ Form of Prayer and Thanksgiv- ` 


ing to Almighty God for the fruits of the 
earth, and all the other blessings of His 
merciful Providence ; to be used yearly 
on the first Thursday in November, or 
on such other day as shall be appointed 
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by the Civil Authority.” In this Parish 
the Church offers two Eucharists on 
Thanksgiving Day—one at 7 and the 
other at 10.30 o’clock in the morning, 


Advent Sunday, which this year falls 
on the 29th inst., the Sunday before S. 
Andrew’s Day, opens for the Church its 
season of mingled penitence and joy, in 
contemplation, both of the Judgment and 
of the coming into the world of its Saviour 
to Redeem. It is a season of studious 
meditation on the first and last things 
which belong to the soul’s peace. 


“There Came Out This Calf.” 


Aaron professed to be greatly aston- 
ished that the calf should come out; 
but, of course, the calf took its shape 
from the mould in which it was cast ; 
and who prepared that mould but Aaron 
himself ? 

Do we not see the same thing to-day ? 
Hear how that father laments over his son. 

“Tcould not have believed he would 
turn out so badly ; he takes no notice of 
anything I say to him!” 

But when he was a child he was 
allowed to have his own way, if he only 
teased and cried long enough. It was 
much easier to give the child the sugar 


_ he cried for, than patiently to teach him 


that he would never get anything by 
crying for it. Much easier, a few years 
later to let him choose his own compan- 
ions and foliow his own pursuits, than to 
take some care about these things so as, 
at the same time, to keep his affection 
and to maintain a wise and firm control 
over him. The mould was made, and 
the result might be expected. 

Look at that mother, who is breaking 
her heart because her daughter is obstin- 
ately bent on marrying a godless young 
man! Yet the mother suffered her child 
to go where she would not have thought 
of going herself. True, the girl had 
professed conversion, but she was not 
taught how the Lord loves obedience, 
and how there can be no fellowship 
between light and darkness. “ You 
know young people must have a little 


pleasure,” was made the excuse for all 
sorts of worldly frivolity, and what has 
come out of the mould is nothing more 
than might have been looked for. 

When Eli was very old, he feebly 
remonstrated with his ungodly sons, and 
they did not heed him ; but God's charge 
against Eli was that he did not restrain 
them when he might have done it. How 
different what God would say about 
Abraham—“ For I know him that he 
will command his children and his house- 
hold after him, and they shall keep the 
way of the Lord to do justice and judg- 
ment.” — The Parish Visitor. 


The Daily Office. 


If we wait till all the world are wor- 
shippers, we must wait till the world is 
new made ; but, if so, who shall draw 
the line, and say, how many are enough 
to pray together, when He has told us 
that His flock is little, and that where 
two or three are gathered together in 
His name, He is in the midst of them ? 
So I account a few met together in prayer 
to be a type of His true Church (God for- 
bid the presumption !). . . . but as a token 
and type of it. Some, too, will come at 
times, as accident guides them, giving 
promise that they may one day be settled 
and secured within the sacred fold. Some 
will come in times of grief or compunc- 
tion, others in preparation for the Holy 
Communion. Nor is it a service for those 
only who are present ; all men know the 
time, and many mark it, whose bodily 
presence is away. We have with us the 
hearts of many. Those who are conscious 
they are absent in the path of duty, will 
naturally turn their thoughts to the 
Church at the stated hour, and thence to 
God. They will recollect what prayers 
are then in course, and they will have 
fragments of them rising on their minds 
amid their worldly business. They will 
call to mind the day of the month, and 
the psalms used on it, and the chapters 
of Scripture then read out to the people. 
How pleasant to the wayfaring man, on 
his journey, to think of what is going on 
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in his own Church! How soothing and 
consolatory to the old and infirm who 
cannot come, to follow in their thoughts, 
nay, with the prayers and psalms before 
them, what they do not hear! Shall not 
those prayers and holy meditations, sep- 
arated though they be in place, ascend 
up together to the presence of God? 
Shall not they be with their minister in 
spirit, who are provoked unto prayer by 
his service? Shall not their prayers unite 
in one before the Mercy seat, sprinkled 
with the Atoning Blood, as a pure offer- 
ing of incense unto the Father, and an 
acceptable sacrifice both for the world of 
sinners and for his purchased Church ? 
Who then will dare speak of loneliness 
and solitude, because in man’s eyes there 
are few worshippers brought together in 
one place? or, who will urge it as a 
defect in our Service, even if that were 
the case ? Who, moreover, will so speak, 
when even the Holy Angels are present 
when we pray, stand by us as guardians, 
sympathize in our need, and join us in 
our praises ?—/John Henry Newman. 


The Psalter in the Daily 
Service. 


We must use the Psalter as containing 
the words of Christ, and we must use 
these words in the Spirit of Christ. The 
original speaker is lost to us in the ab- 
sorbing supremacy of the Holy Ghost. 
The outward occasion matters not unless 
there be some typical signification. The 
arrangement is defiant of chronology. 
The speakers and their accidents typified 
the coming Saviour, but they had no 
knowledge of the way in which their 
typical character was to find its spiritual 
fulfilment. God, speaking by them, 
lifted them out of their immediate con- 
sciousness. 
Spirit of God, which was in them, did 
signify.” Their natural relationships 


shone with a halo in which they knew: 


themselves to be chosen as the mouth- 
pieces of the Divine Will, and thus their 
words, although starting from some per- 
sonal incidents, swelled out into the 


“They knew not what the ` 


mystery of Divine intention, Divine love, 
Divine judgment, Divine predestination, 
Divine revelation, as the transcendant 
reality to which they should give expres- 
sion. Even some modern naturalistic 
commentators have been led to see that 
the speaker of the Psalms is the Church 
nation. This is true, although the ex- 
pression is inadequate. The Church 
nation was the body anticipating the 
coming Messiah. They spoke with little 
knowledge, but His promised coming was 
that which gave solidity and life to their 
heart-breathings. Now Christ is come, 
and the Psalms have their fulfilment in 
Him—their fulfilment, but not their 
exhaustion. He lives on in the new 
Church nation. This is His own true 
Body—the Church—and we have to say 
the Psalms with that higher conscious- 
ness of union whereby we on earth are 
identified with Him, our Head, lifting us 
up into His own Divine experiences by 
the power of the Holy Ghost. The 
Psalms are an anticipatory spiritual Gos- 
pel, provided for Christ as the Head of 
the New Covenant just as the four evan- 
gelists record His earthly life; and we 
have to share His devotions, entering 
into the secret of His heart, while we use 
the words which frequently came from 
His lips and were never absent from His 
mind. We grow into the mind of Christ 
while we recite the Psalter. The noblest 
modern hymns are human aspirations; 
however much illuminated by Christian, 
truth. The Psalms are Divine inspira# 
tions, having a sacramental power of 
illuminating truth. — Father Benson ij 
English Church Congress. ie,

Saints outside the cloister, 
saints in the market place, saints in the 
home, saints in the factories, schools and 
professional walks of life—once these 
abounded and, if men heeded the teach- 
ing of All Saints’ Day, they would 
abound again.

Tue OFFERING for Diocesan Missions, 
on the second Sunday in Lent, February 
28th, amounted to $279.63, which leaves a 
balance of $52.73 still owing the Diocesan 
treasury. We think there are a number 
of people, who, whether by absence or 
otherwise, have not contributed to this 
obligation of the Parish. Will they not 
remember and send their contributions ? 
It is to the credit of the Parish that we 
should not be in arrears to the Diocesan 
treasury. 


Tuer EASTER offering will as usual be 
devoted this year to the expenses of the 
Parish. At this writing it appears the 
amount required to make up the required 
sum for the year will not be nearly as 
large as in past years. This is owing to 
expenditures to some considerable extent, 
having been anticipated by contributions 
from individuals. At the same time some 
five hundred dollars have been added to 
the Permanent Fund from percentages 
taken from the current revenue, which is 
in addition to eight hundred dollars added 
to the Fund, at the Parish Festival on 
S. Luke’s Day, making the year’s contri- 
butions for the purpose amount to about 
fourteen hundred dollars. It will be re- 
membered also that the first ten thousand 
dollars of the Permanent Fund lately com- 
pleted, yields a yearly income to the Parish 
treasury. It will not be forgotten that 
the faster the Permanent Fund is aug- 
mented, the sooner we shall be relieved 
of the burden of an annual deficit.. The 
vestry are anxious at this time to accom- 


plish certain much needed repairs to the- 


fabric of the Church property, the expense 
of which will, it is expected, be met by 
the Easter Offering. Let everyone make 
Easter the occasion of a real offering, an 
offering which will be an evidence of their 
devotion to the House and Household 
of God. 
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THE LARGE number who properly 
make their communions on Easter Day 
will not fail to give their thank-offering 
then: much more liberal gifts, than is 
wont to be the case, might properly be 
made on these occasions. Every Com- 
municant should endeavor to realize that 
the Easter Feast is a time for open hearts 
and hands, and that the spiritual as 
well as temporal welfare of the Church in 
the Parish, is in no small degree to be 
estimated by the readiness and largeness 
of our giving. Do not put off the deci- 
sion of what you will give to the latest 
moment, but in good season conscien- 
tiously determine the measure of your 
gratitude to God, as well as of your 
ability. The results will show themselves 
in the greater good both to the giver and 
the Parish. GoD IS NOT UNRIGHTEOUS, 
THAT HE WILL FORGET YOUR WORKS AND 
LABOR OF LOVE. 


THE Services on Easter Day will be: 
Celebrations at 6, 7, 8 and 10.30; Mat- 
tins at 10 o'clock. Children’s Carol 
Service at 4 o’clock, and plain Evensong 
immediately after. The Easter Offering 
for the Parish will be made at all the 
Morning Celebrations. At the Children’s 
Service at 4 o'clock, the offering will be 
the Children’s Lent Offering, for Missions. 
Last year, the amount of the Sunday 
School Lent Offering, throughout the 
country, was $116,299.69 ; our Sunday 
School contributed $312.40. It will be 
more, we hope, this year. 


THE HABIT of attending an early Cel- 
ebration is a good one. To make it one’s 
rule to attend an early Celebration, and 
then absent oneself for the rest of the 
day from God’s House, is not so com- 
mendable. Spiritual sloth is not a fruitful 
source of spiritual strength. Save for the 
weak and sickly, the Lord’s Day might 
well be honored by diligence in worship. 
There is something more also, than one’s 
own benefit, that is to be thought of in 
Church-going. For “we are members 
one of another,” and the well-being of 
the Church, in her wider interests and 
plans, and of the Church in the Parish, 


should be the motive and object of every 
Christian and of every Churchman. 
Length, breadth, and thickness are the 
three dimensions, and should be found in 
every true Churchman, who is modeled 
on the “ proportion of faith.” 


As we seem to be in the line of gentle 
admonitions, it has been remarked that 
the propensity sometimes observable of 
persons planting themselves at the outer 
end of unappropriated pews, is not wholly 
desirable, and is often the occasion of 
inconvenience. 


THE SERVICE of the Choir on week- 
day afternoons is an improvement on 
former arrangements in this particular, 
and will be, we are quite sure, appreciated 
by the congregation who attend. It is 
only proper to say that this provision is 
made possible through the liberality of a 
member of the Parish. For how much 
that is desirable and seemly in the details 
of churchly arrangements in S. Luke’s 
we are indebted to a few persons whose 
zeal for the House of God is not confined 
to the principle of guid pro quo, it would 
be difficult to enumerate here. 


THEN FoR the Choir itself and for all 
connected with the music of the Church, 
it is not merely, or mostly a considera- 
tion of professional performance, which 
most needs to be thought of, but the 
much higher and important thought that 
what is done is done for the honour of 
Almighty God, and in His Name, by His 
favour and gift. The spirit of commer- 
cialism or professionalism must be exer- 
cised from Church musicians and singers, 
at once wherever it exists, as a thing 
which no excellence of performance can 
condone, and which is not to be tolerated. 
In this connection we are greatly indebted 
to the men of the choir, the older ones 
who are nominally at least members of the 
Church, for their readiness to sing at the 
night services during Lent. 


Taer Rev. Dr. PELHAM WILLIAMS is 
giving a course of sermons on Sunday 
afternoons on Penitence. These sermons

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are illustrative of certain Scripture char- 
acters, Pharoah, Achan, Saul, David and 
Judas. It is needless to say the sub- 
ject as a whole, and in particular is lucidly 
and forcibly treated, with fluency and 
beauty of diction rarely heard. Dr. 
Williams, if he will pardon us for saying 
so, has the faculty of drawing out the 
salient points in history and character, 
and of impressing upon the minds of his 
hearers the conviction that these “ things 
which were written aforetime, were 
written for our learning,’ “that we, 
through patience and comfort of the Scrip- 
tures, might have hope.” 

How greatly to be desired this char- 
acteristic in preaching is, we cannot 
fail to see, and especially in these days, 
when men’s minds have been so largely 
led away from their faith in the infallibility 
of God’s word into a readiness to “ pick 
and choose,” and to shut both eyes and 
ears to the vitality, and imperativeness 
of the “oracles of God.’ There are 
those about us and of us alas! who 
are trying with might and main to destroy 
the foundations of the Faith, such as the 
inspiration of the Bible. As one has lately 
and pertinently written, “ Our present 
chiefs, instead of holding the citadel of 
the Faith, as our old officers did with 
such unconquerable tenacity, seem to be 
falling back before the infidel in slow but 
steady retreat, fighting a series of rear 
guard actions, and leaving as they go, 
position after position in the hands of the 
enemy.” Religion and learning is what 
we need in these days in the pulpit and 
at the Altar. “The priests’ lips should 
kecp knowledge, and they should seek the 
law at his mouth: for he is the messenger 
of the Lord of Hosts.’ And woe to the 
priests who do not fulfill their commission! 


AND THE laity, have they no part to 
bear in this testimony to the Faith? 
Much indeed, not by apathy which looks 
on listlessly, and lifts no voice or handin 
testimony of holy things ; nor by indiffer- 
ence which is the child of culpable ignor- 
ance, in the face of abundant opportunity 
of enlightment: but by an awakened 


mind, and a righteous zeal, which seeks 
to know, by intelligent interest and 
patient learning, the “ mind of the Lord,” 
depicted in the teaching of the Faith, and 
the “operations of His hands,” as seen in 
the practice of the Catholic Church. 


AND WHILE we are saying a word for 
the laity, we may be pardoned if we 
express some degree of deprecation at 
what seems to be a prevailing lack of 
knowledge and intelligent comprehension 
of fundamental things, in most even of 
our substantial laymen. There is too 
little of mental grasp of the real nature 
and purpose of the Church’s life and 
work. The younger and growing genera- 
tion should be better equipped for their 
coming responsibilities. The administra- 
tors of the Church, whether in lesser or 
greater spheres, should have more than 
a child’s education in the “ principles of 
the doctrine of Christ,’ more than a 
school boy’s knowledge of what the 
Church of God is and teaches. This 
must be recognized, that the temporal 
side of the Church’s life rests on the 
spiritual, not the spiritual on the tem- 
poral, whether it be in Parochial affairs, 
or in Diocesan, or in the wider field of 
the Church at large. ‘‘ First the King- 
dom of God,’’—‘ the law and the testi- 
mony,” then ways and methods, and 
means conformable thereto, and with the 
blessing of God invoked. 


His many friends in S. Luke’s will 
welcome the Rev. Harvey Officer, now of 
Trinity Church, Princeton, who is expect- 
ed to preach on the occasion of the An- 
nual Service of the Guild of S. Mary. 
The Service is to be on the Eve of the 
Feast of the Annunciation, Thursday, 
24th inst., at 8 o’clock p.m. 


In SPITE of the fact that the proportion 
of men to women attending Sunday ser- 
vices in S. Luke’s Church is better than 
that which may be noticed in many an- 
other Church of this Communion, the old 
question of ‘“ Why more men do not 
come to Church ” has been again present- 
ing itself this Lent. 
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There are many answers that might be 
made, most of them uncomplimentary to 
our sure confidence and complacency, and 
few of them having any particular bear- 
ing upon the question itself. But, after 
much going to and fro in the Parish and 
walking up and down in it, we are be- 
ginning to wonder whether after all the 
blame may not be charged, in many cases 
at least, to an unsuspected quarter. 

Leaving out all question of the Sunday 
Paper and utter ungodliness, may it not 
be well for the women to ask themselves 
what blame in all Sunday laxity they 
must take to themselves? In almost 
every household it is accepted that 
Sunday isa day of longer sleep and later 
breakfast. The result of this is, and 
especially when the housewife has in- 
adequate or no domestic assistance (the 
only case with any shadow of excuse) that 
breakfast comes so near the noonday 
meal, as often to merge both into one, 
served anywhere between ten and one 
o'clock. In this arrangement dinner 
comes somewhere between four and six 
in the afternoon. The only time then for 
Church, is obviously one of the early ser- 
vices or evening. No doubt, these are 
both excellent times for the worship of 
Almighty God, and no doubt, also, two 
meals are more easily prepared than three. 

Then taking the longer sleep into ac- 
count, what actually happens is : mother 
and elder daughter may hurry out for 
seven. o’clock Communion ; father and 
other children sleep late, and wake up 
over-rested and heavy ; the whole house- 
hold is out of order, and everybody is 
stupid and unhappy, and glad when the 
day is over. Often the only religious 
exercise is getting the younger children off 
to Sunday School in the afternoon, and, if 
they give trouble in the morning, sending 
them to the Presbyterian Sunday School. 
This we believe to be a not unfair picture 
of the average Sunday-keeping on the 
part of a large minority, at least, of the 
families owning allegiance to this Parish. 

And where shall we put the blame for 
this >—by the same token, at the door of 
the woman! Not that we think it would be 


easy, or in all cases possible, to rearrange 
a household far gone in the way of 
this slothfulness, but if the “hand that 
rules the world ” had a little more interest 
in the spiritual welfare of her family, she 
would, in most cases, have prevented such 
Sunday habits ever having been formed. 
We suspect many cases where no morn- 
ing Church, and hardly afternoon, is due 
to the mother’s shirking the trouble of 
getting the family on its feet by ten 
o'clock. 


THE SunDay ScHooL shows signs of 
increasing life. The attendance of schol- 
ars is encouraging, and several unsought 
additions have been made to the member- 
ship of the school. For the most part 
the children respond with interest to the 
catechising—even to the point of showing 
from time to time thought enough to an- 


swer intelligently a question not on the - 


leaflet. Only teachers can realize the full 
significance of this ! 

Seven teachers, out of twenty-five, 
appear regularly at teachers’ meeting. 
Three others attend from time to time, as 
they are actually able. 

Few seem to realize the mutual help 
and advantage of meeting together once a 
week, if only to know something of each 
other’s minds, and the hopes and plans 
for the school’s advance. Besides this 
the instructions are given seriously, and 
seem to be thought worth while. 

And speaking of things worth while, 
what is more worth while than carrying 
the light of Christ’s Gospel to those who 
have it not? The most obvious way of 
doing this, for the Sunday School at 
least, is by means of the “ mite-boxes.”’ 
Lent is almost half over. Surely children 
and parents will be eager to do all they 
can—children to fill “ boxes” and parents 
to encourage, perhaps to help! 


THE REAL guardians of the Faith, even 
more perhaps than the Creeds, are the 
divine offices of Holy Church—more 
especially the Divine Liturgy, known to 
us as the Order for the Administration of 
the Lord's Supper, or Holy Communion. 
The Creeds have grown in defense of the 
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faith against heresy, and they are perfect 
and true for their own purpose. But in 
the divine offices and Liturgy, it is the 
Church taught of Christ, and speaking to 
God. The Creeds we know by rote, and 
speak often too glibly, fully to understand 
their true significance. But the sound of 
worship trains unconsciously our hearts 
and minds truly to know and understand 
God. 

The importance of knowing something 
of the history and structure of the Prayer 
Book offices can hardly be overestimated. 
For their contents has stood the test of 
ages, and been for centuries the food of 
saints. An opportunity to get an outline 
of such knowledge regarding the Public 
Offices is given on Wednesday evenings 
and Saturday afternoons. 


Prayers. 


O Gop, who by the Cross and Passion 
of Thy only begotten Son, hast redeemed 
us; grant that He may dwell in our 
hearts by faith, that we being rooted and 
grounded in love, may be enabled to 
comprehend with all saints, what is the 
length and breadth, the depth and height 
of the love of Christ ; through the same 
Thy Son Jesus our Lord. Amen. 


O Gop, who by thy Holy Apostle S. 
Paul hast taught us to glory in the Cross 
of our Lord Jesus Christ; grant that we 
who acknowledge its saving power on 
earth, may evermore enjoy its blessed 
fruits in Heaven ; through the same Jesus 
Christ our Lord, who now liveth and 
reigneth with Thee and the Holy Ghost, 
ever one God, world without end. Amen. 
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“The Need of Dogmatic 
Teaching.” 


In THE LAST number of the Evangelist 
we gave in this place the substance of 
one of the Tracts for the Times on the 
Benefit of the System of Fasting Enjoined 
by the Church. 

In this number we offer our readers 
an extract from the writings of Samuel 
Wilberforce, the late Bishop of Oxford, 
on the need of Dogmatic Teaching, 
which we believe will prove useful and 
edifying, and which we commend to their 
earnest attention : 

Wuart 1s Docma? Plainly the great 
facts of the spiritual world, which are 
made known to us in the Christian reve- 
lation, embodied in words which express 
them accurately. What the highest 
mathematical and scientific formule are 
to their separate sciences, —the records 
in brief summary of the long conclusions 
of a multitude of experiments or prob- 
lems, —these are the dogmas of our faith 
in the realm of revelation, They are 
points gained; points of light, illuminating 
and enlarging all knowledge; gifts to 
the intellect, like the gift of the sun and 
moon and stars in the heavens; not 
restriction upon its action, but the 
gathering of it up into new and ever- 
welling fountains of fresh life and vigor ; 
restrictions only as a truth gained is a 
restriction upon error and an opener of 
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the way to all other truth, which from 
but its vantage ground could never have 
been reached. 

Here are the creeds, the sure records 
of facts in the mighty spirit-world, from 
which we may proceed with sobriety and 
modesty to other discoveries concerning 
God and ourselves. This is dogmatic 
teaching, not a set of speculations, like 
the tentative reachings forth of a bold 
and ambitious philosophy ; not a number 
of refinements, like the subtle mind-play 
of the metaphysician or the casuist ; not 
even in themselves appeals to feeling, 
though the root of all true and deep 
feeling ; but a declaring of God. From 
which declaring of God all else may 
follow : intellectual advancement, moral 
obligation, the renewing of the affections 
when their truest object is set before 
them. 

If this is dogma it need not take 
many words to set forth the necessity 
there is for Christian preaching being its 
distinct announcement. For what else 
does man indeed want, save God? 
Who else, what else, but his Creator, 
who created him in His own image, can 
ever satisfy the needs of one originally 
made so great as to be able to commune 
with God? To declare God to sucha 
being, to make him know his God as 
God has revealed Himself to him, to bring 
that revelation home to his spirit—this 
is the highest of all necessities. The 
fulfilment of this need is what we mean 
when we say that preaching must declare 
dogma.» How otherwise are the people 
to know the full revelation of God? For 
it is not only that they are naturally 
ignorant, and so need original instruction, 
but also that through the evil effects of 
the fall they are naturally prone to error 
in their conceptions of God, and heresies 
are the proper outbreak of this hereditary 
taint; and though circumstances may 
determine the particular time at which 
particular errors have arisen, (just as the 
state of the natural atmosphere predis- 
poses men to one form of complaint rather 
than to another, ) yet the root of the 

error is in fallen man and not in cir- 


cumstance. Hence those erroneous 
conceptions concerning God, which from 
time to time have broken forth into dis- 
tinct heresies, are always in some shape 
or other haunting the souls of people, 
and are ready, like long-buried seeds, 
when the primzval forest is cut down, 
to spring up again with a new growth 
after the sleep of centuries. Now dogmas 
are the embodied contradictions of such 
errors. The different clauses of the 
creeds have taken their particular shape 
and wording, as being the most emphatic 
denials which could be framed of such 
heretical glosses. Every statement of 
an ancient creed is a battle-ground where- 
on was fought by our fathers one of the 
master fights which secured to their 
children their inheritance of liberty and 
truth. 


Therefore teaching must embody all © 


dogma, if every heresy, held consciously 
or implicitly, is to be kept out. All 
teaching short of this is poverty- 
stricken and insufficient for its end. 

This, then, (I.) being the declaring 
dogma, and this (II.) the necessity of 
doing so, one thing yet remains for us 
most briefly, for so it must be, to glance 
at, and that is (III.) how we are to do 
it. The first of all rules for which is 
doubtless this, that we have our own 
souls full of them. There is, in this 
matter, the greatest of all differences 
between accurate rote-learning and 
deep soul-possessing. If we would be 
full, we must not hold these truths as 
formularies, but the formularies as truths. 
We must live them before we formulize 
them ; our own spiritual life must be the 
holding of the truth which the formulary 
embodies. This was the history of the 
ancient champions of the faith. 

1. Teaching must impart them not as 
forms to be learned but asa life to be 
received by living souls. 

‘2. Pray THEM. We must turn them, 
that is, perpetually into supplications, 
giving of thanks, and acts of adoration. 
This is in accordance with the great 
wisdom of the Church in weaving dogma 
into doxology, and then breaking away 
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from the saying of Psalms and the offering 
of petitions, ever and anon, as by some 
sudden aspiration, into her grand ascrip- 
tions of glory to the Triune God. This 
is a step even above constant prayer for 
light and teaching, which should ever- 
more be uttered by every heart which 
longs to dwell in the light of God’s 
presence. “Lord shew me Thy glory, 
and it sufficeth me.” 

3. Live tHem. We must offer up 
our daily acts by the Spirit, through the 
Son, to the Father. Let these mighty 
mysteries thus interpenetrate the ordinary 
life. 

4. Srupy them deeply. First by 
diligence, and, as far as may be, reading. 

. A formulary rested in as a formul- 
ary, is indeed the letter which killeth. 
But a formulary devoutly dwelt upon as 
the expression of a living truth will, in 
God’s hands, interpenetrate the soul with 
life and truth. 


GENERAL NOTES. 


On Fripay, March 4th, the Reverend 
Elias Weil, priest of the Church of God, 
passed from earth to Paradise, in the sure 
and certain hope of eternal life. 

The Rev. Elias Weil was born in 
Germany 71 years ago. A graduate of 
Nashotah, he was ordained deacon in 
1863, by Bishop Kemper, and priest in 
1864 by Bishop Alonzo Potter. He was 
for two years assistant of S. Peter’sChurch, 
Philadelphia. After holding various 
charges, in 1870 he became Rector of 
Christ Church, Delaware City, where he 
remained for nine years, when he remov- 
ed with his family to Germantown. 

Mr. Weil has been, for twenty-five years, 
a resident of Germantown, attending S. 
Peter's Church, and for many years lend- 
ing valuable service as a teacher of Bible 
Classes, and occasionally during the 
Rectorship of the Rey, Theodore S. 
Rumney, D. D., assisting in the services. 
Mr. Weil was canonically connected with 
the Diocese of Delaware, where he last 


ministered in charge of a Parish. For 
many years he has been incapacitated for 
regular duty, owing to a painful throat 
affection, so that he has been obliged to 
abstain from all regular or official duty. 
Of a well-informed mind, and careful 
jndgment, with true spiritual instinct 
and aspiration, he entered interestedly 
into the ecclesiastical movements of the 
Church, as they passed before him. 
Though unable by reason of his enforced 
retirement actively to participate in the 
Church’s work, he was ever its sympa- 
thetic witness. In spirit and understand- 
ing, he grew with the Church’s growth, 
and rejoiced in every ‘sign of her enlarge- 
ment and progress. Patient in suffering, 
gentle in spirit and demeanor, with wide 
charity for all, he waited on God’s will 
and time. We shall miss his friendly 
intercourse and his sympathetic assurance, 
for though debarred from active labors, 
he was a priest of the Church, and bore 
within him the priestly mind and heart. 

The funeral services were held at his 
late residence, East Walnut Lane, on 
Sunday afternoon, 6th inst. The inter- 
ment was at Clermont, N. Y. 


Requiscat in Pace. 


“Those Who Profess and Call 
Themselves Christians.” 


Tue Church of England prays daily 
for “all who profess and call themselves 
Christians, that they may be led into the 
way of truth and hold the faith.” 

This sentence contains three implied 
theses :— 

1. That all who profess and call them- 
selves Christians can be admitted to be 
Christians by the Catholic Church. They 
may be out of “ the way ” and not hold- 
ing “the faith,” not having fulfilled, or 
wilfully refusing to fulfill the conditions 
necessary for the full Christian status. 

2. That we are earnestly to pray for such, 
and to labor as Priscilla and Aquilla did 
for Apollos, who “expounded unto him 
the way of God more carefully,” though 
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he was already “learned,” “mighty in 
the Scriptures,” “fervent in spirit,” and 
speaking and teaching ‘carefully the 
things concerning Jesus.”’ 

3. That whereas these professing Chris- 
tians speak much of faith, but discard 
from the objects of their faith, some, or 
even many, of the articles of faith, our 
prayer is not that they may have faith, 
but that they may ‘hold the faith’’—the 
Catholic Faith. 

Now under the name of Christians there 

are included :— 
(a) Those who believe in Christ as “per- 
fect God and perfect Man ” ; and that we 
become members of His mystical body 
the Church by being “ Christened” or 
baptized, and in no other way ; and that 
to this mystical body He gives, not merely 
the memory of His life, not merely the 
influence of His Spirit ; but also the gift 
of His Spiritual Body and Blood, and 
thereby His real presence, in the Holy 
Communion. 

In this class are included the great 
majority of all Christians, whether they 
have their chief earthly spiritual head 
at Canterbury, at Constantinople, or at 
Rome. 

(2) Those who believe in Christ as God, 
and that by baptism we are made mem- 
bers of Christ; but do not believe in the 
same way as the majority of Christians in 
the reality of the Presence and the gift 
of a real Body in the Holy Communion. 
(c) Those who believe in Christ as God ; 
but not in baptismal regeneration or the 
Real Presence, and who are morally in- 
capacitated from full communion with a 
Church which requires them to say at 
every baptism “this child is regenerate,” 
and that “the Body and Blood of Christ 
are verily and indeed taken and received” 
by men. 

(d) Those who, though outwardly and 
professedly belonging to the Church, yet 
profess only that Christ was uniquely 
Divine, no more believing in His Deity 
than in the teaching of the Church as to 
the two great sacraments generally nec- 
essary for salvation. 


(e) Those who have been baptized with 
the essentials prescribed, and yet have 
either separated from communion with the 
Catholic Church or have never formerly 
joined it. 

Yet all who have been baptized must 
be considered Christians and members of 
the Catholic Church, however much they 
need to be “led into the way of truth ” 
that they may come to hold and to prac- 
tice “ the faith.” 

(7) Those who, being unbaptized, are 
yet followers and imitators of Christ ac- 
cording to their lights. 

(g) Those who are as yet but seekers 
after Christ. For “ he that is not against 
Me is for Me.” 

N.B.—The sin of heresy begins to come 
in with classes B and C, but is complete 
in class D in the form of Arianism. 

The sin of schism in addition is found 
in the subsequent classes, varying in 
degrees of guiltiness according to the 
opportunities of knowledge of the faith 
they may have received. 

All these classes are concentric circles 
round the Name and the Person of Christ, 
the first containing the largest number 
and being the nearest to the centre as 
regards faith. 

The heathen passes through several 
circles, as inquirer and catechumen, till 
he reaches the full truth or full faith 
of the Catholic Church. 

The doubter may start from the inner- 
most circle, and pass through several 
stages of discarding the doctrines of the 
Church, until he rejects the Deity of 
Christ and is a heretic, even though not 
formally excommunicate by the act of 
himself or of the Church. 

Our prayer therefore maintains :— 

1. That none are completely and fully 
Christians unless baptized and in full 
accord with the faith and practice of the 
Catholic Church, her Creeds and Sacra-

2, That none who profess and call them- 
selves Christians are to be regarded as 
entirely unconnected with the Church of 
Christ. 
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The former may be called intolerant, 
the latter unduly lax ; but the Church, 
heedless of invective from either side, will 
continue to hold up its standard of discip- 
line and dogma, and to utter its prayer 
for all who in any way name with honor 
the name of Christ.

The Consolations of the Cross. 
(PRELUDE) 


Blessed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of mercies 
and God of all comfort; who comforteth 
us in all our afflictions, that we may be 
able to comfort them that are in any 
affliction, through the comfort wherewith 
we ourselves are comforted of God. For 
as the sufferings of Christ abound unto us, 
even so our comfort also aboundeth 
through Christ. 2 Cor. i, 3-5. 


THE Cross of Christ has an unfailing 
attraction for us in that it touches every 
human life, and ministers to every human 
need. It is a present power, not an echo 
from the past ; it is not an idea let loose 
to take care of itself and find lodgement 
where it will, but a force controlled by 
the hand of Him who transformed it 
from a means of torture and death into 
the way of consolation and life. To-day 
we are not going to spend our time 
merely in the consideration of an historic 
happening and an historic Person. We 
shall look back of course, but we shall 
reach up for present help, for the Cross 
is a present power and the historical 
Christ is the present Christ,—Jesus “ the 
same yesterday, to day, and for ever.” 
He has ever before Him and in Him 
those human experiences that culminated 


in the Cross. His sympathy is instant, 
and He is ever ready to pour the 
abundance of His strength into our lives. 
We read the inspired story that tells us 
what He was, that we may know what 
He zs; we learn what He thought, that 
we may know what He ¢himks; the 
record of what He did is valuable 
because it reveals to us what He does. 
As He lived—that is essentially, in- 
wardly—He lives; as He loved. He 
loves,—“ the same yesterday, to day, 
and for ever.” He did not fling away 
His humanity after His mortal career on 
earth had closed, but retained it as a 
sacred thing, as the shrine of His exper- 
iences among men, as the link to bind 
men to Him. Imbedded in His person- 
ality, each incident shining as a jewel in 
His memory as an ever present fact, is 
the history of His life, passion, and 
death. The man Christ Jesus upon whom 
we look back in the tragic story of the 
crucifixion is He to whom we look up. 
It is all one—what He was and what he 
is: to see Him as He was yesterday is 
to see Him as He is to-day: the God of 
strength, the God of love. 

We are going to consider Christ in 
His sufferings rather than the sufferings 
of Christ. The contemplation of Christ’s 
sufferings can easily become a trap for 
emotional and morbid natures to shut 
men out from Him. Too often the 
preacher has made the Passion the centre 
of interest and the Person of Christ the 
incident, whereas Christ is all in all, and 
the Passion a background throwing Him 
into relief. His personality is that which 
must enchain our attention as we try to 
relate ourselves afresh to him, so that we 
shall receive new strength and hope to 
take up again our lives and our work. 

He is indeed the Strong One. His is 
the only human life of which is recorded 
no failure; there is not a shadow of 
fault in His character or a line of defeat 
in His history. So we turn to Him for 
strength, for life. But in this day of 
strenuous living we are apt to lose sight 
of the tender side of His character. He 
is God the Consoler as well as God the 
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Strengthener. To remember the former 
only is to become sentimental ; to think 
of the latter alone is to become hard and 
stoical. Human life has the double 
need,—the need of strength and the need 
of consolation. These having been 
given, there should emerge that glorious 
combination of strength and tenderness 
which forms the most winsome as well 
as the most powerful of characters. And 
so what Christ is, man according to his 
measure becomes—strengthener, con- 
soler; such is his wonderful destiny. 
We ask Christ for strength, that we may 
give what we get to the weak; for con- 
solation, that we may extend sympathy 
to the distressed. 

He is the Consoler, and never was He 
more so than when He was the sufferer 
on the Cross. We all aim to pass 
through life with a smile on our lips. It 
is a recognized duty that most of the 
time at any rate we should wear our 
sorrows in the deeps and not on the 
surface of our lives. It is a nice courtesy, 
more than that, a delicate considerateness 
due our fellows, that every man should 
bear his own burden. But even when 
the face is adorned with gladness, our 
inner world aches with the hidden pains 
and sorrows. Ofttimes behind a hard- 
won serenity of countenance resides such 
tragedy, such suffering, as lies beyond 
the reach of merely human aid: indeed 
what man or woman who is trying to live 
seriously has not an infinite need which 
can be met by nothing short of infinite 
wisdom and sympathy ? We must turn 
to Christ as the Consoler if we are to 
continue human, if we are to be saved 
from bitterness and despair with advanc- 
ing age, if we are to grow in gentleness 
and thoughtfullness in our relationship 
with mankind. O Lord, to Thy gift of 
strength, add that of consolation. 

Christ the Sufferer is in a special sense 
Christus Consolator, and to-day we ap- 
proach Him as such. His seven last 
utterances are seven points of light, each 
with a radiance and a color of its own, 
each a source of consolation in which to 
find the very balm that will suit our 


special need. He who spoke long years 
ago will speak again as we commemorate 
the crucifixion, will speak in the old terms 
but with a new application. He will not 
fail us. He is the Prince of Peace, and 
gives to those who seek, that otherwise 
unattainable peace, without which human 
nature withers and dies.— Bishop Brent.

There is in it the evidence 
of very great practical experience, while 
also there is the indication of a life of 
intuitive devotion, of a life which had 
grown through the very force of love in 
apprehension of Christ in the Blessed 
Sacrament. It presents an ideal of de- 
votion at once high and practical. The 
devout use of the prayer cannot fail to 
help a soul that only longs to respond 
worthily to the love of Jesus in a life of 
close communion.—Rev. Jesse Breit.

What do I mean by the “spiritual 
body?” Imean that type and person- 
ality which every man carries within 
him ; and not man only, but every beast, 
and bird, and insect, and flower. 

Open the scarlet rosehip on the hedge 
and draw from its furry pouch the little 
seed. It is but a tiny pip, and yet in 
that pip reposes the spiritual body of 
the rose that will be. Cast the seed into 
the soil, and it will spring up, not a blue 
periwinkle, or ragged robin, not a flam- 
ing poppy, but only a blushing rose. 
The little personality of the plant as it 
emerges from the seed sets to work and 
assimilates to itself what matter it needs. 
It is not material itself, but it takes up 
and clothes itself with matter, and works 
it into wondrous forms, and manufac- 
tures it out of recognition. It sorts out 
what it requires from earth and water 
and air, and transubstantiates this 
material into glossy leaf, and brown 
thorn, and flushed flower. 

The same process goes on in each of 
you. You are one and the same as you 
were when born, and yet every particle 
that built you up as a babe is gone from 
you, and its place has been renewed 
again and again. What took up the 
requisite substances, and put them in 
their proper places? What gave you 
your characteristic features and expres- 
sion? You have no hesitation in saying 
that your hand did this, and your head 
- thought that; your ear heard the night- 
ingale’s song thirty years ago, and your 
eyes saw the face of your long-departed 
mother; though in hand, and head, and 
eye, and ear there is not a material atom 
the same to-day as there was in it then, 
You maintain your identity, your per- 
sonality remains unaffected, though 
there be shifting of all the particles of 
which you are built. Imagine a house 
from which, every seven years, every 
brick is picked out, every crumb. of 
mortar removed, every wooden window 
and door frame replaced, every rafter and 
slate taken off and fresh put on. That is 
going on with you.—Baring Gould.

Choir Notes. 


As THE EVANGELIST goes to press be- 
fore the production of the Stabat Mater 
it will be quite impossible, in this issue, 
to give any account of the Choir’s work 
in Dvorak’s great composition. All 
that can be now said, is, that it has been 
carefully rehearsed and should receive an 
artistic rendering.

It was 
first performed in England, in 1883, 
when the extraordinary beauty and in- 
dividuality of the music at once aroused 
public attention. The favorable recep- 
tion accorded to it at its production, to- 
gether with its intrinsic merit and the 
thorough musicianship displayed in its 
composition, soon secured for it a recog- 
nized place in the repertory of. standard 
works. The most remarkable of all is 
the final number for quartet and chorus, 
in which the closing ‘‘Amen’’ exhibits 
astonishing contrapointal skill. Perhaps 
the most striking feature of Dvorak’s 
work is the perfect sympathy of its 
character with that of the words. He 
has succeeded more perfectly than any 
other modern writer in reflecting the 
spirit of the ancient hymn, and though 
the influence of the Italian ‘models 
which he studied is quite unmistakable, 
he is indebted to no one for any of his 
ideas. 

Dvorak visited the United States in 
1892, and for three years was the Direc- 
tor of the National Conservatory of 
Music in New York City. 


The Stabat Mater was composed about 
the year 1250 by the Italian jurist, 
Jacobus de Benedictis, who was after- 
wards a member of the Franciscan order. 
He died at a great age in 1306. The 
Stabat Mater ranks among the greatest 
Latin hymns of the Church, finding a 
place with such works as Thomas of 
Celano’s Dies Irae (12th century), and 
the Celestial Hymn of Bernard of Cluny 
(1140 A.D.) The Stabat Mater at pres- 
ent is the office hymn for the Feast of 
the Compassion of the B. V. M.—the 
Friday after Passion Sunday—in the 
Roman Breviary. An admirable trans- 
lation of the first four stanzas with a 
paraphrase of the fifth is found in hymn 
103 of our Church Hymnal. Three 


translations of the entire hymn are to be 


found in Duffiield’s ‘‘ Seven Great 
Hymns of the Mediæval Church.”

Tatnall Paulding 


IN MEMORIAM. 


After a prolonged course of suffering 
illness, borne with exemplary fortitude 
and patience, Mr. Tatnall Paulding, at 
his residence on West Penn Street, Ger- 
mantown, entered into eternal life, in the 
sixty-seventh year of his age, on Tues- 
day, the 5th of March. Mr. Paulding 
was born in the year 1840 in Hunting-, 
ton, Long Island. He was the son of 
Rear Admiral Hiram Paulding and grand- 
son of Captain John Paulding, one of the 
captors of the British Mayor Andre, of 
Revolutionary fame, At the beginning of 
the Civil War he received a commission 
from President Lincoln in the Sixth 
United States Cavalry, of which he be- 
came évevet Colonel. Taken captive on 
the second day of the battle of Gettys- 
burg he spent nine months in Libby 
Prison, Richmond, Va., an experience 
which with many others entitled him to be 
enrolled in ‘‘the noble army of martyrs:’’ 
In the year 1866 Mr. Paulding took up 
his residence in Philadelphia. Since 
1872 he made his home in Germantown. 
He was for some time a vestryman of S. 
Luke’s Church, and latterly belonged to 
the vestry of the Church of the Messiah, 
Gwynedd, near which in North Wales 
he made his home in the summer. 
Tatnall Paulding belonged to the race 
of strong men, noble in mien and bear- 
ing, of sterling integrity and christian 
principle. His business capacity, united 


with stedfastness of purpose, and per- 
severing energy brought him into asso- 
ciation with the foremost men of Phila- 
delphia, among whom he maintained, an 
honourable leadership. His administra- 
tive ability extended beyond large 
business interests, making him the kind 
and considerate helper and guide of a 
numerous family circle, and of others 
to whom he proved a most valuable 
friend and counsellor. His generous 
instincts and ready assistance turned 
always with alacrity to the help of the 
needy, and often enlisted in large charit- 
able emergencies the cooperation of many 
others. 

He was an earnest and devout Church- 
man, being a tower of strength in the 
Gwynedd Parish which for many years 
won his generous interest and wise direc- 
tion, and where he became endeared to 
the successive rectors, and to the people 
of that parish, many of the latter attend- 
ing the funeral services in S. Luke's 
Church on Thursday, the 7th instant. He 
lived a life of noble service to God and 
man, in the large and diversified circle 
in which he moved. God-fearing, and 
devoted to every good work, of large 
faith, of abounding charity, and of long- 
suffering patience which at the last 
crowned. and perfected all, he has well 
earned, ‘‘that rest which remaineth for 
the people of God.’’ He will be sorely 
missed, how deeply those nearest will best 
know. But hisexampleand spirit live on 
(even when his presence is withdrawn) 
in and among those who companied with 
him, and in the memories which will be 
ever dear, and which will never fade 
away, save in the fruition of God's 
Eternal Home.

AST month we considered some of the 
reasons for keeping a good Lent. Let 

us think now of the result of itall. To 
whatend have our devotions, our fasting 
and self-dicipline been performed? Some 
of us will be tempted to say, ‘‘It has 
done me no good. It has been such a 
constant struggle and I have fallen so 
far short of what I set out to do that I 
think my state of mind is much the 
worse for it ; my system is disordered by 
strange diet and my mind has never 
wandered so at my prayers.’’ Yes, this 
is the devil whispering in our ears try- 
ing as usual to conceal from us the truth 
as it isin God and in ourselves, and to 
lead us by degrees farther and farther 


away from it. He would have us be- 
lieve that that is all there isto it. But 
we have bound ourselves not to listen to 
his voice. 

We know that we have been closer to 
Jesus Christ, even in this struggle; 
nearer than we were last summer when 
our thoughts of Him were few and 
hasty, when they were so constant in 
seeking our own comfort and recreation 
that we became unconscious of their sel- 
fish drift; closer surely to Him than in 
the early winter when our bustling life 
of pleasure-seeking and the demands of 
our business life claimed all our energy. 
Who can say how close we have been? 
Who can say how dearly He holds each 
little act of renunciation? Who can 
measure the extent of our small prayer 
of intercession? Who can say but that 
some soul, at the day of its judgment, 
may be granted the Infinite Mercy 
simply because of a prayer offered by us 
in its behalf? We do not now how close 
we have been. It is a matter of faith 
with us, for we believe the words He 


spoke to us that if we love Him and 


keep His Commandments and drink of 
His Cup as it is presented to us, we shall 
be one with Him, and in Him—be one 
with God. One with Almighty God! 
This is a tremendous thought—one 
which we can realize but faintly at best 
and even then only when God gives us the 
grace of a clearer vision than usual with 
the great Life which surrounds us and 
which we shall see and understand some 
day. And yet, blind as we are and 
must be until we are admitted into. that 
larger life, we are allowed now to ap- 
proach the mystery of our Union with 
God to the full extent of our human 
sense. We are allowed to take His 
Body and Blood into our own. In this 
Holy Sacrament we have the earnest of 
that union with God which shall be 
eternal. 

Has the struggle been to no end then? 
Is not the devils voice suggesting dis- 
couragement drowned in this other voice 
inviting us to this great Union? The 
result of it all will be seen in the better 
preparation of our souls and bodies for 
that Union. We have tried to taste of 
His Cup of self-sacrifice that we may 


the more worthily taste of the Wonder- 
ful Cup which He holds out to us on 
Easter Morning. From now on our 
faces are turned towards that. There 
remains yet time for a truer repentance, 
a more earnest renewal of our vows, and 
there wells up in our hearts an ardent 
longing to make ourselves more worthy 
still for that Communion. There ought 
also to be a special significance in our 
Easter Communion this year, for during 
this very year as perhaps never before, 
men, who call themselves His friends are 


Wiiliam Morley. 
1848—1907. 


On February 25, 1907, this Parish 
lost a faithful servant, and Germantown 
one of its most familiar figures. On 
that day William Morley, for twenty- 
seven years the trusted Sexton of S. 
Luke’s Church, died after an illness of 
something less than two weeks duration. 
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denying that He rose again on that first 
Easter Morning, are denying that He does 
give us His own Precious Body and 
Blood this Easter as a Memorial of that 
again Rising. By the subtlest means and 
most pains-taking care they are denying 
it and teaching others to deny it. And so 
beside claiming our privilege of Union 
with God, let this Easter Communion be 
a witness the witness, of our Faith which 
shall not be shaken, but shall cling to 
the Incarnate God until that final Union 
with Him which shall be eternal.

His death, while not wholly unexpected 
at the last came suddenly. i Í 

Always to be depended upon to per- 
form his work to the best of his ability, 
full of many reminiscences of “war 
times,” and of the intimate history of 
his parish and its clergy, bearing the 
burden of all parish affairs with a quaint 
philosophy which made his sayings pro- 
verbial among those who knew him best, 
“William” filled a place in S. Luke’s 
which no one can supply. It is safe to 
say that no one person could be so much 
missed as he, who had come to be almost 
a part of the Church itself. Under an 
exterior which sometimes belied his real 
feelings, it is doubtful if S. Luke’s had 
a more loyal and devoted son. Indeed 
there is something heroic in the record 
of his last few years of service, There 
have been many indications of failing 
strength. Those with whom he was 
most closely associated have felt for 
many months that he was unequal to 
even a portion of his ordinary work. 
And yet, in spite of advice and remon- 
strance of his friends, he kept bravely 
on, refusing to shirk any accustomed 
duty and unwilling to share the respon- 
sibility of the task which had long come 
to be his life. There is a lesson in such 
devotion that is not far to seek—‘‘Blessed 
is that servant whom his Lord when He 
cometh, shall find so doing!’ 

William Morley was born iu Leicester- 
shire, England, on April 4, 1848. He 
came to this country in his early youth. 
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For many years he practiced the trade 
of plasterer. At the age of fifteen he 
caught the war spirit, and on September 
24, 1863 he enlisted in Company A., 
69th Regiment, Pennsylvania Infantry. 
He served throughout the remaining 
years of the Civil War. Returning to 
Germantown he worked at his trade un- 
til 1880, when he became sexton of S. 
Luke’s Church. He leaves a widow and 
two sons. 

He was buried from S. Luke’s Church 
on Thursday afternoon, February 28, at 
2 o'clock, the Rector and Curates offici- 
ating. A guard of honour from Ellis 
Post, No. 6..G. A. R. attended his 
coffin, and a large number of his com- 
rades in the post were present not in 
uniform.

The suggestion has been made. that a 
suitable monument to his faithfulness 
might take the form of a room in the New 
Parish Building furnished and dedicated 
to his memory. It is difficult to fancy any- 
thing which would be more suitable or 
which would have pleased him more, for 
no project was warmer to his heart than 
the New Parish Building. Contributions 
are in order and may be handed to the 
Rector or placed properly marked in the 
Building Fund Box.

Kneeling During the “Gloria in 
Excelsis.” 
To THE EVANGELIS 


Your answer to my communication in the 
last EvanGELISTt in regard to kneeling during 
the “Gloria in Excelsis” does not yet make the 
matter clear to my mind. 

_ You say “the rubric is explicit, and 
if strictly obeyed would require the congrega- 
tion as well as the priest to stand whenever 
: the ‘Gloria in Excelsis’ is sung or said.” 
Now what is the force of a rubric? Is it the 


authorized law of the Church in regard to prac- 
tice, and as such to be obeyed, or is it simply a 
suggestion, to be followed or not, at the pleas- 
ure of a priest or a congregation? If the latter 
view is accepted, then any argument citing a 
rubric as an authority must be worthless, any 
priest may conduct a service as he sees fit, and 
one of the chief objects of the Prayer Book, 
i.c., to provide a service uniform everywhere 
within the jurisdiction of the Church, is de- 
feated. Disorder and confusion can only fol- 
low this interpretation. If, on the other hand, 
a rubric has the force of law, how can this 
custom be defended? 
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Is it not the recognized right of every na- 
tional church to make its own laws to govern 
in matters of practice, and, if so, does your 
argument that an “earlier . . . custom of 
the Church demanded that every service should 
be sung” have any weight in this case, as the 
‘Church in this country clearly allows the “Glo- 
ria” to be either “said or sung,” and states that 
the posture of the people is to be the same in 
either case? Are we not bound to obey the 
Jaws of the Church in this country regardless 
of customs in other countries? The Church of 
England in her rubric makes no mention of the 
posture of the people during the “Gloria,” so it 
is perfectly proper for them to do as they see 
fit. With us it is different. We copied the 
rubric from the English Church, but inserted 
the words “all standing,” thus permitting no 
choice in the matter. 

You say that as “the Eucharist without music 
is . . . ina sense informal, it follows natu- 
rally that some informality should be allowed 
in those assisting at and receiving Holy Com- 
munion.” By whose authority is this infor- 
mality allowed and to what extent can it be 
carried? So far as to breaking a rubric? And 
if this one can’ be broken, are there any others 
which can, and if so, which are they? 

You say “the custom . . . has arisen 
doubtless from a pious unwillingness to change 
postures between communicating and leaving 
the church, as well as from a natural desire to 
remain in an attitude of adoration during the 
saying of what is a striking act of homage to 
our Incarnate Lord.” Is unwillingness to obey 
a rubric of the Prayer Book properly called 
“pious”? Does the fact of singing the “Gloria” 
change its entire aspect and take away the 
“desire to remain in an attitude of adoration?” 
If so, why? If, as I infer from your answer, it 
is more reverent to kneel than to stand, why 
should we not always kneel, whether there is 
music or not? 

Will you not kindly tell me whether there is 
or not any authority for kneeling during the 
“Gloria in Excelsis,” whether rendered with 
music or not?

1. Layman is a “‘legalist,’’ which means 
one who insists on the strict letter of the law, 
in every instance, whether or not conformity 
is of equal importance. 

2. In the present instances, the rutric allows 
a hymn to be used in place of the GLORIA. 
This is usually done in penitential seasons with 
apporpriateness. The law of strict conformity, 
however, would comple all to stand. Does it 
not seem, without infringement of any princi- 
ple, as though some elasticity, might be allowed 
here? Under changed conditions as those form- 
erly prevailing, in the Church, if the law is 
obeyed in its main point, may not the lesser 
point, (which in this case, is the attitude), ad- 
mit of a more pliable use, especially in a detail 
like this, in the less elaborate celebrations. 


3. But, ‘‘you are breaking the law,” it is 
said. Yes, but a law which is obviously incom- 
plete, like some others in the Prayer Book. 
For instance, after the Glorir, the rubric says: 
“THEN THE PRIEST SHALL LET THEM DE- 
PART WITH THIS BLESSING.” As there is no 
direction provided for the people to change 
their attitude of standing, they should, legally 
speaking, remain on their feet, at the benedic- 
tion. Usage probably governed them in taking 
the more appropriate attitude. Circumstances 
and usage do have some weight. Again at 
Evening Prayer the Minister is allowed on 
weeks-days to pass from the Sentences to the 
Lord’s Prayer, but if he wants to say the Con- 
fession, etc., he cannot do so, unless he reads 
the Exhortation. Imagine one’s reading ‘‘Dear- 
ly Beloved Brethren” euery afterneon in Lent, 
Legally we are illegal in omitting that remark- 
able composition of synonyms. In this case, 
nowever, we are compelled to resort to the law 
of common sense. People can resort to this, 
and still remain loyal to truth and authority. 
To show further, that the reading of some 
notices has been left in its original rigidity, and 
without reference to laudable later usage, and 
to what is practicable, consider the notice on 
page 240 of the Prayer Botk, pertaining to the 
warning oi Holy Communion, ‘‘which he (the 
minister) shall always do on the Sunday or some 
Holy day immediately preceding.’’ And yet by 
not following this law we are keeping the law. 
Finally, as a matter of fact the GLORIA IN Ex- 
CELSIS when it is sung, at all High Celebra- 
tions, Is sung, ‘‘all standing,” on this occasion, 
when the service is more simple, people 
naturally incline to change their attitude less 
freqvently.

You will, no doubt, welcome a friendly criti- 
cism made in the legitimate way through your 
correspondence column. ; 

It is, of course, true of the good parish of S. 
Luke’s, as of every other parish in the Church, 
that its life would be useless to the Church 
were it to be kept all apart by itself. It should 
be a living member of the greater body. Your 
people should be alive to the Church’s greater 
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life, should know what problems are confront- 
ing her and what is being done to handle them. 

It is a fact that there are other and even 
greater problems than a parish building for S. 
Luke’s, which affect your people’s welfare and 
in which they should have a voice. A parish 
is indeed better able to handle its own local 
issues when it knows and understands the 
issues of our national Church, of our diocese, 
of our convocation. S. Luke’s has the reputa- 
tion in the diocese of standing for the larger 
churchly life. 

Would not your paper be more representa- 
tive of the spirit of the parish, as well as more 
instructive to those of your readers who find it 
impossible to read regularly one of our church 
papers, if you were to extend its scope to in- 
clude a column devoted to the discussion of 
the life of the Church at large? i 

It is hoped that this will appear a not unjust 
criticism to you as a board if you do not care 
to give it room in your paper.

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THE FIRING The summer has 
LINE. gone; vacations are 
over. The season of 
rest and recreation is past: the time 
for work is once more at hand. Every- 
where throughout the land the Church 
is about to renew her activity; in an- 
other month the Parish organizations 
will all be in operation. | 

It is a time for every churchman to 
pause for a moment to ask himself 
Seriously whether he will do his share 
of the Church’s work during the com- 
ing winter or let it go undone. No 
one can Say that there is nothing for 
him to do. There is ample opportun- 
ity for every one to do some real work. 
There are guilds and societies of all 
kinds, for old and young, men and 
women, boys and girls. None of them 
are so large as to have to refuse new 
members, and none has so many help- 
ers that offers of service have to be 
declined. 

The Sunday-school has need of 
teachers and has room for more schol- 
ars. Without more teachers it is im- 
possible for the school to expand, as 
the present force has all it can do to 
attend to the scholars already enrolled. 
There are classes now just waiting for 
Some one to teach them. If no one 
offers they will drift away and prob- 
ably be lost to the Church. Teachers 


are needed. Who will volunteer? 
Don’t wait to be asked, but come and 
offer your services! As in the para- 
ble, no doubt each one will begin to 
make excuses. “Could not possibly do 
it. Would have to hurry through my 
Sunday dinner;” “Would have to give 
up every Sunday afternoon;” “‘Couldn’t 
teach anyhow;” “Don’t know enough 
to teach,” and so on. 


These all sound very plausible and 
serve to quiet the conscience, but are 
they really good reasons? Does your 
unwillingness to suffer inconvenience 
lessen or release you from your re- 
sponsibilities? 

When you were received into the 
Church at baptism you were “signed 
with the sign of the cross, in token 
that hereafter (you should) not be 
ashamed to confess the faith of Christ 
crucified, and manfully to fight under 
His banner and to continue Christ’s 
faithful soldier and servant unto your 
life’s end.” At your Confirmation you 
renewed the vows and accepted for 
yourself the service undertaken for 
you by your sponsors in baptism. You 
then became a soldier in the army of 
the Church Militant. Now the first 
duty of the soldier is to fight, to be at 
the front on the firing line, ready for 
instant service. It is not for him to 
be among the camp followers, leading 
a life of ease and luxury while his com- 
rades bear the brunt of the battle. 
Nor is it for him to choose when or 
where he shall fight. His enlisting is 
voluntary, but once enlisted he ceases 
to be his own master. He is under au- 
thority until his term of enlistment 
expires. Any lagging behind on the 
march, or any cowardice in the battle, 
is met with summary punishment. 

Such is the rule in the armies of the 
world, and judged by these standards, 
where is your place in the army of the 
Church? Are you on the firing line? 
Are you really fighting? To spend 
Sunday at home in a comfortable chair 
reading the newspaper or the latest 
novel is not fighting. To go to church 
once on Sunday and to spend the rest 
of the day in social pleasures is not 
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fighting. It may require an effort to 
fight, but is it not the effort of the 
soldier in battle? Fighting is work— 
hard, aggressive work—requiring the 
best one has to give. It is active, not 
passive. It requires strength of will 
and physical effort; it requires the ut- 


most patience and perseverance. 


Though discouragements arise and 
effort apparently produces no cor- 
responding result the duty to fight still 
remains. It matters not whether your 
officers or your fellow soldiers are 
agreeable to you; that in no way af- 
fects your responsibility! There was 
no condition made when you enlisted 
that you should fight only if the peo- 
ple around you happened to be con- 
genial. 

An army is a large body of soldiers 
under a commander. It is a unit in 
which the individual identity of the 
soldier is lost in the larger body of 
which he is only an insignificant part. 
He does not fight for himself; he fights 
for the common cause of the whole 
army. His interests are of secondary 
importance. He is ready to give his 
all, even his very life, for the common 
good. Personally he gains nothing by 
this sacrifice; in fact, with his life he 
age everything that he has fought 
or. 

The Church Militant is a vast army 
of Christians fighting for the extension 
of the Kingdom of God. It differs 
from an earthly army in that the in- 
terests of the individual soldier and 
the interests of the whole body are 
identical. Every real effort made by 
the soldier in behalf of the Church is 
one made for the good of his own soul. 
The harder he strives to make others 
do right, the easier it becomes for him 
to do right. The more he works the 
stronger he grows. It is like exercise 
to the body. Strength increases in 
proportion to the amount of exercise 
taken. The body is strengthened by 
muscular work; the soul is strength- 
ened by spiritual work. To be on the 
firing line and to do his utmost to ad- 
vance the standards of the Church of 
God is the best one can do for his own 
soul. If his life is required of him on 


the field of battle he loses nothing; in- 
stead he gains everything. He has 
earned his rest and his reward is sure. 
With St. Paul he can say, “I have 
fought the good fight, I have finished 
my course, I have kept the faith; 
henceforth there is laid up for me a 
crown of righteousness which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, will give 
me at that day.” 

O reader, if you have been con- 
firmed, you are enlisted in the army 
of the Church Militant. The term of 
your enlistment is not for one year, or 
five years, or even ten years; it is 
“unto your life’s end.” Perhaps you 
have been on the firing line many 
years and have given your best efforts 
for the Church, but now, though still 
in robust health, you are thinking of 
giving up your post. You argue to 
yourself: “I have worked for so many 
years and have done my share, let 
some one else take my place. I am 
tired and need a rest.” Of course you 
are tired, for weariness is the natural 
result of fighting. What kind of a sol- 
dier would he be who returns from the 
battle as fresh as if he had spent the 
day in idle pleasure? A soldier is ex- 
pected to become tired and worn with 
all his exertions, but he is expected 
to be brave enough to keep on fight- 
ing in spite of his fatigue. It is not 
for him to leave his post because he 


is tired. His duty is to fight until the 


last minute of his term of enlistment 
has expired. Until then his share in 
the work remains undone. 

We, in the fight against the powers 
of evil, are enlisted “unto our life’s 
end.” When that moment comes, and 


we are mustered out of the army of 


the Church Militant and enter the 
body of the Church Expectant, our 
fighting will be over and we will be 
at rest. “There remaineth a rest for 
the people of God.” It will come to 
each of us in God’s own time. We 
cannot hurry it. We can shirk our 
work and leave it undone, but until 
He so wills we can never enter into 
His rest. The harder we fight here the 
more perfect will be that rest here- 
after. 
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It is hoped there will be many vol- 
unteers for the firing line in all 
branches of parochial work. The line 
is a long one and requires recruits at 
every post. Those at the front are 
fighting bravely, but they need the en- 
couragement of fresh soldiers advanc- 
ing to their support. Will you not be 
one of them? At least be willing to

try to do something. Your effort will 


‘be to others an incentive to harder 


work. You are not responsible for the 
result; that is in the hands of God. 
However hard the battle, however dis- 
couraging the outlook, ultimate vic- 
tory is certain, if each one will only do 
his duty. 


S. MICHAEL AND ALL ANGELS’ DAY. 
The Heavenly Service. 


N to-day’s Collect we beseech God 

to “grant, that, as His holy angels 
always do Him service in Heaven, so 
by His appointment they may succor 
and defend us on earth, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord.” 

In this petition it is asserted that 
angels always do service unto God in 
Heaven. Of what nature that service 
is, except in one particular, we know 
nothing. Probably that comprehends 
the whole of the service which they 
there perform. They are engaged con- 
tinually in the noble -and delightful 
work of praising and glorifying His 
Holy Name. For this end they were 
at first created; on this sublime office 
they entered as soon as they received 
their being, when “the morning-stars 
sang together, and all the sons of God 
shouted for joy.” (Job 38:7.) Grate- 
ful adoration is the breath of their 
life: and as the body when in a sound 
state, and placed in a pure atmos- 
phere, finds no difficulty in the act of 
respiration, but derives all its satisfac- 
tions therefrom, so in Heaven, the at- 
mosphere of Divine love, the blessed 
inhabitants “cease not day and night, 
saying, Holy, Holy, Holy, is the Lord 
of hosts.” 

The wonders of creation and provi- 
dence, as exhibited both towards 
themselves and man, doubtless, form 
in part the subject of their songs. 
Their own creation and preservation, 
and all the blessings of the life which 
they live, the exalted endowments 
‘they have received, the capacities 
which they possess, and their conser- 


vation “as elect angels” in fidelity and 
bliss, when so many of their pristine 
number have fallen—these benefits, 


none of which are self-derived, but all - 


of which are streams issuing from one 
Divine fountain, afford a theme for 
song which is ever new. We know 
also that the discoveries of Divine 
goodness which have been made to 
the human race tune their harps. For 
as we are their fellow creatures, 
formed by the same Almighty Hand, 


_and originally destined to be “helpers

of their joy,” they are interested in 
our welfare. As they resemble God, 
we may be sure that the most exalted 
charity fills their bosoms: so that, as 
far as angels are capable of suffering, 
they “mourn with them that mourn, 
and rejoice with them that rejoice.” 
When the Redeemer of lost mankind 
appeared on earth, “a multitude of the 
Heavenly host praised God, saying, 
Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good will towards men.” 
Into the mysteries of redemption they 
look with ardent desire and holy ad- 
miration; and “unto the principalities 
and powers in Heavenly places is 
made known by the Church the mani- 
fold wisdom of God.” They hailed 
the Redeemer with new Hallelujahs 
on His return to His throne in glory, 
after the completion of His redeeming 
work; for on that occasion His train 
was filled by “twenty thousand char- 
iots of God, even thousands of an- 
gels,” who saluted Him as “the King 
of glory, the Lord of hosts, the Lord 
mighty in battle.” We may also sup-

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THE REV. HARVEY SHEAFE FISHER. 


Reprinted from August Evan gelist with corrections. 


HE news of the death of the Rey. 


Harvey S. Fisher, in London, re- 
ceived by his family on Saturday, July 
18th, was a shock and grief most deeply 
felt by them and by his many and de- 
voted parishioners of S. John’s Church, 
Norristown, as well as by a host of 
friends elsewhere, and by many of the 
clergy of the diocese. | 

If it added to the sadness of Mr. 
Fisher’s death, that he died abroad, 
separated from his family and loving 
parishioners, it is an assuring com- 
fort to know that, the friends of his 
own home, and in the ministry, be- 
sides Bishop Mackay-Smith and his 
family were at hand to minister to 
his needs. Dr. Walpole, once his in- 
structor in the General Theological 
Seminary, and now vicar of a London 
Parish, ministered to the dying priest 
in his last hours, which, through all his 
sufferings, were marked with the spirit 
of patient fortitude and faith. 

Harvey Sheafe Fisher was born in 
Pottsville, Pa., forty-two years ago. He 
graduated at Lehigh University 1887, 
and was ordained deacon 1890 and 
priest 1891 by Bishop Rulison, of Cen- 
tral Pennsylvania. His diaconate and 
the beginning of his priesthood he spent 
in the Church of the Nativity, Beth- 
lehem, Pa., while Dr. Nelson, the pres- 
ent Bishop of Georgia, was Rector of 
that Parish. | 

On the first Sunday in Advent, 1891, 
he entered as Curate in S. Luke’s 
Church, where he labored faithfully 
for four years. Here he showed in 
marked degree, and with fruitful re- 
sults, those characteristics of a ready 
comprehension, intellectually and spir- 
itually and practically, of the church, 
of unwearied zeal and ‘love for souls, 
and of that brightness and cheeriness 
of temperament which made his com- 
panionship so welcome and winning, 
and which drew to him the interest and 


confidence of men, and made him es- 
pecially the friend and counsellor of 
the young. 

In 1895 Mr. Fisher was called to the 
Rectorship of S. Andrew’s Church, 
Buffalo, N. Y., where he labored with 
wisdom and success for three years. 
He assumed the Rectorship of St. 
John’s Church, Norristown, of which 
Parish the Rev. Dr. Gibson had been 
made Rector Emeritus. From 1898 
to the time of his death Mr. Fisher 
gave to his ministry in S. John’s the 
best of his powers, even to the over- 
doing, it is be feared, of his physical 
strength. “He spared not himself.” 
His faculty of imparting knowledge, 
his adaptability, his unfailing cheerful- 
ness, and his unfailing devotion to the 
higher and weightier duties of his 


‘sacred calling, won for him the respect 


and love of his people. He had 
brought with him to S. John’s a knowl- 
edge and conviction of the Church’s 
meaning and mission which he was 
intent upon imparting to his people, 
with a facility and tact which went far 
to commend his message, and win for 
it a strong allegiance and following. 


Ten years of earnest service went 
far to convince even the “slow of 
heart,” at least of their pastor’s loy- 
alty to the church, and to the truth, 
as he saw it, while the greater num- 
were found to follow devotedly in his 
footsteps. 

“In a short time he fulfilled a long 
time.” To the people of S. John’s, 
the decade of spiritual life, and fervor, 
which has now become a notable per- 
iod of their Parish history, will long 
remain to them a pattern and a stimu- 
lus to walk in that path “which shineth 
more and unto the perfect day.” 

“Grant him, O Lord, eternal rest, 
and let light perpetual shine upon 
him!” | 
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TALKS ABOUT S. LUKE'S. 
The Holy Eucharist (Continued).—The Offertory. = 
(Continued.) ~ 


Parishioner—“We now come to that 
part of the service known as the Offer- 
tory. Here the priest reads a sen- 
tence (or sentences) from Holy Scrip- 
ture, and the bread and wine to be 
consecrated are presented before God 
and devoutly placed upon the altar.” 

Visitor—“I observed that several 
solemn rites were performed at this 
part of the service. Please explain 
the meaning of these rites. Is the Of- 
fertory of very ancient origin?” 

Parishioner—“Yes; it dates back to 
the beginning of Religion; but it has 
undergone many changes in the course 
of the ages. In the Primitive Church 
the faithful themselves, unless . they 
were undergoing ecclesiastical disci- 
pline on account of sins, were wont to 
bring and present the sacred bread 
and wine (called oblations). Now the 
bread and wine are brought to the 
priest by the servers. Anciently 
Psalms were sung while the people 
were offering their oblations. This 
custom reminds us of the Temple at 
Jerusalem. As the Jews offered their 
sacrifices and first fruits the Levites 
used to sing the Psalms of David, and 
the trumpets proclaimed the people’s 
joy for the privilege of returning to 
God some of His bounteous gifts. 
Now only a sentence is read, as a gen- 
eral rule, although sometimes a hymn 
or anthem sung here strongly sug- 
gests the ancient customs.” 

Visitor—Is ordinary bread used at 
this most solemn service?” os 

Parishioner—“At S. Luke’s we use 
bread that has been specially prepared. 
‘In this we follow the most ancient cus- 
tom, for our forefathers were scrupu- 
lously careful in this matter. In course 
of time the particles of bread to be of- 
fered at this most venerable service 
were made in a certain shape; they 


were generally shaped like a coin, and 


some letters or figure on each would 
indicate that they were devoted to our 
Heavenly King. In the Western 


Church unleavened bread has always 
been used.” 

Visitor—“Why so?” 

Parishioner—““Because Our Lord 
used unleavened bread when He insti- 
tuted the Holy Eucharist; for at the 
Jewish Passover, the time of the insti- 
tution of the great sacrament, no leav- 
en might be found among the Israel- 
ites.” 

Visitor—‘“Surely the Church is most 
wise and loyal. Our Lord ought al- 
ways to be followed.” | 

Parishioner—“You may have ob- 
served with what reverence and devo- 
tion the priest offers the oblations of 
bread and wine to God. He prays very 
earnestly at this time. You may have 
noticed that a little water is poured 
into the wine before the chalice is of- 
fered.” 

Visitor—“And why?” 

Parishioner—‘“This was the custom 
at the Jewish Passover; it was there- 
tore. done by Our Lord when He in- 
stituted this great Sacrament. There 
is a beautiful mystical significance at- 
tached to this rite. Wine signifies 
the Divine nature, while water denotes 
human nature. By mixing water with 
wine the union of the Divine and hu- 
man natures of Christ in the Incarna- 
tion is set forth. And as Christ be- 
came like us by taking our humanity, 
so He wishes us to become like Him 
by clothing ourselves with His Divine 
nature. Therefore this mixture of 
wine and water is an image of the 
union which takes place at commun- 
ion and in heaven when the redeemed 
shall participate in the glory of God.” 

Visitor—“Why was the collection 
of alms made at this part of the ser- 
vice?” 

Parishioner—“We. would not ap- 
pear ‘empty’ before the Lord. We de- 
sire to give in token that we love God 
and appreciate His blessings. Giving 
for the Church, the poor, the sick goes 
back to apostolic times, when Chris- 


tians had all things in cor 
Paul tells of Sunday collections to = 
lieve the needy. In early times Chris. 
tians gave most liberally, but ancient- 
ly their alms and other gifts were not 
made exclusively at this part of the 
service. 

Visitor—"Why did the servers pour 
water over the priest’s fingers before 
he continued the prayers?” 
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Parishioner—“To wash his hands 
before touching the sacred gifts. As 
ne performs this act the priest says, 
I will wash my. hands in innocency, 
O Lord, and so will I go to Thine 
altar, etc. The rite teaches us that 
we should approach God’s mysteries 
with pure and clean hearts and 
minds.”

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TAZ recent excitement in London 

over a proposed procession of the 
Blessed Sacrament through the streets 
of Westminster. is not without its 
value to us as a sign of the times. In- 
sofar as the newspapers are concerned 
the incident is passed. But it affords 
an occasion for us of thinking on some 
things which are often forgotten. Why 
there should be any objection to such 
a procession, or to any pageant which 
does not involve too great hindrance 
to traffic and which is not in itself im- 
proper, is difficult for us to appreciate, 
so used are we to letting any society, 
religious or otherwise, celebrate its 
festivals in its own way. It is possi- 
ble, however, to see in the closin 
ceremonies of the Eucharistic Con- 
gress held in London by the clergy 
and laity of the Italian Mission an act 
of effrontery to the National Church 
and an unfair testing of the English 
temper. Under it all appears the 
sleepless mind of Rome, which never 
for an instant loses sight of its plan 
of ultimate world power, nor misses a 
chance of displaying its strength and 
influence. , 

_We shall understand better the sig- 
nificance of what was planned if we 
look at what a procession of the 
Blessed Sacrament is and learn what 
it involves. It will then be easy to 
point out why the ceremonies of the 
recent congress were in themselves of- 
fensive and an affront to the English 
people.

A procession of the Blessed Sacra- 
ment is a solemn progress of choir, 
acolytes and clergy of various degrees 


of official dignity, sometimes accom- 
panied by guilds and societies of the 
laity—a company ideally representa- 
tive of the whole Church. marching 
in triumph against the powers of the 
world. In the place of honor the Sa- 
cred Host, in a monstrance, is carried 
by the clergyman of highest’ rank, un- 
der canopy of rich material carried by 
four chosen persons. Evetything is as 
splendid as possible, with incense’ 
lights, and every circumstance of dig- 
nity and grandeur. The actual make- 
up of the procession varies of course 
with the circumstances of its appoint- 
ment and the means at hand. 

All ceremonial attendant upon Eu- 
charistic worship depends for its sanc- 
tion upon the fact of the real and ob- 
jective presence of our Blessed Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ in the Sacra- 
ment of the Altar under the forms of 
Bread and Wine. This fact, with all 
other Catholics, we most firmly and 
explicitly believe, and for God’s love 
expressed therein we devoutly give 
thanks. We believe it to be an essen- 
tial part of Catholic practice that,. as 
we adore our Lord Christ upon His 
throne in glory, so we worship and 
adore Him in this Holy Sacrament. 
But it does not equally follow that 
every ceremony which has grown up 
around the doctrine of the real pres- 
ence is in itself desirable or even right. 
Among those not suitable we find the 
proposed procession through the 
streets of Westminster. 

Elaborate outward expression of the 
adoration we pay to Christ in the Holy

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Sacrament is not as old as the doc- 
trine. The: doctrine of Eucharistic 
adoration is as old as the Church, be- 
cause it follows naturally from the 
fact of the Real Presence in which the 
Church believes. It is not so with 
the purely ceremonial developments 
of the doctrine. This does not mean 
that much of it is not good, as, for ex- 
ample, bending the knee when ap- 
proaching or passing the consecrated 
Host and Chalice. But it is necessary 
to emphasize the lateness of many cer- 
emonial uses regarding the Blessed 
Sacrament as we trace briefly their de- 
velopment. 

In general the development of the 
idea of Eucharistic adoration and the 
practices depending thereon ` takes 
two distinct lines: the first arising 
from a due sense of reverence towards 
the Sacrament in operation (so to 
speak); the second growing partly 
out of this and partly out of 
a mechanical and arbitrary under- 
standing of the mode of the Divine 
presence. Roughly, we should say, all 
under the first head is logical and in 
essence edifying, while most of that 
which comes under the second head 
tends toward using the Sacrament as 
a charm or fetish and must be depre- 
cated. 

(1.) Our Blessed Lord ordained the 
Holy Eucharist “for the continual re- 
membrance of the sacrifice of (His) 
death, and of the benefits we receive 
thereby —a pleading of His death and 
a great act of worship and thanksgiv- 
ing. He commanded its sacred ele- 
ments to be received—the communion 
of His Body and Blood. It is thus a 
sacrifice, and a way to union with His 
sacred humanity. To men who know 
and believe this no outward reverence 
can be too great, except insofar as it 
may become irreverence through ex- 
aggeration.

TALKS ABOUT CHURCH HISTORY. 


The Twelfth Century. 

Teacher.—The Twelfth Century is 
a very interesting period of history. It 
was an age of strife, of tumult, of 
knightly chivalry, of religious fervor. 
In our commercial times we often fail 
to appreciate the Twelfth Century; we 
see only its barbaric and tumultuous as- 
pect, and utterly fail to admire the oth- 
er aspect of the period which is glor- 
ious on account of its splendid chivalry 
and most heroic self-sacrifice and devo- 
tion. 

Student.—I suppose there were a 
great many wars in this century. The 
word “chivalry” suggests all sorts of 
warlike possibilities. 

Teacher.—The Second and Third 
Crusades occurred during this century. 
Neither of these holy wars was very 
successful. In the Second Crusade 
(1145-48) hundreds of thousands lost 
their lives. This war was urged by S. 
Bernard, who wished to save the 
Christians of the East, and the num- 
erous pilgrims from Europe from the 
inhuman treatment which they receiv- 
ed from the Saracens. The Third 
Crusade was led by the Emperor 
Frederic, by Philip II, of France, and 
Richard I, of England, against the 
Sultan Saladin, who had possession of 
Jerusalem. . King Richard, “the Lion 
Hearted,’ displayed wonderful brav- 
ery; but the Crusaders could not re- 
take the Holy City. They obtained, 


however, redress for the afflicted 
Christians. 

Student—Were there other con- 
flicts at this time? 

Teacher.—Yes. A mighty struggle 
took place between the Emperor on the 
one hand, and the princes who sup- 
ported the claims of the pope and the 
Church on the other hand—the great 
conflict between Church and State. The 
old subject of lay investiture, of which 
we spoke last month, was at the bot- 
tom of the matter. The Pope forbade 
the Emperor and other rulers to lay 
hands on ecclesiastical offices, and to 
barter sacred things. He was support- 
ed by the best and most religious in 
Europe. The matter was settled for 
the time by the Concordat of Worms, 
1122, and the Church triumphed. In 
this century there was a great conflict 
in England between the Church and 
the King; but I am glad to say, the 
conflict did not result in a civil war. 

Student.—I would like to hear about 
this conflict. 


Teacher.—King Henry II, perhaps » 


with the best intentions, made himself a 
real dictator over his subjects, not ex- 
cepting the clergy. By the Constitu- 
tions of Clarendon, (1164), it was de- 
creed that a clergyman guilty of 
crimes should be judged and punished 
as a layman; and the King was given 
the right to appoint to vacant bene- 
fices; and no cleric could leave England 
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without royal sanction.. The Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, S. Thomas a 
Becket, opposed the King with all his 
might. Of course there was right on 
both sides. It seems just that a cleric 
should be punished just as any other 
citizen, when he does wrong. He is a 
member of the State. The populace 
sided with the Archbishop, whom they 
regarded as their champion against the 
royal tyrant. One evening, after Ves- 
pers, S. Thomas was murdered in 
Canterbury Cathedral by armed men 
from the King. The popular horror 
and indignation brought down the 
pride of King Henry, who had to per- 
form a public penance. The shrine of 
S. Thomas was the most glorious in all 
the realm, and until its destruction, 
under Henry VIII. it was constantly 
visited by multitudes of patriotic pil- 
grims. S. Thomas struck the first blow 
for English liberty. The account of a 
pilgrimage to the shrine of S. Thomas 
is given by Chancer in his “Canterbury 
Tales.” 

Student—You have shown me the 


barbaric and tumultuous side of the 
Twelfth Century. 


Teacher.—And now you shall see 
the other side. Scarcely any age has 
produced a man as great, noble, saint- 
ly and learned as S. Bernard of Clair- 
vaux (1095-1153). With him a count- 
less host adorned the cloister, and the 
monastic life flourished in the beauty 
of holiness. The poor and sick were 
cared for; the ignorant were instruct- 
ed. At this time many nobles and 
others joined in one the life of the sol- 
dier and the life of the monk, keeping 
the three vows of poverty, chastity 
and obedience, and offering their lives 
in defense of Europe against the infi- 
dels. These formed the Military Ord- 
ers, like the Knights Templar, the 
Knights of S. John, the Hospitallers, 
the Teutonic Knights, etc. The Knights 
of S. Lazarus nursed lepers who were 
very numerous at that time, as a re- 
sult of contact with the East during 
the Crusades. The devotion and self- 
sacrifice displayed in this work defy 


our powers of description. S. John of 
Matha formed the Order of the Most 
Holy Trinity. These heroes devoted. 
their lives to ransom Christian cap- 
tives. Thousands of Christians had 
been carried away by the pirates of 
Morocco; and the Order has been able 
during its existence to rescue countless 
multitudes from the most cruel bon- 
dage and suffering. The Twelfth Cen- 
tury was an age when learning flour- 
ished, and from it we date the begin- 
ning of many universities. 

Student.—Can you mention the 
name of a university which began to 
flourish at this time? 

Teacher.—Oxford. But it is now 
time to bring our talk to a close. Let 
me conclude by saying that the papacy 
reached the zenith of its power at this 
time. Popes were now elected by the 
Cardinals. And now the power of 
Canonization of Saints was given to 
the Pope. He alone was to be the 
final judge as to which of God’s faith- 
ful servants should be numbered 
among the Saints, and revered by the 
Church. 


Student—Were there any heresies 
in this century? 

Teacher.—There were several gro- 
tesque errors. The Waldenses were 
in many respects, not unlike the Puri- 
tans of a later period. ae

It is not a new thing we are mak- 
ing here, but a perpetuating of the old; 
of His old way which is ever the path 
that leadeth unto life; of the old truth 
which is ever living and ever new, for 
each succeeding age; of the old life, 
which is the ever fresh and buoyant 
stream which reneweth the hearts of 
men and maketh glad the City of God. 

The people of S. Luke’s are glad to 
see this day as one which they have 
for a good while anticipated and wish- 
ed for. And they think themselves 
happy in being able to extend their 


greeting and welcome to their visiting 
friends of the clergy and laity, who 
have done this occasion honour by 
their attendance. 

The Mother Parish of Germantown 
is now not so much a mother as an 
elder sister to those who have gone 
out from her, and to those who owe 
their origin to other Parishes. It is a 
sodality which is formed between us. 
And, as the elder members of the 
family often learn from the younger, 
so S. Luke’s lives, and learns from her 
sisters. 

Parish Buildings are no longer a 
novelty in the onward development of 
Parish life. Bishop Whitaker has told 
us lately that in his Episcopate of 
twenty-four years in this Diocese, 
seventy-three Parish Buildings have 
been erected. 

S. Luke’s, in the building which this 
one follows, and which was erected by 
the Rt. Rev. B. Wistar Morris, D.D., 
then Rector of S. Luke’s, the Rev. 
John Rodney being Rector Emeritus, 
as an act of recognition of the bless- 
mgs of peace, was perhaps among the 
earlier to be furnished with this ad- 
junct of parochial work. 

As I have said, it is a common thing 
now; and for the reason that the 
Church must needs take on this en- 
largement of her function as the true 
Mother of us all. As pertinent to the 
purposes of this building, which are 
preeminently educational, it may be 
proper for me in this connection to 
speak on this phase of the Church's 
mission. The Church is the Ecclesia 
Docens, all the way from her high 
Councils, the pronouncements of her 
3ishops and of her pulpits, down to 
the kindergarten. 

Besides the more formal and official 
message given from the lips of her 
priests and pastors, she must needs 
expound and illustrate that message 
through her lesser functionaries and in 
simpler detail. The Sunday School is 
the direct adjunct of the Church, not 
its substitute. 

Of the principles of education, the 
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Church is the peculiar and God-ap- 
pointed guardian. 

She is the teacher of order and gov- 
ernment, of humility and obedience, of 
reverence and good manners. 

It cannot be too closely held in mind 
that the Church of the Living God is 
alone the Pillar and Ground of the 
Truth, and as such is humanity’s great 
educator. This is true in large degree 
and small, in the sphere of higher edu- 
cation as it is called, as it is in that 
which is less conspicuous. 

It is needless to say that she has 
been intensely interested and active in 
institutions of learning, in her own 
schools and colleges, which she has 
striven to maintain in the land. She 
insists that the moral and spiritual 
must be the motive and that on the 
ground of the unchangeable truth of 
God’s revealed religion. It is her part 
and place in the world, as only com- 
petent for it, to warn against the infi- 
del tendency of the day in secular 
schools and colleges, for men and for 
women. She knows whereof she 
speaks when she warns that education 
however high (so called), however 
finely equipped, however flattering to 
the conceits of masculine and feminine 
ambition, unless held to the line and 
the plummet of the Divine Religion of 
the Catholic Faith and Order, is as 
sure as the sun rises and sets, to carry 
down into degeneracy and corruption, 
the childhood and the womanhood and 
the manhood, which too careless and 
too confiding parents consign to these 
prideful institutions of learning in our 
midst. If you want your sons and your 
daughters to launch out upon the 
waves of this troublesome world with- 
out compass, without rudder, without 
ballast, send them by all means to 
young men’s and women’s colleges, 
where, in some cases ‘at least, the chief 
thought seems to be to unhinge the 
youthful mind from every sacred tra- 
dition, and every guarding influence, 
and to fill their minds with the proud 
conceit that it is the mark of a stiperior 
intellectualism to deny the Faith, to 


live without Divine Grace, and that 
some other religion than that of the 
Incarnate Son of God is to be the re- 
ligion of the 2oth century. 

All this is pertinent to the work 
which this Building stands for. It 
must be the school of heavenly learn- 
ing. It must stand for the counterac- 
tion, of the infidel mind, of the pride 
of men, which shows itself in lust, in 
the lust for pleasure, in the lust for 
license, in the lust to think and be- 
lieve and do as every man sees right 
in his own eyes. 

It must stand for the fear of the 
Lord, which is the beginning of wis- 
dom, for sound faith and true godli- 
ness. (Continued on page 9.) 


MILITARY PRIESTS AND BISHOPS. 


While John Peter Muhlenberg was rector 
cf Woodstock, Virginia, he received a 
colonel’s commission from Washington. 
After a patriotic sermon in church he took 
leave of his congregation in the following 
words: “There is a time for all things—a 
time to preach and a time to pray; but 
there is also a time to fight, and that is 
now come.” He then gave them his bene- 
diction, and throwing back his surplice, dis 
covered to them his military uniform. He 
ordered the drums to beat for recruits, and 
foon marched away with 300 soldiers. 
Muhlenberg became a major-general and re- 
mained in the army to the close of the war. 
This example is not one to be followed, 
though it was followed during the great 
civil war of 1861-5 by no less a personage 
than the Right Rey. Leonidas Polk, Bishop 
of Louisiana. Bishop Polk had been educat- 
cd at West Point Military Academy, but ac- 
cepted a commission as major-general in 
the Confederate army. He was killed, in 
1864, by a cannon shot while reconnoitring 
near Marietta in Georgia. The reverse of 
this course pursued by many who served 
in both armies is much more to be approv- 
ed. Very many officers and men, who prov- 
ed themselves brave soldiers during the 
war, are now ordained officers in Christ's 
Church militant, doing the work of bishops 
and priests.—Xelec‘ed.

A CHURCH WITHOUT A BISHOP. 


For 177 years the English Church in 
America was obliged to carry on its 
work without a resident Bishop. This 
was the result of the efforts of its re- 
ligious and political opponents, whose 
object was to cripple the Church as 
much as they could. The Bishop of 
London had the oversight of the 
Church, but it was, of course, impos- 
sible for him at such a distance to be 
more than its Bishop in name. No 
person could be confirmed and no can- 
didates for the ministry could be or- 
dained except by crossing the Atlantic 
at great expense. So great also was the 
danger from shipwreck and smallpox 
that, it is said, one out of every five 
young men who made the attempt 
never returned. —< elected.

THE LAYING OF THE CORNER 
STONE OF THE PARISH 
BUILDING. 


June 18, 1910, is a red-letter day in 
the history of S. Luke’s Parish; for 
then was laid the corner-stone of the 
new parish building at half-past three 
in the afternoon. The following clergy 
were present at the invitation of the 
Rector: The Rev. J. Andrews Harris, 
S. T. D., of S. Pauls, Chestnut Hill; 
the Rev. Horace F. Fuller, of Trinity 
Church, Oxford; the Rev. C. H. Arndt, 
of Christ Church; the Rey. S. K. Boy- 
Che themNeviabanGeRinhardten ones: 
Luke’s, Newtown, formerly a curate 
in this parish; the Rev. R. B. Green, of 
S. Stephen’s, Norwood, and the Rev. 
E. S. Thomas, of S. Barnabas’ Mission. 
A large number of parishioners and 
friends graced the occasion with their 
presence, and it was delightful to note 
the interest of the children, to whom 
the building means so much. The 
scaffolding was adorned with flags, 
and the groups of clergy and choris- 
ters, with the crowds of people pre- 
sented a beautiful picture. In the ab- 
sence of the Bishop, the stone was laid 
by the Rector, and the service printed 
in our last issue was followed out. A 
financial statement was read by the 
Accounting Warden, Mr. Sydney L. 
Wright, after which Dr. Upjohn de- 
livered an eloquent address of unusual 
force. A part of this address is pub- 
lished by request, and may be found 
in another part of this paper. Dr. 
Harris, who is revered and loved by 
all in this neighborhood, in which he 
has worked so many years, made an 
appropriate address in which he awak- 
ened many happy memories of the 
past. A severe thunder storm gathered 
during the proceedings, but fortunately 
the downpour did not come until the 
people had dispersed. The occasion 
was indeed a memorable one, and it 
was a great privilege to be present. 


THE PURPOSE OF THE PARISH BUILD- 
ING

And because the Church of God is 
a household from which the principles 
of social life go forth, her heart, her 
eye, her ear, her hand, are and must 
be busy in attending to the growth of 
habits of righteous conduct, of decent 
behaviour, and a high respect for man- 
hood and womanhood. With this in 
mind, the Church sees little good in 
bettering men’s outward condition 
without doing for them spiritually. It 
is all very well to remedy the physical 
misery of the world, but not well, with- 
out teaching men that there is a worse 
thing than poverty, and that is godless- 
ness; that there is a worse thing than 
suffering, and that is to be without 
faith, and the Faith; that there is a 
greater peril than the lack of “good 
things” and that is to be “without God 
in the world.” 

Thus the Church works from with- 
in, outward. She seeks to recreate out- 
ward conditions by renewing the inner 
man. She is not to be led into the mis- 
take that men can be made new crea- 
tures by merely improving or trans- 
forming their environment. She 
knows too well that it is mainly the 
evil things in men that make their 
environment evil. Not an increase of 
wealth brings happiness, save as there 
is a moral and a spiritual renewal. 

First stands the Kingdom of God 
and His Righteousness—then other 
things as they come, and the other 
things do come. Social welfare without 
religious welfare as its root and motive 
is a vanity and a snare. 

Therefore what we aim at in the 
purpose of this building is to teach both 
young and old how to live righteously 
and godly in this present world. We 
shall be most anxious, while extending 
temporal advantages, and while im- 
proving social conditions, to impart 
the motive and the love of. higher 
things, to give our boys and girls, our 
young men and maidens, the children 


and their parents, the true knowledge 


of God and of His Son Jesus Christ, as 
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the summum bonum of all life and liv- 
ing. 

And may the Blessed and only Po- 
tentate, the King of Kings and Lord 
of Lords, with the Father and the Holy 
Ghost, bless and prosper our undertak- 
ing to the good of souls and to the 
glory of His Holy Name. 


CONVERSIONS TO THE CHURCH 
IN NEW ENGLAND. 

In 1722 ‘Timothy Cutler, President 
of Yale College, and two of its tutors, 
Samuel Johnson and Daniel Brown, all 
prominent Congregational ministers, 
publicly renounced their errors and 
were received into the Church. This 
event made a great stir at the time, 
and resulted in great benefit to the 
Church. Their conversion was largely 
owing to their study of the Prayer 
Book, and of some works of English 
divines belonging to the college li- 
brary. They were promptly dismissed 
from their posts, and hotly abused by 
their former associates; being called 
“cudweds,” “degenerate offspring.” 
“high-flyers,’ etc. As Bishops were 
prohibited from coming to America by 
the animosity of the Puritans, the three 
converts sailed almost immediately for 
England, and were ordained in 1723 
by the Bishop of Norwich. Johnson 
afterwards become president of King’s 
College (now Columbia University), 
New York, —Selected 


THE FIRST AMERICAN BISHOP. 


Samuel Seabury was the son of a 
Congregational minister in Groton, 
Connecticut, who had conformed to the 
Church in 1730, and the same year 
was ordained deacon and priest by the 
Bishop of London. The son also 
studied for the ministry and was or- 
dained in 1753. When the war of Inde- 
pendence was over in 1783, Mr. Sea- 
bury was chosen at a secret meeting 
of Connecticut clergy to be their Bish- 
op. In June of that year he sailed for 
England with letters and testimonials. 
The English Bishops were so hamper- 


ed by their connection with the State 
that they could not. see their: way to 
consecrating him. Then, after waiting 
for more than a year, Seabury appeal- 
ed to the Scottish Bishops, who were 
not so hampered, and by them he was 
consecrated as the first Bishop of 
America on November 14, 1784. The 
Consecration took place in a chapel in 
Aberdeen, and the Bishops officiating 
were Kilgour of Aberdeen, Petrie of 
Moray and Ross, and Skinner, Coad- 
jutor Bishop of Aberdeen. On the day 
following, an agreement was made that 
Bishop Seabury should endeavor to 
introduce into America the Eucharistic 
Service as used by the Church of 
Scotland. It is owing to this agree- 
ment that the American Prayer Book 
was enriched by the “Oblation” and 
“Invocation” which so distinguish its 
Communion office from that of the 
English book. 


CHURCHMEN THE CHIEF FOUNDERS 
OF THE UNITED STATES. 


English Churchmen, or, as we would call 
them now, American Churchmen, were fore- 
most. both in the cause of American Inde- 
pendence and in guiding the growth of the 
nation. To this class belong the names of 
Washington, the first President of the 
United States; of Henry Laurens, the first 
President of Congress, and of John Lau- 
rens, “the Bayard of the American Revolu- 
tion”; of Robert Morris, its financier; of 
Patrick Henry, who sounded the note of 
alarm in old S. John’s, Richmond; of Liv- 
ingston, leader of the opposition to the 
Stamp Act, and, later, the administrator of 
the oath of office to President Washington; 
of Lee, the mover of the Resolution of 
Independence; of twothirds of tne signers 
of the Declaration of Independence, and of 
the framers of the Constitution of the 
United States; of Warren, of Bunker Hill, 
and Montgomery, of Quebec; of eight out 
of the twelve generals early appointed by 
Washington, and of Provoost (afterwards 
chaplain of Congress), Croes and Smith, 
who bore arms in tne American cause and 
later served the Church in the Episcopate. 
The first ecclesiastical response to the 
Declaration was made by the united par- 
ishes of Christ Church and S. Peter's, 
Philadelphia, on the evening of the Fourth 
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of July, where the Prayer Book was altered 
to suit the new conditions of civil life. It 
was an Anglican layman, Joln Dixon, on 
the State House steps, who read aloud the 
Declaration to the assembled patriots; and 
several weeks earlier than this, Jure 19, 
the first Declaration of Independence was 
passed by the vestry of S. Paui’s Church, 
Edenton, North Carolina, that body solemn- 
ly pledging itself on the side of American 
liberty. Moreover, the first chaplain of Con- 
gress was a priest, afterward Bishop 
(White) of the American Church, the open- 
ing service being trom the Book of Com- 
mon Prayer. —Selected. 
WESLEY’S “BISHOPS.” 

John Wesley was a priest of the English 
Church, and lived and died in its commu- 
nion. He was a very earnest man, but did 
some very foolish chings. He had founded 
an order of lay-preachers in America, and 
in his old age felt the necessity of having 
some one to oversee them. When he was 
82, although only a priest and without any 
power to ordain, he presumed to lay hands 
on a Dr. Coke, who was also an English 
priest, and to set him apart as a “superin- 
tendent” of the Methodist Societies in 
America. Afterwards Coke assumed the 
title of “bishop.” It was of this so-called 
consecration that Wesley’s brother, Charles, 
wrote: 

“So easily are bishops made 

By man’s or woman’s whim; 

Wesley his hands on Coke hath laid, 

But who laid hands on him?”

HELPING TO BUILD A CHURCH. 


Nearly a thousand years ago a poor man 
was living in a wretched mud cabin in a 
wild moorland district of Devonshire. He 
was a good man and felt that if tuere was 
only a church in this wild spot the people 
would be less savage and wicked. So day 
after day as he returned from his work he 
would pick up a large stone and carry it 
to a place near his cabin. He grew old and 
the heap of stones grew bigger, and then 
at last the old man died, saying with his 
last words that the stones would one day 
build a church to the glory of God. And it 
all turned out as the man nad said. The 
Lord of the maror heard or the poor 
labourer’s zeal, and undertook to carry out 
the work which he had begun, anu so a 
parish church rose on the foundation of 
those very stones that the trusting peasant 
had collected. —Selected. 


PERILS OF ATTENDING 
CHURCH SERVICES IN 
AMERICA. 

Many of the Church people in the 
early days brought with them their 
fire-arms and a supply of ammunition, 
to protect themselves from the In- 
dians. Later on we have an account 
of a clergyman, living near the present 
city of Washington, who for more than 
six months preached with a pair of 
loaded pistols on the cushion by his 
side, that he might defend himself 
against any attempt to remove him on 
account of his political views !-Sevecten 


“TO OBEY IS BETTER THAN 
SACRIFICE.” 


During the American Civil War an officer 
was appointed to a particular position in 
the field to stand fast and hold it. Present- 
ly a column of tne enemy gave him a tempt- 
ing opportunity of attack. He advanced, 
won a brilliant victory, and then returned 
with guns and prisoners, but only to hear 
the bugle sound the retreat. His gallant 
but unauthorized dash had marred the 
whole plan of battle. And so has it al- 
ways proved in Christ’s warfare. When 
men with good intentions assume author- 
ity and attempt a work to which Christ 
has not appointed chem, disaster is sure to 
follow in the end. —Selected. 


CONFIDENCE IN ONE’S ORDERS. 


The Rev. James Richmond, a cleyer and 
eccentric priest of the American Church, 
once crossed the Atlantic in the same ves- 
sel with the Rey. Dr. Sprague, an eminent 
Presbyterian. The relations of the two men 
were very friendly during the voyage, and 
at its close Dr. Sprague said some of his 
best triends were clergymen of the Epis- 
copal (American) Church, but that there 
was one thing in them that he could not 
stand, namely, that they refused to recog- 
nize him as an ordained minister of Christ. 
“Doctor,” was the reply, “if every Presby- 
terian minister in the country should re- 
fuse to recognize me as a minister of 
Christ, it wouldn’t trouble me in the least, 
because I know I am.” —Selected.

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PARISH NOTES 


HE Centennial is at last a part of 
history, and a most glorious time 

it was! All who had any part in its 
celebration bear unanimous testimony 
that the Committee on Arrangements 
should be heartily congratulated upon 
the splendid order that was arranged. 


Mr Spiritual Conference was a 

source of great blessing to the 
Parish. Those who attended the Ser- 
vices and the Meditations esteemed it 
a privilege to do so, for they set the 
keynote of the whole Centennial com- 
memoration. The Centennial of a 


Parish of the Church of God is not a — 


civil or a political affair, to be observ- 
ed only with the flourishing of banners 
and the sounding of trumpets, and the 
making of self congratulatory speeches. 
Its primary significance is spiritual, 
and the healthy conception of the gen- 
uine spiritual life was the burden of 
Dr. Barry’s words. 


F THE Dedication of the Parish 
House we need but make men- 
tion. The congregation filled the 
Church and packed the Assembly 
Room of the Parish House. The ad- 
dresses, retrospective and prospective 
in character, by the Bishop Coadjutor 
and the Bishop Suffragan, the Rev. 
Wa. H. Vibbert, DDT the Reva. 
C. Washburn, D.D., rector of Christ 
Church, Philadelphia; the Rev. J. De- 
Wolf Perry, D.D., the Rev. A. J. Mil- 
ler, rector of St. Thomas’ Church, 
White Marsh; the Rev. H. F. Fuller, 
rector of Trinity Church, Oxford; the 
Rev. J. A. Montgomery, D.D., whose 
family, for four generations, has been 
identified with St. Luke’s, and the Rev. 
Robert Johnston, served to illustrate 
the only true asset of a Parish is its 
spiritual power. Not the least import- 
ant feature of this occasion, and one 
long anticipated, was the presence of 
the Bishop-Coadjutor and the Bishop- 
Suffragan of the Diocese. 


NE of the pleasing social features 
of the Centennial celebration 


was the reunion of the Men’s Bible 
Class on Saturday evening, November 
4th. For fifty-one years Miss Esther 
Aertsen has conducted this class, and 
there were present four men who had 
been in the class when she took 
charge, as well as nearly fifty who 
have since become members of it. We 
question whether an occasion like this 
can be duplicated in any Parish in the 
Church. A handsome etching of 
Lichfield Cathedral was presented to 
Miss Aertsen as a loving testimonial 
of the men’s apreciation of her faithful 
ministrations for over a half century. 


EARLY three hundred Commun- 
ions were made on Sunday, and 
many more during the Octave, another 
fact emphasizing the spiritual power 
of St. Luke’s Parish. Too much stress 
cannot be laid upon this thought. The 
Rector had purposed that this should 
be the theme of the whole week, and 
his anticipations were not disappoint- 
ed. 


HE Children’s Eucharist on Sun- 
day was attended by more child- 
ren than any previous Children’s Eu- 
charist. - It is gratifying that more and 
more parents and sponsors are realiz- 
ing this means of the true training of 
the little ones whom God has com- 
mittéd to their care. If there be those 
who doubt the efficiency of a Child- 
ren’s Eucharist, let them attend the 
next Celebration, and their doubts will 
be removed. 


HE many friends of Dr. Vibbert re- 
joiced to welcome him as the 
special Preacher on Sunday morning. 
It was worthy of note that, after twen- 
ty-eight years, which have elapsed 
since he resigned the Rectorship of the 
Parish, so many were here to whom he 
had ministered. 


HE Men’s Meeting on Monday 
night was in the same strain. In 
spite of the inclemency of the weather 


there were upwards of a hundred men 
who evinced their interest in things 
spiritual by attending this meeting. 
The subject for discussion had been 
advertised as “The Vocation of Men 
in the Church,” and the theme of the 
addresses was the study of those facul- 
ties needed by men to fulfil their voca- 
tion. The Rector and Bishop Gris- 
wold spoke of “Knowledge”; Bishop 
Rhinelander spoke of “Sympathy”; 
Mr. George Wharton Pepper spoke of 
“Devoutness.” A number of visiting 
clergy and laymen were present, and 
the editor has received word from many 
that this was one of the most helpful 
“Men’s Meetings” which they had 
ever attended. This may be attributed 
to the fact that, again, the spiritual 
was the dominant note. 


FTER the stormy Monday night 

it was gratifying to have good 
weather on Tuesday. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary, No. 1 and No. 2, were happy 
to welcome many members of Auxil- 
iaries from Parishes in the vicinity. 
The Holy Eucharist was celebrated at 
ten o'clock. The Right Reverend, the 
Missionary Bishop of Salina, Dr. Gris- 
wold, made a most interesting and 
comprehensive address upon the gen- 


eral conditions of missionary work in 


the domestic field, illustrated by the 
work of his own Jurisdiction. The of- 
fering was devoted to the work in Sa- 
lina. The business meeting of both 
Branches in the Parish was held imme- 
diately after the Service. It was grati- 
fying to note the addition of new mem- 
bers to each Branch, and it is hoped 
that there will still be further re- 
sponses to the letters sent out upon 
this subject. 


FHE closing feature of the Centen- 

nial observance was the Service 
for the organizations of the Parish on 
Tuesday evening. This occasion was 
favored with the best of weather, and 
the attendance of Guild and - Girls’ 
Friendly Society, Mothers’ Meeting, 
etc., was suitably large. At the Even- 
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song the Rev. C. S. Hutchinson 
preached the Sermon, as always, with 
great acceptance. The large attend- 
ance taxed well the capacity of the 
Parish House at the Tea, which was 
held immediately after the Service. A 
joyous and contented company made 
the closing occasion of the Centennial 
observance a delightful and appro- 
priate ending of the appointed order 
for the festival. 


LL will be glad to know that the of- 

fering has amounted to some- 

thing over Eleven Hundred Dollars at 
this date. 


E have now commenced the sec- 
ond century of our life as a 
Parish. None of us shall see the sec- 
ond Centennial commemorated, but we 
can have a real part in continuing the 
work that has commenced, and in lay- 
ing the foundations for further building 
in such wise that the generations yet 
unborn will have for themselves a Par- 
ish, the sole object of whose existence 
is the greater glory of God. 


HE Parish Worker wishes to 
heartily thank all who so gener- 
ously responded to the appeal for gar- 
ments, etc., for the clothing sale of 
October 19th. Clothing, especially 
men’s trousers, coats, etc., will be 
especially desired for the clothing sale 
to be held on November 16th. It is 
requested that all articles be sent not 
later than the 15th. These clothing 
sales are of great help in the charitable 
work of the Church, not only enabling 
persons of small means to buy cloth- 
ing at very reduced prices, but also 
providing money for nourishment, 
medicine, etc. for the poor.

A’KEMPIS. 
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ADVENT. 


The idea of Advent is a part of the 
ancient tradition of the Church, al- 
though the observance of the season 
as at present established is not 
so early. Philastrius (Bishop of Bres- 
cia) who died about the year 397, 
mentions the fast of the tenth month, 
which, we must remember, was De- 
cember until less than two huridred 
years ago. Traces of it are found in 
the Council of Saragossa, a local 
Council held A. D. 380. The formal 
celebration of the Season was insti- 
tuted in Gaul, Spain and Italy toward 
the close of the fifth century. 

As soon as a definite date was set- 
tled for the celebration of Christmas, 
it was but natural that this great feast, 
like the feast of Easter should be pre- 
ceded by some sort of period of pre- 
paration. But the celebration of Ad- 
vent was a custom of gradual growth, 
rather than of definite establishment, 
and, for this reason, there is consider- 
able uncertainty with reference to the 
exact date of its institution. Durandus, 
a French. Canonist of the thirteenth 
century, states that St. Peter instituted 
Advent as a time of commemoration 
of our Lord’s coming in the flesh; it 


was to last three full weeks and part 
of a month. But for this statement he 
gives no authority. 

The length of Advent was establish- 
ed long before the time of Durandus, 
although it was not fixed at first. In 
the Mozarabic and the Ambrosian 
Liturgies the season contained six 
Sundays, commencing with St. Mar- 
tin’s Day, November 11th, thus be- 
ing analogous to the kindred season of 
Lent. But in the Sacramentary of 
Gregory the Great there were but four 
Sundays in Advent, and this has long 
been the established use, although the 
name “Advent” seems not to have 
been customary until the eleventh cen- 
tury. 

The name itself comes from the 
Latin Adventus, which means “com- 
ing,’ and was quite appropriate for 
that season which marked the time of 
preparation for the due celebration of 
the coming of our Lord in human 
flesh. It was but natural that one of 
the prominent thoughts of the season 
should be of the second coming, and 
this has now become conventional. It 
is in this way that the Dies Irae, one 
of the greatest hymns of the Church, 
has come to be particularly associated 
with this season. 

The custom of dating the beginning 
of the ecclesiastical year from the 
first of Advent is at least 1200 years 
old, for it is so noted in a Gallican 
Lectionary of the eighth century. 

To Churchmen there is one pertin- 
ent call of the Advent season. In the 
present days of religious indifference 
it is too easy to view Christmastide as 
a time of mere secular rejoicing, a time 
of emulation in gifts, and the contract- 
ing of extravagant and unwarrantable 
bills. Advent reminds the Churchman 
that the dominant note of Christmas 
is the commemoration of the Incarna- 
tion of our Blessed Lord, that the 
function of the feast is primarily spirit- 
ual, and that this fact is of such great 
importance that four whole weeks are 
given to the children of the Church to 
prepare themselves properly for its 
lue celebration. 


= 
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It is seldom that St. Luke’s Church 
is called upon to note a double bereave- 
ment in a single family, whose name 
has been associated with the Parish 
through a period of many years. 

The name of Lambdin is in the list 
of worthies recounted in the record of 
the Centennial observance. James R. 
Lambdin was made a vestryman of 
St. Luke’s Church in 1850, the well- 
known portrait painter and artist of 
Philadelphia and a gentleman of 
Churchly instincts and ecclesiological 
tastes. 

It is with deep regret that THE 
EVANGELIST is called upon to re- 
cord the death of the eldest daughter 
of Mr. Lambdin, Mrs. A. E. Snyder, 
who departed this life on Saturday, 
October 28th. Funeral services were 
held in St. Luke’s Church on Tuesday, 
the ist, the interment being in the 
family lot of the churchyard. A lady of 
keen intelligence, Mrs. Snyder was a 
devoted Churchwoman, and for many 
years a Communicant of St. Luke’s 
Parish. 

The death of Dr. Alfred C. Lambdin, 
which took place after a very brief illness, 
on Tuesday morning, November 7th, is 
universally felt to be a public loss. 
For many years the leading edi- 
torial writer in Philadelphia, he show- 
ed keen discernment in the selection, 
and remarkable ability in the treat- 
ment of the subjects which he chose 
to discuss, clothing his ideas in a style 
comparable with that of the best 
journalistic writers. He invariably con- 
tended for righeousness in public af- 
fairs and pleaded for probity in public 
men, seeking to advance the high 
moral standard of his beloved city. A 
resolute Churchman, equipped with a 
comprehensive knowledge of the 
Church’s principles and of her order 
and spiritual direction, he will be great- 
ly missed in this community, for men 
ot his stamp are rare. 


The funeral Services were conduct- 
ed in St. Clement’s Church, of which 
he was a member, the interment being 
in St. Luke’s churchyard.

CLUB 


A very urgent appeal has been sent 
to the Parish Librarian for contribu- 
tions of periodicals. So many of our 
Missionaries are in absolute need of 
reading matter, both for themselves 
and for the men and women under 
their care. We have heard of the log- 
germen in Alaska who told one of the 
Missionaries that they had nothing to 
read all winter except the labels on the 
vegetable cans, and many others are in 
the same condition. A generous reply 
is urged to the appeal that has been 
made, and, that you may know some- 
thing of the work that is being done 
by the Club, the following facts are 
subjoined for your consideration. 

I. What it is: 

It is a Society formed for the pur- 
pose of supplying periodicals and 
books to those of the clergy and laity 
who are unable to procure good litera- 
ture in any other way. 


II. What it does: 

I. It obtains from the Bishops and 
others of the Clergy the names and ad- 
dresses of those who need Periodicals 
and Books. | 

II. It appeals to those who have 
Periodicals to send them when read, 
regularly each week, or month, to 
those who ask for them, always pre- 
paying postage. 

III. It receives packages of books, 
sorts and forwards them where they 
are needed. 

IV. It sends out also to Schools, 
Reading Rooms and Hospitals, Bibles, 
Prayer Books, Hymmals, Service Leaf- 
lets, Carols, Christmas and Easter 
Cards, Music, Games, Calendars, Pic- 
tures, Etc. 


III. What it needs: 


I. It needs books and magazines to 
supply the constant demand. 


II. It needs money. 


a. To pay for the room where the 
books, etc., are received, and in which 
several clerks are constantly employed. 

b. To pay the salaries of the clerks. 

c. To pay postage on the letters and 
postals sent out during the past year. 

d. To pay postage, expressage and 
freight on the books forwarded from 
the General Office, as these are gener- 
ally sent in entirely unaccompanied by 
money. 


III. It needs the interest and pray- 
ers of every person in the Church.

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ALEXANDER MACKAY-SMITH 


For the second time within the same year Pennsylvania has been called to 
mourn the death of the Bishop of the Diocese, this sad event occurring on the 
morning of Thursday, November 15th. Serving nearly nine years as Coadjutor, 
and but nine months as Diocesan, Alexander Mackay-Smith had a unique 
Episcopal career. The position of Coadjutor Bishop is one difficult to fill, even 
under the greatest and wisest of chiefs, and the rule had no exception in this 
Diocese, but Doctor Mackay-Smith filled his office well. 

Born of a noble family, trained in America’s best halls of learning, he was 
possessed of that culture and refinement which distinguish the Christian gentle- 
man. One had to know him to appreciate him, for he wore not his heart on 
his sleeve. And those who knew him recognized in him that humble unselfishness 
which is the characteristic of the truly great man. His days were shortened 
because he would not save himself. Within four hours of his death he had 
attended a reception at the Divinity School,—his last official act,— and, in the 
busy months that have just flown by, he was striving, in spite of acute physical 
suffering, to do what he understood to be his duty to the Diocese to which he 
gave himself. The world will never know of his many acts and gifts which 
made countless heavy hearts lighter, or of the unbounded sympathy which was 
ever seeking new channels of expression. 

Many cf his ecclesiastical views found little sympathy and often even 
awakened opposition. But while he was many times subjected to a criticism 
too ready of unguarded expression on the part of those who did not agree with 
him, it has been remarked that his staunchest and most loyal friends were among 
those who differed from him theologically. For Alexander Mackay-Smith was 
a man of justice. His was no cringing, fawning spirit, which hesitated to act 
lest he might give offense to some self-centered individual. He who had a cause 
to plead knew where to find a friend, if that cause was right and just. Although 
possessed of great reserve, and handicapped by physical weaknesses of which 
he was ever consicous, he never allowed himself to remain silent or still when 
the cause of right called him to speak or act. 

Under his sufferings many a man would long since have beaten retreat, but 
the Church had called Mackay-Smith to the front, and at the front he would 
stay as long as he could endure the conflict. Little did men think that this was 
to be within four hours of the time when God should call him to rest. Among 
the names of the heroes of the Church,—those who have made great sacrifices 
that they might do her service—far from the least is that of him who has been 
perfected through suffering —Alexander Mackay-Smith. 

Requiem aeternam dona ci, Domine, et lux perpetua luceat ei. 

On the morning of the death of Bishop Mackay-Smith the following state- 
ment was issued by Bishop Rhinelander: 

“In spite of the well-known insecurity of the Bishop’s health, his death 
comes an an overwhelming shock, even to those nearest to him. He was present, 
with his family at the reception given last evening by the Philadelphia Divinity 
School to the two new Bishops, and seemed to be in his usual health and happily 
interested in the occasion. 


“THE EVANGELIST 


“At the very last he seems to have had a sense of the coming end; and then 
quite peacefully and painlessly he fell asleep. a 

“In spite of the sudden shock of his death, there is something strikingly 
fitting and very memorable in its circumstances. For the good of the Church and 
in obedience to his physicians, he had resigned his charge, but his resignation 
had not taken effect. He was still Bishop of the Diocese and will always be so 
remembered. His chief hope and desire was that before he should give up his 
work, he might be enabled to help the two new bishops take up their full burden 
of responsibility with such knowledge and wisdom as would prevent damage to 
the diocese. This he was able to accomplish. 

“All through his last years he has been bearing a very heavy burden of 
physical suffering and bodily weakness. Probably none will ever know how 
great this burden was. But he bore it patiently, bravely and uncomplainingly, 
and he bore it in the same spirit to the last. In his death, as in his life, he will 
be remembered with deep affection for his large-hearted kindness and gener- 
osity, and with loving respect for his manly Christian fortitude. 

“By the laws of the Church, the office of Bishop devolves at once on me. 
With the able and devoted co-operation the Suffragan Bishop, it is my earnest 
hope and prayer that the work of the diocese, which in all its parts was so dear 
to the heart of the late Bishop, may go on unimpeded for the glory of God and 
the good of men.” . 

The funeral services were held on Saturday morning, November 18th, at 
the Church of the Holy Trinity, and were conducted by Bishop Rhinelander, 
Bishop-Suffragan Garland, and Doctor Tomkins, the Rector of Holy Trinity. 


THE MUSICAL FEATURES OF THE CENTENNIAL 


By no means the least important feature of the Centennial observance of 
St. Luke’s Church was the music. The Service of Dedication, which took 
place on Saturday, November 4th, at 3.00, began with Evensong. The Bishop- 
Coadjutor and the Bishop-Suffragan, attended by the officiating clergy and the 
choir, preceded by the Vestry of the Parish, entered the Church from the 
Parish House, proceeding up the middle aisle to “A March for a Church Festival, 
by W. J. Best. Hymn 466, “Now Thank We All Our God,” was sung after the 
choir had taken their places in the Chancel. The Office of Evensong was sung 
by the Rev. G. Herbert Dennison, the Lessons being read by the Rev. Dr. J. A. 
Montgomery, of the Philadelphia School, and Dean Le Roy. The special 
musical features were Martin’s “Magnificat” and “Nunc Dimittis” in G, and 
Coleridge Taylor’s “Te Deum.” Hymn 313, Ancient of Days,” was sung as a 
Recessional, the Bishops and Clergy followed by the congregation, returning to 
the Parish House, where the Office of Dedication was said by the Bishop- 
Coadjutor, Doctor Rhinelander. bie, E wS a 

At the High Celebration on Sunday Foster's “Communion Service in A 
was sung. An effective part of this fine Service is the “Incarnatus,” an un- 
accompanied quartette, which requires great precision and delicacy of handling. 
Praham’s Anthem, “How Lovely is Thy Dwelling Place, was the Introit, a 
composition of great difficulty and beauty, and, on this occasion, well rendered, 
The selections at Evensong were the same as those of Saturday. 
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“The Religion of the Englishman.” By 
the Rev. H. F. B. Mackay. Long- 
mans, IQII. pp. 63. 


Here is a book which is addressed 
primarily to English readers, and some 
of its details would be better under- 
stood, probably, by those familiar 
with conditions in England. Neverthe- 
less the book is full of meat for Amer- 
ican Churchmen and Churchwomen, 


_ and should be read by all. 


The problem with which the author 
deals is that of taking the average 
comfortable religion which character- 
izes so many Churchmen, and making 
it a real and vital religion, with a defi- 
nite purpose in life. The solution of 
the problem is simple. The person of 
easy going religion needs plain, ordin- 
ary, everyday conversion. The con- 
version, however, is not to some in- 
definite and intangible ecstasy, but to 
the Catholic religion. The Catholic re- 
ligion is described in plain, straight- 
forward terms, which serve to clear 
many of the difficulties which it pre- 
sents to the average Protestant. The 
words “bite,” to use the author’s own 
phraseology, and, if carefully perused, 
they will awake within many a per- 
son the consciousness of his duty 
toward God, a duty which he has 
often performed imperfectly or not at 
all. Here are a few selections: 

The average person “does not un- 
derstand exactly what the Holy Com- 
munion is. He only knows that it is 
not what the Roman Catholics say it 
isa 

“One cannot escape from the 
Church into the Gospels, which the 
Church shaped and gave to her mem- 
bers in order that they might under- 
stand better what they were already 
experiencing within her circle. The 
Bible is not the way; it is the time- 
table which shows us when and where 
the train starts. The fact is that our 


Bible teaching bores our children, be- 
cause we have not used it to put them 
on the train. We have been reading 
them the time-table when they wanted 
change of air.” 


“The Catholic religion is as practic- 
al a matter as building a house or 
cooking a pudding.” 


Again, of the Catholic religion, he 
says: “It is easy to recognize it. There 
is nothing at all like it, there is noth- 
ing in the world so passionately loved; 
there is nothing in the world so bitter- 
ly hated. Its typical product is unique. 
The Catholic saint is the product of the 
Catholic religion. There are many 
good and holy men outside the Cath- 
olic religion, but there are no Catholic 
saints outside the Catholic religion.” 

The style of the book is conversa- 
tional, but it is all the more attractive 
because not couched in conventional 
theological terms. 


If anyone wants to have his duty 
placed clearly before him—if anyone 
wants a concise statement of what the 
religion of our Church is, let him pur- 
chase this book and read it. 


There is an uneasy desire among a vast 
many well-disposed persons to get the 
fruits of the Christian faith, without 
troubling themselves about the faith 
itself. This is done under the sanction 
of Peace Societies, Temperance and 
Moral Reform Societies, in which the 
end is too often taken for the means. 
When the Almighty sent his Son on 
earth, it was to point out the way in 
which all this was to be brought about, 
by means of the Church; but men have 
so frittered away that body of divine 
organization, through their divisions and 
subdivisions, all arising from human 
conceit, that it is no longer regarded as 
the agency it was so obviously intended 
to be, and various contrivances are to be 
employed as substitutes for that which 
proceeded directly from the Son of God!

preaching of His Holy Word, the ministration of His Holy Sacraments, 
and the edification of faithful souls; to thank Him for the abundant bless- 
ing which He has granted in this place, and to beseech Him to continue 
the same blessings to us and to our children’s children for all generations yet 
to come, that this Church may ever remain separate from all profane and un- 
hallowed uses, and may continually stand a witness to the people of His 
truth and His loving kindness, which He hath shown unto us in His Son 
our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Wherefore, summing up our petitions, we make bold to say: Our Fath- 
er, Who art in heaven, etc.—Amen. ! 


ADDRESS BY THE RECTOR 


It is with feelings of profound thankfulness and satisfaction that the 
clergy, the vestry and the people of St. Luke’s Church are permitted, under 
the gracious Providence of God, to observe a Centennial of their beloved 
Parish. Not the least of this privilege is to welcome, to a participation in 
this auspicious event, the friends and neighbors, clerical and lay, of this, 
which now, perhaps, without presumption, may be called “venerable Parish.” 
St. Luke’s is quite conscious that her present anniversary does not make her 
equal, in age or in dignity, to that which other Churches in this Diocese and 
community have attained. Compared with these worthies she might possibly 
be regarded by some of her elder sisters as still retaining a measure of the 
immaturity of youth. This much, however, may be said—that she does not 
dote on being old. She is conscious that her inborn nature, as well as her 
spiritual equipment as a part, and but a part, of a vastly greater whole, en- 
dows her with the gift of perpetual youth. For the Catholic Faith, from 
which she, as a Parish, springs, has the inherent vitality of her great Original, 
Who is the same, yesterday, to-day and forever. Indeed, dear friends, while 
St. Luke’s is conscious of her age, and, as such, will endeavor to act becom- 
ingly, she has not, on this occasion, invited you to survey a decline, much less 
to wait upon obsequies which, but for the Church’s life, might be expected. 

Rather has she called you, her friends and neighbors, together, to rejoice 
with her because she has found, at the possible cost of some sweeping of the 
house and diligent seeking, the piece which, in common with many of her 
sisters, she had mislaid or obscured. For to us, the stewards of the mysteries 
of the Kingdom of God, the piece is the Catholic Faith and Order, which bears 
upon its face the superscription of her imperial Head, and the possession of 
which is the certificate of her loyalty and allegiance as of the Bride of Christ. 
As such, not her least joy on this occasion is to welcome with full heart and 
warm embrace, with his Suffragan, her Father in God, whose recent advent 
among us is as that of the Angel of the Church in Philadelphia, before whom 
is set an open door, which no man can shut. 


A 
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A hundred years has to .us a far-away look. Many are the stirring 
events, in Church and State, which in that period have intervened. Many 
are the notable names, and the moving experiences in their lives and ours, 
which have gone to make up the history of this Parish, and to render that 
history of souls eventful, not only for the seen and temporal, but for the un- 
seen and eternal. And so our hearts and yours may well be full to-day, and 
not least with the comforting assurance that, in the household of our Father, 
the eternal God is our refuge and underneath are the everlasting arms. 


It is with a sense of humor at contrasts that we read that on the 28th of 
June, 1811, which marks the beginning of this spiritual enterprise, it was 


RESOLVED, That any acknowledged Minister of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church of Philadelphia or elsewhere who may visit Germantown on the Sabbath 
Day and perform Divine Service, shall be paid the sum of Four Dollars for such 
Services, provided the funds in the treasurer’s hands admit of it, and the Minister 
accept it. 

RESOLVED, That a compensation of Fifty Cents per day be allowed a clerk, 
who shall perform his duties during Service; that Fifty Cents per day be allowed 
the organist; and that Twenty-Five Cents per day be allowed the sexton. 

RESOLVED, That the disbursements of no one week shall exceed the sum of 
Six Dollars. 


“We may smile to-day at the lucrative amounts which were here offered 
as stipends, but we must remember that these amounts were of a hundred 
years ago. At the same time, it is worthy of note that the initiative for the 
establishing of this Church in Germantown came from the people of the 
village, and not from the outside. The little band of Churchmen and Church- 
women of a century ago did not have to be awakened to their needs; they 
themselves saw and felt those needs, and themselves took the first step to- 
ward having them supplied. This auspicious beginning may be taken to por- 
tend, in some way, the ever ready zeal of the members of St. Luke’s during 
a century of life.” 

Of that line of worthies which has stretched from that time to this, we 
may say, 


Let us praise famous men, and our fathers that begat us. The Lord 
hath wrought great glory by them through His great power from the 
beginning. 

To make mention—of White, venerabile nomen, of Kemper, afterwards 
the Apostle of the West, of Clay and Milnor, of Beasley and Montgomery, of 
Lippitt and Du Puy, of Rodney, Diehl, Knight and Morris, of Wadleigh and 
Vibbert; and of laymen, builders and witnesses, Stokes and Armat, of Biddle, 
Wayne, Bayton, Chew, Betton, Waln, Ashmead, Stevenson, Wagner, Lit- 
tell, Newhall, King, Carson, Treichel, Bringhurst, Megargee, Cornelius Smith, 
Lambdin, Twells, Clark, Carpenter, Aertsen, McCullagh, Cope, Newbold, 
Stellwagon, Evans, Baker, Welsh, Blight, Montgomery, Webb, Logan, Mer- 
rick, Warder, Arnold, McKean, Ingersoll, McCall, William P. Troth, Jy, 
Williams—a long line, not half mentioned. 


Now, therefore, bless ye the God of all, which only doeth wondrous 
things everywhere, which exalteth our days from the womb, and dealeth 
with us according to His mercy. He grant us joyfulness of heart, and that 
peace may be in our days in Israel forever; that He would confirm His 
mercy with us, and deliver us at this time.

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THE RECTORS. LETTER 
My Dear BRETHREN: 

The beginning of a new season of 
Church activity is the signal for the 
revival of the work of grace in our 
hearts. We cannot do God’s work in his 
vineyard to which he surely calls us, 
without seeking his power wherewith to 
do it. 


There is a scene before us: A number 
of children are at play and enjoying 
themselves. Pretty soon their father 
comes out and calls them to their tasks. 
It is something to know and feel that 
each one of us has been called of God 
to do something for him and in his 
Name. 


Perhaps most of us do not think about 
being called to anything serious in life, 
but simply follow in the line of least 
resistance. The better and safer plan is 
to regard oneself as called to work out 
his salvation seriously and with fear. 
This may be said to be the object of 
every one’s life in the world. 


The beginning again of our training 
in the Church’s year of grace synchron- 
izes closely with our patronal festival, 
St. Luke’s Day, October the eighteenth. 


I. In order to make the anniversary 
this year more profitable and helpful to 
all, the Rev. Charles Mercer Hall, rector 
of the Church of the Holy Cross, Kings- 
ton, New York, will conduct a spiritual 
conference in St. Luke’s Church, begin- 
ning with Evensong at 4.30 P. M. on 
Thursday, October 17th. The subject 
of the address at that service will be 
“Ts Life Worth Living?” The other 
features of the conference will be: 
Thursday, 8.00 P. M. Sermon 
Friday, St. Luke's Day, 

10.00 A.M. Sermon 

11.30 Second address: “The Soul 
and its Life.” 

2.30 P. M. Third address: “What 
we are and What we ought 
TOM bere 

4.00 Fourth address: “Life’s Pro- 
gress.” 

8.00 P. M. Sermon 


I hope that you will give your time and 


attention to this opportunity of spiritual 
instruction. 


II. Sunday in the Octave of St. 
Luke’s Day (October 20th) will be prob- 
ably the day when the greater number 
will be able to make their communions 
for the feast. The early hours, 7 and 8 
o'clock, will be the more convenient time. 
Let your intention be for the increase of 
the spiritual life among our people, that 
God may give us the spirit of fellowship 
with one another, a holy zeal for the 
growth of his kingdom in our hearts and 
that he would “prosper the work of our 
hands upon us.” 


Ili. The offering on St. Luke’s Day 
and on the Sunday within the Octave 
will be for the increase of the Permanent 
Fund. It will be understood that the 
parish is now accumulating the fourth 
series of this fund, thirty thousand dol- 
lars having been raised. The completion 
of the fourth series will make the fund 
forty thousand dollars. Let every one 
regard it as a solemn obligation to make 
a liberal offering on this occasion to this 
fund. 


IV. As has been announced to you 
already, a history of St. Luke’s Church 
has been written and the printed copies 
will be ready for distribution on or soon 
after St. Luke’s Day. I am asking at 
least one of every family in the parish 
to take a copy of this history because of 
the interest attaching to it as a record of 
the parish for a hundred pears and also 
for the sake of sustaining an important 
enterprise undertaken by the vestry. 
Will you not send in your name at once 
(where this has not been already done) 
to Mr. Spencer P. Hazard, secretary of 
the committee on publication ? 


I pray that you, dear brethren, will 
earnestly do all within your power to 
deepen and enlarge the spiritual life of 
the Church within the parish, to the 
building up yourselves in your most holy 
faith.

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THE COMING YEAR 


The summer vacation is over and a 
time of hard work for Christ and his 
Church greets us. Many important 
problems face the Church and call for 
solution, and the problems which concern 
the Church are of paramount interest to 
churchmen and churchwomen. It is a 
grievous mistake to imagine that there 
can be any questions which concern the 
whole Church but which are extraneous 
matters to laymen. 

THE EvANGELIst hopes to be of some 
humble service to its readers by present- 
ing to them some of the vital issues 
which concern us and by suggesting some 
lines of thought which may be of some 
possible use in planning to meet these 
issues. 

The approaching year is what is called 
by many persons the “General Conven- 
tion Year.” It is so called because dur- 
ing this year the deputies are to be 
chosen in diocesan conventions to repre- 
sent the clergy and the laity in the 
General Convention which meets twelve 
months hence. 


The last General Convention had a 
very close vote upon the subject of the 
change of the title page of the Book of 
Common Prayer, often erroneously call- 
ed the change of the name of the Church, 
and there is little doubt that this same 
question will be raised again next year. 
It is above all things necessary that they 
who debate this subject analyze it care- 
fully in order that the discussion may be 
free from much of the triteness which 
has characterized it in the past. And 
this is possible if the deputies realize that 
they have to do with something in which 
the people are interested and of which 
they have an intelligent conception. 


Another subject which will undoubted- 
ly find place in the coming Convention is 
that of Church unity, which is quite 
another thing than the unity of all sorts 
and conditions of men who group them- 
selves into religious bodies styled 
churches. This is a subject which should 
be analyzed and understood, not only by 
deputies to conventions but by every 
churchman and churchwoman. 


Anent this discussion it will be neces- 
sary for us to know in some concrete 
way what unity means. It will be futile 
for members of our branch of the 
Church to indulge in any discussions 
about Church unity until they come to 
realize the impregnable position of their 
own Church and to do this they must 
“get together.” 


In our diocese the missionary ap- 
portionment is a subject of great inter- 
est. It is remarkable that there are any 
of the faithful who do not seem to realize 
the importance of this question and who 
treat it as nonchalantly as they do the 
news of an election in China. 


Upon these subjects and upon many 
others Tur EVANGELIST proposes in its 
coming issues to speak. It will be your 
paper. The editors will welcome sug- 
gestions of any subjects which you would 
like to see analyzed and discussed. The 
aim is that churchmen in this parish may 
know what the Church is doing and that 
they may feel a personal interest in what 
is being done.

THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

The closing exercises of the Sunday 
School for the summer season were held 
at four o’clock on the afternoon of 
Sunday, June 30th.

Prizes were given to two children in the 
primary department who had recited the 
catechism perfectly. Twenty-four chil- 
dren who have completed the work of the 
primary department (the recitation of 
the catechism to the end of the “duties” ) 
were promoted into the intermediate de- 
partment, and given certificates of pro- 
motion. Eleven others were promoted 
without certificates. Diplomas of gradu- 
ation were given by the rector to four 
young ladies who had finished the re- 
quired course: Marion Grafe, Helen 
Wartman, Emma Lanco and Brucie 
Erney.

BRANCH NuMBER THREE 


On December 12th, 1911, the rector 
organized a branch of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, to be known as St. Luke’s 
Parish Branch Number Three. The 
meetings of this branch are held in the 
evening to enable those who do not find 
it convenient to attend the morning meet- 
ings to. identify themselves with the work 
in the parish for missions. 


Fifty members have been enrolled. 
Meetings have been held twice a month, 
with an average attendance of twenty. 

The members have familiarized them- 
selves with the work of Father Andrews, 
at Maebashi, Japan; the Sisters of St. 
Mary, at Sewanee, Tenn. ; the mission at 
Silverdale, Kansas; the work of Bishop 
Darlington in Central Pennsylvania, par- 
ticularly at Carlisle; the work of the 
Rev. Mr. Bartter, at Manila; that of the 
Rev. A. R. Hoare, Point Hope, Alaska; 
and the work in China, as reported by 
the Rev. S. H. Littell. In this connec- 
tion, Branch Number Three is much in- 
debted to Miss Upjohn for her very 
interesting talks on the work of the Rev. 
Mr. Hoare and the Rev. Mr. Littell. 
Mrs. B. S. Cooper also addressed this 
branch on the work at Wind River, 
Wyoming. 

Altar linen, consisting of purificators, 


lavabo towels, and a corporal, has been 
sent to Father Andrews, together with 
$40.00, contributed by the members. 


The following letter, received by the 
branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary in

Emery’s name with our Miss Emery’s we 
would recognize how much the quiet, almost 
unknown services of the former have assist- 
ed the latter in accomplishing the wonderful 
work she is still doing. 


When God has taken these two devoted 
workers to Himself, the original Fund is to 
be used as Miss Julia C. Emery may desig- 
nate: in the Mission Field, for buildings, 
for endowment, or, in fact, in any manner 
that may seem well to her, that will further 
the cause of Missions and link it with her 
name. 


A large number of Dioceses have been 
consulted on this subject. All the answers 
received are most “enthusiastic in their 
approval,” many rejoicing at this opportunity 
of showing their love and admiration for 
Miss Emery. 


There has not been one dissenting 
opinion. Now the matter must simply be 
brought before each parish. To make the 
gift a universal success the ‘few following 
rules have been adopted: 


1. Gifts from five cents up, will be 
accepted. 


2. Gifts are to be collected in each 
parish and forwarded to officers appointed to 
receive the same in each Diocese.

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THE HOLY COMMUNION 

The first thing which strikes us in 
reference to the subject of the Holy 
Communion is this: that its central 
thought and aim is reality of personal 
union with Christ. The material experi- 
ence in terms of which this reality is 
presented is quite different from that in 
the light of which Baptism is explained. 
But the central aim and idea is the same. 
If Baptism corresponds to the birth 
which originates, the Holy Communion 
is the food which sustains and develops, 
life. As birth and as nurture, they rep- 
resent between them the whole process, 
from the cradle to the fullest maturity 
of living power. And as the birth is 
initiation, once for all, into Christ,. in 
effective right and possibility: so the 
nurture is meant to be development, 
more and more, into a fuller and fuller 
realization of voluntary self-identity, of 
character and spirit, with Christ. 

The Holy Communion teaches this, 
with signal emphasis, in terms of food. 
And the food is expressly defined as the 
Flesh and Blood of Christ. Now while it 
is clearly beyond our scope to enter upon 
any task so immense as the general ex- 
position of Eucharistic doctrine, there 
are some two or three things which it 
may concern us to point out in respect 
of these terms. Our first point, then, is 
this: that the flesh and blood plainly ex- 
press, and are meant to emphasize, His 
Humanity. Flesh and blood stand as 
the constituent elements, on the visible 
and palpable side, of that Humanity in 
which He was self-expressed. They 
stand as its outward and, so to say, 
measurable test; the pledge and guaran- 
tee of its reality. The gift of His flesh 
and blood is the gift of His Humanity. 
To share them is to share Humanity, as 
it was in Him. 


The second point is that the flesh and 
blood express the Humanity as, to some 
extent, in general, so particularly, in one 
most significant reference. It is the 
Humanity of Christ especially in its 
atoning aspect, as the cancelling of the 
past, the perfection of penitence, the con- 
summation of the sacrifice of holiness 
by which sin was conquered and des- 


eT 


troyed. The gift of His flesh and blood 
is, then, the gift of participation in the 
very instruments and capacities of the 
sacrifice, sin-crushing and victorious. It 
is the internal reception and realization 
of that triumphant goodness, in Human 
nature, of which Calvary was the neces- 
sary condition and mode; and it is in 
terms which expressly recall and empha- 
size Calvary. It is part of the self- 
identification of tne recipient with the 
Sacrifice, the growing assimilation of the 
self, in inwardness of character and will, 
with the victorious Spirit of the Atone- 
ment. : 


If this is, in the most general terms, 
the nature of the gifts received, the mode 
of receiving them is, in itself, extremely 
significant. They are received by eating 
and drinking. They are fed upon: as 
the food which is taken up into the body 
is converted into the strength, and is the 
indispensable condition of the life, of the 
body into which it is taken. There is 
something most impressive in the reiter- 
ated use of the language of eating, in 
reference to spiritual reception and as- 
similation. There is nothing in the least 
accidental about the use of the language, 
—as though it were just a floating image 
which might serve for the illustration of 
the moment and no more. On the con- 
trary, its use is persistent and determin- 
ed. As we dwell upon it, we are compell- 
ed to realize that the relation, in physi- 
cal experience, between food and the life 
of the body,—a relation the proper mys- 
tery of which is veiled to us by the ex- 
ceeding familiarity of the facts,—is not 
so much an ultimate truth of fact, as it 
were for its own sake, as it is an ana- 
logue or parable, suggesting and meant 
to suggest, to the thoughts of men, a 
relation largely parallel: with, and yet far 
transcending itself. 


Christians, to be Christians, must 
absolutely “live upon” Christ. This is 
an essential requirement, which neither 
needs nor admits of qualification. It is 
after the enunciation of this essential 
principle that a special method is pro- 
vided of a symbolic or ceremonial kind; 
which thenceforward, no doubt, repre- 
sents the essential requirement, just ex- 
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actly so far as practice, in the ceremonial 
order of things, is capable of identifica- 
tion with a requirement itself essentially 
of the Spirit, spiritual. Thenceforward 
this bread and this cup represent, and 
even, —just so far as that is possible in 
the external and material order—con- 
stitute and are, the central symbol and 
the central realization of the Church’s 
distinctive life—R. C. Moberly. 


A man’s belief of what he proclaims 
goes far to make it believed by others. 
So long as he himself has any doubt on 
the subject, he is not likely to convince 
those who are in doubt. This is true in 
every sphere in life. If a man sees his 
neighbor’s house on fire, in the dead of 
night, his wild, ringing shriek of “Fire! 
Fire! Fire! Turn out! Turn out! Your 
house is afire!” sounds out on the mid- 
night air with a force that is itself con- 
vincing. All who hear it know that the 
one who utters it feels its truth, and 
wants others to feel it. 

How different it would be if a man 
should knock timidly at the house door, 
and say gently that he had reason to 
think that a fire was kindling in the 
vicinity, and that he thought it would be 
well to look into the matter! How could 
he expect dull sleepers to be aroused on 
such a call? If his knowledge did not 
stir him more than this, how could he 
expect those yet asleep to be aroused 
from their torpor by him? 

Peculiarly is this the case with one 
who sounds a call to stir a sluggish soul 
to action, in view of truth that he deems 
precious and all-important, but which the 
other is not very anxious about or fully 
convinced of. Any show of doubt, or in- 
decision, on the part of God’s herald, is 
calculated to shake the confidence of the 
hearer of the message. This has been 
found to be the case by every Gospel 
preacher, or winner of single souls, in 
any sphere——Henry Clay Trumbull.

LITERARY 
Sermons to Pastors and Masters. By John 
Huntley Skrine. Longmans, Green, and 
Co. Price $1.50 

Tt is none too common to find sermons 
which are full of sound doctrine, direct- 
ly applicable to the monotonous scenes 
of daily life, and sustaining a lively 
interest from the beginning to the end. 
When one does find such sermons he is 
apt to ponder them a bit more carefully 
than he does the average homiletical pro- 
duction. i 

Mr. Skrine’s chief interest in religion 
is because it solves for him the problems 
which otherwise baffle human endeavor, 
and this solution is of a very practical 
kind. He advocates the religion of Jesus 
Christ, not because it is more or less 
popular, or because it is the proper and 
respectable religion in the twentieth 
century, at least in the occident, but be- 
cause it “works.” 

His sermons will have interest for the 
very plain man and woman because they 
are so practical. On the other hand they 
will have interest for the deep thinker 
because they illustrate the applicability 
of the pragmatic philosophy to religion. 

They appeal to men and women to live 
in union with Jesus because this is the 
best life possible. There is no abstract 
theologizing, no presenting of vitally im- 
portant doctrines in forbidding terms. 
On the other hand, these sermons are far 
above the “milk and water” variety so 
common to-day. They both please the 
ear and set the mind to work. 


In these sermons the Catholic Religion 
is presented in so thoroughly attractive 
and simple a manner that the reader can 
see a very good reason for living by its 
precepts. There is a genuine inspiration 
in having ideals presented and at the 
same time in being shown a definite way 
of attaining those ideals.

WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Once more we are called upon to 
present our account of work done dur- 
ing the past winter. At our first meet- 
ing in October arrangements were 
made for the Conference which was 
held at St. Luke’s on the sixth of No- 
vember, beginning with the service 
held in the church at which the Bishop 
of the Diocese presided and preached 
the sermon, After the service the con- 
eregation adjourned to the Parish 
House, where a bountiful luncheon was 
served. Following the luncheon was 
the Conference, at which time address- 
es were made by the Bishop, Rev. Mr. 
Brown, of Brazil, and Dr. Jeffrys, who 
has worked for many years in China. 
Papers were read by Mrs. Pancoast, 
Miss Hubbard, Miss Carol and. Miss 
Randolph. The different Parishes of 
Germantown and Chestnut Hill were 
well represented and the day was voted 
on all sides a most delightful one. An 
innovation in the work of the Auxiliary 
was the suggestion made at the Feb- 
ruary meeting that its members meet 
in the Parish House one morning in 
the week during Lent and sew for 
some missionary object. Sewing ma- 
chines were brought to the Parish 
House, a committee for cutting out 
work was appointed and the meetings 
were favorably attended and a good 
box of garments was prepared and sent 
to St. Agnes’ Hospital, Raleigh, N. C., 
value, $107.. We have had only: 2 
speakers this winter at our meetings.

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Minority Report of the Committee on 
Proportionate Representation. 

Presented by the Rector of St. 
Luke’s Church before the Annual Con- 
vention of the Diocese, on Wednesday, 
May 6, 1914. 

The text of this minority report is 
printed in the Evangelist for the in- 
formation of our readers upon a sub- 
ject of great importance to the Diocese 
and to the Church at large. The con- 
sideration of the subject was post- 
poned by the convention until next 
year, a vote having been passed at the 
very last minute of the session to let 
the matter remain in the hands of the 
special committee appointed a year ago 
to consider it. 

THE REPORT 

As a member of the Committee ap- 
pointed to consider the subject of Pro- 
portionate Lay Representation in the 
Diocesan Convention, | very much re- 
gret that I am unable to join with my 
brethren of the Committee in their re- 
port, which, as I understand it, im- 
pliedly, if not explicitly, approves of 
the principle and method involved in 
the plan as it has already been pre- 
sented to this house and which at the 
last annual Convention received initial 
approval. If I may be allowed, I would 
state my objections to this proposition 
in general to be these: 
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1. It is assumed that our ecclesias- 
tical constitution is, or at least ought 
to be, modelled after our political, na- 
tional and State constitutions. We are 
told that the ideal of the church is to 
be found in our American political 
thought and action. Now it is alto- 
gether possible for us to be loyal to 
our political environment without as- 
suming that its fundamental features 
should be those of our Church Coun- 
cils. As a matter of fact, this measure 
is radically unsound and if carried into 
practice would be fatal to the integrity 
of our local organization. 

It is important to be observed that 
in framing the local constitution of the 
Church in this country our fathers had 
no such intention as is set forth in this 
plan for Proportionate Representation. 

“The Report made to the General 
Convention upon this subject in 1889 
explicitly declares that there was no 
such intention in the minds of the 
founders or framers of our Constitu- 
tion. (It will be observed that the mo- 
tive of this Diocesan change is that of 
effecting the same change in the Gen- 
eral law of the Church.) “Not one of 
them,” the report affirms, “ever pro- 
posed any other fundamental princi- 
ples in the organization of the House 
of Deputies than that of equal repre- 
sentation.” The proposed amendment 
in itself and in its ultimate aim and 
intent as regards representation in 
General Convention—for they stand or 
fall together—is declared by the 
authority already quoted to be a “plain 
departure from the Fundamental Prin- 
ciples on which our Ecclesiastical Con- 
stitution was formed, on which it has 
for a century continued; “which prin- 
ciples are: first, the equality of Dio- 
ceses in their Representation (in this 
immediate case, the equality of Par- 
ishes); and second, the right of the 
Diocese (in this case of five members 
of the Convention) to demand on any 
question that the vote be taken by 
orders, not by individuals.” 

These are fundamental principles 
intended to safeguard both the tem- 
poral and spiritual interests of this 
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Church, not the least of which is to 
conserve the judicial temper and action 
of this house on all grave questions. 
These are permanent requisites and 
characteristics of a Church Council and 
cannot be dispensed with at any time 
(whether Diocesan or General); and 
these characteristics the present propos- 
ed measure takes away and destroys. 

2. The proposed scheme does not 
adequately give Proportionate Repre- 
sentation. To do this the electing con- 
stituency should be not the vestry but 
the congregation. To attempt to find 
a basis of representation on numbers 
would necessitate a complete remodel- 
ing of voting constituencies. 

Under the present method of repre- 
sentation of Diocesan Councils, 17 
Dioceses are strictly equal; 28 are 
based upon the same principle, though 
varying in detail. There are 22 which 
can be said to have Proportionate Rep- 
resentation; i. e., 45 to 22. All this, 
however, is of minor importance. 

3. It is not true that our Diocesan 
Convention would be more efficient in 
the interests of the Church by larger 
parishes having much greater number 
of representatives and the smaller ones 
a much less number. The tendency 
would be likely to be in the opposite 
direction. There would be less care, 
less probability, in choosing, for effi- 
ciency, less regularity in attendance; 
and, as a matter of fact, the smaller 
parishes in many instances supply men 
of most valued qualifications. 

The lessening of present represen- 
tation from the smaller parish would 
go to lessen growth and interest in 
regions where growth and interest are 
most needed. 

4. The enlarged predominance of 
lay members in Convention under the 
conditions provided by this change 
would deprive the clerical order of al- 
most all faculty of individualizing their 
action and would be abnormal and rev- 
olutionary, and subversive of a dis- 
tinctive merit of the organization of 
this house and detrimental to the high- 
est interest of the Church as a whole. 

It is true enough following the anal- 


ogy of other assemblies the larger 
representation would be given to the 
larger constituencies, but the Church’s 
legislative assemblies are representa- 
tive not merely of numbers but of 
divers orders, and if this fundamental 
character of the Church is to be pre- 
served and not abandoned once for all, 
we must leave things as they are. 

In the Councils of the “Church of the 
Living God which is the Pillar and 
Ground of the Truth,’ the ministers of 
the Word, who as an order are “wit- 
nesses chosen of God,” must be ensured 
an independent voice and vote. This 
is one of the foundations and for the 
highest good of all. 
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LOUISE VERNIER STONE 
Entered into rest April 11, 1914. 
At the close of his sermon on Easter 

Day, the Rector said: 

In the Light of this Resurrection 
Morning it falls to me to announce that 
yesterday, at the closing of the Even, 
there entered into rest, enfolded in the 
gracious arms of the Bishop and Shep- 
herd of our souls, a dear child of His, 
a tireless worker, a follower of Him 
who “went about doing good,” a gra- 
cious winner and helper of tender souls 
—Louise Vernier Stone. 

For sixteen years, as organizer and 
head of the Girls’ Friendly Society in 
this Parish, and for less time as head 
of the Primary Department of the Sun- 
day School, this handmaid of the gra- 
cious Saviour has passed in and out of 
these courts and precincts, doing her 
work for God, diligently, lovingly, and 
with rare talent and skill. Through 
these sixteen years she has planned 
and executed works, educative, indus- 
trial, social, for young children and for 
the more maturely youthful girls of 
this Parish. 

Before coming to St. Luke’s she had 
already done this work in association 
with her brother, the late Rev. Stew- 
art Stone, while Vicar of the Memorial 
Church of the Comforter in this City, 
with whom she is now united in the 
Church Expectant, as also with an- 
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other brother, the late Rev. Morton 
Stone, once Rector of St. Thomas’ 
Church, Taunton, Mass. 

Miss Stone was the wise counsellor 
and friend of a long line of girls, 
many of whom have been upheld by 
her pure and gentle spirit and have 
gone out on their way to take up life’s 
serious responsibilities. These in large 
numbers and in their several places, 
at home and elsewhere, will long carry 
the impress of her attractive character 
and example in their lives; they will 
“rise up and call her blessed.” 

God has granted her to fulfill a long 
time in a short time. She has finished 
her course, she has kept the faith, en- 
during through periods and to the very 
end, the burden of ill health, in patient 
meekness, and with lightsome spirit, 
“as seeing Him who is invisible.” She 
has left us with an heritage of a loving 
and attractive personality, lessons of 
goodness, of rare capability and perse- 
verance. In Louise Vernier Stone the 
words have had rare fulfilment—" Bear 
ye one another's burdens and so fulfill 
the law of Christ.” She has won her 
crown, “Thanks be to God, who giv- 
eth us the victory through our Lord 
Jesus Christ.”

the February meeting, Rev. Mr. Chat- 
ten, missionary at Hulmeville, told us 
of the people among whom he worked 
and his great desire to build a Parish 
House, it being a most necessary ad- 
junct to his work. To both of these 
appeals we were able to respond. All 
our pledges have been paid and the 
two Christmas boxes were sent, one 
as usual to Rosebud Agency, South 
Dakota, $30; the other to St. Mat- 
thew’s School, Ashville, N. C. The 
box sent in the Fall known as “the 
Rishop’s box” was sent this year to 
Bishop Beaches, $70; Kearney, West- 
ern Nebraska, value, $70. Total value, 
$229. The Auxiliary met regularly 
every month through the winter and 
the meetings were very well attended, 


although we are always glad to wel- 
come newcomers and gain their inter- 
est and attention. 

May MEETING 

The last stated meeting for the sea- 
son was held at the usual time and 
place on Thursday, May 7. 

The annual reports of the Secretary 
and Treasurer were heard and ac- 
cepted. 

The same officers were appointed: 
First Vice-President, Mys. George F. 
Knorr; Second Vice-President, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Mikell; Secretary, Miss Otto; 
Recording Secretary, Miss Newbold; 
Treasurer, Miss McCullough. 

As this is the close of the work for 
the present, nothing new was pro- 
jected. But it is hoped that after the 
summer’s heat those who have worked 
faithfully and diligently through the 
winter will come back with renewed 
energy to do great things and many 
others wil! join the ranks, and make a 
good showing on Thursday, October 1. 

There will be a barrel of reading 
matter sent to the Seamen’s Mission 
within a short time. Any books, mag- 
azines or illustrated papers may be 
sent to the care of the Sexton, marked 
for the Seamen’s Mission. Scientific 
and medical magazines are much ap- 
preciated by the sailors tœ whom they 
are given, Every boat leaving the Port 
is provided with a package of good 
reading, not all religious. And some 
is placed on the shelves of the Library 
in the reading room of the Mission 
Parish House. 


Correspondence Column 

Sir: Would you please give the 
reasons why the so-called ‘“Vest- 
ments” are worn in St. Luke’s Church? 

RARS: 

(We are very glad to answer this 
query and hope that there will be many 
others like it. Probably the best way 
to consider this question is to give 
the answer first and then explain it 
afterwards. So we reply: “The rea- 
son that ‘Vestments’ are worn in St. 
Luke’s Church is because we are con- 
vinced that they form the proper dress 
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for the clergy at the celebration of the 
Holy Communion. Further that in so 
doing we keep to the custom of the 
Church in all ages, and obey what is 
without doubt the law of the Church 
of England.” i 

I. We have said that Vestments 
form tke proper dress for the priest 
at the celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion. To prove this the following 
considerations are adduced. To begin 


‘with, the Book of Common Prayer of 


the American Church nowhere gives 
any directions as to the particular garb 
of any minister officiating at any of 
the services of the church, with the 
exception of a rubric in the office of the 
Consecration of Bishops, where the 
Rochet is mentioned. The Prayer 
300k then cannot be a court of ap- 
peal; we are compelled to look further 
than this. We are in the position of a 
man who has been invited to attend 
some great function and who does not 
know what clothes are proper to such 
an occasion. What does a sensible 
man do under such circumstances? He 
tries to find out what is the customary 
garb for the event. And the best 
custom is that which is followed by the 
greatest number of well-informed peo- 
ple. We here make a distinction be- 
tween custom and style. Custom may 
proscribe a certain garment, its style 
may vary every year and with differ- 
ent nations. Clothes are very peculiar 
things. A garment that is proper at 
a wedding is not proper at a funeral 
or at the business offce. It may seem 
strange but there is no getting away 
from the fact that there are different 
garments for different times and dif- 
ferent events. 

Now the Church is no exception to 
this universal rule of mankind. There 
is no denying the fact that as a result 
of Puritan simplicity in Sixteenth and 
Seventeenth century England, the 
English Church was led into a path 
that was both contrary to the accepted 
usage of mankind and of the Church 
as a whole, and tried to make one suit 
of clothes do for all times and for all 
sorts of different services. This was 


a eee see 


the Puritan ideal in secular life and it 
became the ideal of the ecclesiastical 
life—for a time. But it is certainly 
remarkabie that people who have long 
ago given over the Puritan ideal in 
their own lives, should object to its 
abolishment in the life of the Church. 
In nearly all cases it is people who 
have, and certainly would strenuously 
object to being denied, many different 
garments for many different occasions 
who object to the Church’s officiating 
ministers being specially garbed when 
they celebrate the special Presence of 
the Lord in the Holy Eucharist. 

To close this section. We believe 
that it is proper for the Church to 
make a distinction, by the clothes 
worn even, between the different serv- 
ices of the Church. Specifically be- 
tween the choir offices (Matins and 
Evensong) and the Holy Communion. 
Then we look for the custom and we 
find that in the Church up to the Refor- 
mation, in both the Western and 
Greek Churches since the Reformation, 
in practically continued, though iso- 
lated, instances in the Church of Eng- 
land itself—for there has never been a 
time when there were not some dis- 
senting voices—that in all these “V est- 
ments” are used in celebrating the 
Holy Communion. Here then we be- 
lieve that both on psychological and 
on traditional grounds we are justified 
in saying that Vestments are proper. 

But the case is still stronger to one 
who investigates more deeply. Leg- 
ally, a very strong case can be made 
out to show that in the Church of Eng- 
land itself Vestments are legally re- 
quired to be worn. The English Prayer 
Book contains the following rubric 
(omitted in the American): “And here 
it is to be noted, That such Ornaments 
of the Church, and of the Ministers 
thereof, at all times of their Ministra- 
tion, shall be retained, and be in use, 
as were in this Church of England, by 
the authority of Parliament, in the 
second year of the reign of King Ed- 
ward the Sixth.” We do not intend 
to go into all the evidence here to 
show that Vestments come under this 
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rubric and that they are therefore law 
for the Church of England. Those 
who are interested should consult “The 
Parson’s Handbook” by the Rev. Per- 
cy Dearmer. This rubric is not in our 
book and therefore we have no law on 
the subject. We only adduce this and 
the following from the Prayer Book 
of 1549 to show that in the mind of the 
Reformers at least Vestments were not 
considered as wrong or to be done 
away with. “Upon the day and at the 
time appointed for the ministration of 
the Holy Communion, the Priest that 
shall execute the holy ministry, 
shall put upon him the vesture ap- 
pointed for that ministration, that is 
to say: a white Albe plain, with a 
vestment or cope.” 

As far as the American Church is 
concerned, we rest our case for Vest- 
ments on common sense principles, 
and on the universal custom of the 
church, even with its three-century ex- 
ception due to a Puritan conception of 
God, the Sacraments, and the Church 
and its functions in the world. Today, 
in the Church a catholic conscience is 
taking the place of the Puritan con- 
science. We have a broader outlook 
as to ceremonial and what, it means. 
Are we to oppose this advance or are 
we to hail it with rejoicing? Person- 
ally it is our conviction that the time 
has gone when the question of clothes 
will occupy so much of the Church’s 
mind. We believe that it will gradu- 
ally become the conviction of the 
Church at large, and remarkable 
strides have been made in this respect 
in the last fifty years, that there is no 
reason why the Church should not dis- 
tinguish between her services and con- 
form to the larger usage. 

Such, briefly, is our justification at 
St. Luke’s for the use of Vestments. 
Modern usage has limited this term to 
include only those used at the celebra- 
tion of the Holy Communion, namely, 
the chasuble, stole, maniple, girdle, alb, 
amice and cassock. Of course, how- 
ever, the term is more general than 
this and includes all the garments used 
in Divine Worship. The proper desig- 


nation for those used at the Celebra- 
tion is “Eucharistic Vestments.” 


ASCENSION DAY AND WHIT- 
SUNDAY 


The Ascension Day, also described 
in the Table of Feasts and Fasts as 
“Holy Thursday,” is the last in order 
of the festivals of our Lord, and is a 
commemoration of surpassing import- 
ance. As Ascension Day always falls 
on a working day, it has, as a conse- 
quence, suffered much neg'ect; and yet 
it is a day of higher rank than any 
ordinary Sunday of the year. 

We read in the Acts of the Apostles 
that our Lord “showed himself alive 
after His Passion to His Apostles by 
many infallible proofs, being seen of 
them forty days”; and that, after giv- 
ing His final instructions, “while they 
beheld, He was taken up; and a cloud 
received Him out of their sight.” It 
is this great event which the Church 
commemorates on Ascension Day, 
which falls on the fortieth day after 
Easter day. 

Ten days later, “when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come,” God the 
Holy Ghost descended upon the 
Church, and by this outpouring of the 
Spirit the Church passed out from its 
Jewish or national phase and became 
catholic or universal. It is in this 
sense that the Day of Pentecost or 
Whitsunday is the birthday of the 
Christian Church. This momentous 
event is celebrated on Whitsunday. 

The season of Pentecost was always 
fifty days in length. The fast previous 
to Easter and the season of rejoicing 
subsequent to it are alike observances 
of very great antiquity, dating from 
perhaps the middle of the Second Cen- 
tury. 

But the observance of Ascension Day 
cannot be traced beyond the middle of 
the Fourth Century. The Rogation 
days are of more recent appointment 
and they have been introduced in the 
west, contrary to Catholic custom, in 
the midst of a festival season. At first 
the feast of the Ascension took its 
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place in the liturgical cycle as a satel- 
lite of Easter and Pentecost, as a joy- 
ous incident in the midst of a season 
of rejoicing—Selected.. 


St. Luke’s Branch of the Girls’

8.30. There will be an entertainment 
and refreshments will be served, both in- 
cluded in the ticket at 25c. The G. F. S. 
hopes that members of the Parish and 
their friends will be interested in the 
Rose Festival, the proceeds of which will 
be partly devoted to the G. F.-S. Holi- 
day House at Cape May. 


The last meeting for the season of 
3ranch No. 2 was held at the parish 
house on Thursday morning, May 7th, 
with a good attendance. Reports for the 
month and the annual reports of the 
secretary and treasurer were read and ap- 
proved. Reports from the various com- 
mittees were made and the appeals dis- 
cussed. It was decided to send 25 to- 
wards the rebuilding of a church at 
Point Pleasant, West Virginia, which 
had peen destroyed by flood; $12 more 
for the box, for the hospital at Sewanee, 
for which Branch No. 2 sewed during 
Lent; $25 for St. Mary’s Hall, a girls’ 
school in Shanghai, China, and $10 to 
Mr. Heritage towards the purchase of a 
small pipe organ. The meeting closed 
with a service of intercession for mis- 
sions.

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VACATION TIME 


The advent of the summer season 
always brings with it a cessation of 
church activity owing to various 
causes which all seem to come to a 
head as far as church work is con- 
cerned. Many people of the Parish go 
away for the summer months; others, 
who are not so fortunately situated, 
like to keep out in the open air when 
their rest from toil comes. To both of 
these classes we have a word of advice 
to offer. 

First, to those who go away. It 
ought never to be forgotten that, while 
one may take a vacation from the ac- 
customed routine of life, it ought not 
to be forgotten, we say, that one cannot 
take a vacation from God except at a 
great loss to one’s spiritual life and 
development. Far too often a summer 
vacation means also a vacation from 
the church and from God. Just be- 
cause one is removed from the surveil- 
lance of the people of the community 
where one lives, and betakes himself 
or herself to a resort where one is set 
free from the criticising action of men 
—just because of this a feeling seems 
to rise that one can also be free from 
the all-seeing eye of God. Of course, 
such is not the case. God knows all 
that we think, do or say, whether we 
are by the seaside, in the mountains, 


or at home in our parish of St. Luke’s. 
Cod knows nothing of vacations. 

Many of our people we know, go to 
places for the summer where they 
know that they can find the Church. 
If, as often happens, there is no 
church, then Sunday should be ob- 
served by the family, and the Prayer 
Book service used in family worship. 

Secondly, a word to those who re- 
main at home. ‘The services of the 
church are still continuing, three times 
a day. The church is still persevering 
in her worship of God, whether in sum- 
mer or winter, and all persons of good 
will can find quiet and rest for their 
souls before the altar. Don't neglect 
the services because summer is here, 
but come all the more regularly just 
on that account. The church is always 
desiring to be with those who are bear- 
ing the burden and heat of the day, 
and to offer a haven of refuge to those 
who are perhaps being overcome by 
the severeness of the struggle for exist- 
ence. Too many people forget that 
the church is to be an ally in the strug- 
gle for life, and a supplier of the means 
whereby one may be refreshed and 
renewed in spirit and in strength. The 
workers of the world should find in the 
church a help that is indispensable and 
a support that will bear up under any 
amount of pressure, for she is the 
mother of us all.

TRINITY SUNDAY 

Trinity Sunday, acecrding to the 
Anglican rite, is the octave of Whit- 
sunday, and has its own proper Preface 
to be used only on the day itself. In 
this respect Trinity Sunday differs 
from the other great commemorations 


E; 
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of the Christian year. Its observation 
is not ancient, but rather modern in 
comparison with some of the other 
great days which the church cele- 
brates. 

Its place in the calendar varies. In 
some places it is kept on the first Sun- 
day after Whitsunday, as with us; 


sometimes it was kept on the last Sun- 


day of the Christian year, that is, on 
the Sunday preceding Advent Sunday. 

“Trinity Sunday sets a crown on the 
Christian year by rehearsing the mys- 
tery of the glorious and undivided 
Trinity. The seasons which we ob- 
serve as members of Christ’s Church 
are not reckoned in the same way as 
the seasons which the world observes. 
The world begins its year in January, 
and reckons by months and days of 
the month; but the church begins her 
year with Advent, and EIKE by the 
events in the life of her Lord. * * * 
Advent and Christmas, Epiphany and 
Lent, Holy Week and Easter and 
Ascension Day—these are the great 
commemorations by which the Church 
takes note how time is going. Now, 
al! these have reference to the Second 
Person in the glorious Trinity. But 
we learn from the Acts of the Apostles 
how that ten days after Our Lord had 
ascended in Heaven, the Holy Ghost, 
the Third Person, descended, to dwell 
with believers forevermore. Accord- 
ingly, on Whitsunday we commemor- 
ate the descent of the Holy Ghost, and 
on this day we gather up the whole 
mystery of so many Sundays into a 
single commemoration, and call the 
day Trinity Sunday.” —Selected. 


DR. McKIM ON CHRISTIAN 
SCIENCE. 

The following comparison between 
the Apostles Creed and the Creed of 
Christian Science is taken from a very 
important article by Dr. Randolph H. 
McKim published in the North Amer- 
ican Review. What follows is a con- 
densation of the principal points in the 
article, taken from the pages of the 
American Catholic, with the addition 
of a few texts to bring out certain con- 
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trasts more vividly: The whole gives 
a very striking illustration as to how 
far “Ohristian Science” has departed 
from the Christian Religion. Dr. Mc- 
Kim begins as follows: 

Christian Science claims to be a new 
and improved edition of the Christian 
religion, resting upon a revelation 
made in the year 1806. In professes 
to accept and interpret the Bible, yet 
it has put forth another Bible of its 
own for which it claims infallibility. 
It uses language of the old Bible. It 
calls Christ “Master.” It tells us that 
Christ practiced Christian Science. 
Indeed, it says, “Christ is Christian 
Sciences 

We must, then, face the question, 
Is this new religion really a new reve- 
lation from God? Is it a new and im- 
proved Christianity ? 

Let us proceed, then, to institute a 
comparison between the Creed of 
Christianity and the Creed of the sys- 
tem which calls itself Christian Sci- 
ence. 

I believe in God the Father Al- 
mighty, Maker of Heaven and Earth. 

The Bible: “Our Father which art 
in Heaven.” 

Christian Science: “God is not a 
person.” “God is a divine principle.” 

The Bible: “In the beginning God 
created the Heaven and the earth.” 

Christian Science: “The translat- 
ors of this record entertained a false 
sense of Being. They believed in the 
existence of matter.” “Matter is un- 
real.” Matter is “nothing but a mortal 
illusion.” 

And in Jesus Christ His Only Son 
our Lord: Who was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, Born of the Virgin Mary; 
suffered under Pontius Pilate, was cru- 
cified, dead and buried: He descended 
into hell, the third day he rose again 
from the dead: He ascended into 
heaven. 

The Bible: “The Word was made 
flesh and dwelt among us.” 

Christian Science: “Christ was in- 
corporeal, whereas Jesus was a cor- 
poreal or bodily existence.” “Jesus as 
material manhood was not Christ.” 
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The Bible: “Behold thou shalt con- 
ceive in thy womb and bring forth a 
son.” “The Holy Ghost shall come 
UPON UNC aan too ys theretonessunat 
holy thing that shall be born of thee 
shall be called the Son of God.” 

Ghiistiana scence: sihe Virgin 
mother conceived this idea of God and 
gave to her ideal the name of Jesus.” 

The Bible: “Christ also suffered for 
us, leaving us an example.” “As Christ 
has suffered for us in the flesh,” “O 
foo's and slow of heart to believe 

K ought not Christ to have suf- 
fered these things.” 

Christian Science distinguishes be- 
tween Jesus and Christ. It tells us 
that Jesus suffered, but Christ never 
suffered. Christ was “the spiritual 
idea of divine love” also “suffering and 
disease are the self-imposed beliefs of 
mortals and not the facts of being.” 

The Bible: “This is my blood of 
the New Testament which is shed 
for you for the remission of sins.” 
“Christ made peace by the blood of his 
Cross.” “The blood of Jesus Christ 
His Son cleanseth us from all sin.” 

Christian Science teaches that “an- 
other’s suffering cannot lessen our lia- 
bility.” The only atonement it knows 
is “constant self-immolation on the 
part of the sinner.” “Reformation can- 
cels the crime. “The material blood of 
Jesus was no more efficac’ous to 
cleanse from sin when it was shed 
upon the accursed tree than when it 
was flowing through his veins.” 

The Bible. “Having said thus He 
gave up the ghost.” “When they came 
to Jesus and saw that he was dead 


already © 4" * one of the soldiers 
with a spear pierced his side.” “That 
Christ died for our sins * * * that 


he was buried, that he rose 
again the third day.” “If Christ be not 
raised, your faith is vain; ye are yet in 
your sins.” 

Christian Science denies that Jesus 
died on the Cross, it denies that He 
rose from the dead. Here is its lan- 
guage, “His disciples believed Jesus 
dead while He was hidden in the sepul- 
chre, whereas he was alive, demon- 
strating within the narrow tomb the 
power of spirit to overrule mortal 
material sense.” In fact He was was 


engaged those three days in the sepul- 
chre in resuscitating His wasted ener- 
gies, healing His torn palms, binding 
up His wounded side and lacerated feet 
and all this “on the basis of Chris- 
tian Science.” 

The Bible: “He was taken up and 
a cloud received Him out of their 
sight.” “This same Jesus which is 
taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen 
him go into heaven.” 

Christian Science understands this 
to mean “He rose even higher in the 
understanding of Spirit, God.” “He 
rose above the physical knowledge of 
His disciples.” 


| believe in the Holy Ghost 

The Bible: “He shall give you an- 
other comforter that he may abide 
with you forever.” 

Christian Science: “This comforter 
I understand to be Divine Science,” 
which is Mrs. Eddy’s term for “Chris- 
tian Science.” 

From Dr. McKim’s conclusion we 
quote the following: 

And now I ask your readers to con- 
sider the result of the comparison 
which I have made between the Chris- 
tian Creed and the Creed of Christian 
Science. In every instance I have 
quoted the very words of the author- 
ized writings of the founder of this new 
cult. And the result is that every 
article of the Apostle’s Creed which 
expresses the faith of Christendom is 
denied by Christian Science. The two 
systems are thus seen to be wholly dif- 
ferent—yes, diametrically opposed. 
They represent two different religions 
—not two phases of the same religion. 
So sharp is this antithesis that if one 
is true the other must be false. They 
cannot both be true. 

It is interesting—and not a little 
suggestive—that in spite of the bound- 
less healing powers attributed to Chris- 
tian Science, its author advises that 
surgical cases and broken bones be left 


to the surgeons. Here is her language,. 


“Until the advancing age admits the 
efficacy and supremacy of mind, it is 
better to leave surgery and the adjust- 
ment of broken bones and dislocations. 
to the fingers of a surgeon!”

The Summer’s Work 

This past summer an innovation in 
the shape of a summer Sunday School 
was inaugurated. It was felt that the 
children who so wished, and who were 
compelled to be at home all summer, 
should be allowed the privilege of further 
oversight. The regular classes, of 
course, were abandoned when the main 
School closed at the end of June, and no 
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attempt was made to carry on instruc- 
tion in this manner. The children as- 
sembled as a whole in the Church at 
9.30 and after opening devotions the 
Primary was dismissed to the Parish 
House where instruction was given to 
them by means of stories accompanied by 
pictures and illustrations. The others re- 
mained in the church and were taught 
the meaning of the church building, its 
plan and the significance of its furnish- 
ings. The purpose of the course was to 
make the church and the appurtenances 
used in the worship of God as clear to 
the children as possible so that they 
might intelligently assist in all that the 
Church does in her public worship. 

The work was in charge of Miss 
Betson and Mr. Lane, and those who, 
beside others, rendered assistance were 
Miss Gunn, Mrs. Hargraves, the Misses 
Lanco, Miss Rider, Miss Stackhouse.

DAILY VACATION BIBLE 
SCHOOL 


A very successful Daily Vacation Bible 
School was held at S. Luke’s Mission, 
Stenton avenue and Price street, from 
July 6 to August 14. 

Two hundred and twenty-seven chil- 
dren were enrolled ranging from three to 
fourteen years of age, and belonging to 
various denominations. Each day the 
school opened at 9.30 with a religious 
service, followed by a habit talk of two 
or three minutes, after which the Kinder- 
garten was dismissed to a separate room. 
Twenty minutes were given to singing, 
taking up beautiful songs as well as 
hymns, which the children entered into 
very heartily. Then followed a few mo- 
ments of calisthenics with music; the 
most important part of the morning came 
when a Bible story was told, usually illus- 
trated by pictures, to which the children 


listened very attentively, the boys eager 
for front seats at this time. 

At ten-thirty the school divided into 
classes for Industrial Work, consisting of 
Basketry, Hammock Making, Chair 
Caning, Sewing and Raphia, and closed 
at eleven-thirty with a salute to the Flag 
and the children’s benediction. 

The boys had a fine Base Ball Team. 

A local commencement was held at the 
Odd Fellows’ Orphanage, Ogontz and 
Chelten avenues, when the children made 
us feel very proud of them and well re- 
paid for the hard work through the hot 
days. The last day they were taken 
down town to a general commencement 
with thirty other schools. 

The regular, faithful attendance with 
the great regret to close showed the chil- 
dren’s appreciation, giving us an idea of 
what great things could be done in that 
locality by institutional work of this 
order.

When Miss 
Stackhouse returned from her trip to 
Maine, we took our chairs outside and 
enjoyed the description of her visit. 

On September 21st, a number of the 
members of St. Nathanael’s Branch came 
out and gave us a bright, English sketch 
entitled “Slightly Mixed.” 

The regular meetings for the winter 
will begin Monday evening, October 12, 
and we hope to see everyone present.

THE VINEYARD AND ITS 
WORKERS 


This issue of the EvANGELIst marks 
the resumption of the active work of the 
Parish for the coming year. In secular 
life summer marks a cessation, for a 
period at least, of the routine life, in 
order that the same life may be taken 
up again with body and mind refreshed 
and revigorated, 

As far as the work of the Church 
goes the same holds true and even to a 
greater extent, and for two or three 


months at least the best that can be said. 


for the Church is that she is marking 
time. But now all that is over. The 
time for work has come again, and it is 
the earnest wish of the clergy that all our 
members will turn to the work of the 
parish with ever increasing and renewed 
energy. We need this energy as never 
before for ihe Parish has set great things 
before itself for accomplishment during 
this coming year. A new vision has 
come to the workers of a greater and a 
better Parish—a Parish that will be big- 
ger in every way, and bigger spiritually 
above all. The accomplishment of such 
an ideal needs the co-operation of every 
member, and this we believe can be 
secured once a realization of-the need is 
brought straight home to the soul of 
every parishoner. 

But first for a word of warning. There 
often seems to be in parishes a prevailing 
spirit somewhat as follows. Many seem 
to think that as long as there is a staff 
of clergy to look after things that they, 
the parisnioners, have nothing to do in 
relation to the parish. Their duty con- 
sists in attending services when they feel 
like it, and in contributing to appeals 
when made. The Church becomes in a 
way a sort of spiritual club which con- 
tributes, as a luxury only, to a certain 
form of spiritual growth; which growth 
is more exotic than real. We do not say 
that such a spirit prevails at S. Luke’s, 
we are certainly in hopes that it does 
not, but we feel it necessary to give this 
warning at the beginning of our worl: in 
order that we may all of us avoid this 
widespread danger. 
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And now for our main consideration. 
The type of Christian that is most useful 
to any community is that type which sees 
the center of life resting in the church, 
whose whole idea is, that the only thing 
worth while is found in the sharing in 
the common life of the Church as the 
Body of Christ; and the consequent giv- 
ing of one’s self follows in order that 
one may receive. The essential point of 
view for every parishioner of S. Luke's 
Church should be “What can I get from 
Christ and His Church and what can I 
give to Him for that which He has given 
me?’ And verily there are many 
reasons why we should consider what we 
can get from and also what we can give 
to God, for God has many things to give 
us. And if we are to consider that our 
main purpose in religion is to receive 
from God we must at the same time be 
vitally interested in finding out what we 
can give Him in exchange for what He 
will give us. We are always receiving 
things from Him. Has not the time 
come for us to do a little something fol 
God? There are great things that He 
wants done in the world if He can get 
His people to do them, and some of His 
gifts are contingent on the doing. 


As a matter of fact God’s great dif- 
ficulty is to find workers and especially 
workers that are worth while. 

Did you ever stop to think of it in 
this light? May not indeed our case be 
that of those who in the world say that 
they want work and then when work is 
offered them will not work? Do we not 
want to get something for nothing? Do 
we not strive to get along with the least 
amount of religious work possible? Do 
we not evade prayer, fasting and alms- 
giving,—all of them work that God wants 
done? We are as spiritually incapable 
for God’s work as the tramp is morally 
incapable for the world’s work—and yet 
we throw stones at the tramp because in 
a worldly way we do better. Perhaps 
from a worldly standpoint we do have a 
right to judge our less capable broother, 
but this fact in no wise excuses us for 
our failures towards God. 


And so we begin the work again hop- 


ing that all in the parish will really try 
to do something and ‘not be content to 
shirk their responsibility—to be a getter 
without being a giver. There is some- 
thing for everyone of us to do, and all 
cannot do the same thing. “There are 
diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit.” 
Each has been given some gift by God 
and it is their duty to find out what this 
gift may be. To all it is certainly 
Prayer, and to most it will mean some 
other exertion also that the Church of 
Christ which is in this place may stand 
for a real source of spiritual and bodily 
help. If there are any that are in doubt 
as to what they can do they will be more 
than gladly received and advised by the 
clergy, who have plenty of God’s work to 
dispense, but who are handicapped by the 
fact that so many will not work when 
work is offered them. May everyone 
turn over a new leaf and do his or her 
share this year, that our parish may be 
the foremost example of what the grace 
of God can do in this séction of the city. 


THE PROVIDENCE OF GOD 

The following article is printed here 
from the Church Times as pertinent to a 
pervading question: 

If we conclude that God. is responsible 
for the eruption of Mount Pelee, and the 
wrecx of the Titanic, and the Maypole 
disaster, and the present war, in the sense 
that not one happened contrary to His 
will, can we go on and say that such 
things are compatible with His Love and 
Mercy? Well, one thing we may be sure 
of, namely, that in none of these cases 
does any man die before the moment 
when, before time began, God decreed 
that he should die. It may have been 
morally wrong for the German Emperor 
to have willed the declaration of war 
against France and Russia (if he did it 
from bad motives it was a sin) or it 
may have been morally right (if he was 
mistaken, and believed that the existence 
of his country was threatened, and that it 
was his duty to declare war, it was not a 
sin) but one thing is certain, namely, 
that war has happened according to God’s 
will, and that no one single soldier will 
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die a second before God wills him to die. 
It seems to us indiscriminate that 3000, 
let us say, should die of shot wounds in 
a single day at Namur. Is it really more 
indiscriminate than that the same num- 
ber should die of assorted illnesses and 
accidents in the State of New York in 
the same time? Is it, that is to say, more 
difficult to believe in one case than in the 
other that God knew the full circum- 
stances of each case and willed it? “Not 
a sparrow falleth to the ground without 
my Father.” 


The whole question then comes down 
to this. Is it compatible with the mercy 
of an All-Powerful and All-Loving God 
that Mr. and Mrs. Smith’s boy should 
die at 21 of diphtheria? For if we can 
justify that we can justify Mount Pelee, 
and the Maypole Pit disaster, and the 
wreck of the Titanic and—viewed simply 
as an appalling slaughter of men and not 
not as an outburst of human passions— 
even the war. Now I do not pretend to 
say that we can always see why God 
tries His servants, but often those who 
have themselves been most severely tried 
will declare with deepest sincerity, “It is 
good for me that I have been in trouble.” 
Our truest wisdom and our truest hap- 
piness lies in bowing before His Will 
and believing that, even when we cannot 
see the reason or the object of our suffer- 
ings and trials, yet His chastisements are 
all administered in love. 


One or two considerations will help us. 
The first is that our modern softness— 
love of pleasure, self-pity, and coward- 
ice—combined with our modern slacken- 
ed hold on the reality of a future life has 
made us exaggerate the evil of death. Is 
it really so cruel of God to take one of 
His children “out of the miseries of this 
sinful world” to the glories of the world 
to come? We all fear death. We may 
all be forgiven for fearing death. Yet 
if death is rightly thought of, it is noth- 
ing so. very hard—for the young man 
himself, whatever it may be for those 
who love him—that a youth should pass 
at the age of twenty-one from one room 
of his Father’s.house to another room. 
And the second consideration is this. We 


so often can see, either at the time or in 
after years, that chastisement “‘yieldeth 
the peaceable fruits of righteousness” 
that it ought not to be too great an effort 
of Christian faith to believe even when 
we can't see. And lastly, we may surely 
recognize that there is no attitude that so 
surely draws out the sting from sorrow 
and strengthens us in times of weakness 
and despair, as the attitude that says 
“though He slay me yet will I trust 
in Him.” 

So then I would say— 

(1) That every detail of every man’s 
life, down to the minutest particular, hap- 
pens according to God’s will and is 
ordered by His Providence. 

(2) That all the guilt of sin is wholly 
man’s and there is no responsibility for 
it on God at all. 

(3) That notwithstanding God’s Pro- 
vidence so interweaves with man’s free 
will, and He so uses and overrules all 
that man wills and does, that in very 
truth He is the doer of all that is done, 
and not a sparrow falls to the ground 
without our Father's pleasure.

The regular sessions of the school were 
resumed on September 13th. A new de- 
partment has been started this year, to be 
known as the Junior Department. It is 
intended for those children who have 
completed the work of the Primary, and 
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are not yet ready to take up the more 
advanced course in the Main School. 

In this latter department, some changes 
are to be made. ‘The course of study has 
been altered in some of the grades, a new 
set of lessons books will be used. 

The attention of the parents of our 
children is especially asked in this matter. 
We wish it to be plainly understood that 
we are not requiring more home-work, 
but we do expect the children to do the 
little that is asked of them. It certainly 
does not seem to be imposing too heavy a 
burden upon them, to ask them to devote 
thirty minutes out of ten thousand min- 
utes a week, to the preparation of their 
Sunday School lesson. At the heginning 
of this new year, we ask once again, the 
interest and co-operation of the parents. 
Come and visit the school; ask questions, 
find out what we are doing, and see fov 
yourselves the value and importance of 
religious instruction. We do not look 
upon S. Luke’s School as a model of per- 
fection, but we do believe that we have 
a good equipment, and that we are ac- 
complishing something. But we know 
that we could do much more, if we had 
the hearty interest and co-operation of all 
of the parents. Let us strive this year to 
see that the children are faithful in their 
work, regular and punctual in attendance, 
and much more regular at the Church 
services. 


PRIMARY SUNDAY SCHOOL 


There is every effort being made to 
improve the Primary Sunday School and 
make it mean more to the children 
and especially to give them systematic, 
therough religious instruction. 

In the Primary Room we have three 
grades with Bible stories illustrated by 
pictures and objects.

The 
Mcthers Meeting has resumed its ses- 
sions, and the Men’s Club will open next 
week, This means four meetings every 
week. 

The roll of the Sunday School has 
growr to a little over seventy. The aver- 
age attendance is good, and the children 
are interested in their work. 

We are very glad.to be able to an- 
nounce that arrangements have been 
made for the celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist monthly. We are sure rhat 
this will bring a special blessing upon the 
work of the Mission; and it will also en- 
able many Church people who are living 
in that locality, to be regular in making 
their Communions. The first Eucharist 
will be celebrated on October trith at 
7.30 o'clock. 


BOY SCOUTS OF AMERICA 


Within a week or so it is planned to 
establish a troop of Boy Scouts of 
America in the Parish. Mr. Roy Smith 
will act as Scout Master and all boys over 
twelve years of age who desire to join 
should make application to him. As it 
is expected that the troop will soon 
be filled up all applications for en-

S. Luke’s Church on a solid basis as 
part of a world wide organization. 


S. LUKE THE EVANGELIST 


As we are keeping at this season of the 
year the festival of S. Luke the vangel- 
ist, the patron of our beloved parish, it 
may be well to narrate in brief space 
something of his life and calling. As is 
the case with some of the other saints of 
the apostolic period, there is little direct 
information concerning S. Luke. In 
order to learn what we can of him we 
have to put together different statements 
found in different places. 

According to tradition and an old read- 
ing of Acts XI: 27, S. Luke was a mem- 
ber of the Church at Antioch as early as 
c. 40 A. D. This also accounts for S. 
Luke’s knowledge that the believers in 
Christ were called Christians first iu 
Antioch. From the use of the pronoun 
“we” in different chapters of the Acts of 
the Apostles we conclude that he was a 
member of S. Paul’s missionary company 
when the latter, on his second journey, 
about 50 A. D, sailed from Troas to 
Macedonia. S. Luke seems to have stay- 
ed at Philippi until the apostle stopped at 
that place on his return from his third 
journey. 

-When S. Paul went to Jerusalem S. 
Luke probably went along with him and 
acted as his attendant during the two 
years imprisonment in Caesarea, Other- 
wise it would be hard to account for the 
fulness of the reports of S. Paul’s 
speeches during this period. 

S. Luke was a physician, and there is 
a very interesting tradition which asserts 
that he was also a painter. His special 
sphere of work for Our Lord is supposed 
to have been Greece, and there is also 
some evidence that he was in Alexandria 
in Egypt. S. Gregory Naz. states that S. 
Luke was martyred under the Emperor 
Domitian, though the year is not given. 
During the reign of Constantius his bones 
were transferred to Constantinople, 
where they have presumably rested until 
this day.

There has recently been established in 
the parish a troop of the Boy Scouts of 
America. The principles of this organi- 
zation seem to be so excellent that we 
take this opportunity of making them 
known to the members of S. Luke’s in 
general. Indeed we ourselves have been 
so impressed by the high ethical stand- 
ards that are put before the boys, and 
which be it stated the boys embrace with 
the utmost earnestness and enthusiasm, 
that we feel that older people may well 
mark, learn and practice many of the 
scout laws. 

In the first place every boy before be- 
coming a scout must promise as follows: 
“On my honor I will do my best: 1. To 
do my duty to God and my country, and 
to obey the scout law; 2. To help other 
people at all times; 3. To keep myself 
physically strong, mentally awake, and 
morally straight.’ Let us look this over 
again, read it a second time, rub our eyes 
in astonishment at boys promising all 
this, and then—let us consider whether 
we put the half of it into practice. A 
whole program of life is in these three 
promises, is there not? Not definitely 
expressed in details but implied by ful- 
ness of expression. To do one’s duty to 
God—what a vast vista of things that we 
ought to be doing is opened before our 
eyes; of prayers to be said, of the wor- 
ship of God to be attended, of Com- 
munions to be made. In Confirmation 
we promised to do our duty to God. 
How have we fulfilled it? Are we in 
need of having that promise again 
brought to our attention ? 

But the above three are not all! They 
form the scout oath to be sure, but there 
is still the scout law. And it is this law 
that a boy also sets himself rigidly to 
keep. He first learns it by heart, literal- 
ly backwards and forwards, so that he 
can give any part at any time. And 
these are the things that he learns, which 
we are quoting from the Scout Hand- 
book : 

1. A scout is trustworthy. A scout’s 
honor is to be trusted. If he were to 
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violate his honor by telling a lie, or by 
cheating, or by not doing exactly a given 
task, when trusted on his honor, he may 
be directed to hand over his scout badge. 

2. A scout is loyal. He is loyal to 
whom loyalty is due: his scout leader, 
his home, and parents and country. 

3. A scout is helpful. He must be 
prepared at any time to save life, help 
injured persons, and share the home 
duties. He must do at least one good 
turn to somebody every day. 

4. A scout is friendly. He is a friend 
to all and a brother to every scout. 

5. A scout is courteous. He is polite 
to all, especially to women, children, old 
people, and the weak and the helpless. 
He must not take pay for being helpful 
or courteous. 

6. A scout is kind. He is a friend to 
animals. He will not kill or hurt any 
living creature needlessly, but will strive 
to save and protect all harmless life. 

7. A scout is obedient. He obeys his 
parents, scoutmaster, patrol leader, and 
all other duly constituted authorities. 

8. A scout is cheerful. He smiles 
whenever he can. His obedience to 
orders is prompt and cheery. He never 
shirks nor grumbles at hardships. 

9g. A scout is thrifty. He does not 
wantonly destroy property. He works 
faithfully, wastes nothing, and makes 
the best use of his opportunities. He 
saves his money so that he may pay his 
own way, be generous to those in need, 
and helpful to worthy objects. He may 
work for pay, but must not receive tips 
for courtesies or good turns. 

10. A scout is brave. He has the 
courage to face danger in spite of fear 
and has to stand up for the right against 
the coaxings of friends or the jeers and 
threats of enemies, and defeat does not 
down him. 

tt. A scout is clean. He keeps clean 
in body and thought, stands for clean 
speech, clean sport, clean habits, and 
travels with a clean crowd. 

12. A scout is reverent. He is rever- 
ent towards God. He is faithful in his 
religious duties and respects the convic- 
tions of others in matters of custom and 
religion. 


Twelve splendid ideals! Trustworthy, 
loyal, helpful, friendly, courteous, kind, 
obedient, cheerful, thrifty, brave, clean, 
reverent—there is not much else to be 
mentioned. And so we commend this 
organization and its law to the attention 
of all Christian people, as a splendid 
summary of the basic principles of life. 
To the parents we not only ask, Are you 
living up to this law? But we ask the 
further question, Can you afford to have 
your boy miss the training in these things 
that this parish organization gives? And 
above all let every parishioner learn 
these laws by heart, and try and see 
whether they can put into practice what 
the boys at S. Luke’s are doing, “To do 
a good turn to some one every day.”

IN MEMORIAM 


Mr. Frank Clemens Gillingham, 
aged 74, entered into life eternal on 
Friday, October 30, 1914.

In his life, and as a devout attendant 
upon the services of the Church, he bore 
witness to the faith to which he had 
given his allegiance, and, in the confi- 
dence of which, he at length surrendered 
his soul into the hands of a merciful 
Saviour and faithful Creator.

CANDIDATES BRANCH OF THE

were taken into another room where 
quite a surprise awaited them. The room 
was beautifully decorated for the 
occasion, and a large pumpkin on the 
table was filled with favors for each 
child. It is planned during the winter to 
send some warm clothing to the War 
sufferers through the Girls’ Friendly 
Society of England. We hope that more 
little girls will come and that many will 
learn to be ideal Friendly girls. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

The Beginning, Primary, and Junior 
Divisions of the Sunday School are 
growing every Sunday; there being an 
increase in attendance of twenty-eight 
last Sunday over the Sunday before. It 
is hoped that this will keep up, but num- 
bers, however, are not so important as 
the moulding of the life of the child, 
which is being done by systematic grad- 
ed Bible story work. Missionary les- 
sons are also given once a month. It is 
requested that parents do not fail to 
send in date of the birthdays of the chil- 
dren, also change of addresses and word 
when the children are sick. A present 
to this department of Millets “The 
Angelus,” would be especially helpful in 
teaching reverence, and it is hoped that 
someone may be willing to donate such 
a picture. 


The Junior Department is now fully 
established and the work progressing. 
The teaching in this grade has two main 
objects in view: Primarily to lead the 
children to explore for themselves that 
which is to so many of them an un- 
known country, The Bible. 

To this end each child is required to 
have his own Bible in which he may 
read for himself the story. He is as- 
signed very short daily readings, 1s en- 
couraged to carefully mark selected 
passages and to learn texts. In short 
he is led to know his Bible thoroughly 
for without knowledge is no love. To a 
child thus early taught, we feel that in 
later life the Bible will not be simply a 
cherished belonging to be wrapped 
sacredly in white paper and kept in a 
box, or as an ornament for the table to 
be carefully dusted once a week, but a 
part of his daily life, a friend and com- 
panion, well worn by constant use and 
reading, an instrument of might, helping 
to make him fit for the Master’s use. 

The second object is to teach the 
Church Catechism thoroughly 

Missionary lessons in addition are 
leading the children to a knowledge of 
the needs and claims of others and 
fostering sympathy and helpfulness. 
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S. LUKE’S MISSION 


The greatest event at the Mission 
House since the last number of the 
EvANGELISt appeared, was the First 
Celebration of the Holy Eucharist. 

The portable altar which was made 
for S. Alban’s Church Mission many 
years ago, and which was used at S. 
Barnabas’ Mission until quite recently, 
was set up in this, its third place of 
abode, on Sunday, October 11. The 
ornaments of the altar and the vest- 
ments were borrowed from the Parish 
Church for this occasion, A fair linen 
cloth was made for the Mission by some 
interested friends and used at this ser- 
vice, as was also a small vase placed at 
the foot of the altar cross, filled with 
the most beautiful wmte rosebuds. For 
the first time, our Mission room looked 
like a real chapel. And, bathed in the 
warmth of the early morning sunlight 
the twenty-one worshipers knew as they 
tasted of that “Food so awful and so 
sweet,” that our dear Lord was blessing 
with His Gracious Presence, the work 
He has called us to do in that portion of 
His Vineyard. 

The second Celebration took place on 
November 8 at 7.30, when eighteen per- 
sons made their Communions. It is pur- 
posed to have a Celebration on the Sec- 
ond Sunday of each month. 

The envelope system of weekly offer- 
ings has just been adopted, and thirty- 
two persons have taken packages. 

The Guild work is progressing finely, 
and we feel that a new and increasing 
interest is being manifested throughout 
the Mission. 


DEACONESS COLESBERRY’S 
TALK 


We take great pleasure in publishing 
here some extracts from the address of 
Deaconess Colesberry made before the 
Woman’s Auxiliary on November 4. 
It has not been attempted to reproduce 
the entire speech, but merely some notes 
made for the occasion. “The thought of 
loving one’s neighbor to the extent of 
being willing to make sacrifices to live 
near him, and to share his lot, is taught 


us by Our Lord Himself. He came to 
earth to draw all classes and conditions, 
not only nearer to God, but also nearer 
to each other. Thus by a fuller sym- 
pathy and knowledge to love and serve 
their fellowmen. * * * 

“It is interesting to us church people 
to know that the first Settlement in Eng- 
land was started in 1884 by Canon and 
Mrs. Barnett, who lived and worked, first 
at S. Jude's, Whitechapel, and then at 
Toynbee Hall, for twenty-five years; 
and there the residents learned, as he 
expressed it, ‘to sup sorrow with the 
poor.’ There are many ways to define 
a settlement which is really a home where 
the residents share with their neighbors 
any talents or privileges that they may 
have; but I like to think of it as a 
bridge, on one side the sad and lonely, 
sick, suffering—often the starving, sure- 
ly the sinful—on the other the agencies 
of the Settlement, nurse, doctor, other 
residents who are friends, and also the 
societies of a big city. * * * 

“And then the best thing of all—- 
we can help people to want religion. We 
have a prayer that says ‘May we so live 
that our creed may seem beautiful in the 
eves of others,’ meaning that they, too, 
may want Christ as their living Saviour. 
The people know that at oux daily ser- 
vices and at the Holy Communion on 
Sundays, that we pray for them. and 
they often send requests. We help them 
to keep anniversaries of their start on 
the better path. One of our women, 
formerly a drunkard, has fought the 
desire for drink for three years, handi- 
capped by a drunken husband who 
works very little and by seven sickly 
children, and she still fights on. We 
may well pray with her: ‘From all evil 
and mischief; from sin; from the crafts 
and assaults of the devil—Good Lord, 
deliver us.’ Dear friends, it is worth all 
the heartaches and sleepless nights to 
have a person hold your hand and say, 
with tears in her eyes, You are helping 
me to be a good woman. ‘These reeds 
who lean on us, send us to our knees in 
deep humility, for how God has honored 
us in allowing us to be ‘workers together 
with Him.”

They have 
a Candidates’ Catechism, by which they 
learn the history, rules and objects of 
this great Society. It is now in all 
parts of the world, and the member- 
ship is about 190,000, with 38,000 Asso- 
ciates. Mrs. Townsend was the found- 
ress in England in 1875, and Mrs, Ed- 
son, of Lowell, Mass., started the 
Society here in 1877. 

The Candidates, with the consent of 
their parents, come into the Society, 
and after coming regularly for a cer- 
tain time, varying in different branches, 
are given a white card, representing 
purity, with the prayer, objects and 
rules on it. They have also a hymn 
of their own, which is a beautiful one, 
giving them a high ideal for little maid- 
ens. 

During the last month the Candi- 
dates here have been busy, making 
some simple, useful garments for the 
little children of Belgium. The next 
two weeks they will make Christmas 
gifts for their parents and perhaps do 
a little for the poor children of our 
own neighborhood, thus learning to 
put in practice the motto of the Soci- 
ety, which is, “Bear ye one another's 
burdens.” 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY

THE MYSTERY OF THE 
INCARNATION 

I. The nature of God is the essence 
of goodness, and it belongs to the idea 
of goodness that it seeks to communi- 
cate itself to others, and to the idea of 
highest good that it communicate itself 
in the highest possible manner—hence 
the Incarnation. 

II. The fathers of Chalcedon de- 


creed that in the Incarnation there was 
an union of two natures—the human 
and the Divine, and that, 1, inconfused- 
ly; 2, immutably; 3, individually, and 
4, inseparably. 


CHRISTMAS! 

Christmas! What a joyous time of 
year Christmas is. What a season of 
wonder and excitement for the children 
as they look forward to the coming 
of this great event. What a period of 
earnest thought and of happy planning 
is the time preceding the great day 
for thousands and thousands of par- 
ents in order that they may make the 
occasion the best possible for their 
little ones. What an opportunity fo1 
kinsfolk, friends and neighbors to show 
the exuberance of their feelings by 
showering each other with gifts that 
carry with them the love, devotion and 
friendship of the giver. ‘Surely it is 
the happiest if not the greatest of all 
the Church’s seasons. 

How do we account for all this? It 
is‘not a sufficient answer to describe 
historically the evolution of our Christ- 
mas Day out of the festival rejoicings 
of the Roman Saturnalia; to say that 
every year at the time of the Winter 
Solstice on December 21st, a period 
of rejoicing and merrymaking was set 
apart by the government and that the 
state religion of the Roman Empire 
dedicated this period to the god Saturn. 
It will not satisfy us to learn that the 
most sainted Bishop Nicholas, the lover 
and friend of children, was canonized, 
some time after his death, by the 
Church, and that since then he has 
somehow transferred his residence and 
workshop from Heaven to the North 
Pole and that there he spends 364 days 
in the year making toys to-distribute to 
all good little children on the 365th, 
while he passes under the non de 
plume of Santa Claus. It will certainly 
not assure us much to know that in 
Merrie Old England this time of the 
winter was always associated with eat- 
ing and drinking before the hearth with 
its roaring fire from the Yule Log. 

For somehow beside the spirit of 
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joy and gaiety we find another spirit 


present on Christmas Day. Early in 
the morning the church bells are ring- 
ing; while the little ones are clamor- 
ing for their “stockings,” father and 
mother are getting ready to attend 
divine service; outside people are hur- 
rying this way and that with little 
books in their hands, and greeting each 
other, with a “Merry Christmas.” And 
later on in the day all the community 
will be getting ready to go to Church, 
even if they rarely go at other times 
they are going today—for who could 
stay home from Church on Christmas 
Day! The spirit of worship is in the 
air. 

No! There is only one explanation 
that will account for all of this, and it 
is the great fact of the Incarnation. At 
the basis of all lies the great outstand- 
ing miracle that God Himself took flesh 
and dwelt among us. He, the One who 
made the world, “came down from 
Heaven, and was incarnate of the Holy 
Ghost of the Virgin Mary. And was 
made man.” It is in recognition of 
this, and in thankfulness for the salva- 
tion of all men that was wrought there- 
by, that we are happy and glad and 
joyous at this season. 

For in the Little Babe of Bethlehem 
we behold the Saviour of the world! 
The birth of no other babe, out of all 
the countless millions. that have ever 
been born into the world has ever been 
yearly memoralized in any such man- 
ner. No other birthplace has ever been 
considered with the same reverence in 
poetry, song and story as that humble 
Manger at Bethlehem. But on this 
day the birth of Christ is the subject of 
thankfulness and rejoicing throughout 
the world. 

And yet, in the midst of it all, there 
is something that must cause us to 
think. Our Saviour was born in His 
lowly manger, because His Mother and 
foster father were not of sufficient so- 
cial standing to procure them accom- 
modations at the overcrowded inn. 
3eing strangers, no house in the village 
was open to them. The glory of this 
humble Birth has been,lauded in song 


and story—but was it part of God’s 
original plan, or was it a hardship that 
was endured without a murmur by the 
Mother of God? However this may be, 
we, at this joyous time of the celebra- 
tion of the coming of the Prince of 
Peace, must not forget that today there 
are many who are in the plight of the 
Holy Family of Bethlehem, and, we 
say it reverently, perhaps in a worse 
condition. It is a rather pitiful criter- 
ion on our humanity; and so let us not 
forget at this season of the year those 
who are homeless, starving and ragged, 
whether they are in Belgium or in the 
United States. For we have many such 
at our own doors. It is for these also 
that the Son of Man makes His appeal, 
for while any such exist He is to be 
found among them as well as among 
His more fortunate people. 

Christmas! What a joyous time of 
year Christmas is. Can we help to 
make it joyous to those who know no 
joy in living? 


CHRISTMAS DAY 


was anciently marked by three Cel- 
ebrations of the Holy Eucharist, 
with different collects, lessons, epis- 
tles, and gospels. This number ap- 
pears to have been appointed to enable 
every one of the faithful to approach 
the holy table on this day. The first 
Celebration was immediately after the 
Mattins of Christmas Day; the second, 
at break of day; and the third, after 
Terce. The colors at these Celebra- 
tions varied: violet or black for the 
first, white for the second, and red for 
the third; or in the reverse order—a 
custom which lasted down to our day 
at Paris and Lyons. The Christmas 
color at Sarum is not known; it was 
white in the majority of English se- 
quences. 

At Divine Service the hymn for the 
Evensong of Christmas Eve may be 
Veni Redemptor gentium (55). On 
Christmas Day the hymn for Mattins 
mav be Christe Redempťor omnium 
(57), and for Evensong, A solis ortus

THE CHURCH’S FESTIVAL DAYS 
AT CHRISTMASTIDE 


The month of December contains 
five festival days of the Church, name- 
ly, those of St. Thomas, Apostle, 
Christmas Day, St. Stephen, Martyr, 
St. John the Evangelist, and the Feast 
of the Holy Innocents, all occurring 
within a period of eight days. 

St. Thomas was one of the twelve 
and from the Gospel of S. John we 
learn of several instances in which 
he played a conspicuous part. Ana 
these instances reveal a personality of 


singular charm and interest. At the 
time when Lazarus lay dead, the other 
disciples, feeling that the risk was too 
great, deprecated the journey of Christ 
to Bethany. St. Thomas, however, at 
once declares his intention of sharing 
the danger. “Let us also go that we 
may die with him” He is best known, 
however, as the “doubter,” for he re- 
fused to believe the fact of our Lord’s 
Resurrection until he had satisfied him- 
self by sight and touch that it was 
really Jesus Himself who was present 
with them. Then when the Master 
granted the demand his recognition 
was immediate and adoring, “My Lord 
and my God.” No greater confession 
of faith is recorded in the New Testa- 
ment. 


St. Stephen, commemorated on the 
26th, was the first martyr of our holy 
religion. He seems to have aroused 
the hostility of the Jews by his force- 
ful presentation of Christianity, and 
was accused of blaspheming against 
the Temple and the Law. Unperturbed 
by the accusations, we are told that his 
face appeared ‘‘as the face of an angel.” 
He was found guilty and stoned to 
death, and one of those who stood by 
consenting to his death, was Saul, af- 
terwards S. Paul, himself to suffer 
death for the same faith. _ ~ 

The 27th is the day when the church 
commemorates the life and labors of 
S John the Evangelist. As the author 
of our fourth Gospel, which bears his 
name, he has been known and revered 
by countless generations of Christians. 
This book is certainly the best loved 
by those who want comfort and solace 
in time of need and who know that 
whenever they begin the beautiful 
chapter, “In My Father’s house are 
many mansions,” that they will assur- 
edly find the spiritual refreshment that 
they desire. St. John as the beloved 
disciple was perhaps the closest of the 
Twelve to our Lord, and therefore his 
gospel accurately represents the mind 
of Christ. 

The Holy Innocents, whose brutal 
slaughter and unconscious sacrifice we 
remember on the 28th, have ever had 


an endearing place in the tradition of 
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the Church. In response to the out- 
rageous command of Herod, though 
fully in accord with the character of 
that reprobate ruler, all infants of two 
years old and under in Bethlehem were 
ruthlessly murdered by the Roman sol- 
diery. This vain attempt to kill the 
infant Saviour at the cost of these little 
ones will be remembered in the Church 
as long as Christianity endures.

cardine (483). These two hymns may 
be continued daily until the first Even- 
song of the Epiphany, exclusive. York 
and Hereford had Corde natus (56) at 
Compline till Epiphany The Christ- 
mas proper psalms are to be sung only 
on Christmas Day. 


Durandus explains the meaning of 
the three holy days that follow Christ- 
mas day, as illustrating the three kinds 
of martyrdom—those who suffer in 
will and deed, in will but not in deed, 
and in deed but not in will. Another 
explanation is that the three days rep- 
resent the Incarnate Life in its three 
aspects of suffering, love, and purity. 
The Feast of the Epiphany was orig- 
inally a phase of Christmas, as is the 
Circumcision, atid the leading event 
commemorated was the baptism of our 
Lord. This was superseded about the 
fourth century by the Visit of the 
Magi. There is no pretence in the col- 
location of those festivals to observe 
chronological accuracy. In all the 
leading idea is theological—Selected. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR THE NEW 
YEAR 

Every Year, through all its months, 
remember the Sun of Righteousness. 
Follow our Lord Jesus Christ, who 
came to save you, who gave himself 
for you, leaving you an example that 
you should follow his steps. He is 
your light in the darkness of the world. 

Every Month, throughout its weeks, 
note what season the Church bids you 


observe; that you may learn how to 
follow Jesus in his sufferings and tri- 
umphs. Remember his feasts and 
fasts, the solemn seasons of Advent, 
Christmas, Epiphany, Septuagesima, 
Lent, Easter, Ascension, and Whitsun- 
tide. 

Every Week, throughout its days, 
note the special teachings that come 
to you as the saints’ days pass by. One 
by one the saints of old days teach us 
to be like them. Apostles, martyrs, 
evangelists, and confessors lead us to 
Christ. —Selected. 


MEXICO—A TRUE STORY 


The mission school had been closed, 
but the new wall around the school prop- 
erty was all finished; the alfalfa was 
growing nicely, for the rains had come 
in good time, and there would be plenty 
for two cows by the time the girls could 
safely come back. String beans and let- 
tuce were coming on for market, and the 
man in charge of this work, an Indian 
from one of tne country missions, had 
plenty of work to do. It was a joy for 
the missionary to visit the school grounds 
as often as possible during the week, but 
on Saturday afternoon he took the week’s 
wages for the gardener, and generally en- 
joyed that visit more than the others. The 
wage was very small from our home 
standards, but a little more than the aver- 
age in Mexico. I see your vegetables are 
growing nicely, said the missionary, and 
we shall soon be selling some in the mar- 
ket; here is your pay for the week, and I 
hope your family are well. 

Senor, said the gardener, I have only 
worked four days this week and so you 
have given me too much. And some of 
the money was returned. Then he said, 
I have been selling some vegetables this 
week and here is the money. And he 
handed the missionary three times the 
amount of his week’s wages. 

This is a true story and I am willing to 
leave it to tne reader whether or not mis- 


sions in Mexico are of any use.

HOW TO KEEP THE CHILDREN 
HEALTHY. 

On Tuesday evening, February 9th, at 
8.15, Dr. Egbert, dean of the Medico- 
Chirurgical College, will give an illustrat- 
ed lecture in S. Luke’s Parish House on 
the topic “How to Keep the Children 
Healthy.” Everyone is welcome and the 
mothers and fathers of the children of 
the Sunday school are especially invited 
to be present. Dr. Egbert is an authority 
on the subject of children’s diseases and 
the lecture is offered so that the parents 
may learn the dangers to which their 
children are constantly being exposed, 
and the most modern and efficient means 
of avoiding contagion. It is hoped that 
there will be a large attendance on this 
occasion. 


The Christmas celebration of the 
children of the Guild of St. Mary was 
held in the Parish House on the after- 
noon of January 2nd, and about forty 
youngsters, with a goodly number of 
mothers, enjoyed their tree and a little 
play which some of the older girls had 
planned and acted very creditably. The 
smaller tots did their share towards the 
entertainment by reciting and singing, 
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and the table, loaded with good cheer, 
made happiness reign supreme. 

Then after a joyous round of games 
came last of all, the procession of Christ- 
mas Lights—when every boy and girl 
marched in line to the spontaneous sing- 
ing of their carols, each carrying a 
lighted candle. A pretty sight, and the 
songs rang so true from each little heart 
that it seemed as if the embodiment of the 
Christmas spirit was right there. 

Just how much everybody seemed to 
enjoy it is best told in the words of a 
little girl who said her good-byes with 
sparkling eye and a sigh of regret: “Oh! 
didn't we have a splendid time!” 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 

The Christmas entertainment of the 
Sunday School was held on Holy In- 
nocents’ night, according to our cus- 
tom. The character of the entertain- 
ment was quite different from what 
we have had for several years past. 
Instead of having a “professional” to 
amuse the children for an hour, we 
had a series of Tableux depicting 
scenes connected with the Holy Nativ- 
ity. There were twenty tableaux, 
divided into six groups of subjects. 
The first was the scene of the Annun~ 
ciation; the second was the Announce- 
ment to the Shepherds; the third was 
a view of the Holy Family in the 
Stable; then came the Visit to the 
Manger, of the Shepherds. The next 
scene showed the Wise Men following 
the star, and then their visit to the 
Christ Child in the house at Bethlehem. 
The final tableau represented the 
Holy Child in the arms of His Mother, 
guarded and worshipped by angels, 
and with the Shepherds and Wise Men 
bowing down before Him in holy ador- 
ation. The artistic grouping of this 
tableau was much admired and thor- 
oughly appreciated by the adults who 
were present. In fact, we have rarely 
seen tableaux that could equa! these in 
stage-setting, costume and artistic ef- 
fect. They will linger long, as beauti- 
ful and inspiring pictures, in the mem- 
ories of all who were fortunate enough 
to see them. 


The several groups of tableaux were 
preceded by the singing of appropriate 
hymns, or carols, and by Scripture 
readings, which added greatly of course 
to the intelligent appreciation of them. 

The Sunday School is deeply indebt- 
ed to Miss Upjohn and her efficient co- 
workers who presented the tableaux, 
and to the older members of the 
Schoo! who so creditably filled their 
parts. 


A pleasing incident of the Christmas 
entertainment was the presentation to 
the Rector of a “Friendship Calendar.” 
This is a “block” calendar, a leaf for 
each day of the year, and on each leaf 
was written in autograph the name of 
a member of the School. And each 
signer pledged a small contribution for 
the Fund for the Relief of Belgian chil- 
dren. This sum amounted to about 
forty dollars. The Rector was com- 
pletely surprised, and was much 
touched by this expression of affection 
on the part of the Sunday School. 


The attendance was very gratifying at 
Mr. Catey’s illustrated lecture on Jan- 
uary 8th. We wish again to remind 
our readers that while this course on 
the “Life of Christ” is intended primar- 
ily for teachers, it is open to anyone 
who wishes to come. Only four more 
lectures are to be given, and we hope 
that a greater number of our people 
will take advantage of this unusual op- 
portunity for Bible study. 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


A stated meeting of the \Voman’s 
Auxiliary was held on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 7th.

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THE SUNDAY CAMPAIGN. 

It is hardly possible to bring out this 
number of the EvANGELIST without mak- 
ing some reference to the religious cam- 
paign of Rey. W. A. Sunday which is 
now stirring Philadelphia. \What are we 
to say about this movement and its 
mover ? 

In the outset we would say we do not 
oppose him. Barring certain abnormali- 
ties of manner and speech, his message, 
so far as it goes in substance, is the same 
as what we are preaching. 

He preaches Jesus Christ the only 
Saviour from sin; he preaches the fear 
of God as an indispensable motive to re- 
pentance; he preaches the cross of Christ 
as the indispensable means of salvation. 
It is this message which he enforces un- 
compromisingly, even with violence, and 
it is this message in its bare simplicity 
and forcefulness which lays hold as 
nothing else can, upon the consciences of 
many. 

Whether what the evangelist effects 
thus far through the sensibilities of men 
will suffice to hold them to their first 
convictions remains to be seen. As a 
matter of fact Sunday does not engage 
himself to hold those whom he has once 
aroused. His business, as he sets himself 
to do it, is to awaken, and, if possible, 
convict. He does not undertake to teach 
the message of salvation save in its bar- 
est and preliminary stages. We do not 
say this to disparage the speaker’s quali- 


fications for the work he sets himself to 
do. He may be all the better fitted for 
that pecular work for what, Wwe. may 
call his limitations. He is doing a rough 
work, rough handed, and he will prob- 
ably bring many souls who have listened 
to him, to see the light and to know that 
there is a retribution, and that there is 
only one escape from it and be saved. 
We leave this part of the subject here. 

There is another part which requires 
notice. Why, we are fain to ask, is 
such a psychological upheaval as we are 
witnessing at present, possible or even 
called for? What peculiar conditions 
exist with large numbers of people in this 
Christian land which make this specimen 
of a modern revivalist possible, to say 
nothing of acceptable ?. 


A genuine revival of religion carries 
with it the converse truth that religion 
has fallen, among large numbers, into 
such decadence that it needs to be re- 
vived. And again, one must recognize a 
certain failure of religion in its hold upon 
men in order to be able to grow enthusi- 
astic about reviving it. And further, a 
sense of failure on a large scale on the 
part of Christian professors and workers, 
ought to move and to lead to the dis- 
covery of the causes of such failure. In 
fact the resort to abnormal methods of 
revival, must ultimately point to the un- 
flattering conclusion that the prevailing 
forms of denominational religion have 
failed and proved themselves other than 
genuine or effective for so critical a mis- 
sion as that of saving souls. Indeed we 
venture to make the assertion that the 
underlying occasion of such a revival as 
this present one will be found in the 
fact that denominational principles and 
methods which ignore so much that is 
fundamental in the Catholic faith and in 
the practice of religion, have worked 


themselves to their logical end which is 


that of proving the futility of bare 
principles and methods. “When the 
foundations are cast down what will the 
righteous do?” 


The abnormal in the present movement 
is but a startling and indeed shocking 
evidence of the straits into which the 
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persistent rejection of Catholic faith and 
practice has drawn earnest Christians in 
their efforts to meet and to remedy the 
ravages of sin. We pray that good may 
come out of this turmoil, that souls may 
be led to light and to God. May He who 
turneth the fierceness of man to His 
praise, turn unto men everywhere “the 
light of His Countenance,” and “show” 
unto them “a more excellent way.”

and for the sinking of an artesian well 
at St. Elizabeth’s School, Pine Ridge, 
South Dakota. 

The Diocesian Committee told of the 
work among the Jews in the city which 
is taking on new life, having been made 
part of the missionary work of the 
Diocese, under the special supervision 
of the Suffragan Bishop. 

The Church of L’Emmanuello, hereto- 
fore used for the Italian Mission will be 
appropriated for the use of the Jews, 
and the Italians given the Church of the 
Evangelist. There is $10,009 needed for 
necessaty repairs and additions to these 
buildings and to pay the salary of the 
Missionary who will take charge of the 
work, 

Mrs. Hughson, of Morganton, N. C., 
gave an interesting account of Grace 
Hospital in that place, of which she is 
the General Manager. It is suggested 
that during Lent the members of the 
Auxiliary shall have weekly meetings to 
sew for this hospital. Of this there will 
be further notice. 


Branch No. 2 

The January meetingof Branch No. 2 
of the Woman's Auxiliary was held on 
the morning of the seventh, and there 
was quite a noticeable “after-the-holi- 
days” falling-off in attendance—a season 
when we are all prone to allow ourselves 
a bit of relaxation from doing the things 
we ought to do. 

The reports brought in by the com- 
mittee members who had attended the 
meeting in town were informing and 
interesting. 


A plea from St. Michael’s School for 
colored girls and boys at Charlotte, North 
Carolina, was considered, and it was 
voted to send five dollars towards the 
year’s current expenses there, as a finan- 
cial reliance on a pledge of nine hundred 
dollars had suddenly failed them, on ac- 
count of death, and unless funds can be 
raised to replace this sum it is feared 
that this school of one hundred and 
ninety pupils, which is doing such good 
work, may have to cut its term material- 
ly short. 

In discussing the Indian Hope needs 
it was decided to send ten dollars in 
fulfilment of a former pledge, towards 
the salaries of a man assistant and a 
deaconess at Carlisle. 

A plea ‘which especially appealed to 
the listening members came direct from 
the address in town of Bishop Biller, of 
South Dakota, so it was decided to send 
ten dollars towards the building of a 
badly needed artesian well at St. Eliza- 
beth’s School for Indians, which is in 
nis Diocese. 

It seems that every drop of water for 
use at the school has to be carried for 
two and a half miles and that the winter 
temperature is forty degrees below zero 
and the summer heat intense, so it is im- 
perative to nave a well on the place. It 
will cost about $2500. 

The Bishop said this school was in a 
flourishing condition but over-crowded. 
There are now about sixty girls at the 
school, some of them sleeping on the 
floor, and some have had to be sent 
away. There are also a few boys in at- 
tendance but there is no regular school 
for them and great need for one, and 
he hopes to be able in the near future to 
collect sufficient funds to start a small 
one. 

Aside from many permanent calls in 
the broad field of Indian work there are 
nineteen “special needs” listed for this 
church year by the Indian Hope Asso- 
ciation, for both Alaska and the States— 
and is not this Indian field our own 
especial missionary field? Indian work 
is missionary work which carries for us 
a peculiar responsibility. Perhaps there 
ate no people who need moral heip more. 
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Perhaps there is no class of mission 
workers who need our co-operation and 
encouragement more than the sturdy and 
self-sacrificing ones who toil so patiently 
in the great spaces of our own west. 

Verily it is God’s country, but in its 
miles upon miles of solitude. one longs 
for the human touch, and from out its 
unknown centuries of wildness and 
savage superstition has come a race of 
men apart—with pathos in their history 
—whose ignorance and environment has 
made them what they are. They, too, 
need the human touch of sympathy, and 
the teaching and uplifting that the 
Church alone can give. 

Without mental development and with 
physical deterioration steadily going on, 
this lonely race of men force upon us 
a difficult problem, to be dealt with in 
much patience. 


Branch No, 3 

As New Year’s Day came on the first 
Friday of the month, Branch No. 3 of 
the \WWoman’s Auxiliary met on the sec- 
ond Friday evening, January 8th. Re- 
ports of the committees to the Church 
House were read. One from the Indian 
Hope telling of the great need of an 
artesian well at St. Elizabeth’s School, 
a boarding school for Indian girls in 
South Dakota. 

Several persons brought Bibles, and 
others gave money to purchase them, to 
send to Deaconess Mills, at St. John-in- 
the-Wilderness, Allakaket, Alaska, where 
Bibles are much in demand. 

Circulars of the Holy Cross Mission, 
at Sewanee, Tenn., were also distributed 
and efforts are being made to start an- 
other ward there to cost $10 a year. 

As there was no further business the 
meeting adjourned to see Mr. Caley’s 
pictures on the life of Christ. 

The next meeting will be held on Fri- 
day evening, February 5. 


S. LUKE’S MISSION 
The Christmas entertainment of the 
Sunday School was held on Tuesday 
evening, December 29th, in the Audi- 
torium of the Odd Fellows’ Orphanage 
and was hugely enjoyed. Two short 


plays were presented by some of the 
children, entitled “The Christmas 
Sprite’ and “Puss in Boots.” These 
were really admirably done and showed 
that great care and effort had been 
taken in drilling the children for their 
parts. The carols were sung with 
spirit and earnestness. Short address- 
es were made by the Rector and Mr. 
Dennison. 

Santa Claus was very generous to 
the School and showed his interest in 
this first Christmas at the Mission by 
attending in person. At the psycho- 
logical moment sleigh-bells were heard 
in the distance, and with their eyes al- 
most popping out of their heads, the 
smaller children saw the “dear the old 
man” bound upon the stage with his 
“pack upon his back,” loaded down 
with candy. A toy or book, with a box 
of candy or an orange, were then given 
to every member of the School. 


A second, or supplementary, enter- 
tainment was provided on Epiphany 
Night, when the Christmas Tableaux 
given at the Parish Sunday School 
were repeated for the benefit of the 
children and adults of the Mission. 
This second presentation was even bet- 
ter than the first, the stage facilities of 
the Auditorium of the Orphanage be- 
ing so much better than at the Parish 
House. The audience, which nearly 
filled the room, was deeply impressed 
with these beautiful pictures of the Na- 
tivity. And the members of the Mis- 
sion (through the courtesy of the Edi- 
tors of the Evangelists) desire to ex- 
press herewith their thanks to all those 
who took part in this presentation, 
which was instructive as well as full 
of pleasure. 

During the past four weeks there 
has been a gratifying increase in the 
attendance at the Sunday evening ser- 
vice; the average was almost fifty. 
Along with this, there has been a pro- 
portionate increase in the offerings, 
which is most encouraging. 

The anniversary of the opening of 
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the Mission will be kept next month, 
when a report will be made of the work 
accomplished. 


THE CONVERSION OF §. PAUL 

The commemoration of the wonder- 
ful conversion of S. Paul outside of the 
gates of Damascus by the appearance 
to him of our Blessed Lord Himself, 
is one of rather late introduction into 
the calendar of the church. The event 
itself was fraught with tremendous 
consequence for the Christian world, 
for from it sprang the evangelization of 
the Gentiles and of the West in gen- 
eral. What Apostle has, by his mis- 
sionary efforts, so put forward the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, as the Apostle S. 
Paul? What other Aposple ever wrote 
so many letters to his converts that 
have been considered capable of being 
considered as inspired by Almighty 
God and counted as sacred Scripture ? 

Truly this festival is worthy of the 
greatest consideration by all who rev- 
erence the name of our Lord, for here 
we commemorate one. of His most 
faithful and fruitful laborers in the 
vineyard of the Master. 

The older name for this festival was 
The Translation of S. Paul the Apostle, 
and it is probable that January 25 was 
first observed as the date of the carry- 
ing of his relics from the catacombs at 
Rome to S. Paul’s basilica in the time 
of the Emperor Constantine. This 
whole matter is one of unusual interest, 
for tradition has it that both S. Peter 
and S. Paul were martyred on the same 
day. The subsequent history of their 


remains is difficult to determine, but’ 


it probably is somewhat as follows: 
After the martyrdom we may accept 
that both apostles were buried side by 
side in the catacombs, until proper 
tombs could be prepared for them. 
Owing to the persecution this was a 
dangerous matter. However, in the 
course of time a tomb was built for S. 
Peter at the Vatican, where he suffered, 
and for S. Paul on the Ostensian Way, 
where he was beheaded. 

The bodies remained in their respec- 


tive places until 258 A. D., when the 
breaking out of a severe persecution 
compelled the Christians to remove the 
bodies again to the catacombs. This 
was done for the safety of the worship- 
pers who were accustomed to frequent 
the shrines of these two great followers 
of the Master. 

Constantine, after his edict which 
stopped all persecution, had two struc- 
tures, one for S. Paul and one for S. 
Peter, erected on the site of the former 
respective resting places of the apos- 
tles, and it is thus the date of the trans- 
lating of the body of S. Paul back to 
S. Paul’s Church that this date, Jan- 
uary 25, originally commemorated. 
June 29 was the date for the transla- 
tion of S. Peter. 

During the lapse of centuries, how- 
ever, the fact of the translation was lost 
sight of, not being particularly valu- 
able in relation to the great fact of S. 
Paul’s conversion, and thus this latter 
remembrance of the great episode has 
gradually usurped the other. 

The emblem of S. Paul is a sword 
to denote that, as a Roman citizen, he 
suffered death by beheading. 


THE PURIFICATION OF THE 
BLESSED VIRGIN MARY 


At different times the Church has 
kept five different commemorations of 
the Blessed Virgin, namely, the An- 
nunciation (March 25), the Purification 
(February 2), the Visitation (July 2), 
the Nativity (September 8), the Con- 
ception (December 8). All these are 
found in the Calendar of the English 
Church, but only the first two in that 
of our own branch, perhaps for the 
reason that they are primarily com- 
memorations of our Lord, and only 
secondarily those of the Virgin Mary. 

The full Prayer Book title of the 
feast on February 2nd, which we, at 
this time, are concerned with, is: 

“The Presentation of Christ in the 
Temple, commonly called the Purifica- 
tion of Saint Mary the Virgin.” The 
chief event signified being our Lord’s 
presentation to His Eternal Father. 
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THE ENGLISH CHURCH AND 
THE WAR. 


We publish here for the benefit of 
our readers some extracts from a ser- 
mon of Canon Newbolt, preached in S. 
Paul’s Cathedral, London, on the after- 
noon of the second Sunday in Advent. 
This sermon is taken from the “Church 
Times” and gives us an idea of the 
attitude of the clergy of the English 
Church as regards the war: 

We are now within sight of Christ- 
mas, and many are beginning to say, 
“It will be a sad Christmas this year. 
So many homes in mourning, so many 
hearts sore with bereavement, so many 
torn with anxiety ! 

There are fresh gaps around the hearth, 

Old places left unfilled, 

And young hearts quenched before the 
old, 

And the love of old hearts chilled. 

The very nation is in mourning; the 
city is dark and sounds are hushed, 
and the tramp of young feet is in the 
streets, Sonne still’ marching, to 
stop the hideous craving of a monster 
crime, and to arrest fie inrush of a 
loathsome barbarism. 

And yet the bells will soon be ring- 
ing, the anthems will be resounding in 
the churches, the children will sing 
their carols; and if it be through our 
tears we shall be saying, “Merry 
Christmas’—and though stifled with 
sorrow the heart will try to respond 
with its “Merry, happy Christmas.” 

Perhaps it is not a bad thing that we 
should be forced to test our sincerity 
and to measure our possessions. Christ- 
mas to the child is a time of toys and 
happiness, linked with a subtle mystery 
which he accepts with the other fresh 
things which are always meeting him 
and challenging inquiry. The boy wel- 
comes the return to home with its shel- 
ter and protection as he begins to rec- 
ognize that the gates of life are opening 
out before him, and he does not know

what is on the other side. * * * 
There is a great deal to learn in the 
Old Testament about war, and white 
we have been disputing about the 
authorship and antiquity of the books 
we have failed to learn it. There is a 


great deal to learn about war in the 
New Testament. And even on the sur- 
face of the subject there is much to 
make us pause, for St. John Baptist has 
no rebuke for the soldier's profession. 
A centurion is one of those singled out 
for praise by our Blessed Lord, and a 
Roman officer stands beneath His 
Cross and testifies to His honour. St. 
Paul saw a good deal of soldiers not 
always in the happiest conditions, and 
the a1mour and equipment of his guard 
furnished him with heads of instruction 
for the Christian in his warfare. It is 
surely a mistake to wring our hands 
over Christian nations at war at Christ- 
mas, terrible and humiliating though 
it is. In the first place, it is a battle of 
principles of Christianity with those 
who oppose Christianity. In the sec- 
ond place, God holds it all in the hollow 
of His hand, and we can only stand in 
awe as we gaze at a chastisement, 
which seems adapted, as no other rem- 
edy is, to purify nations and to expiate 
national guilt. God has permitted us 
practically to extirpate typhus, cholera, 
and diseases which spring from dirt. 
And what could be more terrible and 
horrible than these scourges attached, 
so to speak, to the evils which produced 
them? So war is attached as a scourge 
to certain national crimes: insolence, 
ageression, lust of power, greed; these 
produce war as naturally as dirt pro- 
duces cholera, only in this case—the 
case of war—the punishment, the exac- 
tion of the penalty, is put into the 
hands of man as a conscious agent, 
who, while he punishes is himself pun- 
ished, while he purifies is himself puri- 
fied, and is made to learn that the laws 
of God cannot be broken with im- 
ENa ei es 

Is it not wonderful to notice already 
how God’s hand has laid itself on na- 
tional intemperance and has constrained 
a whole nation to forgo that intoxicant, 
at least for the present, which was eat- 
ing out its vitality? Do we not see 
already in England, which has rushed 
forward to take the avenger’s sword at 
God's hand, a slackening of those evils 
which were a menace to our stability? 
The spectre of civil war is gone. Home 
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scandals have died down; there is a 
turning to God, a sense of religious de- 
pendence on Him. There is a readi- 
ness to listen to a call to temperance, 
self-restraint, and seriousness. ‚God 


knows, there is much to come away 


yet, much of the spirit which we de- 
plore in the enemy, among ourselves. 
Insolence, unless all history is at fault, 
always topples to destruction. And 
God avert that we who take the sword 
of God should perish by the sword of 
God, like the Israelites who, when 
called to expel and extirpate the Can- 
aanites in the most awful commission 
that a nation has ever received, failed 
themse!ves in the very things which 
they were called upon to punish in 
others. 


We want no reprisals, we do not 
wish to meet desolation with desola- 
tion, and- barbarism with barbarism, 
and broken faith with treachery. 


We want to crush down once and 
for ever this fungus growth of deadly 
corruption which has fastened on to 
the aims and ambitions of a nation 
which once proudly stood for progress, 
and taunted the world for its laggard 
steps and halting advance. 


\Ve want to elevate truth and hon- 
our as between nations as much as 
truth and honour among men. We 
want to set free humanity from all that 
crushes it down into selfish greed and 
lust of power. 

We want to nourish and bring for- 
ward that gentle spirit which is en- 
shrined in our word “gentleman,” 
which helps a man and a nation to be 
true to the spirit of the “gens,” the 
race, and that of the whole human race, 
called by the same name, sprung from 
the same parent, God; whose ancestors 
had never been in slavery, and who as 
children of the Christian family have 
never been degraded. : 

What are we going to gain by the 
war? What shall it do for us? “You 
will have noted how St. John speaks 
of the Lion of the tribe of Judah. 
There is a national ring about this 
great title. Professor Mozley has 
pointed out that national sentiment “is 
part of the great inheritance of nature. 


The nation is one of those natural 
wholes to which man belongs, as the 
family is another. He is annexed to 
it and a sentiment arises out of that 
annexation. When our men go forth 
from their homes and private life, 
when they leave what is near and dear 
to them, they have passed outward and 
upward; they have passed from being 
mere individuals on whom converge 
the influences of their environment, 
they become public men as it were, 
members of a great body known as 
their country, which owns them and 
claims them and rests on them as guar- 
dians of its welfare and honour. 

Patriotism is a noble thing which 
engulfs selfishness, and elevates per- 
sonal aims into a widespread glorious 
love for our country, which can count 
upon us in its aspirations. What is 
the devotion and heroism of our men 
going to bring to England and_ the 
British Empire as the results and fruits 
of the war? We ask for no territory, 
we claim no spoils. It wil! be for those 
who govern the nations to regulate the 
settlement. 

And this is the spirit we wish to 
retain when the war is over, as deep- 
ened, sanctified and made more perma- 
nent. We want to put God back in the 
place which He ought to occupy in the 
hearts and lives of a great nation. We 
must see to it that He once more be- 
comes the source and inspiration of 
al! our national education. We want 
no Moloch or war-god, we want no 
Baal or social materialism, but we 
want to return to the God of our fath- 
ers, Who is waiting to be gracious over 
us and to lead us higher and higher 
yet to fresh conquests over enemies 
which menace the whole human race. 
We want to put the Bible back in its 
place of honour, as the devotional 
treasury of national religion.

S. LUKE’S MISSION. 

The First Anniversary of the Mis- 
sion was kept on Sexagesima Sunday, 
February 7th. It was a happy day for 
all concerned, and a very large number 
came to the services to thank God for 
the many blessings He has granted 
during the past year. The Holy Euch- 
arist was celebrated at eight o'clock, 
and twenty persons made their com- 
munion. A generous gift of rare roses 
and carnations by a member of the 
Mission, together with the usual vases 
filled with narcissus, daffodils and 
sweet peas, and the white vestments, 
gave a festa! appearance to the little 
chapel. and this, with the generous of- 
ferings. was a visible expression of the 
eratitude that was in the hearts of all 
the worshipers. 

At the night service almost ninety 
persons were crowded into the chapel 
which seats scarcely sixty. Every 
available inch of floor was occupied 
and even the staircase was filled with 
men. 

The choir sang very creditably 
Stainer’s anthem. “Sing to the Lord a 
Song of Praise.” The Rector preached 
the sermon and the priest in charge 
read a report of the work accomplished 
during the year, an outline of which 
is here given: 

The Sunday School has grown from 
a membership of 20 to 92. There are 
six teachers. A Men’s Bible Class was 
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started on February 7th with eight mem- 
bers, and this brings the total member- 
ship to an even hundred, with seven 
teachers. 

Services have been held every Sun- 
day evening, and during Lent on Wed- 
nesday evening also. The first Cele- 
bration of the Holy Eucharist was on 
the second Sunday in October, and has 
been held monthly since that date. 


There have been fourteen baptisms 
and eight persons have been confirmed. 
and there are thirty-three communi- 
cants. There are 37 families connected 
with the Mission. To this number 
there may be added 15 other families 
whose children belong to the Sunday 
School. 

The following are the organizations, 
each of which holds a weekly meeting: 
The Mothers’ Meeting. with twenty 
members; the Men’s Club, with fifteen 
members; S. Agnes Guild, for girls, 
with twenty-one members; S. Margar- 
et’s Guild. for young ladies, with 
eleven members; the Boys’ Club, with 
nine members.

THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 


A stated meeting of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary was held on February 4th. 
After the usual routine business, the 
reports from the several committees 
were received. From the Foreign com- 
mittee was a report of the “Bishop 
Stevens’ Memorial Scholarship” at S. 
John’s College, Shanghai, China. This 
scholarship, started some years ago as 
a memorial to our late Bishop, lacks 
about $400 for its completion. The sug- 
gestion was made that everyone who 
had been confirmed by Bishop Stevens 
should give $1, which would speedily 
make up the deficit. Any wishing to 
take part in this Memorial can send 
their money to the Treasurer, Miss Mc- 
Cullagh. 

The Rev. Mr. Gassner, of the Sea- 
man’s Mission, made a strong appeal to 
the Diøcesan Committee in behalf of 
his work among the sailors. It has 
been very heavy this winter owing to 
the peculiar conditions of the shipping. 
Numbers of men have been practically 
interned in the Port of Philadelphia, 
and as it has been impossible for them 
to find employment it has been neces- 
sary to feed them. Between 6o and 
7o men have been given two meals a 
day for some weeks. Plenty of bread 
and coffee in the morning and 
a fair dinner at night, as well as 
lodging for the night. The reading 
room is a great attraction and is al- 
ways full, and the church services are 
unusually well attended. Of course to 
meet all these demands there is great 
need of money, and the missionary will 
be glad to receive clothing for the men, 
so that they may be in fit condition to 
go out to hunt for work. Also all 
kinds of reading matter, books, maga- 
iznes, etc., are always most welcome. 

The Rev. A. B. Hunter, Principal of 
S. Augustine’s School, Raleigh, N. C., 
spoke of the work among the colored 
people of the South, showing how wide 
spread is the influence of S. Augus- 
tine’s School, through the numbers of 
men who have entered the ministry, 
the teachers. both men and women, in

SOME LENTEN THOUGHTS. 


Once again in the grand sweep 
of time do we enter upon the 
season when we, as it were, give 
ourselves over: to and survey the 
redeeming work of our Lord Christ, 
culminating in the great tragedy of 
Calvary, which has revolutionized the 
world. To live over that time with the 
Master, to ever keep fresh in our 
minds that great event consummated 
1900 years ago, to set it before the 
world and before Christian people es- 
pecially, so that they may never let the 
memory of the world grow dim, to 
draw from it strength and renewed 
purpose for our own lives, is the point 
of view of Lent which we offer to the 
consideration of our people this year. 


In the face of much modern thought 
which seems to be diverting people to 
an opposite viewpoint, we stress, in the 
first place, the fact that the Christian 
religion depends for its validity upon 
the occurrence of certain events in past 
time. It is firmly and solidly anchored 
on the historicity of facts. It can nev- 
er escape the universal law of cause 
and result. The succession of events 
must always be on this wise. “Because 
Christ died for you, therefore you are 
saved.” The fact that Christ lived and 
died and rose again in Palestine must 
always be stressed and considered be- 
fore any other consideration can enter 
in. And Christian people above all 
must be thrilled and inspired by this 
eternal verity before they can begin 
to deduce from it the benefits which 
they themselves obtain from it. 


So at this beginning of the period 
of the time which the Church has set 
apart as the yearly memorial of the 
Lord Christ’s contention with Satan, 
and of the last days on earth of the 
Saviour of the world, of His Death and 
of His rising again, we must first re- 
assure ourselves of our own personal 
faith in these events. For on their cer- 
tainty hangs the fate of all mankind. 
We must firmly believe what we pro- 
fess with our lips: “I believe in God 

* * and» in Jesus Christ our 
Lord; who was conceived-by the Holy 
Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, suf- 
fered under Pontius Pilate, was cruci- 
fied, dead, and buried; He descended 
into Hell; the third day He rose again 
from the dead; He ascended into heav- 
en.’ We must believe this, as the mo- 
tive of life and conduct, so firmly that 
no power in heaven or earth can shake 
us from it. Then if we have done this 
we are ready to go on with all the 
derivative lessons which Lent sets be- 
fore us. 

For in the second place, after our 
faith has once been firmly established, 
Lent is the period of time in which 
we train and strengthen our own lives 
so as to make them worthy of receiving 
the inestimable blessings which Christ 
has brought. And so this period should 
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apply to ali and indeed come with 
great joy to all as an occasion thank- 
fully to be seized and acted upon. 
There is no other way to enter upon 
the season of Lent—if it is to be of any 
value—except in the spirit of joy in 
grasping an opportunity. If Lent is 
entered upon grudgingly, with the 
spirit of “Well, Lent’s come again and 
I suppose that I will have to try to 
keep it. If I don’t someone may think 
that I haven’t any religion.” If we 
determine to get through with it with 
least possible discomfort to ourselves, 
and keeping our tempers on the ragged 
edge for the forty days—then, really, 
we might just as well not do it, for 
God, who sees and knows all hearts, is 
not deceived, and our characters are 
certainly not any better off. 


No! Lent shouid be entered’ upon 
as a time when one has an opportunity 
to get the greatest blessing in the 
world. With the same spirit that a 
man seizes an opportunity to perfect 
himself in his profession or in reach- 
ing out to a wider sphere of influence 
and gain. Ifa closer union with Christ 
is the result of a well-kept Lent—then 
why not wish to obtain it? The trou- 
ble with most Lenten failures is that 
the end is lost sight of in the means. 
So many men cannot see beyond the 
nervous discomfort that the giving up 
of smoking (let us say) brings. So many 
can not see the Christ waiting beyond 
the place where the “Movies” have 
usually been in daily life. 

Dear friends, the first consideration 
of faith should remove all cloudiness 
that the means brings into our minds, 
and should inspire us with zeal to 
fashion our lives after His most glori- 
ous life, that we may be partakers of 
His most holy gifts to us. To this end 
let us consider three steps which ought 
to be the means by which we rise to 
a higher plane of holiness than ever 
before. 

The First Step: To think over the 
whole matter carefully. Put some time 
and thought to the subject of Lent be- 
fore it comes. Don’t go at it haphaz- 
ardly. Make up your mind beforehand. 


The Second Step: Have a plan. 
Decide definitely what you are going 
to do. How many early Celebrations 
you will attend; how you will be more 
fervent in prayer. What books you 
will read and meditate upon—especial- 
ly the Holy Scriptures; what work for 
Christ you will undertake; what habits 
you will break; what self-denial you 
will practice. Map it all out before- 
hand. 

The Third Step: Hold fast. Per- 
severe. The first two are comparative- 
ly easy . The last is the hardest of all. 
“He that endureth to the end, the same 
shall be saved.”

LOUISA C. RODNEY 


The Rector, at the conclusion of his ser- 
mon on Sexagesima Sunday morning, said as 
follows 


There remains for me today to say 
a last word. Would that I had not to 
say it. And yet it is in the Providence 
of the Good God that it must be said, 
however incompletely. Our times are 
in His hand. The Lord gives—the 
Lord takes away: blessed be the name 
of the Lord. It has pleased the gra- 
cious Lord and Shepherd of souls to 
take unto Himself our beloved sister 
and member of the household of faith, 
Louisa C. Rodney. On the Lord’s Day 
just a week ago Miss Rodney entered 
into rest. : 

She who for so long a time frequent- 
ed these courts, has joined the com- 


¿pany of the faithful departed “in the 


confidence of a certain faith, in the 
comfort of a reasonable, religious and 
holy hope, in favor with God, and in 
perfect charity with the world.” This 
was her aim, this was her aspiration 
and her prayer. And we have the as- 
surance that the souls of the faithful, 
after they are delivered from the bur- 
den of the flesh are in joy and felicity. 


She, when she went, had not far to 
eo. Those who are in Christ have no 
long journey to take “to be,” in S. 
Paul’s language, “with Him’ and to 
“see Him as He is.” The distance from 
this altar to the altar where the Lamb 
that was slain is seen in His inimitable 
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beauty, is very short, and is easily 
covered. This is the great boon of 
having an altar to worship at here, that 
by it we come to find and to know 
Him as He is there. Well, that is her 
place now, with all holy souls, with her 
own kindred who welcome her into their 
company in the mansions of the Fath- 
er’s House. 

For ourselves, to whom in every such 
experience, we are wont to give over- 
much attention, her going is a very 
sensible loss. She had lived not the 
extreme but an allotted time. We 
thought, presumingly doubtless, that 
it would have been longer. To many 
her going was a great surprise, and in 
this case we are the more grieved. And 
though we sorrow because we shall see 
her face no more, we cannot complain. 
Louisa Rodney filled a large place, and 
she was much to many. She was 
known and known well by a large num- 
ber. She was in touch and sympathy 
with a greater number than is wont 
with most persons. She was rather an 
historic personage, for she had been 
identified with those of her kindred and 
others who in their turn had been in 
official and public life; and she was one 
who had capacity and address, which 
fitted her more readily to move in 
spheres of active usefulness in a large 
community. Hers was a comprehen- 
sive life, one of mental grasp, and larg- 
er sympathy. Her father’s long rector- 
ship and as emeritus of the parish, 
brought her into sympathetic contact 
with the life and persons in the church, 
in the church in the Diocese, and be- 
yond it. She stepped on with the fast 
developing progress of Germantown, 
where she was born and where all her 
lifetime she lived, passing almost all of 
her threescore years and ten in her own 
original house and home. She did not 
grow old; on the contrary she seemed 
to have the capacity of living up to her 
time. Her two homes, as vou might 
almost call them, here and in Dela- 
ware, where a hundred years ago her 
grandfather, Daniel Rodney, was once 
Governor, gave her a wide range and 
vision of affairs, and linked her in sym- 


pathy with the two States and Dio- 
ceses. 

Now all this is over, not useless not 
insignificant because it is done with— 
rather a worth-while experience and in- 
teresting history, an allotment of life, 
which gives subject for interesting re- 
flection. All this lives on and forms a 
golden link, which because of the Divine 
household and home to which we all 
belong, has its permanent features and 
value. Taken from us as she is, we 
will do well to remember that her asso- 
ciation and ours are the same in high- 
est respects—we live “in one commun- 
ion and fellowship.”

“know in part,” she knows even as also 
she is known. With us “now abideth 
faith, hope;” with her, faith “is lost in 
sight,” and hope in fruition. But with 
her as with us abideth charity—and 
“charity never faileth.” Requiescat in 
pace.

THE EMBER DAYS 


We are approaching the Lenten Em- 
ber Days, and it may be well for us 
to say a few words about this observ- 
ance of the Church. They are peculiar 
to the West, as in the East we find no 
trace whatever of their being kept. 
The word is probably a shortened form 
of the Latin quator tempora, meaning 
the “four seasons,’ corrupted into 
quatember and ember. These fasts 
come on Wendesday, Friday and Sat- 
urday, but as Wednesday, the 14th of 
February, falls on,S. Matthias day, the 
day will not be observed as an Ember 
Day, the Feast day taking the prece- 
dence. Friday, the 26th, and Saturday, 
the 27th, are to be kept, however. 


S. MATTHIAS 


On February 24th, the Church ob- 
serves the festival of S. Matthias. As 
is well known this saint was selected, 
along with Barsabas, as qualified to 
fill the apostolic office left vacant by 
the treachery of Judas Iscariot. After 
prayer and a solemn appeal to the lot, 
the choice fell upon Matthias and he 
was numbered among the eleven dis- 
ciples. Regarding the life of this apos-

tle previous to this event we can only 
surmise what it must have been. The 
great church historian Eusebius states 
that he was one of ‘Seventy.’ These, 
it will be remembered, were disciples 
of the Lord, though not so closely as- 
sociated with Him as the Twelve. This 
would account for the selection and 
make him fit to meet the apostolic test 
for a witness to Jesus Christ—namely, 
that the one so selected should have 
“seen the Lord.” The primary witness 
to the truths of Christianity was ex- 
pressed by those who were eyewitness- 
es of all that had happened. This left 
no room for controversy and guaran- 
teed the exactness of the message. It 
is well for us to remember that the 
faith of our fathers is founded on the 
bedrock of fact, seen and attested to 
by those who knew whereof they were 
speaking. Therefore it is reasonable 
in the light of this fact to assume that 
S. Matthias had been fairly closely 
connected with the Son of God in the 
days of His flesh. 


AN URGENT NEED. 


To those who have homes to be sick 
and to die in, a Mortuary Chapel will 
not suggest itself as an urgent need. 
But to those who live in hotels or 
boarding houses the thought of being 
taken to an undertaking establishment 
immediately after death is usually re- 
pellant, and where it is some one we 
love whose body must lie at the under- 
taker’s to await burial, the thought is 
full of pain. 


St. Luke’s Parish holds a unique 
place in Germantown, being the oldest 
of the church parishes, and therefore 
it would seem fitting that we should 
take the lead in the matter of offering 
to the homeless bereaved in German- 
town a place where they may bring 
their dead while preparing for the fu-_ 
neral. 

Can we not begin at once to form a 
plan for a Mortuary Chapel? Could 
there be any sort of memorial more fit- 
ting for those we love who have en- 
‘ered into eternal life?

To 
all, however, we wish to express our 
heartiest thanks for so helpfully re- 
membering us month by month. 

The sales are held on the afternoon 
of the third Thursday of every month, 
except July, August and September. 
Any articles should be sent not later 
than the day before. They should be 
marked: “For Miss Cabeen, Clothing 
Sale,” and left in the vestibule of the 
church, where the sexton will find 
them. It is hoped that the pretty and 
useful knitted and crocheted articles, 
so necessary for our Infants’ Outfits, 
will continue as usual. 

During the past year the head of the 
chapter has paid 386 visits, which do 
not include 202 visits in the Mission 
neighborhood. Quite a number of these 


were to give instruction concerning 
Confirmation, etc.; others were to the 
sick and the destitute, while still others 
were simply ordinary parish calls. 

It is our sad duty to record the pass- 
ing away of three generous supporters 
of the Holy Motherhood, members for 
years: Mrs, E. R. Parry, Mrs. M. A. 
W. Farnum and Miss Louisa Rodney. 
How many of our earlier contributors 
have thus departed from our midst in 
the 28 years since the Holy Mother- 
hood was started! May they rest in 
peace! And may there be continually 
raised up more and more friends and 
contributors to our work. 

We have but 47 contributors at 
present. There are at least 100 more 
ladies of our parish who could join our 
ranks. Will they not do so—at once? 

One dollar is the usual annual con- 
tribution, though some few give more. 
The time for payment is, if possible, 
on or near the second of February; or, 
if not convenient, later in the year. 

Hoping that all our old friends will 
believe in our deep gratitude for their 
help and interest, and that many new

The Foreign Committee asks for 
clothing for boys and articles suitable 
for Christmas to be sent to Africa. 
These will be sent from the Church 
House in May. The Diocesan Com- 
mittee reports an appeal from the Bur- 
ial Guild of the City Mission for money 
to enable them to furnish decent Chris- 
tian burial for the poor friendless peo- 
ple who die in Blockley almshouse, 
who have none to care for them and 
who, unless the Church cares for them, 
will be handed over after death to what 
is to them an unspeakable horror. 

The Rev. C. E. Betticher, Jr., from 
Alaska, was to give an address, and as 
the time for him to speak had arrived, 
the reports of the other Committees 
had to be omitted. Mr. Betticher’s ac- 
count of the work in Alaska was most 


inve:esting. Quite a large delegation 
from No. 2 came in to hear him, there- 
by furnishing a very fine audience,

Somewhat in anticipation of Easter, 
which is but two weeks hence, we 
wish for our people of S. Luke’s 
that the brightness and gladness of the 
great Day may be theirs in abundant 
measure. The first thought which 
Easter brings is Life—Life won over 
Death. Easter is the glorious Day that 
it is because it brings us the first evi- 
dence of this surpassing fact: “For now 
is Christ risen from the dead and be- 
come the first fruits of them that 
slept.” The Risen Lord meets His own 
today. He has a message for each. To 
one he says “Mary,” and that means 
affection, love from the new world; to 
others it is “All hail!” and that means 
gladness; to others “Peace,” and that 
means security and the blessed unity of 
the new life. 

When we make our communion this 
Easter it will help us to think that He 
is coming with a like word of greeting 
and welcome to each of us as we rise 
early in the morning to meet Him. 
Think of it: Affection! Gladness! 
Peace! all of them, if we ask, for there 
is no limit to the gift which He brings 
to us and which is Himseli—‘‘the Res- 
urrection and the Life.’ Let us bring 
something to Him, hearts purified by 
faith, eager with love, seeing Him who 
is all but visible, in whose “Presence 
is the fullness of joy.” 
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THE EASTER OFFERING. 

The Easter offering this year will 
be devoted to the increase of the Per- 
manent Fund, the active endowment 
of the Parish. The Fourth Series of 
the Permanent Fund now lacks but 
$1300 to complete it, i. e., to complete 
the $10,000 now in process of accumu- 
lating, and which when completed will 
bring its own income to the Parish. It 
will be seen at once that this is an end 
greatly to be desired for the advantage 
of the Parish. Everyone will be ready 
to contribute towards the accomplish- 
ment of this work. The Permanent 
Fund of St. Luke’s has become an in- 
creasingly important feature of the 
executive efficiency of the Parish. On 
the completion of this Fourth Series of 
the Fund, the Parish will be in posses- 
sion of just so much additional income 
to meet its expenses. Will not every- 
one contribute all that each can give, 
first, as an expression of thankfulness 
for the inestimable blessing and joy of 
the Easter Gift, and, second, as a proof 
of our devotion to the Church in the 
Parish, the centre and spring of our 
highest hope and joy? 

In this connection it is a pleasure to 
make acknowledgment of the invalu- 
able services rendered to the Parish in 
connection with the building up of the 
Permanent Fund by the present 
Accounting Warden. 

Also it is proper to express the hope 
that the friends of S. Luke’s, apart 
from what they may be doing for the 
increase of this Fund at the present 
time, will remember the Fund in the 
final disposition of their property. No 
greater security, it may be said, can be 
found for a “mansion in our Father’s 
house” above than that of laying the 
foundation of it in our Father’s house 
which is here. 


Franklin Lamoine Weidener 
It is with a deep sense of apprecia- 
tion of a life passed for thirty years in 
S. Luke’s that mention is made here 
of Franklin Lamoine Weidener, who 
on Wednesday, the 17th, stepped as it 


were quietly and with the briefest 
notice across the threshold which but 
little divides the Father’s House here 
from the “House Eternal in the heav- 
ens.” His death was sudden, but with 
him it might be regarded as a transla- 
tion—as of a good and upright soul 
from this sphere of waiting to that of 
attainment and gladness. 

Mr. Weidener was sixty years of 
age. He did his part in life faithfully 
and well; in the church truly and loy- 
ally, with an honest and good heart. 
He was a constant and unfailing wor- 
shipper in these courts, waiting dili- 
gently and devotedly at this altar, by 
which he has found his ready entrance 
into the more manifest presence of His 
gracious Lord and Master, “where is 
the fulness of joy and where there are 
pleasures forevermore.”

The Men’s Bible Class, which 
began on February 7th with eight 
members, has increased to sixteen, 
and the attendance at the weekly meet- 
ings of the Club is much larger. 

Twelve members have been added 
to the Sunday School, making the total 
membership 112, with eight teachers. 

The congregation at the Sunday 
night services for the past five weeks 
has averaged 53. This steady growth 
of the Mission is very gratifying, and 
far exceeds our expectations. But it 
also makes the demand for larger quar- 
ters imperative. We hope that ways 
and means may be found in the near 
future to meet this demand.

Some Mistakes About Confirmation. 

Many persons ignorantly suppose 
that Confirmation consists. only in 
the renewal of one’s Baptismal vow. 
But we go to this Sacrament not espe- 
cially to do something ourselves, but 
humbly in order to receive something 
from God: to receive the laying on of 
hands, in order that we may be enlight- 
ened and strengthened by His seven- 
fold gifts. 

2. That Confirmation is in no sense 
a sacrament: and that it is not included 
when, in her homily, the Church speaks 
of “other sacraments” besides Baptism 
and Holy Communion, But in this 
Rite grace is conferred through an out- 
ward form or means, namely, the lay- 
ing on of the Bishop’s hands. It is, 
therefore, clearly sacramental in its 
character. 

3. That because it was not one of 
the Sacraments necessary to Salvation, 
it is not so very important that a per- 
son be confirmed, 

But the Apostles seemed to think 
otherwise who in compliance with 
Christ’s instruction after His Resurrec- 
tion administered to all; and by S. 
Paul, who declared it to be a part of 
the foundation, and one of the “first 
principles of the Doctrine of Christ.” 

4. That Confirmation was only in- 
tended to give the Holy Ghost for the 
purpose of working miracles and speak- 
ing with tongues, etc. But the greatest 
gifts are those which every Christian 
needs to strengthen him against tempta- 
tion, to open to him fuller light and to 
help him win the Eternal prize. 

5. Another consideration is, the 
Church makes our Confirmation to be 
the way of entrance to the highest of 
all privileges, Holy Communion. 

At the end of the Confirmation 
Office in the Prayer Book, the provi- 
sion is made that only those who have 
been confirmed or who are ready and 
desirous of being confirmed shall come 
to the Holy Communion. This is not a 


way to keep people out, but to let them 
into the privileges of the Church, It 
is weil to have some way of introduc- 
tion to the chief privileges of religion 
which will in itself ensure at least, on 
the part of those coming, some reliable 
instruction as to what the Church 
teaches about her sacraments, how per- 
sons should prepare for them, etc. Cer- 
tainly this is only a reasonable and 
charitable provision which we all can 
appreciate and be thankful for,

times. Tears have flowed. Sleep has 
fled. But never have we felt any thing 
like the dead weight of sin. What 
must be a death in sin? What the 
irrevocable eternity of unretracted sin? 

From all this horror whither shall 
we look for deliverance? Not to our- 
se'ves; for we know the practical infin- 
ity of our weakness, and the incorrig- 
ible vitality of our corruption. Not to 
any earthly power, for it has no juris- 
diction here. Not to philosophy, liter- 
ature, or science; for in this case they 
are but sorry and unhelpful matters. 
Not to any saint, however holy, nor to 
any angel, however mighty; for the 
least sin is a bigger mountain than 
they have faculties to move. Neither 
may we look for deliverance direct 
from the patience and compassion of 
Cod Himself; for in the abysses of His 
wisdom it has been decreed, that with- 
out shedding of blood there shall be no 
remission of sin. It is from the Pre- 
cious Blood of Jesus Christ alone that 
our Salvation comes. Out of the im- 
mensity of its merits, out of the inex- 
haustible treasures of its satisfactions, 
Fecause of that dear combination of its 
priceless worth, and its benignant 
prodigality, we miserable sinners are 
raised out of the depths of our wretch- 
edness, and restored to the peace and 
favor of our Heavenly Father. 

Is hope sweet where despair had al- 
most begun to reign? Is it a joy to be 
emancipated from a shameful slavery, 
or set free from a noxious dungeon? 


cen 
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Is it gladness to ke raised as if by mir- 
acle trom a bed of feebleness and suf- 
fering, to sudden health, and instantan- 
eous vigor? Then what a gladness 
must salvation be! For as there is no 
earthly misery like sin, so is there no 
deliverance like that with which Jesus 
makes us free. Words will not tell it, 
Thought only can think it, and it must 
be thought out of an enlightened mind 
and a burning heart, dwelt on for a 
long, long while. The first moment 
after death is a moment which must 
infallibly come to every one of us, 
Earth lies behind us, silently wheeling 
its obedient way through the black- 
tented space. The measurless spaces 
of eternity lie outstretched before us. 
The words of our sentence have scarce- 
ly floated away into silence. It is a 
sentence of salvation. The great risk 
has been run, and we are saved. God’s 
power is holding our soul lest it should 
die of gladness,

proceeds from the S. Luke’s table. 

A membership committee was form- 
ed to call upon and interest those mem- 
bers who have not attended regularly 
and also those eligible in the Parish 
who have never affiliated themselves 
with the Auxiliary.

Reid, was obliged to resign in October, 
Mrs. Russell Hartwell was elected in 
her place.

Woman’s AuxILIaRyY—BrancH No. 3 

This branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
is so much interested in the spread of the 
Kingdom of God, that they are meeting 
twice a month during Lent. These meet- 
ings have been well attended and en- 
thusiastic. At the meeting on February 


19, Mr. Lane made the address, and at 
the regular meeting on March 5, Mrs. 
Moort, head of the Julia C. Emory Hall, 
in Liberia, told of her work in this school 
for girls, where there are eighty girls 
and six teachers, fifty of these girls are 
taken care of by scholarships and the 
others help to pay their way. She gave 
an account of their daily program, which 
consisted of rising at five-thirty, attend- 
ing chapel services, preparing breakfast, 
etc., then spending the morning in school 
and afternoon in industrial work. She 
showed the great influence this school 
has had upon these Liberian girls, how 
they are being led to become good Chris- 
tians: and when they leave the school, 
they are fitted to make happy homes. 
Those especially bright are given a teach- 
er’s preparatory course. An account of 
the different tribes was given, and of 
God’s children living there as savages 
which made everyone realize as never 
before the great need of these people. 
After Mrs. Moort’s most interesting and 
instructive talk, the reports of the com- 
mittees were read. It was decided to do 
some sewing for St. John’s Mission, 
Cape Mount, Africa. The next meeting 
will be on April oth.

THE VESTMENTS OF THE 
CHURCH. 

Deep down in the heart of mankind, 
whether it be through Divine com- 
mand in the Jewish and early custom 
in the Christian Church, or natural in- 
stinct among Pagan people, lies the 
thought that those who are ordained to 
minister in holy things should wear a 
dress distinctive as to kind and sym- 
bolical as to character. 

The early Bishops and priests of the 
Christian Church wore the dress of 
Our Lord and His Apostles, the tunic 
and the pallium. For every day the 
tunic was worn quite short, reaching a 
little below the knees, but when cere- 
monially worn it was much longer, 
reaching to the ankles. 

The pallium was a square woolen 
robe either richly covered with em- 
broidery or having simply an embroid- 
ered border. This robe was usually 
worn thrown over the left shoulder, 
across the back, under the right, cross- 
ing the chest and thrown again over 
the left shoulder. The left arm was 
covered and the right arm was free. 
These robes correspond to the cassock 
and surplice. The clergy also wore 
over the shoulders a narrow strip of 
cloth called an orarium; this corres- 
ponds to the stole and in fact was evi- 
dently copied from the Jewish religious 
garment called the talith which was of 
necessity worn by Christ when engag- 
ed in public prayer. 

As the church progressed through 
the centuries the ceremonial dress of 


her clergy began to have an ever in- 
creasing measure of symbolism which 
carried as strong a lesson to the un- 
lettered multitudes as did the Gospel 
story painted on walls or in the ex- 
quisite stained glass windows of 
church and cathedral. 

The Puritanic revolt from what was 
considered too much earthly pomp and 
show, possibly due to the abuse rather 
than right use of ceremonial worship, 
has given us a long era of “black 
gowns and _ bareness” supposed by 
some to be a greater aid to purity of 
prayer and service. 

The “ornaments rubric’ of the 
Anglo-Catholic Church, however, has 
never been repealed, and is as much in 
force today as at any time in the 
Church’s past history. 

A short description of the vestments 
and altar linens of the Church is given 
herewith, and might be of value to 
those who are interested in the Divine 
command “And thou shalt make holy 
garments")... So  Stor “glory. and 
for beauty.” 

The Cassock is a long coat-like gar- 
ment buttoned from the neck to the 
feet and is worn by laymen as well as 
the clergy when occupied in or about 
the duties of Divine service. The clergy 
wear with it a cincture or girdle. Cas- 
socks may be black, blue, purple and 
red in color. The cassock is said to 
symbolically represent “The Spirit of 
Recollection.” 

The Surplice is a garment made of 
white linen and is worn over the cas- 
sock by the clergy for the choir offices 
of Morning and Evening Prayer. Chor- 
isters wear a shorter surplice known 
as a Cotta. 

The Stole is a band of silk worn 
around the neck and hanging down in 
front, it is usually richly embroidered. 
Modern usage has sanctioned that the 
preaching stole should be two andthe 
Eucharistic stole three yards in length. 
The Eucharistic stole is usually worn 
crossed over the breast and secured by 
a cincture. The stole signifies “The 
yoke of obedience to Christ.” 

The Amice is a piece of fine linen, 
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oblong in shape, and is worn on the 
shoulders over the cassock, like a col- 
lar and is tied in front. It represents 
the cloth with which Christ was blind- 
folded in the hall of Caiaphas, and sym- 
bolizes “The Helmet of Salvation.” 

The Alb is a white linen robe reach- 
ing to the ankles and has close fitting 
sleeves like a cassock. It is worn over 
the cassock and under the chasuble. 
The alb represents the white robe in 
which our Lord was arrayed by Herod 
and symbolizes the purity required of 
the priesthood. 

The Girdle is the white cotton cord 
three yards long that girds the alb. It 
represents the rope with which our 
Lord was bound and symbolizes “The 
Righteousness of the Priesthood.” 

The Maniple is a diminutive stole 
worn on the left arm of the Celebrant. 
Formerly the maniple was a linen 
towel used by the priest for wiping his 
hands, and held in his left hand. It 
now symbolizes the cord with which 
our Lord was bound.

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THE WARDENS 


It will be a matter of special in- 
terest to the people of S. Luke’s 
Church to learn that the two most 
important offices pertaining to the 
Vestry of this corporation, have been 
respectively filled by the recent ap- 
pointment and choice of new incum- 
bents. 


Since the lamented death of Mr. 
John Alburger the office of Rector’s 
Warden has remained vacant. On 
Monday, April t1th, at the stated 
meeting of the Vestry, the Rector had 
the honour of appointing Mr. Sydney 
L. Wright to be Rector’s Warden. 
After nearly ten years of invaluable 
service as Accounting Warden, Mr. 
Wright feeling it desirable to be re- 
lieved of the ardous duties of the office 
(and his declination of a reelection 
being with great regret assented to by 
the Vestry), has consented to accept 
the appointment of Rector’s Warden. 
This appointment will be received 
with the cordial and appreciative 
response of the entire congregation. 

It is only proper to say here, that 
throughout the years in ‘which Mr. 
Wright has held the office of Account- 
ing Warden, he has instituted a sys- 
tem of Church accounts for the Parish, 
which may well be accorded the merit 
of a perfect method. This of course 
means much for Parish accounts. 


The Annual Report of the Account- 


ing Warden is an evidence of efficiency 
and completness. This report is a 
statement in figures of eighteen differ- 
ent objects, including beside the 
General Fund and the care of the prop- 
erty of the Parish, numerous special 
accounts such as those of the Envelope 
System, Parochial and Missionary, 
the Permanent Fund, Extra Parochial 
Offerings, &c., &c., all of which are 
co-ordinated into special and general 
statements, in accurate and intelligible 
order, 

It will be remembered also that in 
this period the Envelope System has 
been successfully established, both for 
Parochial and Missionary objects. 
During this period also, the New 
Parish House has been built and paid 
for, the efficient system of contribu- 
tions for this purpose inaugurated by 
Mr. Wright’s present successor, being 
supplemented by the larger subscrip- 
tions secured through the efforts of 
the retiring Warden. 

It has been a painstaking discharge 
of an important function, and the 
Parish has reason to record its grateful 
acknowledgements of service thus 
rendered, willingly, conscientiously 
and efficiently.* 

The election to this office has fallen 
upon Mr; Clarence C. Brinton, the 
Treasurer of the Germantown Trust 
Company, and for many years a mem- 
ber of the Parish. We _ bespeak for 
Mr. Brinton the cordial recognition 
and cooperation of the members of S. 
Luke’s, which we are confident will 
be readily accorded him. 


In this connection it is becoming ; 


that particular acknowledgment should 
be made of the efficient service ren- 
dered to the retiring Warden in be- 
half of the Parish, by Mr. W. Tf 
Bilyeu, the head of the staff in the 
office, 133 South Fifth Street. Mr. 
Bilyeu will be recognized as the War- 
den’s skilled and ever courteous 
assistant, to whose wise judgment and 
accurate skill, is owing in no small 
degree, the completness and efficiency 
of the system of Parochial Accounting 
thus established.

Thomas, resigned, reported the addi- 
tion of several new members. The 
receipts to April 1915, were $75.10; 
total for the year, $131.20. 

Letters have been received from 
Bishop Griswold, of Salina, acknowl- 
edging with great appreciation the 
box sent him by the Auxiliary, one 
from Mrs. Hughson acknowledging a 
box to Grace Hospital, Morgantown, 
N. C., and from the Rev. Mr. Burgess, 
of Frackville, Pa., for money sent him. 

Reports from the Delegates to the 
several Diocesean Committees showed 
that there was a falling off of receipts 
for the work, but no diminution of the 
needs. Indeed these are more press- 
ing than usual, owing to the high 
prices everywhere prevailing, and the 
extension of the work all over the 
field.

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WHITSUNDAY 

Whitsunday, or as it is also called, 
the Feast of Pentecost, is the birthday 
of the Church. The signs of His com- 
ing, on the Feast of Pentecost, were the 
rushing mighty wind, filling all the 
house where the Apostles were assem- 
bled, and the tongues of fire which sat 
upon the head of each of them. 

Thus He came, invisible yet known 
by His effects and work in the Church 
and in the soul of the believer. The 
Holy Ghost ‘is the third person of the 
holy and undivided Trinity. As the 
Father sent the Son, and as the Son 
was made man, and obtained eternal 
redemption for us, so also it was 
necessary that He should withdraw 
His visible presence, and that He 
should send the Holy Ghost, which He 
did on the Feast of Pentecost. 

He came then, to take of all that 
the Lord Christ is, and has done for 
man, and show it unto the Church and 
enable any member of the Church to 
know what the redemption of Christ 
is, and how it is the one thing neces- 
sary for every soul. 

“He shall take of mine and shall 
shew it unto you.” He makes clear 
to us what our Salvation is and how 
it saves us. 

And especially the Holy Ghost is 
the one who sanctifies, the catechism 
says “Who Sanctifieth me and all the 
people of God.” It is His province 
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first to give the soul life and then to 
bring us into the likeness of Jesus 
Christ. 

2. The gifts of the Holy Ghost are 

alone capable of applying our Lord 
Christ’s redemption to us—the new- 
birth, and the precious blood, and 
the life of the world to come. 
) To this end there is given the seven 
gifts of the Holy Ghost: Wisdom ana 
understanding, counsel and ghostly 
strength, knowledge and true godli- 
ness and holy fear. This seems to us 
perhaps rather elaborate, but man’s 
nature is an elaborate one, made up of 
great faculties. The Psalmist says: 
“T am fearfully and wonderfully made, 
marvelous are Thy works, and that 
my soul knoweth right well.” Prob- 
ably the great majority of Christians 
even do not realize what the Psalmist 
here says. And so, unhappily, al- 
though the Spirit of God is longing 
through the Church to teach Chris- 
tians and to lead them into all truth, 
they themselves are largely ignorant 
of this, or have become indifferent to 
so great a boon. 

3. Now the Feast of Whitsunday 
takes place every year. It reminds us 
of our need to be illumined and sancti- 
fied. The purpose of Christ’s holy 
religion is to do this. $ 

On Whitsunday we should espec- 
ially seek the presence in our hearts 
of the Holy Ghost, the Comforter, to 
teach us something of this wonderfu! 
work of His—which is to transform 
and sanctify one’s mind, one’s will and 
one’s affections, imparting to the first 
wisdom and understanding, counsel 
and knowledge; to the second, Ghostly 
strength; to the third, true godliness 
and holy fear. 

4. And to make this the more 
plain, the Church by the Apostles, 
doubtless at the command of our Lord 
Christ, instituted the Sacrament of 
Confirmation. 

The outward sign of Confirmation 
is the laying on of hands. The person 
who administers it is the Bishop our 
father in God—and the gift bestowed 
on one baptized is the Holy Ghost.

Confirmation is called sometimes the 
Sacrament of the Holy Ghost, and 
properly so, because while the Holy 
Ghost works for our sanctification in 
every Sacrament, in Confirmation He 
is pleased to emphasize His work in 
souls, and to point out His wonderful 
gifts and their meaning. 

The seven gifts which we have 
named, wonderfully illustrate the ful- 
ness of the work of the Holy Spirit in 
man’s spiritual nature. Let us pray 
that those who come to Confirmation 
may indeed receive the fulness of His 
erace, and grow with it more and 
more—until they come each one—into 
His Kingdom in Heaven. 

THe SEVEN GIFTS: 

These seven gifts are spoken of re- 
peatedly in Holy Scriptures, both in 
the Old Testament and in the New. 
Thus in the eleventh chapter of Isaiah 
they are spoken of as resting in their 
fulness upon the Messiah, Our Lord 
Himself. 

Again, in the Book of Revelation the 
seven gifts are personified as we may 
say, for they are spoken of as the 
“Seven Spirits which are before God’s 
throne.” Seven in symbolical lan- 
guage means perfection, completeness, 
and the Church puts much of this 
language into form which thus be- 
comes “the figures of the time.” And 
these gifts of the Holy Ghost are in 
the Church represented by -seven 
lamps which are ordered to be placed 
when convenient, before the altar 
which in itself stands for the throne of 
God. 

We are happy to say that this im- 
pressive symbol we are enabled to 
have in its proper place in the Sanc- 
tuary of S. Luke’s Church. O'n this 
coming Whitsunday these lamps will 
be, God willing, in place, to adorn and 
glorify the “place of my Sanctuary,” 
as God saith by His prophet. 

They are the generous gift of a 
communicant of this Church, a Mem- 
orial of a departed soul—who now 
sees, not as we see, in “this earthly 
tabernacle,” “as in a glass darkly, but 
face to face.” And all this is to the 
honor of God, and to make the place 
of His feet the more glorious. Laus 
Deo. 


THE DIOCESAN CONVENTION 

The annual Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania met at the 
Church of S. Luke and the Epiphany 
on May 4-6. The most interesting and 
perhaps most important piece of legis- 
lation that was accomplished was the 
final determination of the Convention, 
after a three hours debate, to endorse 
the system providing for clerical pen- 
sions that was promulgated at the last 
General Convention. Considerable 
opposition to the plan developed dur- 
ing the progress of the debate, as 
there were many who considered that 
the present method in use by the Gen- 
eral Clergy Relief Fund, by which the 
money collected is raised entirely by 


‘means of donations to the Fund, was 


preferable ‘and “more Christian” as 
one delegate put it, than the method 
provided for by the Church Pension 
Fund as the new system is called. 
In brief the proposed method is an 
adoption of the insurance principle. 
An amount averaging about seven per 
cent of the clerical salaries will be 
assessed on each parish by the Pension 
Fund. This amount. will be consid- 
ered as current expense of the Parish 
and will be carried on the books—thus 
the Parish pays the premium of its 
rector and assistants. It has been 
calculated that this seven per cent per 
annum will provide a sufficient fund 
by which retiring or disability pen- 
sions can be paid of an amount rang- 
ing from $600-$2000 a year. 

As has been said, the Diocese en- 
dorsed this plan in spite of the opposi- 
tion to it and we think did right in 
doing so. The question is not one as 
to whether one system is Christian be- 
cause it uses “charitable” methods to 
raise the money and another un Chris- 
tian because it uses scientific methods 
(one delegate made this point) but it 
is rather as the Rector said before the 
Convention, whether we should use a 
hap-hazard method or an efficient one. 
That the old method of providing 
clergy relief (apart from whatever 
good qualities it may have possessed 
and they are many) has been hap- 
hazard there can be no doubt. There- 
fore there would seem to be no inher- 
ent reason why a method that is effi- 
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cient should not be tried. Certainly if 
it is right to give retiring pensions to 
clergymen at all, and also to provide 
relief for needy widows and orphans, 
it would only seem to be common 
sense to put into operation a method 
that will accomplish that desired end. 
Especially since the present system is 
inadequate. There may be some 
minor details that will require work- 
ing out, no system starts perfect and 
few attain perfection; but the main 
point is to procure provision for the 
greatest number, and this end proves 
that the motive is a charitable one.

THE VESTMENTS OF THE 
CHURCH : 
(Continued from March Issue) 


The Chasuble is an oral vestment 
usually made of silk, though it may be 
made of linen, with an opening in the 
center through which to pass the head. 
The chasuble is ornamented in front by 
a straight band called the pillar, and 
in the back by a cross, usually Y 
shaped. These bands, ecclesiastically 
caled orphreys, are usually richly em- 
broidered. The chasuble is the distinc- 
tive Eucharistic vestment and its pur- 
pose is to mark that highest act of 
Christian worship as separate and dis- 
tinct from the choir offices. The chas- 
uble typifies the purple mantle that the 
soldiers put upon Christ after they had 
scourged Him, and also represents the 
seamless robe of Christ, signifying “the 


unity of the Church and the all-em- 
bracing charity of the Redeemer.” 

The Dalmatic and the Tunicle are 
coat-like vestments of silk, often worn 
by the priests assisting the Celebrant. 

The Rochet is a modification of the 
surplice and is worn by the Bishop. It 
is sleeveless, having slits at the side 
through which the arms are passed. 
The sleeves of the rochet by some 
strange chance are generally detached 
from that garment and are sewed in 
the armholes of the black satin chimere. 

The Chimere is a cape-like vestment 
with armholes and is a sort of a modi- 
fication of the cope. The chimere is 
made of black or scarlet satin. 

The Cope is a long cloak—an exact 
semi-circle in shape—reaching to the 
feet and open down the front; it is 
fastened on the breast by a metal clasp 
called the morse of silver-gilt or gold 
and often jeweled. The hood which is 
now attached to the back of the cope 
simply as an ornament was formerly a 
cowl to be drawn over the head in cold 
or storm weather, as the cope was orig- 
inally worn in open air processions and 
litanies. 

The altar should be covered with 
three linen cloths, two the exact size 
of the mensa or top of the altar, and 
the other the Fair White Linen Cloth. 

The Fair White Linen Cloth is the 
covering for the top of the altar, and 
hangs down on the sides. It usually 
has five crosses embroidered on it sym- 
bolizing the five sacred wounds and 
represents our Saviour’s winding sheet. 

The Corporal is a piece of linen 
about twenty inches square with a lit- 
tle cross embroidered in white near the 
border in front and is the linen on 
which the Sacred Host is placed on the 
altar. Like the fair linen this repre- 
sents one of our Lord’s burial clothes. 

The Pall is a piece of linen stretched 
over pieces of cardboard seven inches 
square and is used to cover the chalice 
and paten. 

The Purificator is a small napkin 
used for wiping the chalice and is about 
sixteen inches long and twelve inches 
wide. It is often ornamented in the 
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center with an embroidered cross and 
the border may be lace or embroidery. 

The Burse is a nine-inch square 
pocket or case made of silk lined with 
linen for holding the corporal. 


The Veil is a twenty-four-inch 
square of silk, lined, and usually em- 
broidered with a cross and borders, and 
is used to cover the sacred vessels as 
the priest removes them from the chan- 
cel. 

The Fair Linen Cloth is the lawn 
chalice veil. This represents the cloth 
which was wrapped around the head 
of our Lord at His burial. 

The presentation of the Gospel story 
in the symbolism of the furnishings of 
the Altar and the “holy garments” of 
the priesthood is wonderfully helpful in 
its lessons when rightly understood 
and it is hoped that those who have 
read the foregoing descriptions will 
realize how the Church through “sanc- 
tified association with hallowed ma- 
terial things” turns us to a contempla- 
tion of the glories of the worship of 
the Lamb as pictured by S. John.

THE CONFIRMATION. IN 
: S. LUKE’S 

First Sunday after Trinity 
June 6th, 1915 

The Gift of Confirmation was 
bestowed in S. Luke’s Church on the 
afternoon of Sunday the 6th inst. The 
Bishop Suffragan visited the Parish, 
but much to everyone's reget, the 
Bishop was hot in his tsual health; an 
truth Bishop Garland has, for some- 
time, been suffering, probably, from 
overwork. An entire cessation from 
labor will, we trust, soon restore him 
to his accustomed strength. 

There were fifty-three candidates pre- 
sented for Confirmation, fourteen of 
whom were from the East Side Mis- 
sion, two from S. Clement’s, Philadel- 
phia, and one from S. Paul's, Ogontz; 
is was a pleasure to have present ón the 
occasion the Rev. F. Thompson Cole 
from the last named Parish. 

It was an auspicious day, as to the 
weather, the large number of candi- 
dates, the interested and full ton- 
gregation, and most of all the event of 
the day, in the Gift bestowed “after the 
example of Christ’s Holy Apostles.” 
Unfortunately the Bishop Suffragan’s 
indisposition prevented him from 
making any address to the candidates. 

At his request the Rector made an 
address, something which in the fifty 
years of his experience he has never 
before done, the Bishop always having 
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filled this function. It was a pleas- 
ure and privilege for the Rector to do 
this, though he greatly regretted the 
occasion which necessitated it. In 
the course of what he had to say, he 
reminded those who had come for the 


great Gilt of Confirmation, that it was 


an occasion of supreme thankfulness 
to them, and a happy day for all. 
They were reminded that even their 
Lord. Jesus Christ, witnessed before 
Pontius Pilate a good confession of 
the truth and of allegiance to God, and 
that at a moment of extreme danger 
to Himself. And if the time should 
come in the life of anyone of them, that 
the candidates, when in the face of 
danger or of difficulty of any sort, 
should have occasion in their place to 
bear the same witness, they would re- 
member this day of these solemn 
avowals and be faithful, as He was. 
They were now not professing them- 


selves better than other people, but 


confessing their Lord and Christ, and 
the need of His Holy Spirit—to help 
them to at all times “lead a godly, 
righteous and sober life.” 

They were reminded also that they 
made their confession, not only before 
the Church, but before the Bishop, the 
Chief Pastor of the Church and a 
Ruler of the Diocese. The Bishop 
was the symbol of the authority 
wherewith the Church preaches and 
administers the Gospel of Christ, 
and the Chief Pastor of this par- 
ticular jurisdiction of the Church. So 
that in coming and receiving at his 
hands the gift he is deputed to be- 
stow, they were thereby being brought 
into the unity of the Church, for the 
Bishop represents not only the unity 
and authority of the Church in the 
Diocese, but through it, the Church 
throughout the country, and in fact, 
throughout the world. Hence in this 
Sacrament of Confirmation, by their 
own avowal and through the Bishop's 
act, they were consciously assuming 
the meitibership and responsibilities of 
the one Holy Catholic Apostolic 
Church, of which they made profes- 
sion. 
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Almighty God not only bestows 
upon his children the necessaries of 
spiritual existence, but the riches of 
His grace. 

Not only are there the superlative 
gifts of wisdom, understanding, coun- 
sel, ghostly strength, knowledge, true 
godliness and holy fear, but there is 
the fulness of divine bounty—love, joy, 
peace, long-suffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance. 
And since Confirmation has been call- 
ed in the earliest days of the Church 
the unction of anointing: 

Thus the hymn— 

“Thy blessed unction from above 
Is comfort, life and fire of love, 
Anoint and cheer our soiléd face, 
With the abundance of Thy grace.” 


AN ESTIMATE WORTH NOTING 
The Pope and the Situation 

Benedict XV has let slip a great oppor- 
tunity. Called to the Chair of St. Peter 
at a most critical moment in the world’s 
history, in succession to a Pontiff whose 
personal piety surveyed the world from 
a narrow outlook, he was expected to 
rise to the height of the occasion. Train- 
ed in the schooi of Leo XIII and Cardin- 
al Rampolla, who knew how to combine 
after the traditional Roman manner the 
large prudence of diplomacy and a firm 
hold on spiritual truth, he should have 
been able to stand forth as the supreme 
champion of right in a world where 
material forces were running to excess 
of riot. The naked doctrine of irre- 
sponsible power is preached without re- 
serve, and threatens to overthrow all 
that is understood by Christendom. 
He who is tunquestionably—whatever 
may be thought of his claims in details— 
the historical head of Christendom, could 
not be a disinterested spectator of these 
events. Particular wrongs, the devasta- 
tion of Louvain, the ruin of Reims, the 
murder and violation of priests and 
nuns, touch him particularly, but far 
more penetrating is the peril of a general 
overthrow of Christian — standards. 
What would he say? What would he 
do? The whole world attended, and 
waited for the answer. 

The world seems to have asked in 
vain, He has done nothing. He has 


said nothing of consequence. Some 
weak words of sympathy for the woes 
of Belgium; for the courage of the lion- 
hearted Cardinal of Malines; some plati- 
tudes about the miseries of war. That 
has been his contribution to the moral 
judgment of mankind on the events of 
the last ten months. A Protestant writer 
has lately called him, with little or no 
exaggeration, “the greatest personage of 
the world.” Socially and politically he 
takes rank with Kings and Emperors, his 
Cardinals with Princes of the Blood; to 
this worldly honor he adds a freedom 
from the more sordid embarrassments 
of international policy which none of his 
peers. can enjoy, and the sense of a 
traditional championship of justice 
which none can rival. Of these advan- 
tages he has made nothing. He has re- 
linquished to the President of the United 
States and to Mr. Bryan the task of up- 
holding threatened standards of right, 
and the doctrine of the responsibility of 
State Power. The assertion of that re- 
sponsibility was one of the greatest tri- 
umphs of the Papacy in its greatest days, 
and his right to revive so much of the 
Roman tradition could hardly be ques- 
tiened. Dr. Wilson has rebuked both 
England and Germany; England in mild 
terms for minor infractions of interna- 
tional law, Germany in accents forcible 
though courteous for crimes against 
humanity. It is not the legions or battle- 
ships of America that give weight to his 
protests; his voice is the voice of reason 
and justice making itself heard in a mad 
world. If a caviller say that he has 
spoken only when Americans has suffer- 
ed, the answer is sufficient that he must 
have an obviously secure locus standi; 
but he has spoken of eternal principles 
and not only of the interests of his own 
people. The Pope had tenfold as good a 
right to speak. Where American citizens 
have suffered in tens, his spiritual sub- 
jects have been trampled in thousands, 
and he is the guardian of a spiritual 
code weightier and more venerable than 
the Constitution of the United States 
and all the conventions of international 
law. He has lost his opportunity, and 
the Papacy falls once more to the level 
of.a mere survival, the shadow of a 
great past—Church Times.

THE MYSTERY OF POWER 

My brothers, to put it shortly, three 
great ideas sum up and represent what 
is needed by us all for the fulfilment of 
vocation, and these are to be gathered 
from the Cross of Christ. 

1. First in order is the idea of Duty. 
Duty has an almost infinite extension, 
touching often great undertakings, touch- 
ing as naturally trifling things. Duty 
has a literally infinite claim, stern like the 
rocks of Lerici in their resistance to the 


sea, deep in its depth of power and possi- 
bility, like the fathomless waters that 
sleep below. Duty! It makes an in- 
finite claim, and it abates no demand: 
it is a pitiless power, like the forces of 
nature, the waves, or the wind; but to 
obey it, though I suffer, is a condition, 
a primary condition of human perfec- 
tion—“I must do my duty.” 

Now we see in the moral mystery of 
the Passion this special characteristic 
majesty in the Representative Man. He 
perfectly subordinated every sinless de- 
sire of ease, or wish for deliverance, or 
enjoyment of pure affection, or yearning 
for natural rest, to the fulfilment of the 
claim, the infinite claim of duty, though 
it drove Him to His death. My brothers, 
in this He, Who gives Himself as an 
inward gift to the creature, exhibits here 
a mystery of moral power. 

2. And then there is the idea of Love. 
Between man and God that is the most 
sacred word that can be spoken. It has 
this specialite, as the glow and brilliance 
of the stormy sky is so rich in radiance 
that it can be described by no one colour 
named by man, so this glorious affection 
sweeps through and beyond all limits of 
Space and bounds of Time; its attribute 
is infinity. If I love, it is not for a 
week or a century, it is, it professes to 
be. for ever. You do not fix a date to 
which your wife, your child, your friend 
shall be dear to you and then your 
affection die. No, Love by its nature 
claims the colour of infinity, and there- 
fore the true measure of its intensity is 
death. Love demands that all that inter- 
rupts the fulfilment of its being must 
die: in other words, the soul that loves 
would reach even the limit of death in 
self-forgetting. So did Christ. I am 
assured in the gloom of the Passion that 
“God it Love.” And this force of the 
Passion has strength to attract the soul 
to the Redeemer with the same infinite 
desire. To hear Him speaking truths in 
the language of absolute courage and 
irrepressible tenderness, amidst the 
agonies of dying, is to awaken our love. 
Love implies generosity of service; 
“loved me, Himself for me,” rouses the 
generous answer “love for love.” Now 
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this is a spiritual power of the Passion 
drawing and enabling me to love God. 

3. And then there is the idea of Holi- 
ness. Thus we name that perfect love- 
liness which is the result, the outcome, 
the sum of the moral glory of God. 
Now to the creature there is a possibility 
of the grasp and apprehension of the 
heavenly beauty; there is the possibility 
of that supernatural harmony of faculty, 
that inward withdrawal from the things 
of Time, and union with things of 
Eternity, which is man’s highest spiritual 
destiny and desire. Whence this possi- 
bility? The fact was seen in Jesus 
crucified, and by the infinite merits of 
the Passion is guaranteed to man a share 
in the grace, in the life of the Man of 
men. Jesus crucified is the source, the 
promise of this power. 

Power! What is power? Power is 
the living spirit expressing itself in suc- 
cess, expressing itself upon, or in spite 
of inert or opposing materials. Some- 
times there is outward failure and yet 
an evidence of power. Sometimes power 
is evidenced by that great moral success, 
of  self-restraint. | Sometimes, again, 
when external nature, ay, and man’s 
spirit, too, is in question, there is evidenc- 
ed the presence and action of the All- 
Powerful, expressed in His sway over 
the conscious or inert creation —Knoxr 
Little. 


MEANS OF HONORING THE 


TRINITY 
There are various ways in which you 
may honor the Holy Trinity. 1. By 


correcting all habits of mortal sin which 
destroy the indwelling of God with you, 
and all venial sins which diminish the 
Divine influence. 2. By refraining from 
unprofitable employments and unneces- 
sary recreations which waste the precious 
time in which you might glorify God. 
3. By invoking the Holy Trinity fre- 
quently and reverently. 4. By humbling 
yourself before this great mystery, and 
veiling your face, as it were, before God. 
5. By rejoicing at the infinite greatness 
and excellence of the Trinity in each of 
its magnificent perfections. 


The best foundation we can lay for a 
life of devotion and honor towards the 
Holy Trinity is to meditate profoundly 
on its marvels in its different aspects, 
and on the great attributes of God. This 
is the most sublime of all matter for 
meditation, and it belongs especially to 
those who have risen high in spirituality, 
It is more akin to the contemplations òf 
the blessed in heaven than many of the 
other subjects on which we are obliged 
to exercise ourselves while in this land 
of darkness and sin. It raises our 
minds at once into a more lofty and 
tranquil sphere of thought, that is not 
only, superior to our material surround- 
ings and our infirmities, but also to the 
highest level of our natural powers. In 
the purgative way we dwell on our sins 
and their consequences; in the illumina- 
tive way we contemplate the virtues be- 
fitting our present state as shown in the 
earthly life of the Son of God; but the 
consideration of God in His Essence, of 
the perfections manifested by Him in 
the higher life, belongs to the unitive 
way. Such meditation ought to have a 
very pronounced effect on our thoughts 
and on our lives. It should move us to 
a great contempt of the world and its 
vanities, a great appreciation of the 
beauty and grandeur of the Divinity, an 
ardent desire to see the face of God, 
generosity of self-sacrifice and labor, 
and familiarity in advance with the occu- 
pations of our future life.

We are often told that Christianity, 
‘ke the other positive religions of the 
world, is relativly true, and hard 
words are used of Christians, who say 
that its truth is absolute if it be true 
at all. Yet how can a creed profess to 
be relatively true without admitting 
itself to be really false? It was pardon- 
able in Ben Hadad’s Syrians to suggest 
that the God of Israel was only a God 
of the hills, but no believing Israelite 
sould have granted this without deny- 
ing the first article of his creed. And 
philosophy has sometimes meant to 
befriend Christianity, by asserting that 
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it teaches a relative truth. She bids 
believers make the best of it, on the 
ground that if not absolutely true, it 
is a phase of truth, true to the believer, 
true provisionally, although liable to 
be superceded by a higher truth in 
days to come. But who could make the 
most of a creed with such an estimate 
of its worth as this? Would any sen- 
sible man die for a “relatively true’ 
religion? Could it teach him the duties 
of prayer or self-sacrifice? Would he 
live for it? Would he be even interested 
for long in a philosophy which he 
believes to be only relatively true?

THE CHURCH IN THE PARISH 

The recurrence of S. Luke’s Day 
reminds us of our greatest blessings— 
and so may well awaken thankfulness 
within our hearts. Thankfulness is 
alas! a rare virtue. Probably the 
most of us do not cultivate gratitude. 

Whenever we may much want 
something, we think how grateful we 
would be if we possessed it When 
however, we get the thing we want, 
we seize upon and enjoy it, meanwhile 
forgetting to be grateful. We con- 
clude after we are in possession, that 
it is ours by right. And yet gratitude 
is an ennobling virtue and without it 
men are really little better than “the 
beasts that perish.” On the other 
hand, gratitude vastly increases our 
enjoyment of the good which comes 
to us, and that, not by any claim 
which we have of our own, but only 
by the goodness of Our Heavenly 
‘ather. : 


Does it ever occur to you why we 
bless God? The Prayer Book. tells 
us: “We bless Thee for our Creation, 
preservation, and all the blessings of 
this life; but above all for thine in- 
estimable love in the redemption of the 
world by our Lord Jesus Christ; for 
the means of grace and for the hope of 
glory. 

It will be remembered that for 
knowing of these supreme blessings 
we are indebted to the Church, “the 
Church of the Living God, the Pillar 
and Ground of the Truth.” If it were 
not for the Church, we would not 
know anything about them—their 
meaning, or their value. 
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The Church in the Parish is for this 
purpose—to tell us the story of God’s 
redeeming love. It is the Church’s 
part, in the Apostle’s wonderful 
words, “to make known to us the 
manifold wisdom of God.” , The 
Parish is for the time being, the local 
association through which we learn 
what it means for us to be members 
of the Church, what the Church 
teaches, and how it trains us in 
heavenly things, and how we are to 
behave towards one another. 

Thus the Church becomes to us a 
social bond and cultivates its own 
social obligations and creates its own 
special social atmosphere, and as such 
teaches and practices the true Social 
Service. For the Church is a house- 
hold, a family, the family of Our 
Heavenly Father, the Household of 
Faith. The members of this house- 
hold are members one of another, 
endued with a common spirit and a 
common aim; if one member suffer all 
the members suffer, if one member re- 
joice all the members rejoice. This 
is really how we stand in the Parish, 

It is the Catholic Church alone 
which is gifted with this wisdom, con- 
serving for men the love of Christ, so 
that each member can find in this 
Household of Faith, a home, in which 
to live, to learn, to leve, to labor, not 
only for the life that now is, but for 
“the life which is to come.”

The eight stated meetings for the year, 
from October to May, were held as 
usual, and with the exception of April 
we were able to have a speaker at each 
one of them. 

At the October meeting Miss Seaman 
from Liberia, Africa, told of her work 
there and also of the House of Bethany 
at Cape Mount, Africa. 

Deaconess Colesberry was with us at 
our September meeting, giving an ac- 
count of her work at St. Martha’s 
House, Philadelphia, and of the people 
among whom she works, who come to the 
settlement house. 

In December, Miss Betson, S. Luke’s 
Parish Worker, spoke on the Kinder- 
garten held in the Parish House. 

Mrs. Hughson, of Morgantown, N. C., 
was the speaker at the January meeting, 
and gave an account of her work. And 
in February, Rev. A. B. Hunter, from 
Raleigh, N. C., gave a very interesting 
address. 

At the March meeting the Auxiliary 
heard the Rev. C. E. Betticher, Jr., give 
a most interesting account of his work 
in Alaska, and at our May meeting Miss 
Conway told us of her work in Liberia, 
Africa. 

As you have heard we ended our mect- 
ings as we began them, with accounts 
of the Missionary work in far off Africa. 

The usual Devotional Meeting known 
as the conference, to which all the 
Atwiliaries in Germantown and Chestnut 
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Hill are asked to be present, was held at 
St. Pauls Church, Chestnut Hill, on 
November 5th, with the address by 
Bishop Rhinelander, at the ten o’clock 
service; and in the afternoon, addresses 
in the Parish House were given by Mrs. 
Pillsbury and Mrs. Grice. 

At the March meeting it was reported 
that Mrs. J. Frederick Thomas, our 
Treasurer of the Women’s United Offer- 
ing had resigned and that Mrs. Arthing- 
ton Gilpin had been appointed to take 
her place. 

We sent this year as usual, our Christ- 
mas Box for the Indians at Santee 
Agency, valued at $50.00, also the Christ- 
mas Box for the Colored School of St. 
Mathias, at Asheville, N. C., the value 
of that being $25. 

And the box known as “the Bishop's 
Box” was sent this year to Bishop 
Griswold, Salina, Kansas, the valuation 
being $132.03. 

In addition to these, one valued at 
$25.00 was sent to Miss H ughson, Mor- 
gantown, N. C., for the hospital. 

We have been able to pay all our 
pledges this year and also to respond to 
other calls made upon us. 

It seems fitting before we close this 
report, to speak of the loss to the auxili- 
ary, of its much valued member, Miss 
Louisa C. Rodney, who entered into life, 
January 31st, 1915. Miss Rodney was 
the first President of St. Luke's 
Auxiliary and always gave to it her keen 
interest and attention and was always 
ready and willing to respond to the calls 
made upon us.

THE PRIMARY DEPARTMENT 

We are very glad to publish here 
the following communication of Miss 
Zimmerman to the mothers and chil- 
dren who are interested in this Depart- 
ment of Sunday School Work. It is 
hoped each month to have some mes- 
sage in this place of this kind, to open 
at is were, a special column for this 
work. 

Autumn at her loom weaving a 
glorious tapestry for Mother Earth’s 


art gallery !—and teachers again busy 
weaving immortal threads into the 
texture of child nature, preparing it 
for our Father's “many mansions.” 

The little people, after the Sum- 
mer’s holidays, are coming to us with 
a brand new set of “native re-actions ;” 
and in consequence, the teachers’ 
opportunities are greatly enlarged. 
So the Winter's work is most prom- 
ising. 

An excellent curriculum has been 
prepared, including by way of Bible 
Study the Joint Diocesan System for 
Primary Grades. 

One of the season’s early encour- 
agements is the improvement in the 
behavior of the boys and girls. Dis- 
cipline is not a pleasant word to most 
of us, because we are so human; 
nevertheless, we learn more, and 
more to appreciate its value. Just a 
bit of co-operation on the part of par- 
ents in this matter of discipline would 
be a positive boon to Sunday School 
efforts. A word of admonition before 
the child leaves home on Sunday 
afternoon will furnish a splendid 
foundation for the subsequent hour in 
the Primary room. Of course, one 
must not be disheartened by occa- 
sional reversion to the original type— 
even “big little girls and boys” have 
been known to “revert.” One must 
avoid the error of a gentleman who 
was managing a Sunday School picnic. 
During the interval of waiting for the 
arrival of the conveyance to the func- 
tion, he decided to improve the shin- 
ing hour by addressing the embryo 
presidents, paupers, philanthropists, 
misanthropists — et cetra. “Now 
boys,” he suavely remarked, “you may 
play ‘Indians’ if you wish; but you 
must not rob birds’-nests, stone the 
squirrels, use tobacco, discharge fire- 
arms, fight, indulge in bad language 
or set fire to the underbrush. You—.” 
“Huh!” interrupted a youthful pessi- 
mist, “it’s not ‘Injuns’ you're talkin’ 


about, it’s ‘cherry-bims.’” So, we 
must bear in mind that, after all, our 
responsibility does not involve 


“cherry-bims” but some very real and 
very lovable small persons who are so 
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dear to the heart of One who said: 
“Suffer little children to come unto 
Me; and who has said to us older 
ones, “feed My lambs.” 

With the new equipment—sand- 
table, blackboard, et cetera, it seems 
possible that the temperature of Sun= 
day School interest will rise to “fever 
heat” before many moons. 

There are scheduled monthly meet- 
ings for. Primary teachers followed by 
short conferences on Practical Psycho- 
logy and Child Nature. While this 
may sound somewhat formidable and 
high-flown; it its last analysis, it is 
just a grownup way of saying there 
will be friendly heart-to-heart chats 
between teachers about prospects and 
problems of Primary work. 

S. Luke’s Parish is very fortunate 
in having such a faithful corps of 
teachers, It is« indeed’ a “worth 
while” type of person who, after six 
days of hard, unremitting work in 
office, schoolroom or other exacting 
and difficult sphere, will give the one 
afternoon at her disposal to Sunday 
School teaching. Such a spirit seems 
flagrantly indicative; they are “not 
disobedient to the heavenly vision.” 

Then that other vision of the weep- 
ing Christ, and the sorrowing cry that 
comes down to us through the years, 
“How oft would I have gathered thy 
children together—and’ ye would not” 
makes the obligation so imperative 
that real sacrifices are made and 
teachers willingly lend themselves to 
the task which is transformed into a 
privilege. 

Some lover of childhood has said, 
“One generation, one entire genera- 
tion of all the world’s children under- 
stood as they should be; loved as they 
are asked to be; and developed as they 
might be, would more than begin the 
millennium.” The call is to a great 
work—and faithfully followed—surely 
it will culminate in the welcome 
“well done.”

As we are keeping at this season of 
the year the festival of S. Luke the 
Evangelist, the patron of our beloved 
parish, it may be well to narrate in 


brief space something of his life and 
calling. As is the case with some of 
the other saints of the apostolic per- 
iod, there is little direct information 
concerning S. Luke. In order to learn 
what we can of him we have to put 
together different statements found in 
different places. 

According to tradition and an old 
reading of Acts X1:27, S. Luke was 
a member of the Church at Antioch as 
early as c. 40 A. D. This also ac- 
counts for S. Luke’s knowledge that 
the believers in Christ were called 
Christians first in Antioch. From the 
use of the pronoun “we” in different 
chapters of the Acts of the Apostles 
we conclude that he was a member of 
S. Paul's missionary company when 
the latter, on his second journey, about 
50 A. D., sailed from Troas to Mace- 
donia. S. Luke seems to have stayed 
at Philippi until the apostle stopped at 
that place on his return from his third 
journey. 
© When S. Paul went to Jerusalem S. 
Luke probably went along with him 
and acted as his attendant during the 
two years imprisonment in Caesarea. 
Otherwise it would be hard to account 
for the fulness of the reports of S. 
Paul’s speeches during this period. 

S. Luke was a physician, and there 
is a very interesting tradition which 
asserts that he was also a painter. 
His special sphere of work for Our 
Lord is supposed to have been Greece, 
and there is also some evidence that 
he was in Alexandria in Egypt. S. 
Gregory Naz. states that S. Luke was 
martyred under the Emperor Domi- 
tian, though the year is not given. 
During the reign of Constantius his 
bones were transferred to Constanti- 
nople, where they have presumably 
rested until this day. 

The Rector has received the following 
letter which may be of interest to some: 

New York, Sept. 25, 715. 
Reverend and Dear Sir: 

Someone asked the other day how 
much had been received for the Emerg: 
ency Fund. 

The reply was: “Three Hundred and 
seventy thousand dollars.”

PARISH NOTES

Miss Whitaker, of Mexico City, fol- 
lowed, with the address of the evening, 
a lecture on Mexico—the work of the 
Church in this afflicted country and of 
the character of the people and the 
possibilities of further work among 
them. Miss Whitaker made a splen- 
did impression on her hearers as re- 
gards the work. 

On Thursday evening, the Rev. 
Chas. Townsend, of Rosemont, con- 
ducted a service of preparation for the 
Corporate Communion on the follow- 
ing Sunday and made a most helpful 
address to a considerable congregation. 

At the Early Celebrations on the 
Sunday in the Octave, October 24th, 
communions were made.

On the Sunday in the Octave, S. 
Luke’s Week, October 24th, the Par- 
ish was fortunate in having the Rev. 
L. B. Ridgely, of Hankow, China, as 
the preacher at the morning and after- 
noon services. 

Mr. Ridgely told of the effects of 
the preaching of the gospel in foreign 
lands and of the signs following, and 
also of his work in the training of a 
Chinese clergy, thus laying the basis 
for a strong Chinese Church. There 
is no doubt that a native clergy is the 
best means of reaching the people, and 
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consequently the work of educating 
and sending forth men to form the 
neucleus of this group is foremost 
work in bringing about the Kingdom 
of God.

He told of his work in the district and 
of many interesting experiences, illus- 
trating both the hardships and results 
of the preaching of the Gospel in this 
part of our great West.

H. Arndt, 
rector of Christ Church, Germantown, 
were also present in the chancel.

A stated meeting of the Auxiliary 
was held on Thursday, November 4th. 
Reports of Secretary and Treasurer 
were read and accepted. Several let- 
ters were presented, appeals for assist- 
ance in the work in various parts of 


the field; one from the Rev. C. M. Hall 
in Asheville, N. C., asking for money 
for chairs for his new church. The 
chairs cost $2.25 each. The money 
for two (2) chairs will be sent to him. 
Special donations for this may be 
handed to the Treasurer. 

Also a letter from S. Mary’s School, 
South Dakota, telling of the need of 
table and house linen and blankets, 
the supply of such articles being quite 
exhausted. 

The Rev. Mr. Walker who is con- 
nected with S. John’s School, Kioto, 
is desirous of establishing a “Hostel” 
for the students of the College, where 
those coming from a distance can 
board, and where all may find a gath- 
ering place for reading, amusements 
and pleasant social life. This will be 
for Christian and Non-Christian stu- 
dents. Perhaps preferably for the lat- 
ter, as a means of holding them when 
their interest is aroused.

Dak. and for the 
Colored School at Asheville, N. C., 
will be prepared very shortly. Dona- 
tions of toys, books, anything in fact, 
suitable for Christmas presents will 
be welcome.

Instead of the regular business 
meeting’ of the Woman’s Auxiliary, 
Branch No. 2, on Thursday morning, 
November 4th, Mrs. North, head of 
the United Offering in the diocese of 
Pennsylvania, gave a very instructive 
talk on the United Offering. She said 
that the women must not consider it 
as an obligation, but that it is a Thank 
Offering—a Gift of Substitution.

In the 
diocese there are 35,000 woman com- 
municants and only 4,000 of them con- 
tribute to the United Offering.

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THE ADVENT PREACHING 
MISSION 


In October, 1913, the General Con- 
vention of the Church passed a reso- 
lution as follows, the outcome of 
which is what is known as the Nation- 
wide Preaching Mission. 

“Whereas, our age calls in no un- 
certain way for a revival of the pro- 
phetic Ministry and re-emphasis upon 
certain and unchanging words of 
eternal truth that pertains to salvation 
and 

“Whereas, a new acçent needs to be 
placed upon the essential solidarity, 
as well as the broad Catholicity of a 
Church, that witnesses to and seeks to 
promote Faith and Order: 

“RESOLVED, the House of 
Bishops concurring, that this Church 
in _ General Convention assembled, 
registers its desire and will to under- 
take a preaching Mission of Nation- 
wide proportions, that in its scope, 
shall be inclusive of the Church at 
large, and the sole purpose and aim of 
which shall be the salvation of men 
through Him, whose name is above 
every name.” 

The Rev. Jas. E. Freeman, the 
author of. the motion, visited Phila- 
delphia last June and addressed the 
clergy; subsequently the Bishop ap- 
pointed a committee, and it was 
decided to hold the Mission in this 
Diocese this coming Advent. 
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‘The Diocese has been divided into 
thirty districts and S. Luke’s has been 
made the centre church of our district, 
in which Calvary, S. John Baptist, and 
the House of Prayer are included. 

Our own parochial arrangements 
have now been made and it is planned 
to hold the Mission at S. Luke’s dur- 
ing the week of December 5-12. The 
Rev. P. Gavan Duffy, the Superior ot 
the Society of the Divine Compassion, 
will be the preacher. 

The success of this Mission in our 
Parish depends on two main things. 
First on the spiritual preparation that 
has been undergone before hand, and 
secondly on faithful attendance at the 
services. Just a few words on each of 
these subjects. 

1. The Spiritual Preparation 

_ If the Mission is to have any last- 
ing effect upon us, we must be pre- 
pared, and we may here note two 
forms of preparation. The first is 
personal work. Doing for others is 
a great way of doing for ourselves. 
If we can bring someone else to the 
Master, the same effort that we have 
taken brings us ourselves closer to 
Him. So by endeavoring to interest 
those around us—our friends, neigh- 
bors and others—and seeing that they 
know of the Mission and come to it, 
we can by this same endeavor prepare 
ourselves. Secondly and most im- 
portant of all comes prayer. This is 
the sine qua non for the success of the 
Mission. Unless we pray there is 
danger of its failing of its object. 

(1) Each parishioner to pray daily 
for the Mission. Prayers for this pur- 
pose are printed in this issue of The 
Evangelist——and may also be obtained 
in the vestibule of the Church. 

(2) The Mission should be prayed 
for in family prayer, and if possible 
house meetings for those living within 
a certain area might be held. -We 
recommend this as an important way 
of praying for the Mission. 

(3) Each organization of the Parish 
should use the prayer for the Mission 
as part of its opening devotions, and 
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the members urged to pray privately 
also. 

(4) There will be services of prep- 
aration and prayer also held in the 
Church. These will be Thursdays, at 
the 9.30 celebration and at 8 in the 
evening, and on Friday at 5 P. M. 
All who are able are urged to attend 
these services as frequently as possible. 
II. Attendance at the Mission Services 

The members of the four Parishes 
in our group are invited to attend the 
preaching service in 5. Luke’s every 
week-day evening from December 5-12. 
Indeed constant attendance is neces- 
sary if one is to reap the fruits of this 
occasion of spiritual renewal. One 
must receive the whole counsel of the 
preacher—not just a part of his mes- 
sage. We hope that there will be 
such a large attendance that the zeal 
and earnestness which flows from the 
enthusiasm of members will contribute 
much to the benefit of all. 

So then we commend the Mission 
to all, koping and praying that it may 
indeed prove a time of spiritual bene- 
fit—an outpouring of the Hloly Spirit. 


A card and a folder, setting forth 
appropriate prayers for the Mission, 
have been published, and can be ob- 
tained upon request at the Church.

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STATEMENT OF THE ACCOUNT- 
ING WARDEN 

Through the generous gift of $rooo 
“In Memoriam” from a member of the 
congregation it was possible to pay off 
the balance of the mortgage on the 
Sexton’s house, 21 E. Coulter Street. 
This was the last mortgage on any of 
the Church property and now that it 
has been satisfied the Church is en- 
tirely free of debt. 

During S. Luke’s festival $1100 
was given for the Permanent Fund, 
which now amounts to $43,000 in in- 
vestments and a little over $100 in 
bank. Within the last six weeks a 
legacy of $1000 has been received from 
the executors of the estate of Frank C. 
Gillingham, and there are two legacies 
amounting to about $3000 additional 
which should be paid within a few 
months. It is hoped that the Fifth 
Series will be completed shortly. 

The income from another $10,000 
would be a great help in meeting nec- 
essary expenses. If there are any in 
the Parish who were away during the 
S. Luke’s festival or for any other rea- 
son failed to contribute toward this 
object, the books are still open and 
contributions both large and small will 
be gratefully received. 

It should be a matter of interest 
as well as of gratification to the mem- 
bers of the congregation to know that 
for the year ending August 31st, 1915, 
S. Luke’s more than met its appor- 
tionment to the Board of Missions. 
The amount apportioned to this Par- 
ish was $2764.01, while $3051.61 was 
contributed, making $287.60 in excess 
of the sum required. Contributions 
were as follows:

From the above statement it will 
be noted that had it not been for the

are we going to meet it?

The 
lectures are most interesting and help- 
ful, and we hope that many more will 
take advantage of this exceptional 
opportunity to study the Acts of the 
Apostles. 
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A NATION’S ACCOUNTABILITY 

The following striking figures are 
quoted from a strong address on “The 
Churchman as a Citizen” at the open- 
ing meeting of the Church Club on 
October 25th, by Mr. H. D. W. Eng- 
lish, of Pittsburgh, a member of the 
Board of Social Service of the Pro- 
vince of Washington: 

“This is the wealthiest country on 
the face of the globe, cities like Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh largely con- 
tributing to this vast wealth. Robert 
Hunter says that there are ten million, 
and probably fifteen million, persons 
in abject poverty in this country, one- 
third of the population of New York 
apply for public charity in seven years. 
One person in ten who dies in Phila- 
de'phia and all our large cities is bur- 
ied in a pauper’s grave. There are 
one million, two hundred and fifty 
thousand wage earners, costing this 
country $220,000,000 a year for their 
support, who should and could, under 
proper social conditions, have laid by 
enough to support themselves. There 
are 3,127,000 widows in this country 
65 years old and over, 32 per cent of 
whom lack the necessities of life and 
oo per cent the comforts. There are 
7,000,000 women compelled to earn 
their living; there are 1,990,225 chil- 
dren ten to fifteen years of age, mak- 
ing a living, who ought to be in school. 
We are supporting “about one million 
dependents and delinquents in insti- 
tutions. There are eighteen million 
wage earners in this country whose 
average income is about $433 a year, 
while the minimum income for the 
support of a family should be at least 
$600. In fact we have millions of in- 
dividuals in this country, who, as an 
English writer has said, are not as well 
cared for as a horse, because there is 
hardly a horse in this country that is 
not sure of his daily food and sufficient 
care of his body to make some work- 
ing efficiency possible; while there are 
millions of persons here ill-fed, ill- 
clothed, out of employment, and there 


are three million persons in this coun- 
try constantly ill. 

“On the other hand we are spend- 
ing directly $2,300,000,000 for liquor 
and probably enough more on account 
of the indirect cost of this traffic to 
bring the total up to another $3,000,- 
000,000. We are spending a million 
dol'ars a day for movies, patronized 
they tell us by ten million people daily, 
and a total of $1,000,000,000 for amuse- 
ments—$100,000,000 is said to be for 
golf alone. We are spending an equal 
amount for sickness and medicine, a 
large part of which could be saved. 
We are spending $800,000,000 for 
jewelry, $600,000,000 for crime, $450,- 
900,000 for war and pensions, $I, 000,- 
coo a day for candy; and we are burn- 
ing up in fire waste, large!y prevent- 
able, $250,000,000 a year. Commer- 
cialized vice, with its consequences, is 
said to cost New Yiork $75,000,000, and 
the country directly and indirectly 
over $3,000,000,000. If these figures 

re mot accepted, it is authoritatively 
Stated that the cost of this traffic in 
women and virtue for New York, 
Chicago, Philadelphia and Pittsburgh 
alone equals one hundred million 
dollars a year. 

Let us set beside these figures what 
we spent last year for schools, 
churches and other constructive 
agencies, and when we strike that 
balance perhaps as Christian citizens 
we can see the job is big enough for 
the biggest minds and important 
enough to engage the efforts of every 
one-talented citizen as well. 

“Only $600,000,000 are spent annual- 
ly for schools, churches, and other 
constructive agencies. 

“We spend vastly more to keep up 
tte human failures than is used to 
develop the human assets. Are you 
interested as Christian citizens in the 
statement that it costs the United 
States $1,100,000,0c00 each year for 
police courts of justice, prisons, chari- 
ties and correction and similar forms 
of self-protection against evils already 
allowed to exist? “Some job for real 


Christians as we enter the 20th cen- 
tury, is it not?”

An interesting letter was read from 
Bishop Hunting, of Nevada, asking 
for help in his work among the Indians 


at Pyramid Lake. He wants to build 
a house for the Missionary who for 
some years has been living in a tent. 
He has left but his place will be filled 
by the Rev. Percival F. Smithe, who 
was there some time ago and left to 
take work in Reno. He was so suc- 
cessful at Pyramid Lake that his re- 
turn is almost demanded by the 
Indians and the Government Agents, 
so he has gone back to resume the 
work there. .The Bishop feels that 
the Missionary should be properly 
housed so that he may have his family 
with him and that the necessary quar- 
ters should be provided. As- there 
was no money in the Treasury the 
3ishop’s letter was laid on the table. 
Perhaps later on some generous friends 
will make it possible to help him. 

Mrs.. Biller, the widow of the late 
Bishop of South Dakota, is expecting 
to come East in January to carry out 
as far as possible the work which was 
so near her husband’s heart, and from 
which he was so suddenly called away. 
When she comes S. Luke’s must give 
her a warm and substantial welcome.

“THE TRUE OBSERVANCE OF 
CHRISTMAS TIDE.” 

There is scarcely a stratum of civil- 
ized society to-day which is not 
stirred by the coming of Christmas 
Day. The thrill passes completely 
around the world. None may escape 
it. Its’ inthe very ai. ~ Children, 
tradesmen, home makers, home keep- 
ers, lonely hearts, toil-worn hearts, the 
sick, the imprisoned, and those that 
labor, all are moved, all are aware of a 
Christmas feeling. The day is observed 
in some way by all. It will be evident 
that usually a observance is but a 
mad rush for cl yange, refreshment and 
pleasure, which passing leaves behind 
it but exhausted and often shattered 
nerves, tired minds and sighed con- 
eratulations that “it’s all over for an- 
other year.” 


But throughout the bewildering con- 
fusion of the world’s holiday keeping 
there runs a thread of gold, not domi- 
nant, but fine, strong and beautiful— 
the True Observance of Christmas Tide. 
The Holy Catholic Church looks calm- 
ly out over the varied purposes of the 
world and weaves this thread, teaching 
us this True Observance as she teaches 
us the truth in all the phases of our 
life. Let us follow, this golden strand 
to its end, as we are bound by faith 
and loyalty and love to follow wher- 
ever the Church leads us. 


We find that it leads to a Birth, a 
coming into actual, tangible, breathing 
existence of what, to the world, is, ap- 
parently, a person like all other persons 
who have been born to a share in its 
busy life. This discovered we must fol- 
low back along our golden thread to the 
Church to learn the true significance of 
this Birthday. It is, she tells us, the 
most momentous day the world has 
ever seen—the promised day on which 
the Son of God was born, “in- 
carnate by the Holy Ghost of the 
Vircin Mian and See a nade 
Man.” At that Birth Hour, Eternity 
touched Time, God Himself stepped 
upon the earth and touched Man. At 
that moment the age-long Promise of 
God began to be fulfilled -before the 
very eyes of men. Before that hour 
the world reeled in blindness and dark- 
ness, a mere planet. From that mo- 
ment it became the very gate of heaven. 
Before that hour God loved the souls 
of His creatures with that great Love 
which is the Essence of His Being, but 
from that hour men could know and 
feel that He so loved them. Of course 
they didn’t realize it, nor can we even 
at this day realize it fully, but never- 
theless it became a possibility at that 
Birth. We therefore see how the Birth- 
day of this Person was different from 
that of any other of the millions of per- 
sons who have been born in earth. 
It was the birthday of eternity and the 
birthday of Knowledge, by which men 
could grasp the meaning of the things 
they saw in the new Light; it was the 
birthday of Hope, by which hopeless 
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men could lay hold of eternity and be 
sure of a part in it; it was the birthday 
of Love, by which the deadened hearts 
of men could now love God who first 
loved them. To have a realizing sense 
of all this is to follow our thread of 
gold. Let us not expect that this won- 
derful conception will fill our beings 
completely during this Christmas sea- 
son. That would be impossible, for 
only when finally in the Presence of 
God, after all probation is over, will 
the human soul have a complete and 
lasting realization of the Love of God 
and the great Truths dependent on it. 
But to the best of our present capacity, 
using the grace already given to us, let 
us get back to our golden thread as 
often as may be; at least in the morn- 
ing and at night, when we throw our- 
selves on our knees before God, re- 
membering that we can see nothing 
without His Grace, let us get back to 
it then and on the Day itself we shall 
be conscious of a deepening sense of 
Joy and Thanksgiving as we follow it 
to our Christmas Communion—that 
crowning event of Christmas-tide 

If we should follow the world’s in- 
terpretation of the Observance of the 
Christmas season, all would end on 
Christmas night, and on the days that 
follow would come a reaction from ex- 
citement and expended energy. But 
not so says the Church. It behooves 
everyone of her loyal children to note 
the Feasts of St. Stephen, St. John and 
Holy Innocents. Types these are of 
the souls which surround the Holy 
Child, and bring their offerings to build 
up that Church which He came to 
found. 

On the very day following Christ- 
mas we are bid to remember St. 
Stephen, he first martyr, and how un- 
questioningly he gave the blood of a 
strong young man as a witness to the 
truths which broke upon the world on 
Christmas morning. 

On the following day we are bid to 
remember St. John, who gave, not his 
blood, but a long, patient life of per- 
fect obedience, using splendid powers

the same truths. And then we pass to 
the remembrance of the helpless babies, 
whose sweet blood God did not disdain, 
but used as a type of that Innocent 
Blood which should be shed to cleanse 
the wold. 

Do we realize what a wonderful her- 
itage is ours within the fold of the 
Holy Catholic Church? Can we afford 
to neglect any of these observances 
which are the expression of the glories 
of that heritage? Our love for and our 
loyalty to the Church demand that we 
uphold Her Hands in her struggle with 
the world. Our presence at Her Altars 
throughout the entire Christmas sea- 
son must be our witness before the 
world that the thread She weaves for 
us is indeed of precious gold.

My Dear FRIENDS: 

Through the kindness of your good 
Rector | am able to send you this letter 
as closing my active part in the work we 
began together when | first wrote you of 
my coming to Germantown to preach the 
Mission. For you the’ work has only just 
begun: the value and meaning of the 
Mission tc you is what Germantown— 
and in a wider sense, too, the Church— 
i: waiting for you to tell out and show 

orth in your lives. 

Recause of this, I must remind you of 
the great responsibility that rests upon 
you all—a responsibility which is God- 
given. “Faith cometh by hearing,” but 
it grows only in practice, in the faithful 
ete of exercise we all make. Let me 

beg of you to keep constantly in mind the 
need of enlarging Expectation and of 
making Ventur e, as essentials—indeed, 
vital elements—of Faith, without which 
this great achieving force is left rather a 
lifeless and powerless thing. It is only 

as we seek to enlarge our conception and 
practice of these great elements of Faith, 
and show forth our possession in our 
oractice, that we learn the wonders and 
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supremely real joys which God gives us 
in this wondrous thing we call Faith. 
These are trying days in which we live, 
and yet pregnant with rich promise of 
great and true spiritual revival. We 
shall hasten the day of realization by our 
faithful effort to practice the lessons 
God sent to us in the Teaching Mission. 
I have great hopes for and of you—as 
to what part you can and will play in 
bringing real spiritual revival and re- 
covery of power to the Church, not only 
in your immediate neighborhood, but in 
your Diocese, which I am sure the 
spiritual life of your parish has much 
helped in the past. 

Do, then, keep up your prayer life 
with great fidelity, enlarge your hopes 
and show forth in your daily contact 
with the world the power and glory of 
the Divine Compassion—all-achieving, 
because rooted in Faith, with Christ 
Himself as its Source. He will give you 
the grace for that end, and you may be 
sure He has high hopes of your faithful 
efforts, as dear children of His Bride, 
the Holy Catholic Church, to bring your 
part of the world to Him for healing 
and the power for daily living. Remem- 
ber, it is our example, far more than our 
precept, that will accomplish this. We 
can only give the world what we our- 
selves possess—but how much you pos- 
sess in St. Luke’s, Germantown! And, 
then, it is as we give that we receive; we 
find the joys of God as we minister 
faithfully to those in need in soul and 
body and mind. Let us dare to live and 
do for Christ, so thet we may enjoy the 
reality of the truth that in His service 
alone is “perfect freedom.” 

If the Teaching Mission has meant 
anything at all to you, it must have made 
clear that Faith makes available for us 
the resources of God; its powers are 
limited only by our love and our measure 
of possession of the Spirit of our Holy 
Redeemer. How then can we fail? 

Father Nichols joins with me in thank- 
ing you heartily for all your great kind- 
ness to us. We shall always recall with 
much pleasure the privilege God gave us 
in calling us for the Mission to your 
parish. We shall daily earnestly pray 


God to abundantly bless and reward you 
and I shall look forward to Holy Week 
when, thanks to your Rector’s kind invi- 
tation, I am to have the privilege of 
ministering to you again. And—may I 
say it?—I shall look forward to finding 
fruits of the Mission in the new life 
come to a people following the guidance 
of the faithful Priest God has placed 
over them. 

May He grant to you all—Priest and 
people—a Merry Christmas and a New 
Year rich in blessing for body and soul: 
chief among them a larger vision, a deep- 
ened love, and a faith that seeks to give 
fitting expression to the Vision Splendid!

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STATEMENT OF THE ACCOUNT- 
ING WARDEN 


It is a pleasure to be able to an- 
nounce that since the last issue of the 
Evangelist three names have been add- 
ed to the list of those contributing 
through the envelope system. Al- 
though only one-fifth of the Communi- 
cants are making use of this system, 
it has proved to be a great success, and 
“if the other four-fifths would adopt it 
and contribute in the same proportion, 
all appeals for money would be un- 
necessary. Surely there must be 
many more in the congregation who 
would be willing to pledge a definite 
amount each week for Missions and 
the support of the Parish. Pledge 
cards can be obtained from the Sexton 
or the Accounting Warden and envel- 
opes will be promptly furnished. 

The Board of Missions is planning 
to change the date for closing its fiscal 
year from August 30th to November 
goth. In order to make this change 
gradually the apportionment this year 
covers thirteen months to September 
30th. This, of course, increases the 
amount of the apportionment but i: 
gives an additional month in which to 
meet it. The amount apportioned to 
S. Luke’s is $3086.09, which on a 
twelve-months basis, represents an in- 
crease of $84.69 over last year. 

The offering for the Episcopal Hos- 
pital on Thanksgiving Day amounted 
to $147.42, an increase of $40.90 over 
last year’s offering of $106.52.

Tare New OrGAN MOTOR 

The recent installation of a seven and 
a half horsepower electric blower (as 
has been mentioned, the generous gift of 
one of S. Luke’s parishioners) has made 
available at all times the full resources of 
the noble and magnificent organ which 
S. Luke’s is fortunate in possessing. For 
a number of years the limited supply of 
water has hampered the use of the 
instrument to a very large extent, and 
for the same period the listeners have 
never heard the organ in its full power. 
During the past year the organ recitals 
after the Sunday evensong had to be 
abandoned on this account, but will now 
be resumed under much more favorable 
conditions. 

The first practical demonstration of the 
great improvement was evidenced during 
the Christmas Day service, and those of 
the following Sunday. The proper ren- 
dering of the elaborate accompaniment to 
the Communion Service (West in A) 
would have been impossible without the 
additional wind supplied by the new 
motor, 
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One very necessary improvement in 
the equipment of the musical outfit still 
remains to be made. A satisfactory piano 
in the choir-room for use at choir re- 
hearsals is badly needed. Any faults in 
the intonation of the choir may fairly be 
traced to the constant singing at rehears- 
als with a piano that absolutely is too old 
to stay in tune. It is hoped that some 
solution to this serious and ever increas- 
ing handicap will shortly be found. 


THE GUILD OF ORGANISTS 

The Thirty-eighth Public Service of 
the Pennsylvania Chapter of the Ameri- 
can Guild of Organists will be held in S. 
Luke’s Church, Tuesday evening, Janu- 
ary 30th, at 8 P. M. The music to be 
sung by the choir will be Horatio Park- 
er’s very fine setting of the Magnificat 
and Nunc Dimittis; Joseph Holbrooke’s 
“Now When Jesus Was Born in Bethle- 
hem,” and “How Lovely is Thy Dwelling 
Place,’ by Brahms. The Organ Pre- 
lude will be played by Mr. S. Wesley 
Sears, of S. James’ Church, Philadelphia.

After 
that time seats will be open to the gener- 
al public.

THE REV. H. PAGE DYER, PRIEST 

On Saturday, January fifteenth, the 
Rev. H. Page Dyer, Priest of the Church, 
entered into the Eternal Life of the 
Spirits of those who depart hence in the 
Lord, in the sixty-fifth year of his age. 

Father Dyer was living in the city of 
New York where he was engaged as 
Curate in S. Lukes Chapel, Hudson 
street, one of the Chapels of Trinity 
Church Parish, New York. Father 
Dyer’s departure hence will be deeply 
deplored by many friends and followers 
in Philadelphia. From the time of his 
coming to this city many years ago, he 
was an active and laborious priest, serv- 
ing in many ministries, for many souls, 
teaching and preaching constantly, be- 
yond the limits of his own immediate 
cure. In this way his ministry had reach- 
ed far and wide, among both clergy and 
laity. He was pre-eminently a spiritual 
instructor and guide, having a keen 
knowledge of theology, and an eminent 
faculty of moral discernment. 

He had for many years, from time to 
time preached special courses of sermons 
in S. Luke’s, as well as at particular 
times, and had given the Three Hours’ 
services on more than one occasion. His 
style of treating his subjects was 
direct, analytical, and very persuasive, 
abounding in illustration and exhortation. 

He was an expositor of doctrine, with 
easy faculty of expression. He was a 
prolific author of tracts of instruction, 
and of manuals of devotion, many of 
which had very wide circulation. 

His death is a great loss to the Church 
here on. earth. May his intercessions 
avail to her benefit, and to that of the 
many, souls to whom he ministered,

S. ANDREW’S BROTHERHOOD 
The Thing that Draws, 
The Man that was Drawn, 
The Men that he Drew. 

A very living man, who, that is, lives 
for men, and hence for God and His 
Church, has been here to urge the forma- 
tion of a chapter of S. Andrew’s Brother- 
hood in this Parish of S. Luke's. 

The Rector favors this proposi- 
tion, because S. Andrew is first and fore- 
most an expounder (i. ¢., one who ex- 
plains) and also an exposition (7. é., one 
who exhibits or provides a sample of) 
the Cross. 

S. Andrew’s symbol or token is that of 
the Cross made thus X. This was the 
instrument of his martyrdom. THe was 
not nailed to the cross, but he was tied 
with cords, his arms and legs, in order 


that thus his death might be a more 
lingering one. 

The point is that S. Andrew’s symbol 
or sign is the Cross—the great symbol 
of the Christian Religion and without 
that which this symbol is the sign of, 
there could and can be no Christian Faith 
or Religion. 

When then it comes for us to have a 
S. Andrew’s Brotherhood in S. Luke’s 
Parish, it will exist, and its members, 
whosoever they may be (and there will 
be many of them), will be members in 
order to show forth S. Andrew’s Faith— 
his faith in the Cross. 

1. First, the members will see and say, 
that the greatest thing in the world is 
this, just this, this sign, this symbol of 
sin, this instrument of salvation, this 
source of Life, of Light, of Love. And 
S. Andrew was the preacher of all this, 
in life, in death, in winning the world to 
Christ, and for himself an Eternal 
Crown. 

II. You understand therefore that the 
end and aim of the S. Andrew’s Brother- 
hood in the Parish, and of everyone of 
its members, always by day and by night, 
and week by week, and month by month, 
and year by year, will be to make it plain 
to themselves, to others, to the Church, 
to the world, that their sign, their 
weapon, their glory, their plea, their 
strong arm with God, is as it was with S. 
Andrew, the “Cross of Jesus Christ” 
and its salvation. 

III. And this they will prove by draw- 
ing the attention of everybody they can 
persuade, to what they believe in, and 
most of all, they will show that this is 
their religion. They will have in mind 
that the source, the pattern, the motive, 
the merit, the glory of their religion, can 
only be found in this Weapon of God; 
and they will show that the reason of 
there being a S. Andrew's Brotherhood 
in S. Luke’s Parish is to make plain to 
men that this is the Very Gospel of Him 
whose Name they bear, and Who to ex- 
plain Himself, did it in these words: 
“I, if I be lifted up from the carth will 
draw all men unto Me.” 

IV. And lastly in doing this every: 
member of the Society of S; Andrew 
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will work out his salvation after the ex- 
ample of the blessed Saint, and still more 
in the steps of the biessed Saint’s own 
most blessed Saviour. And hence each 
one’s most obvious privilege will be to 
“show forth” his all-sufficient death on 
each Lord’s day, at least, in that Holy 
Sacrifice and Sacrament, which He or- 
dained, in order that men might have 
Him, after this fashion, for their very 
eyes to see, for their ears to hear, for 
their hands to handle, for their very 
tongues to taste, of the Word of Life— 
“the Lamb of God which taketh away 
the sin of the world.” 

You will see then that there is no other 
Religion than this for the world, and 
that therefore this is what the Brother- 
hood of S. Andrew means—and teaches 
—even as S. Andrew, the Apostle and 
Messenger of the Holy Church through- 
out the World, taught, by word and deed, 
by Life and Death. This then consider! 

The Thing that Draws, 
The Man that was Drawn, 
The Men that he Drew. 


To the Clergy and People of 
the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

Dear Brethren:—In England lately 
they have been making a “Pilgrimage of 
Prayer.” “Pilgrims,” chosen for the 
work, have gone about from place to 
place, from house to house, gathering the 
people for informal prayer together. The 
time was ripe and wonderful things have 
happened. 

Last October, in St. Louis, it was pro- 
posed that this American Church should 
in like manner undertake a Pilgrimage of 
Prayer, but with a difference. With us, 
it is Prayer itself which is to make the 
pilgrimage, moving across the country, 
passing from Diocese to Diocese. This 
Pilgrimage has begun. The Diocese of 
Maine wes the first to take it up, in the 
first weck of Advent. In its westward 
movement, it comes to us from the Dio- 
cese of New Jersey on Sunday, Febru- 
ary 4th. We are to pass it on to Bethle- 
hem and Harrisburg on the Sunday fol- 
lowing. Before the year is out it will 
heve ercircled our world. On Sunday, 
November 25, 1917, being the Sunday 
next before Advent, in all our Churches 


everywhere a final service of observance 
will be held, and the Pilgrimage will 
close. 

I am writing now to urge you all to 
give yourselves earnestly and devoutly 
to a due observance of the Week of 
Prayer, from February 4th to February 
tith inclusive, all through the Diocese. 
It offers a great spiritual opportunity if 
we have the grace to use it. 

Our chief need is that we should be 
aroused to the urgent necessity of prayer. 
In Europe men have learned this first 
and greatest lesson. The experience of 
War has broken through the hardened 
surfaces of life. Men have become 
once more spiritually sensitive. It has 
become natural for them to pray. But 
it is not so with us. We have learned 
no spiritual lessons. Nothing has hap- 
pened to break, or even to bend, the 
hardened crust of our material pros- 
nerity. We are on the edge of spiritual 
bankruptcy. This Week of Prayer, then, 
must be used chiefly for our conversion 
to the life of prayer. I would urge 
especially in this connection three lines 
of thoughts which may well provide us 
with central points of meditation: 

First: The World’s Present Fear. 

Political ambition—hatreds and emula- 
tions—broken faith—Christendom at war 
—“rivers of pain’’—evil going foth from 
nation to nation as a great whirlwind— 
the slain as dung upon the ground— 
civilization in ruins. See Jer. XXV: 
32, 33:) 

“And there shall be signs in the sun, 
aid in the moon, and in the stars: and 
upon the earth distress of nations, with 
perplexity; the sea and the waves roar- 
ing; men’s hearts failing them for fear, 
and for looking after those things which 
are coming on the earth; for the powers 
of heaven shall be shaken.” S. Luke 
XAT 2E BOs 

Second: The Nation’s Present Danger. 

Our country peopled by the nations— 
not yet welded into nationality—no clear 
national consciousness or conscience— 
money madness—distrust and prejudice 
between classes—dulling of moral sense 
— yorship of comfort and ease—un- 
bridled license—shrinking from sacrifice 
—iimpending judgment. 
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“How much hath she glorified herself, 
and lived deliciously, so much torment 
and sorrow give her; for she saith in her 
heart, I sit a queen, and am no widow, 
and shall see no sorrow.” Rev. XVIII: 7. 

Third: The Christian’s Present Stupor. 

Heedlessness of God—living for the 
present—faithless to the past—careless 
of the future—no strong convictions— 
no courageous stand for principle—no 
recognition of absolute truth or right— 
drifting in the dark. 

“Because that, when they knew God, 
they glorified him not as God, neither 
were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was 
darkened” Rom. I: 21. 

Carefully considering these things, we 
shall feel an instant challenge to the 
Church to be at prayer. Salvation out 
of every danger comes from God alone. 
We reach and release God’s saving power 
only as we pray. 

In such a spirit, and moved by a clear 
sense of our responsibility, let us pre- 
pare to observe our Week of Prayer 
throughout the Diocese. 

There will shortly be ready and dis- 
tributed a small pamphlet giving sugges- 
tions as to how the Week of Prayer may 
be observed in public and in private. 
This will be followed by a printed 
schedule of services and meetings which 
are to be held in various Churches dur- 
ing the week. 

I would also recommend that at every 
service in every Church from now to 
February 4th, a special Collect be used 
in preparation for the Week of Prayer. 
For this purpose, the Collects for the 
roth, 12th and 22d Sundays after Trinity 
will be found suitable.

January 25, Conversion of S. Paul, 
c. A. Df 65. S. Paul is not commemo- 
rated in the Church of England as the 
other Apostles are, by his death or mar- 
tyrdom, but by his conversion, because as 
it was wonderful in itself so it was high- 
ly beneficial to the Church of Christ. It 
is mentioned as a solemn Festival in the 
council of Oxford, held in the reign of 
Henry III in 1222. We are so well 
acquainted with the leading events of his 
wonderful life as narrated by S. Luke 
in the Acts of the Apostles, that it is 
unnecessary to detail them here. The 
tradition of S. Paul having visited Eng- 
land has been hotly contested by various 
learned divines, but whether he did visit 
England or not, there seems little doubt 
that he was regarded by the citizens of 
London especially with much honor, and 
looked upon as their patron saint. Not 
only is the Metropolitical Cathedral 
dedicated in his sole honor, but the sword 
in the dexter quarter of the arms of the 
city is generally thought to be derived 
from its connection with S. Paul, while 
the red cross alludes to S. George, the 
patron of England, thus combining the 
two. 

February 2. Purification of the Virgin 
Mary, or the presentation of Christ in 
the Temple. This Festival is principally 
observed in the memory of our Lord’s 
being made manifest in the flesh when 
He was presented in the Temple, the 
Church of England having carefully pre- 
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vented too much thought being bestowed 
on the Blessed Virgin, by equally asso- 
ciating some point of our Saviour’s life 
with the two feasts held in her honor, 
the Lord’s presentation being this day 
commemorated, and His mysterious In- 
carnation on the Feast of the Annunci- 
ation. The Virgin at her purification is 
represented with a pair of turtle 
doves. Lev. XII. 8 The com- 
mon name of Candlemas-day is de- 
rived from the custom which formerly 
prevailed of lighting up the Church or 
Chapel with candles and lamps, and the 
processions of persons holding lights in 
their hands on this day; in remembrance 
as is supposed of our blessed Saviour be- 
ing declared this day by Simeon to be 
“a Light to lighten the Gentiles,” as well 
as being emblematical of the blessings of 
the light of Christianity.

THE SUPERNATURAL ORDER. 

In the first place, let us try to grasp 
the fact of the supernatural order. Few 
people ever do that, with the consequence 
that we are more or less the victims of 
the fluctuations and accidents of sense. 
We attribute (in a wrong way) far too 
much importance to the natural order, 
as it is called, the plane of physical ex- 
perience and all that depends upon it. 
But there is another order, a world invisi- 
ble yet not far away, with values of its 
own quite distinct from those of the 
world we know so well, an order in which 
things are exactly what they seem, and 
there is no lack, no loss, no imperfection, 
but everything stands in its due relation 
to everything else and all is harmony and 
bliss. That order is the real, and ours 
—if it be right to call this ours any more 
than the other—is the comparatively un- 
real. Remember, I am talking about a 
simple fact, a fact as solid and substantial 
as Europe or America. The modern 
mind has largely lost sight of this super- 
natural order, and yet it interpenetrates 
the natural order and is influencing it all 
the time; in fact the natural order is a 
sort of broken reflection of the super- 
natural. Plato used to say that every- 
thing earthly was a type or image of 
something that existed ideally in heaven. 
We may call the supernatural order 
heaven if we like, provided we are care- 
ful to recognize that it is the real, the 
eternal, the all-complete of which this 
earth-world is but the shadow. There is 
a supernatural order, and it is the source 
of all our idealism, all our notions of 
goodness, truth, and happiness. Try to 
imagine a world in which nothing needs 
to be imnrove? uvon because everything 
is already exactly what is should be, a 
world in which nothing ever goes wrong, 
and from which nothing is missing that 
ic needed for the good of its inhabitants 
ond the satisfaction of their desires, a 
worl? in which by just being themselves 
people are giving and doing their best 
for one another, and you have the super- 
natural order. I repeat that it exists 
now and has elways existed; it does not 
need to be made; from all eternity it is.

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PARISH NOTES 


ThecRev. fy Ll. His Pott; DD Bresis 
dent of S. John’s University, Shanghai, 
China, was the preacher at evensong, 
Sunday, January 16th. Also the Rev. 
Fr. Harrison, O. H. C., on the after- 
noon of February 13th, told of the work 
of S. Andrew’s School, Sewanee, Tenn., 
and of his need for $15,000 for a new 
building. 


The Junior Auxiliary gave their 
play on February 3rd to a large and 
appreciative audience. The work of 
the children was exceptionally good 
and showed how much work and en- 
thusiasm had been put into it, both by 
the children and the heads of the Aux- 
iliary. The first four acts, each com- 
plete in itself, worked up to a climax 
in the fifth act, when the complete re- 
sults of the splendid work of the Jun- 
iors, in the Missionary field both at 
home and abroad, was presented. 

The final summing up of the fruits 
of their work brought a realization of 
the powerful influence for good, that, 
through the grace of God, may be ac- 
complished, even by the work of small 
children. 


On Wednesday evening, February 
oth, Mr. Michel Dorizas, a native of 
Greece and a graduate of Roberts Col- 
lege, Constantinople, gave a most in- 
structive lecture on “The War Situa- 
tion in the Balkans.” In a most in- 
teresting manner Mr. Dorizas un- 
raveled the tangled threads of the 
complicated Balkan problem, present- 
ing clearly to the audience the 
historical background of the struggles 
against the Turks which culminated 
in the first and second Balkan Wars, 
and the further part played by the 
Balkans in the present war. 


A meeting of great promise for 
Sunday School work in this section, 
was held on February gth at S. Peter’s 
Church, when the Germantown Branch 


of the Sunday School Association of the 
Diocese was organized. 


On Tuesday evening, January 25th, 
Mr. Caspar W. Haines gave a very 
interesting lecture on trees to the 
Scouts. Many specimens of trees 
and woods were shown and this col- 
lection was given to the Scouts—with 
many thanks. 

On Washington’s Birthday the 
Scouts will hold a smoker and lunch- 
eon for their fathers. This will be 
followed by a short exhibition of sig- 
naling and other team work. 


During Lent, beginning with Ash 
Wednesday evening, the customary 
Wednesday evening services will be 
held at eight o’clock. These services 
will be similar in character to those 
held last year and it is hoped that they 
will be well attended. 


S. LUKE’S MISSION 

The Second Anniversary of the 
Mission occurred on Sunday, Feb- 
ruary Oth, and the day was marked by 
the same interest and enthusiasm that 
was so conspicuous a year ago. At 
the Early Celebration there were 
twenty-five persons present, and in 
the evening the Chapel was filled. 
The Rector preached the sermon, and 
Mr. Dennison read his second annual 
report. 

Despite the fact that the Mission 
has lost several families who have 
moved away, the numbers are about 
the same as they were last year, owing 
to the accession of many new mem- 
bers. 

The Mission has already developed 
a band of faithful and devoted workers 
who manifest their interest by their 
earnest work in the Guild and in the 
Sunday School, as well as by their 
regular attendance at the services. 

The greatest achievement of the 
year, from a material point of view, is 
the growth of the “Building Fund.” 

On the first anniversary this fund 


===. 
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was started with $43.02; and during 
the year this has grown through the 
splendid efforts of the people of the 
Mission, and through the gifts of 
many friends, to the creditable sum of 
$477.50. This shows in a substantial 
way the desire for the continuance and 
permanence of the work. The Mis- 
sion House has long since proved to 
be inadequate for the work demanded 
of it. The cramped quarters are a 
real hindrance to future growth. The 
supreme need of the Mission, is the 
purchase of a suitable lot and the erec- 
tion of a building adapted to the de- 
mands of a rapidly growing neigh- 
borhood,

Ae letter from the Principal of 
Brunot Hall, a Church School for 
Girls in Spokane, asked for $10.00 to- 
ward a fund for the education of two 
girls who want to be fitted to go back 
to their homes and teach their own 
people. $5.00 was appropriated for 
this. 

There were no reports from the 
Colored or Diocesan Committees. 
The Foreign Committee, as usual, is 
pleading for S. Agnes’ School for girls 
at Anking. Mrs. Biller, the widow 
of Bishop Biller, of South Dakota, is 
trying to carry out the work that her 
husband had begun, and for which he 
laid down his life. 

One most important object is the 
enlarging of All Saints’ School for 
Girls, and the furnishing of rooms for 
the boarding scholars. 

It was moved and seconded that S. 
Luke’s Auxiliary should furnish one 
room as a memorial to Alice Frazer 
Aertsen. The cost of furnishing one 
room is $30.00. 

A Sale is to be held in the Spring to 
raise funds for the work of the Con- 
vocation of Germantown. For this 
Mrs. George Woodward, of St. Mar- 
tin’s, has offered her beautiful grounds. 

Contributions for the Sale are ask- 
ed from all the Parishes in the Con- 
vocation.

ALICE FRAZER AERTSEN 
Entered into Life Eternal 
January 21st, 1916. 


When it pleased God to call Alice 
Frazer Aertsen away from this pres- 
ent world none of us anticipated the 
event. To her doubtless there was 
given intimation of what was in store 
—and to her who was ready, the 
change, we can only believe, was a 
welcome one. 

We know little of what that change 
brings to the soul, or whether the soul 
is wholly alive to what is brought to 
it in a new revelation. Doubtless we 
can believe that to the ready soul the 
change, with its enlarging knowledge 
and satisfaction, is as the dawning of 
the day ever more and more beautiful, 
ever more entrancing. We leave it 
thus, though we would always fain 
dwell upon the life entered upon 
rather than upon the life left behind. 

The life and experience of Miss 
Aertsen were largely identified with S. 
Luke’s Parish. The greater part of 
her days were spent in this one sphere 
of work and usefulness; upon being of 
service she was ever intent. She was 
a part of this household with which 
her affection and activity were iden- 
tified. The Household of Faith was 
paramount with her; in her steadfast 
devotion she was “fervent in spirit 
serving the Lord,” and she gave her- 


self (withal in the midst of much 
“heaviness and painfulness”) to the 
ministry of usefulness. We shall 
greatly miss her kindness and com- 
panionship, and often call her name to 
remembrance. 

May she rest in peace. 


MRS. GEORGE A. WARDER 
Entered into Life Eternal 
December 23rd, 1915. 

The death of Mrs. Warder, which 
preceded that of Miss Aertsen, was 
like the latter—a ready translation in- 
to the realm of security, light and 
peace. Death in her case was but the 
necessary cutting of the tie that held 
the soul to earth, and now it has found 
its great Emancipation and its true 
home. Dear Mrs. Warder lived in 
the warm affection of her friends, and 
she persevered to the end, “enduring, 
as seeing Him who is invisible,” full 
of faith as of years and waiting at 
God’s altar until it was but a step for 
her to pass within the veil, and to be- 
hold the vision of the “Lamb slain 
from the foundation of the world”’— 
the vision of the “glory everlasting.” 


PREPAREDNESS FOR LIFE 
ETERNAL. 

Although this issue of The Evange- 
list appears necessarily several weeks 
in advance of the beginning of the 
Lenten season, yet it is fitting that we 
now turn our thoughts toward the 
period when we keep with our Lord 
the forty days of His withdrawal into 
the wilderness. Indeed we may re- 
joice that this year we have an added 
length of time for preparation for 
Lent, and adequate preparation is a 
keynote of successful attainment. We 
cannot lay too much stress upon the 
necessity of preparation. It was a 
master-stroke when the founders of 
the Boy Scout movement assumed as 
the watchword for this splendid boys 
organization the motto: “Be Pre- 
pared,” arguing well for the develop- 
ment of boyhood. 


At present “preparedness” is a word 
much discussed—constantly before us. 
Why not therefore apply it to matters 
spiritual; and since the church has 
ever been preaching the need of pre- 
paredness, preparedness for life eter- 
nal, why should not a wave of pre- 
paredness for Lent and all that it 
carries with it sweep over the country, 
just as a wave of another sort of pre- 
paredness is doing? Does the idea 
seem preposterous? It should not to 
Christians. Why should we not at 
this time, and at all times (for the 
process must be continuous) prepare 
our souls for life in the next world? 
“What shall it profit a man if he shall 
gain the whole world and lose his own 
soul?” 

What is the reason for spiritual un- 
preparedness? Is it premeditated? 
One thinks not. Rather it is due to 
the lack of the gift of the Spirit of 
Wisdom—to the failure to discern the 
true end of life. We think the things 
seen to be of most importance; S. 
Paul tells us that the things: which are 
not seen are eternal. Many seem to 
act upon the supposition that because 
the future life is future (and therefore 
cannot be seen now), and the present 
right beneath our touch, it were better 
to worship the “god of things as they 
are.” Truly “the god of this world 
hath blinded the minds of them which 
believe not lest the light of the glor- 
ious gospel of Christ, who is the image 
of God, should shine unto them.” 


Spiritual preparedness, on the other 
hand means the formation of char- 
acter. And the making of character 
is the most important thing that we 
have to do. Character is what we 
are—what God sees when He looks at 
us. It is the impress which we have 
made upon our immortal souls, and 
this may be either good or bad. But 
what a suicidal thing it is to have a 
bad character. If we live on forever, 
if God is perfect Goodness, if the 
condition of living with God in eter- 
nity is a character likened unto His, 
as set forth and revealed hy His Son 
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our Lord Jesus Christ; why then 
should the attainment of such perfec- 
tion of character not seem to us the 
summum bonum of life, the highest 
good that we can desire? A Christ- 
ian character like that of Christ; that 
is our true aim. 

Brethren let us therefore, begin 
now on a course of preparedness. 
Let us strive to put first things first— 
then all the other things will fall into 
their proper places. “Seek ye first the 
Kingdom of God and His Righteous- 
ness and all these things will be added 
unto you.” Let us not be short sight- 
ed or so taken up with things as they 
are. We “pay tithe of mint and anise 
and cummin, and have omitted the 
weightier matters of the law, judg- 
ment, mercy and faith.” 

Above all let us not put off our 
preparation. Such is sheerest folly. 
Death comes at random. We cannot 
say “I shall live this way for a while 
longer and then make ready.” You 
can't make agreement for your soul, 
you can’t “enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season’ and then “turn over a 
new leaf.” Your life is only “a scrap 
of paper’ with the Grim Reaper. 
Anything else but preparedness is 
sheerest folly. There is- no other 
course than to “be prepared.” 


S. MATTHIAS 

On February 24th, the Church ob- 
serves the festival of S. Matthias. As 
is well known this saint was selected, 
along with Barsabas, as qualified to 
fill the apostolic office left vacant by 
the treachery of Judas Iscariot. After 
prayer and a solemn appeal to the lot, 
the choice fell upon Matthias and he 
was numbered among the eleven dis- 
ciples. Regarding the life of this 
apostle previous to this event we can 
only surmise what it must have been. 
The great church historian Eusebius 
states that he was one of “Seventy.” 
These, it will be remembered, were 
disciples of the Lord, though not so 
closely associated with Him as the 
Twelve.

At the meeting of S. Luke’s Parish 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary held 
on Thursday, February 3rd, a motion 
was made in memory of Alice Frazer 
Aertsen, expressing sympathy for her 
family and appreciation of her faithful 
service in the Auxiliary, as Corres- 
ponding Secretary and Chairman of 
the Box Committee, a position she 
held and filled up to a few weeks of her 
death. Miss Alice F. Aertsen was 
most deeply interested in work for the 
Indians and was a member of the In- 
dians Hope Association before the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of 
Missions was organized, and continued 
a member, after it was affiliated with 
the Auxiliary, until her death.

During the year 320 visits were paid 
by Miss Cabeen. This does not in- 
clude 219 visits to S. Luke’s Mission 
people. 

Again we tender sincerest thanks 
to the numerous friends, who so kind- 
ly keep our Clothing Bureau replen- 
ished, from month to month, by their 
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unfailing contributions of shoes and 
partly worn outer and undergarments. 
The primary object of the Clothing 
Bureau is not to make money, but to 
afford our women of small means a 
chance of buying warm and substan- 
tial clothing at a nominal price ;—as 
well as to give the Parish Worker a 
store from which to pick out many 
needed articles for those who can not 
afford even the small clothing sales’ 
prices. These small sums realized at 
the sales amount to quite a goodly 
total in the course of the year. Very 
nearly one-third of our income the 
past year was derived from this 
humble source. | Many a sick child or 
older person, many a hungry one, has 
been helped by the money obtained in 
this way. 

We wish also to express our deep 
appreciation of the most useful work 
of our friends who keep us so well 
supplied with socks, sacques, hoods, 
etc., for our infants’ outfits. Will not 
more persons send us, from time to 
time, these pretty and useful articles? 
Just at present we are specially in need 
of hoods, pink, white or blue, and of 
baby sacques. 

For the benefit of our newer con- 
tributors, I would like to’ say a few 
words explanatory of the two divisions 
of the Holy Motherhood Chapter :— 

The Senior Helpers—with a few 
exceptions—are older Mothers. They 
meet every Thursday from 2.30 to 4.00 
P. M., sewing for the infants’ outfits 
and for a box for some institution for 
children. 

The Junior Helpers are the younger 
Mothers. These find the evening 
more convenient for their meetings on 
every Tuesday from 8 to 9.30 P. M. 

Junior and Senior Helpers, with 
but a few exceptions, meet together 
every Sunday afternoon at S. Ann’s 
Bible Class, of which their Head is 
Teacher. There are about 80 in this 
class now—all belonging to the Holy 
Motherhood, except half a dozen un- 
married ones, mostly the daughters of 
the older women. 


It is our hope and aim that our 
Mothers will be helped to live a nobler 
Christian life, and manifest a more and 
more intelligent and loyal churchman- 
ship, by what they learn, both in our 
week-day and our Sunday meetings— 
and so be truly a holy Motherhood. 

We have lost one member by death 
this year, Mrs. Mary Patrick, who had 
attended our meetings for many years. 
And the great Reaper has been sadly 
busy too, with our Contributing Mem- 
bers, taking away three good friends: 
Mrs. Blanche Hazard, Mrs. George A. 
Warder and Miss Alice F. Aertsen. 
May they rest in peace! 

Good women of S. Luke’s, young 
and old, married and unmarried, will 
you not—if not already one of our 
Contributors—become so, now? For 
the ranks are thinning fast of those 
who were the first women to help for- 
ward this good work for children and 
their mothers! Many newer ones, in 
the past few years, have become Con- 
tributors, but there are still many who 
seem to take no interest in the work. 
We pray all such to join us at once, 
and take an interest.

As the Season of Lent approaches, 
each year, it finds “men of many minds” 
regarding its observance. Some refuse 
to recognize any obligation whatsoever, 
and simply ignore it. Others feel the 
obligation and begin to keep Lent in a 
reluctant kind of way, and soon find their 
rule irksome and ever irritating. Others, 
again, realize that Lent is an opportunity 
for spiritual growth and they enter upon 
its observance with sincere and earnest 
purpose. 

But whatever our predilections may 
be, and whether or not we find ourselves 
in the above mentioned category, it would 
be well to consider the motives for keep- 
ing Lent. 

r. First we should keep Lent in 
obedience to the command of the Church. 
The Church which is our Spiritual 
Mother, is the Director of our lives. 
The Church is not external to us; she is 
not an alien society inviting us to join 
her ranks that we might gain some 
worldly advantage. But she is the 
Family of God; a “purchased posses- 
sion;” the Body of Christ. And our in- 
terests and all our hopes for eternity are 
bound up in her, because we are in- 
corporated members of this Divine 
Organism. ` 

The Church is inspired and guided by 
the Holy Spirit, and therefore whatever 
she orders and directs for her children 
must of necessity be for their highest 
good. When, therefore, the Church calls 
us to pray and fast and repent, and 
specifies a certain season for this pur- 
pose, we shall want to conform, of 
course,—-if we are obedient children. 

2. The second motive for keeping 
Lent is found in the purpose for which 
it was appointed; viz.: to commemorate 
our Lord’s forty-day fast in the wilder- 
ness, and also His Passion and Death. 

It would be a sorry mistake to suppose 
that Lent was simply a period of forty 
days chosen at random by the Church, as 
a time of discipline, as though that were 
an end in itself. . The note of discipline 
enters in as a logical consequence of the 
purpose for which the season was ap-

pointed. We are called together and 
think somewhat more at length about 
the sorrowful mysteries in the life of our 
Lord. We are to try to accompany Him 
through the vale of humiliation ; through 
His Temptation, through all the sorrows 
and sufferings of the Passion. But we 
do this not so much that we might sympa- 
thize with Him,—but that we may be 
stirred and roused up to a deeper con- 
sciousness of the cause of the Passion. 
And since sin was the cause of the Pas- 
sion, we must study sin in the light of 
the Passion in order to understand the 
heinousness of sin. The intensity of the 
Passion is the measure of the awfulness 
of sin. 

The Cross, which stands for the Pas- 
sion and Death, declares to us what sin 
means to God. It gives us God’s point 
of view on the subject of sin. And this 
is very frequently quite different from 
man’s idea of sin: 

That awful tragedy was the only “way 
out” from the thraldom into which man 
had hurled himself. It was the Divinely- 
provided means of escape ; but it involved 
the tremendous and unspeakable Sacri- 
fice of the Lamb of God, because with- 
out a full atonement for humanity’s 
offence against the Divine Majesty, man 
could not be forgiven. So it came to 
pass that “the Lord hath laid on Him the 
iniquity of us all.” It was only by 
bearing our sins that He could take them 
away. 

When once we have come to a realiza- 
tion of the awful cost of man’s redemp- 
tion, we have arrived at the view of sin. 
On Calvary we see sin at the climax of 
its power. 

One of the fruits of a devout study 
of the Passion msut be a deeper sense 
of sin. 

3. This brings us to the third motive 
for keeping Lent, which is that our re- 
pentance may be more sincere. It is 
just here that the note of discipline comes 
in, If the contemplation of the Passion 
produces in us a deeper sense of sin in 
general, and of our own in particular, 
then we shall be more willing to use the 
means of discipline that are directed to- 
wards the recovery of our freedom. Fər 


sin does bring us into bondage, the bond- 
age of self-will. And it is only the 
Grace of God and persistent self-training 
that can free the soul from such slavery. 

But let us keep clearly before our 
minds the point, that the exercises of 
discipline—our rules, self-denials, repent- 
ance—are simply means to aid us in ac- 
complishing the great end, of freedom 
from the trammels of sin and of growth 
in the life of union with our Lord. 

Let us try to make our penitence more 
real. “Worthily lamenting our sins” does 
not mean that we are sorry because our 
sins have caused us personal inconveni- 
ence, or because we have injured our 
neighbor; but it does mean that we are 
sorry because we have offended Almighty 
God, True penitence finds its source in 
the Cross of Christ. 

Let it be our aim to strive after such 
a penitence this Lent.

Mr. Harrison wants 
to establish rct only the Church, but wel- 
fare work as well among the people.

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REASONS FOR OBSERVING THE 
LENT FAST 


The Fast of Lent is enjoined upon us 
to help us realize a more uniform and 
regular observance of an injunction of 
our Blessed Lord; a deeper humilia- 
tion, and a more chastened spirit in 
carrying on His will; a more thorough 
insight into ourselves, and a closer com- 
munion with our God; a more resolute 
and consistent practice of self-denying 
charity; a more lively realizing of 
things spiritual. 

Fasts equally with feasts are particu- 
larly open to abuse. Christians as well as 
ancient Jews can keep fast in such a way 
as to cause men merely to ridicule the 
custom. One reads today of “Lenten 
outings” “Lenten excursions” and “Lent- 
en entertainments” where the thin dis- 
guise of religion is scarcely intended to 
hide the worldliness. And yet, no mat- 
ter how the practice may be perverted or 
ridiculed, the duty of keeping fast must 
remain as long as Christ's words remain. 
As George Herbert puts it: 

“Neither ought other men’s abuse of Lent 
Spoil the good use, lest by that argument 
We forfeit all our creed.” 

When the ancient Jews made not only 
their fasts, but also their feasts, and 
sacrifices, and prayers “an abomination” 
in God's sight, He did not abrogate one 
or the other. He merely set his erring 
people right by telling them what kind of 
feast and fast and prayer was alone 
acceptable to him. 


And when we come to the teaching of 
our Lord and his Apostles we find no 
different rule. The New Testament as 
well as the Old is full of directions as to 
fasting. The caricature and abuse of 
fasting in our Lord’s day may seem to 
flippant and shallow Christians a con- 
venient excuse for ridiculing and reject- 
ing the whole idea of asceticism as a 
necessary part of the Christian life. Yet 
it cannot be too distinctly remembered 
that it was in the fact of the most utter 
abuse of fasting that the Lord Jesus 
insisted upon the duty as strongly as any 
Jewish prophet or rabbi ever did. In 
fact his own ministry begins with a fast, 


and that, the most rigorous that ever was 
kept by mortal man. So, too, in his 
teaching of the multitude in the Sermon 
on the Mount, intended, we know, as the 
foundation law of His coming Church 
we find him placing bodily abstinence on 
the same high level as prayer and alms- 
giving, not commanding them as duties, 
but assuming them as already such, and 
only laying down rules as how to prac- 
tice them. He does not say “Ye shall 
fast,” but “When ye fast,” and then, 
after laying down rules for the observ- 
ance of the duty, He adds the assurance 
of His Father’s most certain reward for 
all true and faithful fasting. 

It is plain then that the religion that 
drops fasts and fasting out of the list of 
its duties, or rather from the list of its 
spiritual “armor” is not, and cannot be, 
the religion of Jesus Christ, or of . His 
Apostles, or of His Scriptures. 

It is the peculiarity of our branch of 
the Church that, while she appoints days 
and seasons for fasting, she leaves her 
children free as to the method of their 
fast. Only two days in the whole year, 
namely Ash Wednesday and Good Fri- 
day, does she name as absolute fasts, 
when, so far as our health allows, she 
expects us to abstain from food until 
the afternoon, “the ninth hour’ (three 
o'clock) according to the ancient custom. 
All other days the Church speaks of as 
“days on which she requires such a 
measure of abstinence as is more es- 
pecially suited to extraordinary acts and 
exercises of devotion.—Selected.

EASTER 


“Very early in the morning the first 
day of the week, they came unto the 
sepulchre at the rising of the sun— 
and when they looked they saw that 
the stone was rolled away; for it was 
very great; and entering into the 
sepulchre they saw a young man sit- 
ting on the right side,—he saith ‘Ye 
seek Jesus of Nazareth, which was 
crucified: he is risen; he is not here.’ ”

day the Church proclaims to us the 
glorious Easter message, the fact of 
the resurrection of our Lord. Let us 
picture to ourselves the scene. The 
women come to the tomb bearing their 
spices for the last offices of love. 
How still and somber they are. The 
tomb held the body of Him who had 
been their Master and best friend, they 
would do all that was permitted for 
them to do. Then as they approach- 
ed the tomb the wondrous spectacle 
meet their eyes. The stone so se- 
curely sealed by the Governor on the 
night before and guarded by a watch 
of Roman soldiers had been rolled 
away! How explain this phenom- 
enon? The first thought naturally 
was that the Jews had broken in and 
stolen that beloved body, and so hesi- 
tatingly and doubtfully they. entered 
to see whether it was still there. The 
body was not there! Could it there- 
fore have been stolen? but yet, as S. 
Peter and S. John later saw, the linen 
clothes were still lying and the napkin 
which was about his head, “not lying 
with the linen clothes but wrapped to- 
gether in a place by itself.” Then as 
they look up they see “a young man 
sitting on the right side, clothed in a 
long white garment” who proclaimed 
“He is not here; He is risen” or as we 
find in another place “Why seek ye 
the living among the dead. He is not 
here; He is risen.” What perplexity, 
what joy must have been theirs at this 
wonderous message! 


How closely may the scene we have 
depicted above be likened to our own 
lives. How often are we doubtful and 
fearful. How often are our actions 
towards Him as those towards a per- 
son “who was dead and had left us to 
disappointment and shattered dreams. 
Our timid and half-hearted religious 
action, our nerveless grasp on the 
faith, our discouragement before the 
problems of Christian living, our lack 
of trust before what seems a dark fu- 
ture, are really the attitude we might 
expect of those who had sadly per- 
formed the last rites over a loved 
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friend and are turning in depressing 
grief from the tomb of their dead 
ideals. Many a life seems to have 
missed the message: ‘He is not here, 
He is risen.’ If there were a real love 
of Jesus in our hearts could we ever be 
the prey, as we so often are, of doubt, 
discouragement, distress? The Lord 
is risen indeed. Do you not feel the 
impulse of the resurrection life kind- 
ling your spiritual nature? Can you 
not go out to meet the difficulty of liv- 
ing in the promise of the resurrection 
morning, in the confidence of a living 
Master? Christ is risen: and because 
he is risen all darkness and hopeless- 
ness are swept away; and we go forth 
in the strength of the resurrection life, 
filled with it, possessed by it. There 
are no longer any doubts admissible; 
there is no longer any disheartenment 
or trouble; there is no longer any vo- 
cation that cannot be filled. However 
justified might be a waning confidence 
in Christ deserted by his followers and 
dying in shame a malefactor’s death, 
all that is swept aside by the message 
of the resurrection morning, all dark- 
ness fades before the light that shines 
from the riven tomb.” 

The resurrection is the bringer of 
joyful tidings of life to us. It is life 
we are after, life teeming with all its 
possibilities and opportunities. Chris- 
tianity is the sure message of what He 
was and of what He did. He is God. He 
died for us. Our religion is the bearer 
of good news that now Christ is liv- 
ing and that we are to live our lives in 
Him. To live in Christ we mean “a 
literal incorporation into the Incarnate 
Body which takes into its unity each 
soul which is regenerated in Christ 
Jesus.” The life in Christ means 
therefore that we look at the Resurrec- 
tion not merely as a historical fact but 
also a present dynamic power by which 
we may be enabled to triumph over 
the sins which may tend to drag us 
down. “That I may know Him and 
the power of his resurrection” as S. 
Paul says. What marvelous meaning

With the hope of regaining lost 
health and strength and to avoid the 
rigorous winter of the East, Mr. Haz- 
ard ventured the long journey from 
East to West. He was brave and 
patient and hopeful, and, almost to the 
end, anticipated a return to his friends, 
among whom he would fain have taken 
his final farewell. But it was not to 
be, and with resigned will, and from 
among the rich bloom of the bounte- 
ous garden of the Pacific Coast, he 
passed quietly and serenely into the 
still fairer country of the Saints of 
God. Mr. Hazard lived in those lat- 
ter days a life of patient endurance, 
heroicly met, at every turn. He gave 
up his life, a sacrifice for others. 
From early youth he was a constant 
attendant at S. Luke’s, and was ever 
foremost in various activities of the 
Parish, being a teacher in the Sunday 
School, a member of the local Men’s 
Guild and Treasurer of the Sun- 
day School for many years. At 
the Saving Fund he was one of the 
long time members of the staff of that 
staid and well-regulated institution; a 
devoted son and brother, a faithful 
friend, a patient sufferer Samuel Haz- 
ard, “fulfilled a long time in a short 
time.” Of him and his mother who 
briefly preceded him, we can say: 
“They were lovely and pleasant in 
their lives, and in death they were not 
divided.” 

A solemn requiem was said in S. 
Luke’s Church, Wednesday morning, 
April 12, the funeral service being held 


at 3.30 P. M.

Continued from Page Seven 
has not merely the fact but the “power” 
of his resurrection ! 

Let us therefore take this as our 
Easter message. Let us try to experi- 
ence the thrill, as the first Christians 
experienced it, of the delivery rrom the 
power of sin and the knowledge that 
Christ lives and helps. His is “the 
power of an endless life,” our lives and 
wills are ours to make them His. 

Finally then let us not lose the fact 
of the resurrection of Jesus as a source 
of power, power that we can take into 
our lives to fill us with joy and peace 
in believing. Power, which if we 
have drifted away from Him and from 
His Church, may fasten its grasp upon 
us and bring us back into that path of 
life, which it is God’s will each one of 
his children shall tread. 


THE PERIL OF COMMUNICANTS 
A Reflection for Earnest Christians 
By Rev. P. Gavan Durry, S. D. C. 


There are no people so greatly in 
need of attention and help as our com- 
municants—especially, perhaps, those 
we speak of as “faithful communi- 
cants,” because they come so frequent- 
ly to the Altar at an early hour. We 
take all too much for granted with re- 
gard to them and dangerously assume 
that because of their practice and habit 
everything must be well. It rarely 
occurs to many to inquire as to how 
far that regularity at the Altar—for 
which often they are held up by the 
Clergy as devout examples—has_ be- 
come merely mechanical; or to reflect 
that there are vast numbers of earn- 
estly disposed communicants who 
shrink from expressing the conscious- 
ness of failure they feel in their com- 
munions, and which bewilders and 
disturbs them. ‘These latter are ask- 
ing themselves, wonderingly, whether, 
after all, it makes very much difference 
in their lives if they receive frequently, 
or only occasionally, or not at all. 
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As a matter of fact, can we say thar 
with the great increase of Celebrations 
and communions in recent years, there 
has been a corresponding growth in 
the Spirit of Christ, manifested in a 
daily conduct that distinguishes the 
Christian from the worldling, either in 
the corporate or individual life of and 
in the Church? Have we an increase 
of compassion, gentleness, service, 
love, say in comparison with fifty or 
sixty years ago, at all commensurate 
with the increased grace frequent 
Eucharists and communions afford? 
And, if not, what are we to say about 
grace and the promises of great spirit- 
ual riches that were to grow out of the 
devout communicant life? These are 
questions we must face; and many of 
those who silently so enquire within 
themselves will thank us for candidly 
raising them. 


To be perfectly frank we are com- 
pelled to acknowledge failure some- 
where, which we shall remedy only as 
we are courageous enough to recog- 
nize grave peril in the spiritual con- 
dition of the average regular com- 
municant. Why? Because so vast a 
number receive the grace of God in 
vain—that is the plain, simple reason! 
Of course this will shock a great 
many; most of our communicants, if 
they have thought at all about these 
words of warning from the Apostle, 
have related them to the openly care- 
less or indifferent, people who come to 
church occasionally and hear a sermon 
only to’ forget it a few moments after. 
Perhaps the Clergy themselves have 
been given to some such imagery? 
But—why? In point of fact, who is 
there that receives the grace of God 
more abundantly than the frequent 
communicant? And who is there— 
speaking now of men and women in 
the average—that more constantly re- 
ceives it to no purpose, 


Let the really earnest person, not 
yet grown wholly mechanical and set, 
but conscious of failure in the com- 
municant life, reflect that the only 


cause of failure is in his or her lack of 
correspondence with grace. Our 
Lord has plainly taught us that the 
really hopeless sinner was not the 
adulterer or drunkard, har'ot or thief, 
but the respectably avaricious—people 
who hoard. And if hoarding money 
damns so many souls, what must it be 
with those who hoard up God’s grace, 
thus misappropriating and misapply- 
ing what was entrusted to them as 
stewards to use for Christ? That is 
the secret of failure—hoarding up the 
grace of God, finding no outlet where- 
by the Divine energy can accomplish 
His purpose through us, and, by our 
misdirecting it to self, accomplishing 
our destruction. Remember, it is 
with the powers of Divine Grace as 
with ali that comes from God: only 
can we receive truly as we give; we 
can possess only what we give away. 


Don't trifle with your soul or put off 
the seeking of causes of failure; and 
beware of adulation that hushes many 
a one to sleep with its talk about the 
“faithful communicant.” For the un- 
varnished truth is—speaking now in 
a corporate sense—our communicants 
are not faithful. It is absurd to sup- 
pose if (say in New York, with its 
wealthy Church people and many 
hands that might help) the grace of 
God was not being received in vain, 
the present conditions of hunger, fam- 
ishing want, homelessness and naked- 
ness, could endure for twenty-four 
hours. Don't let us deceive ourselves, 
but face the plain, simple facts of life. 
A lost soul is a soul that has never 
given, never been troubled within it- 
self by the sight of human suffering to 
the point of service. Remember we 
must meet God alone when we leave 
this world, where all excuse will be 
stilled on the paralyzed tongues of the 
guilty. And here are His own words 
as to what He will say to those who 
have neglected to do His Will in ser- 
vice: “I was an hungered and ye gave 
Me no meat; I was thirsty and ye gave 
Me no drink; I was a stranger, and ye 
tool: Me not in; naked and ye clothed

Me not; sick and in prison and ye visit- 
ed Me not Depart from Me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the devil and his angels.” 


LET THE LORD’S DAY HAVE ITS 
RIGHTFUL HONOR IN THE 
CHURCH 


What is the duty of the Church, that 
is, of our own Church, in view of the 
present tendency to disregard the 
Lord’s Day? 


There was a time when there was 
no observance of the Lord’s Day out- 
side of the Christian Church either as 
a municipal Sabbath of abstinence 
from labor or by the celebration of 
religious worship. If that same con- 
dition of things were to come into 
existence here in America, one would 
say that there could be no better plan 
for the recovery of the dead loss to 
humanity which would be involved in 
that calamity than simply to return to 
the practice of the first Christians in a 
similar state of things. 

In doctrine, let it be remembered 
that the Church of England at the 
Reformation did not depart in any par- 
ticular from the ancient teaching of 
the Universal Church concerning the 
Lord’s Day. 

In discipline likewise there was no 
change of any existing law or rule. 

In worship there was just as little 
change in the main particular of all. 
Provision was made for the continued 
celebration of the Lord’s Supper on 
the Lord’s Day in accordance with the 
immemorial tradition of the Universal 
Church. That provision remains un- 
changed in our Book of Common 
Prayer to this day, and if it has long 
been practically nullified in many of 
our congregations, no change of our 
formularies, but only of our practice in 
the use of them, would be needed to 
restore the Holy Eucharist to its right- 
ful place as the Great Service of the 
Lords Day. 


It was no part of the intention of 
the English reformers of the sixteenth 
century to set aside the Lord’s ordin- 
ance, and simultaneously to disparage 
the Lord’s Day, by substituting any 
service of man’s making, however 
beautiful or edifying, for the Memorial 
which our Lord Himself “commanded 
to be made,’ and which the Universal 
Church has concurred in making on 
that day. The offices of Common 
Prayer are noble monuments of Chris- 
tian devotion. They were redeemed from 
the monastery to the whole Church of 
England, and translated into English 
such as only one man has ever equaled. 
But never for a moment did Thomas 
Cranmer or his associates imagine 
that this splendid work of theirs would 
soon come to be practically substituted 
for the Service which our Lord Him- 
self ordained as the supreme act of 
Christian worship, and which they 
themselves, in accordance with the 
unbroken tradition of the Universal 
Church, were actually setting forth in 
the same Book to be celebrated at the 
very least on every Lords Day.— 
Selected.

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THE EMPLOYMENT SOCIETY 


The Employment Society of S. 
Luke’s Parish closed its work for the 
season on Friday, May 5th, having 
been in active service for seventeen 
weeks since January 7th, t916. Nine- 
teen women received work, and fifteen 
for the entire time. The contribu- 
tions of the congregation, for this 
purpose, are used exclusively for the 
payment of sewing done by the women 
each week, and were these contribu- 
tions larger the work could be greatly 
extended. Many women clothe their 
families through this branch of Church 
work, and their gratitude is very 
plainly shown. The material is pur- 
chased through the Clothing Club, at 
wholesale prices, and is good; the gar- 
ments are sold to the women at the 
mere cost of the material. 

The Committee in Charge of Sales 
would greatly appreciate visits from 
members of the Parish, who might 
purchase the household articles on the 
shelves of the store closet. A slight 
increase of price is charged to those 
not receiving work from the Society. 
Articles suitable for Missionary boxes, 
for Hospitals or the Needlework Guild, 
as well as for personal household use, 
are always on hand. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL 


A gratifying increase was made in the 
Lenten Offering of the Sunday School 
this year; the amount being $64.45 more 
than it was last year. This was chiefly 
due to the special effort made by three 
or four classes. We hope that the inter- 
est in Missions that has been aroused this 
year, may spread throughout the school 
next Lent, and produce much greater 
fruit. 

The annual picnic will be held on 
Saturday, June 24th. A change of place 
is contemplated this year. 

The closing exercises will take place 
on the last Sunday in June; and the 
Summer Session will begin on the first 
Sunday in July. 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY

The Bishop says: “The box sent 
by S. Luke’s Auxiliary has just come 
in and we wish to thank you most 
cordially for the lovely things con- 
tained in the same. The spirit that 
prompts the sending of such things to 
the Bishops and Clergy in the Mission 
field gives an inspiration and encour- 
agement to help over many hard 
places. We will send many of the 
things where we think they will help 
most.” 

Mrs. Horner writes: “I want to 
add a line of thanks for the lovely box 
sent us from the ladies of S. Luke’s 
Church. It was such a valuable box 
and some of the things we very much 
needed. I cannot tell you how much 
it is appreciated. I fixed up a nice 
package for the family of the Rev. Mr. 
Cody and I am sure he was in need 
of everything I sent him. I will dis- 
tribute more as I find the places they 
are most needed. The box is such a 
help to us. Some of the things we 
very much needed but could not get 
at this time. We have a boy and girl 
off at school, and we have to manage 
in every way possible to keep them 
there.” 

These letters show that a “Bishop’s 
Box” gives widespread help as well as 
the pleasure to the Bishop of giving 
to his Clergy. A box will be sent this 
week to the Galilee Mission.

ASCENSION DAY AND WHIT- 
SUNDAY 


The Ascension Day, also described 
in the Table of Feasts and Fasts as 
“Holy Thursday,” is the last in order 
of the festivals of our Lord, and is a 
commemoration of surpassing import- 
ance. As Ascension Day always falls 
on a working day, it has, as a conse- 
quence, suffered much neglect; and yet 
it is a day of higher rank than any 
ordinary Sunday of the year. 

We read in the Acts of the Apostles 
that our Lord “showed himself alive 
after His Passion to His Apostles by 
many infallible proofs, being seen of 
them forty days’; and that, after giv- 
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ing His final instructions, “while they 
beheld, He was taken up; and a cloud 
received Him out of their sight.” It 
is this great event which the Church 
commemorates on Ascension Day, 
which falls on the fortieth day after 
Easter day. : 

_ Ten days later, “when the day of 
Pentecost was fully come,” God the 
Holy Ghost descended upon the 
Church, and by this outpouring of the 
Spirit the Church passed out from its 
Jewish or national phase and became 
catholic or universal. It is in this 
sense that the Day of Pentecost or 
Whitsunday is the birthday of the 
Christian Church. ; 

The signs of His coming, on the 
Feast of Pentecost, were the rushing 
mighty wind, filling all the house 
where the Apostles were assembled, 
and the tongues of fire which sat upon 
the head of each of them. 

Thus He came, invisible vet known 
by His effects and work in the Church 
and in the soul of the believer. The 
Holy Ghost is the third person of the 
holy and undivided Trinity. As the 
Father sent the Son, and as the Son 
was made man, and obtained eternal 
redemption for us, so also it was nec- 


-essary that He should withdraw His 


visible presence, and that He should 
send the Holy Ghost, which He did on 
the Feast of Pentecost. 

He came then, to take of all that 
the Lord Christ is, and has done for 
man, and show it unto the Church and 
enable any member of the Church to 
know what the redemption of Christ 
is, and how it is the one thing neces- 
sary for every soul. 

“Hle shall take of mine and shall 
shew it unto you.” He makes clear 
to us what our Salvation is and how 
it saves us. 


And especially the Holy Ghost is 
the one who sanctifies, the catechism 
says “Who Sanctifieth me and all the 
people of God.” It is His province 
to give the soul life and to bring us 
into the likeness of Jesus Christ. 

Further the gifts of the Holy Ghost 
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are alone capable of applying our Lord 
Christ’s redemption to us—the new- 
birth, and the precious blood, and the 
life of the world to come. 

To this end there is given the seven 
gifts of the Holy Ghost: Wisdom and 
understanding, counsel and ghostly 
strength, knowledge and true godli- 
ness and holy fear. ‘This seems to us 
perhaps rather elaborate, but man’s 
nature is an elaborate one, made up of 
ereat faculties. The Psalmist says: 
“Tam fearfully and wonderfully made, 
marvelous are Thy works, and that 
my soul knoweth right well.” Props 
abl y the great majority of Christians 
even do not realize what the Psalmist 
here says. And _ so, unhappily, al- 
though ‘the Spirit of God is longing 
through the Church to teach Chie 
tians and to lead them into all truth, 
they themselves are largely ignorant 
of this, or have become Anditerent to 
so great a boon. 


The seven gifts which we have 
named, wonderfully illustrate the ful- 
ness of the work of the Holy Spirit in 
man’s spiritual nature, and it is these 
gifts which are bestowed in confirma- 
tion. Indeed Confirmation is some- 
times called the Sacrament of the Holy 
Ghost, and properly so, because while 
the Holy Ghost works for our sancti- 
fication in every Sacrament, in Con- 
firmation He is pleased to emphasize 
His work in souls, and to point out 
His wonderful gifts and their meaning. 
Let us pray that those who come to 
Confirmation may indeed receive the 
fulness of His grace, and grow with it 
more and more—until they come each 
one—into His Kingdom in Heaven. 

Therefore on this’ approaching 
Whitsunday, (which falls this year the 
Sunday immediately following the 
date set for Confirmation), we should 
especially seek the presence in our 
hearts of the Holy Ghost, the Com- 
forter, to teach us something of this 
wonderful work of His—which is to 
transform and sanctify one’s mind, 
one’s will and one’s affections, im- 
parting to the first wisdom and under-

third, true godliness and holy fear.

This number of the Evangelist 
comes out a few days later than was 
intended. If its issue be a little after 
S. Luke’s Day, it will not be too late 
for the feast, or for the expression of 
the Rector’s best wishes to all and 
several of our people, on this recur- 
rence of our Parish Day. 

We cannot help at this time but 
reflect upon the memory of those who 
have passed from us, during the year 
just past, with much fond appreciation. 

It will be our privilege to call them 
to mind with many others on All 
Souls’ Day. 

Meanwhile we have our work to do, 
for God, and for souls of men. This 
responsibility rests upon all of us in its 
measure. 

We pray that there may ‘be among 
us an increase of faith, of hope, of zeal, 
and that God will “raise up His power 
and come among us;” “for God hath 
not given us the spirit of fear; but of 
power and of love, and of a sound mind.”

S. Luke’s Feast is especially a time 
for all the children of the Church to 
make their Communion, and with a 
special motive of devotion for the up- 
building of the Parish, first of all, in all, 
spiritual gifts and efficiency, and that 
she may have a good report among 
the brethren, that it may be known 
that “God is in us of a truth.” 

-It will be a helpful sign of our devo- 
tion to the cause of the Church in the 
Parish to see a full attendance at the 
services in the Octave, and a large 
proportion making their Communion. 
Besides on the Day itself there will 
be opportunity on the Sunday in the 
Octave. 

The preachers on that day, as has 
been announced, will be the Rev. Dr.

S. James the Less, in the evening: 


The offering on S. Luke’s Day and 
on the Sunday in the Octave will be as 
is the custom for the Parish, and as 
has been announced through the cir- 
cular, for the support of the current 
work of the Parish, and for the main- 
tenance and repair of the property, 
which in itself is a matter of great im- 
portance. The Rector urges every- 
one to be liberal to the extent of their 
ability. 

The occasion would also be very 
fitting for some one to remember the 
Permanent Fund. The Fifth Series 
of this Fund is now near completion. 
There are those in the Parish who in 
Memoriam or otherwise, might well 
take this suggestive opportunity to 
honor God in their Household of Faith. 
Let us not be mainly known for pass- 
ing by on the other side.

THE GENERAL CONVENTION 
The Feast of S. Luke dawns upon 
us this year at a period of more than 
usual anxiety for our country, for 
our Church, possibly for ourselves. 
The General Convention at this 
writing is opening its sessions in the 
City of St. Louis, with as usual, a very 
large attendance. The Rt. Rev. Dan- 
iel S. Tuttle has preached the sermon, 
which seems to have struck a tone of 
sympathetic feeling for the urgency of 
united action in works of Evangeliza- 
tion. The papers report his sermon 
as “an appeal for Christian unity, filled 
with a spirit of sturdy Americanism.” 
Dr. Mann, President of the House 
of ‘Deputies, in his opening address 
said: ‘There is little we can do for 
the peace of the world. Nothing that 
we can say or do here can bring peace 
to those war-worn people of Europe. 
We can only pray God that He, in His 
own way, will restore peace to these 
afflicted nations. There is one thing 
that we can do here, and there is one 
thing, which, if we fail to do, the world 
will know, and that is the maintenance 
of the spirit of peace. There are 
questions of policy that divide us. 
There are great differences of opinion 
that must always be settled; that ought 
always to be settled in great living, 


growing organizations, but there is one 
thing that can be of help and that is 
carry on all our discussions, and to face 
all our issues, and to exert all the de- 
termination of this house in the spirit 
of mutual trust and mutual confidence, 
and be loyal to the one great Church 
of which we are members, which 
means just one thing—if we would 
have peace we must confer in the tem- 
per of peace.” 

“Great applause greeted the conclu- 
sion of the address.” 

The feature of Friday the 13th inst, 
was the meeting of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, and the presentation of the 
Triennial Offering for Missions, which 
amounted to $352,000. 

The greatest service which the 
Church at home can render in these 
days of the sittings of the Council of 
the Church, is to pray that its mem- 
bers may be saved “from all error, 
ignorance, pride and prejudice; that 
the great head of the Church of His 
Mercy may vouchsafe to direct, sanc- 
tify and govern them in their in their 
work, by the mighty power of the Holy 
Ghost.” 

Let our people of S. Luke’s have 
this duty in mind, and make the daily 
services of real purpose to this end. 
Let the Holy Sacrifice be offered with 
the solemn intention, in behalf of the 
Council. Let everyone in the Parish 
feel that he or she can contribute in 
this way to the Church’s steadfastness 
and faithfulness as the “Minister of 
Christ’ and as the “Steward of the 
Mysteries of God.” 

One of the most important of the 
subjects to be brought before the Con- 
vention, is the, revision of the Prayer 
Book. Doubtless a number of our 
readers have seen sundry observations 
upon this topic in our Church Papers. 
The report of the Commission has 
been printed, and a summary of the re- 
port is printed in the Church papers. 
Anything which touches upon the 
Prayer Book is of great moment to the 
people of the Church. 


It is not the purpose of this article 
to enter upon a discussion of this sub- 
ject. It is too extensive and weighty. 
On the other hand that which our peo- 
ple will be most concerned to be 
assured of, is that as a revision of the 
Prayer Book is a very weighty and 
serious piece of business, and one 
which requires a long time, noth- 
ing is likely to be changed for a good 
many years. The last revision took 
fourteen years to accomplish. 

We may well pray that the Coun- 
cillors who have this most: important 
work in hand may be enabled to do 
their work wisely and well. 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 

The first meeting of the Auxiliary 
for the season was held on Thursday, 
October 5th, Mrs. George F. Knorr 
presiding. 

The annual report was read and ac- 
cepted. It will be found in another 
column. Also the Treasurer’s annual 
report was read, showing an almost 
empty treasury. We hope it wil! be 
well replenished by the offerings on All 
Saints’ Day and the envelopes are now 
being prepared. 

An interesting letter was read from 
Miss Conway, our missionary at 
Liberia, Cape Mount, Africa. 

The cornerstone ‘of S. Timothy’s 
Hospital had been laid in Liberia, the 
pastor of the African Methodist Church 
officiating in place of Bishop Ferguson, 
who was too ill to be present, and who 
has since died. 

Miss Conway calls the hospital S. 
Timothy's, after S. Timothy’s Hos- 
pital, Roxborough, Philadelphia, where 
she received her training as nurse. 
She reports 4000 patients treated in 
her own house, and 300 visits made in 
the town within six months. Miss 
Conway is anxious to open dispen- 
saries in some of the interior towns. 

The Alice Frazer Aertsen Memorial 
Room at All Saints’ School, Sioux 
Falls, S. D., has been opened and fur- 
nished. 
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ANNUAL REPORT 


We are once more called upon to 
give a report of the year’s work of our 
Auxiliary which varies very little in its 
general character. 

We had only five speakers at our 
meetings, beginning in October with 
an impromptu, but interesting talk 
from Miss Cabeen on the work of 
Archdeacon Neve, of Virginia. Mr. 
Conelly, from Valle Crucis, was with 
us in January, and spoke of the School, 
also of his own struggles in attaining 
an education. In February. Mrs. 
Biller, widow of the late Bishop of 
South Dakota, was the speaker, telling 
of the work and its needs in which her 
late husband was engaged and iner- 
ested. Rev. Mr. Harrison, from 
Gastonian District of Asheville, N. C., 
came to the March meeting and spoke 
of the condition of the mill people 
among whom he works. And at our 
last meeting of the season, Miss Hig- 
gins was present and gave an account 
of the hospital at Nuchang and appeal- 
ing for money for the purchase of land 
for the same. 


The Box Committee reported that 
the two usual Christmas boxes were 
sent, one to Rev. Mr. Holmes, Santee 
Agency, South Dakota, valued at 
$45.00; also the one sent to Rey. Mr. 
Kennedy at Asheville, N. C., valued at 
$23.15. Bishop Horner, of the Dis: 
trict of Asheville, N. C.,.-was the 
recipient this year of what is known as 
the “Bishop’s Box,” the value of which 
was $165. 


\Ve have been able to respond to 
various calls made upon us and also to 
pay all our pledges. The Treasurer 
reports we have received $510.06 and 
disbursed $491.12. 


We can not close this report with- 
out speaking of the loss to the Aunil- 
iary of one of its oldest and most 
valued members, Miss Alice Frazer 
Aertsen, who entered into life January 
21st, 1916. 
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Miss Aertsen was for many years 
Corresponding Secretary of the Aux- 
iliary and up to a few weeks of her 
death Chairman of the Box Committee. 
She was always deeply interested in 
the work for the Indians and was a 
member of the Indian’s Hope Associa- 
tion before the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
the Board of Mission was organized, 
and continued a member after it was 
affiliated with the Auxiliary, until her 
death. The members of this Auxiliary 
have furnished a room at All Saints’ 
School for Girls, at South Dakota, in 
her memory.

WAYSIDE CROSSES 


A Sermon Preached in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, 

On the Eleventh Sunday after Trinity, 
3y the Ven. E. E. HOLMES; B: D7 
Archdeacon of London and 

Canon-in-Residence. 
“Then shall appear the sign of the Son of 
Man in heaven.’’—St. Matt. xxiv. 30. 


Then!—at some dark period of na- 
tional history: then, when, as now, 
times are dark and murky; when, 
speaking in apocalyptic language, the 
sun shall be darkened and the moon 
shall not give her light; when, as now, 
there shall be distress in nations and 
perplexity, the sea and the waves roar- 
ing with the sound of shot and shell; 
when, as now, things that seemed so 
strong and sure and stable are shot 
from their places like falling stars; 
when, as now, the signs of the times 
seem, as they so often seem, to presage 
the approach of the Second Advent; 
when the sign of Satan is floating over 
a blood-red Europe; and twenty mil- 
lion nominal Christians are tearing 
each other to pieces after twenty cen- 
turies of nominal Christianity—then 
shall appear the sign of the Son of 
` Man in Heaven, high and lifted up 
above the obscuring clouds and roar- 
ing waterfloods, gleaming like some 
phosphorescent cross in a darkened 


room, shining through the gloom and 
pointing to the skies. 

And if we ask what this sign of the 
Son of Man is, perhaps the best answer 
is that it is the Son of Man Himself— 
the Divine Humanity, symbolized by 
the old familiar figure of the cross, the 
Signum which tells how that in the 
midst of the darkness— 

The Royal banners forward go, 

The Cross:shines forth in mystic glow. 

We like to think that the old tra- 
ditional explanation is the right one, 
and that the Didache is correct in in- 
terpreting the Sign of the Son of Man 
as something—or rather Someone— 
symbolized by the Cross. For as in 
Christian art the saints are symbolized 
by some outward and_ interpreting 
sign, as St. Mary is symbolized by the 
sign of the lily, St. Peter by the sign 
of the cross-keys, St. James by a club, 
St. John by an eagle, St. Francis by 
the stigmata, St. Katharine by a wheel, 
St. Agnes by a lamb, St. Elizabeth by 
roses, St. Stephen by stones, and so 
on—so is our Saviour symbolized by 
the sign of the Cross. 

The Cross! It is interesting to re- 
call the part played by the Cross, ma- 
terial and mystical, in the history of 
Christendom. Roughly speaking, we 
may pick out five great crosses which 
have contributed their quota to the 
history of the nations—the Cross of 
Calvary, the Cross of Constantine, the 
Canterbury Cross, the Crusaders’ 
Cross, and Charing Cross. 

First, of course, there is the Cross of 
Calvary, that cross of which it is 
written— 


On the cross as on an Altar, 
With a love which cannot falter, 
Jesus lays Him down to die. 


Then, at the darkest, brightest, hour 
in human history; then, when men and 
women stared God straight in the face, 
and flung His proffered love back at 
Him; when even all the disciples for- 
sook Him and fled; when darkness, 
literal and moral, covered the earth; 
then, at that dark noontide hour, ap- 
peared the sign of the Son of Man just 
when and where it was wanted: there 
for the Mother and the Magdalen, 
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there for the robber and St. John, 
there for the crowd and the centurion 
—there for us men and our salvation. 
Weli may the Church exclaim of the 
‘Cross of Calvary: O Crux ave! spes 
unica! Hail Cross, our only hope— 
the Saving Cross which changed the 
whole course of history. 

Next there was the Cross of Con- 
stantine—the alleged apparition which 
was to have such far-reaching effects 
upon the human race. You remember 
the story told by Eusebius, the Jewish 
historian, who received it, he says, di- 
rect from Constantine himself. It was 
at 3 o'clock in the. afternoon, and the 
fate of the battle between the Emperor 
and Maxentius was swaying to and 
fro. Suddenly there appeared a cross- 
shaped pillar of light in the heavens 
with the inscription, “By this, con- 
quer.” It was the sign of the Son of 
Man—a sign which so worked upon 
Emperor and soldiers that it enabled 
Constantine to turn the fortunes of the 
day, and led him to adopt the Cross as 
his standard. What the apparition 
was we do not know. It may have 
been some natural phenomenon, like 
the crescent moon by the light of 
which the Turks discovered their 
enemy at night, and which gave them 
the Crescent as the symbol of their 
city; or it may have been supernatural, 
like the darkness at Calvary. Which- 
ever it was, the result was the same; 
it led to the triumph of the Cross, the 
conversion of Constantine, and the 
establishment of the Christian Church 
throughout the empire. The Cross of 
Constantine, like the Cross of Calvary, 
‘changed the history of the world. 

Then there is what we may call the 
Cross of Canterbury—recalled a few 
years ago at Ebbs Fleet, in the Isle of 
Thanet, when a great procession of 
archbishops and bishops, clergy and 
laity met near the seashore for the 
dedication of a cross commemorating 


the arriva! of Augustine, and marking 


the very spot where he and his forty 
monks landed. There, preceded by a 
‘great silver crucifix, they preached the 


Faith of the Cross to Ethelbert, and, 
through him, to the kingdom of Kent, 
an event commemorated by Ethelbert, 
and recalled by us every time we wor- 
ship in the two great cross-shaped 
cathedrals, the Metropolitan Cathedral 
at Canterbury and the Cathedral of the 
Metropolis in London. Well might 
Bertha have despaired as she prayed 
in her little chapel—the church of St. 
Martin’s, Canterbury—that the light 
might shine in the darkness, and her 
husband and country be converted to 
Christianity; and then it was, as it so 
often is, that just when for her 
All was dreary; all was lonely— 
Darkness, utter darkness only— 

the sign of the Son of Man appeared 
and turned that darkness into light. 
Like the other two Crosses, this Cross, 
too, was a Cross which changed the 
course of history. 

The Crusaders’ Cross. This, too, 
is a cross which changed the trend of 
history—and it is still this cross, and 
all that it stands for, that alone makes 
victory certain for our arms, or safe 
for ourselves. 


And there is Charing Cioss—the 
very name reminding us of one of those 
thirteen crosses in English history 
which Edward I. erected to mark the 
resting-place of the coffin of Queen 
Eleanor—that wise queen, that true 
woman, that faithful wife—on its jour- 
ney from Lincolnshire to Westminster. 
Times have changed. Three only of 
these crosses now remain, one at Walt- 
ham, one at Geddineton, and a third 
at Northampton. Charing itself was 
a little village then, in between the 
cities of London and Westminster, 
with St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields as its 
village church. But the monument 
in the great station in the Strand, from 
which troops are daily starting for, 
and wounded are daily returning from, 
the Front, still reminds us of one of 
FEngland’s “wayside crosses,” still 
preaches in dumb and silent oratory 
the Story of the Cross to the sons and 
daughters of the Crucified. 
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And, as letter after letter from the 
Front has told us, the work of the 
Wayside Cross, or Calvary, or Crucifix 
is not yet done; rather it is only just 
begun. “Of course,” writes a soldier 
from the trenches, well known in this 
cathedral, “of course I have seen the 
crucifixes one has heard so much 
about, and there they stand pleading 
the old Gospel story which no power 
of German culture can destroy. I can 
tell you, men think out here, and re- 
ligion is respected, and be it known 
that the wayside crosses account for a 
good deal of this.” 


It is a happy thought that at the 
foot of some such cross, or crucifix, or 
calvary, in full view of the Represen- 
tative of suffering and sorrowful hu- 
manity, standing with the blessed 
Mother, who knew as no other mother 
knows what it is to lose a Son, some 
sad heart may kneel, and seeing the 
name which means so much written 
there, inscribed upon the very Cross of 
Christ, may feel less bitter and broken, 
and may learn in the School of Calvary 
how to tell out to the Man of Sorrows 
its own story of human grief, human 
joy, human shortcomings, human mis- 
takes, human misunderstandings in the 
past, and may see in the wayside cross 
the “spes unica,” the one and only hope 
for past, present, and future. 


In a daily paper—lI think it was the 
Chronicle—some weeks ago there was 
an account of an incident at the Front 
called) “An Attack before Dawn.” 
From a little French village, where 
all seemed quiet and asleep, troops 
were ordered out to attack the enemy 
in the dark. Stumbling along through 
the inky darkness, they were startled 
by a solitary figure at the four cross 
roads. It was, as they afterwards dis- 
covered, the figure of the Christ hang- 
ing on a wayside cross. Sentries with 
fixed bayonets gave the challenge, 
“Who goes there?” There was. no 
reply. But as the light is thrown 
upon the Figure, the look on the silent 
whitefaced Christ gives back the an- 


swer—“A Friend.” This is the mean- 
ing of the Wayside Cross: this is the 
thing signified by the Sign of the Son 
of Man—that He Who is God and Man 
is not, as some seem to think, man’s 
enemy, but man’s best friend. If you 
have seen, if you have heard, that an- 
swer, then “Alls well.” You have 
been shown the meaning of the Cross: 
to you has appeared the saving Sign 
of the Son of Man. If not—the arrest- 
ing vision, the Saving Sign is still there 
for you to see. Cross, crucifix, cal- 
vary—they all call us to the “survey” 
of Wesley's “Wondrous. Cross,” ma- 
terial, mystical, spiritual: 
Upon the Crucified One look, 


And thou shalt read as ina book, 
What well is worth the learning.

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PARISH NOTES 

The offering on Thanksgiving Day,

The Hos- 
pital receives no State aid as so many 
hospitals in the city, while at the same 
time it ministers to an overwhelming 
number of free patients, and to a lessen- 
ing number of paying ones, this latter cir- 
cumstances owing largely to the hos- 
pital’s locality. The efficiency is greater 
than ever, and deserves every aid.

The first great object of a Bible Class 
is to lead men into the knowledge of 
Divine things, and in the practice of 
religion, chief of which is, the honoring 
of God’s Day—and the Altar of Our 
Lord.

A pleasant episode in the way of a 
spread next claimed the attention of the 
party, during which jokes and lively 
repartee flew about, lending zest to the 
feast. 

In departing all felt that a happy and 
profitable evening had been spent as 
guests of “our William,” the warmth of 
whose hospitality is so well known. 


A SURPRISE PARTY 

The Parish Tea, held this year on the 
evening of October 23d, had the unique 
feature of being a “surprise party.” A 
surprise party in a double sense. Nearly 
all of the Vestrymen were present, and 
the attendance generally was large and 
enthusiastic. 

It may be said that the Rector had 
planned to make this the occasion of a 
farewell parting reception to S. Luke’s 
second assistant, the Rev. Edwin S. 
Jane, who had recently taken charge of 
S. John’s Church, Northern Liberties, 
Philadelphia, 

The Rector, with earnest desire to do 
justice to his parting assistant, and to 
express the friendly sentiments of the 
congregation towards Mr. Lane, and hav- 
ing previously, with his usual assiduity, 
plied his oft victimized parishioners, for 
a befitting testimonial, presented the same 
then and there, as an expression of his 
and their appreciation of the recipient. 
The Rector was also glad to have the 
Rector’s Warden add a few words in the 
same strain. A graceful reply followed 
from Mr. Lane. 

3ut the incidents of the Parish did not 
close here! Not at all. Presto. The 
Accounting Warden belying his custom- 
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ary modesty when before a public audi- 
ence, proceeded to ventilate further elo- 
quence and apparently much to the 
amusement of all present, except to a 
much-bewildered parson, for he seemed 
to be much bewildered at an evident pur- 
pose, on the part of the speaker and all 
present to throw him into the lime-light. 
A family secret, alas! had leaked out— 
a golden wedding was at hand, and this 
was the upshot of it—a liberal purse of 
gold. As one of the guests remarked,

The Rector gave evidence of one taken

Humorous and appropriate speeches 
were made and especially by the Rector’s 
Warden, the chief’ executioner of the 
event. The doxology was sung (not in- 
appropriately) after which refreshments 
were served, and the evening closed, 
a success all around.

Weare 
in fact thrown more than ever for our 
National Feast Day, and its concomitants, 
on the tender mercies of an all-patient 
Providence. Let us leave it there, hoping 
for the best and expecting nothing, read- 
ing the President’s Proclamation with a 
sincere though possibly hopeless effort to 
get defnite encouragement out of it. 

That document will at least tend to stay 
any rampant appetite for the aforesaid 
bird, and help us to breathe the senti- 
ment, common on such occasions, though 
with bated expectation, “for what we are 
about to receive, the Lord make us duly 
thankful.’—A Man-at-sea. 

With regret we must say that the pros- 
pects of our esteemed contributor, seem 
to be not cheerful for any Thanksgiving 
dinner, and all the more so, as we most 
sorrowfully remind him, that S. Paul 
says, “He that doubteth is damned if he 
eat.”

THE BANNER OF THE LORD’S 
PEOPLE 

A great question has come to this 
Church. It has beeen thrown at her so 
to speak, at the recent General Conven- 
tion. The question is whether this Church 
in her Book of Common Prayer (which 
she is now undertaking to revise) is 
intending now at last to put in the Book, 
the First Thing, First, where it belongs ; 
i. e—The Divine Liturgy, the offering of 
the Blessed Sacrament, the Holy Com- 
munion, first, before all lesser and sub- 
ordinate offices? And this is a veritable 
cry which comes even from far beyond 
the Church’s own limits—all too limited, 
because the exercise of her function, 
as steward of Divine Mysteries has been 
all too limited in its scope. The cry 
reaches her from a distracted world, 
from the distressed nations, torn and 
bleeding, from straying souls innumer- 
able about her, asking whether she is 
reaching up in behalf of her children 
to the outstretched arms, whether she is 
grasping the hands which feel for and 
seek out and lift up and heal and 
make alive again? This is the question 
which in reality goes to the heart of 
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things,—whether this Person who has 
once for all visited the earth to bless 
it, Himself, a Soul who sees afar, who 
touches all other souls—souls wandering, 
souls fallen, souls dying, souls dead—is 
He or is He not “lifted up from the 
earth,’ yet within reach, where men 
can see Him, whither He can draw 
them to Himself, whither He can attract 
and make men feel His attraction? 

From this so conspicuous a place 
which He once for all chose for Him- 
self, can it be that this Church has dis- 
placed Him? Has she, from this centra! 
Thronewithits Crownof Thorns, has she, 
His Bride, dethroned Him, hidden Him 
away, where men can only too seldom see 
Him? Is it so that He is put off in the 
corner of an early hour, where He will 
be rarely thought of or sought out, 
esteemed by the many, possibly as a 
relic of the past, rather than as the 
living, all-absorbing object of desire, the 
witness of Love, the Magnet and Con- 
troller of the wills and affections of 
sinful men? An Inferior Office in place 
of Him! 

What adequate use, we ask, is the 
Protestant Episcopal Church making 
of this Lever of the race through the 
ages, of this “lifting up of the Son of 
Man?” What is she doing at her altars 
to make them the effectual drawing of 
all conditions of men from the earth 
unto Him? And the events of the world 
are bringing all this home to us. Think 
of the men over the seas, of the strange 
alchemy of the Divine which is working 
out the transhguration of the victims of 
battlefields, transforming them with 
new visions from God, even in the midst, 
and in spite of the forces of evil which 
have, thrown men into their present 
agonizing conflict. And how are we to 
account for this wonder? Because He 
was lifted up from the earth, to draw 
men into the vision and the glory of His 
Sacrifice, the Sacrifice which was at His 
command, to be continually presented be- 
fore the eyes of men, to have and to 
hold them to the pattern of His sacrifice, 
wherewith both He, and they in Him, 
should lift the world, and overcome its 
evil. 
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When our Bishops speak so gravely to 
us, as they have lately spoken, in this 
“day of decision,” it is surely for their 
deputies as priests of the Church, not to 
go on fumbling, fumbling, fumbling, but 
to seize the ball within their reach and 
send it to its goal. Our Bishops bid us 
rest upon the Incarnation as the corner- 
stone. True, but no one sees at first the 
cornerstone. Truly the experience which 
alone leads men to see and to adore the 
Mystery of the Incarnation, is in the being 
drawn to the One Sacrifice, the revealer 
of divine secrets, the purifier of all souls 
that would “see God, and Jesus Christ 
whom He hath sent.” 


Our Bishops tells us that “a divided 
Church is powerless to create an undivid- 


ed world.” If to this point of self-demon- 


stration He has promised to draw all 
men unto Him, surely He made this 
the centre of their coming together. This 
the reconciling of the world to God, is 
the reconciling of the sons of men to one 
another. Shall we find any other hope of 
union than in this centre-point of the 
nations, thisattractionofallhearts? There 
is no other. All of us of this Catholic 
Church are better off than Rome, why 
not live up to the better? Why let this 
Pearl of the fathomless love of the 
Father drop out of our hands? Why 
not carry it aloft? Why let Rome by her 
more diligent use, defraud this household 
of faith of this strong arm of a re- 
deeming God? The Episcopal Church! 
the saving instinct, in her is struggling 
at this moment for its Pou Sto, its place 
to stand, its one chance to move the 
world. 

We appeal! Why not let this Arm of 
God, come forth everywhere at all altars, 
using the Day of the Lord pre-eminently 
to show forth His Death, to save the im- 
mortals, the immortals, who in a great 
procession are passing and passing within 
the veil? Why, as this procession 
marches on and out of sight, must it go, 
as though there were nothing for these 
souls to see, to learn, to grasp, to hold 
and be held by, to worship and adore in 
this wondrous elevation? Itis all answer- 
ed by this mighty action of His, by His 
original demonstration of Himself on the 


Cross, by the Sufficient Sacrifice of that 
One Offering, represented anew on every 
altar, which all His children may find 
their highest vocation in “showing forth,” 
in proclaiming “His Death until He 
come.” 


THE BISHOP’S DAY 

The annual Devotional Meeting and 
Conference (called the Bishop’s Day), 
for the Germantown and Chestnut Hill 
branches of the Woman’s Auxiliary, was 
held at Christ Church on Wednesday, 
November the 15th, 1916, and was the 
largest meeting of its kind ever held. S. 
Luke’s was well represented by members 
from each Auxiliary. The Day com- 
menced with a Celebration of the Holy 
Eucharist at 10 o'clock, followed by an 
address by the Bishop, who took his text 
trom the Prayer of Consecration, “This 
do in remembrance of Me,” also from S. 
Paul’s first Epistle to the Corinthians, 
XI chapter, 26th verse, “For as often as 
ye eat this Bread, and drink this Cup, ye 
do shew the Lord’s Death until He 
come.” 

The Bishop emphasized particularly 
the idea of the Holy Eucharist as an act 
of worship, also as a Sacrifice. He 
described it as a Service uniquely Chris- 
tian in which is set forth the reason for 
our praise, the confidence of our prayers, 
and the consecration of our service. The 
offering was for Diocesan Missions. At 
noon there were Intercessions and Special 
Petitions, followed by a bountiful lunch- 
eon which was served by the ladies of 
Christ Church. 

The Conference commenced at 2. 

Mrs. Markoe, the president of the 
Diocesan Auxiliary, told us that she 
had pledged for Sagada, and S. Agnes 
School and asked for prayers and sup- 
port. 

Mrs. North, treasurer of the Women’s 
United Offering, was the next speaker, 
and reminded us of the importance of 
prayer in connection with our giving. 

The Day ended with an interesting 
number of questions from the Question 
Box which were answered by Bishop 
Rhinelander in his usual wise way. 
November 18, 1916. BrAnGoH:

FATHER STAUNTON’S DAY IN 
SH WKS 


S. Luke’s congregation was very for- 
tunate in having a visit from the Rey. 
John A. Staunton, Jr., of the Sagada 
Mission, Philippine Islands, on Sunday 
morning, November 12th. Father Staun- 
ton_is one of the foremost missionaries 
of the American Church, and it was a 
privilege to hear his address, for he gave 
us the principles and methods upon which 
the Mission is conducted rather than 
specific details of the work itself. 

The people of the mountain province 
in which S. Mary’s Mission, Sagada, is 
situated, have been uncivilized Igorots; 
many of whom were head-hunters. 
Father Staunton began his work twelve 
years ago, and to quote from a recent re- 
port, “there are now at this Mission ap- 
proximately 2000 baptized Christians, 
600 communicants, 175 children under in- 
struction in our schools, 150 employees 
in our mills, shops, gardens and indus- 
tries, and 50 apprentices. 400,000 in- 
habitants of the Mountain Province await 
our ministrations. The electric lighting 
plant at our central station is managed by 
our own Igorot boys. Twenty miles of 
private telephone wire connect our 
twenty mission buildings and outstations. 
We are preparing to lease from the Gov- 
ernment a tract of 5000 acres of land to 
extend our cultivation of camphor, mul- 
berry and coffee trees, and other crops.” 
It would be difficult to duplicate such a 
record of accomplishment anywhere else 
in the Mission field. The development of 
this work in so short a time, with a com- 
paratively small outlay of money and 
workers, bears eloquent testimony to the 
intellectual and spiritual equipment of the 
Missionary. 

In his address, Father Staunton point- 
ed out the secret of his success. He said: 
“Our Altar is the centre about which the 
entire Mission revolves, and our Lord’s 
Presence there is the Source of all our 
strength and blessings. At the daily 
Eucharist some sixty or eighty men and 
boys are present on their way to work, 
and they often drop in for evensong on 
their way home in the late afternoon.” 

In view of the lack of faith and of 


the presence of a spirit of over-caution 
which are all too prevalent in the Home 
Church, it is refreshing to see the Church 
setting an example in a heathen land of 
the power and vitality of the Catholic 
Faith. The Orient Mission field has les- 
sons it can well teach the field in the 
Uccident ; in the former where prejudices 
do not exist, and where the full Gospel 
teaching can have free course, God’s 
Grace finds a ready response and bears 
abundant fruit. With this victory of the 
laith before us in the Sagada Mission, 
and not forgetting either the great awak- 
ening in the Church in China, we of 
America must learn thereby to free our- 
selves from the lethargy of some bad 
traditions, striving to emulate the faith 
and zeal of our brethren in the East. Let 
us make the Altar the centre of our life. 
In the pleading of tnat Holy Sacri- 


fice we are to find Courage to fight, Grace - 


to overcome, Power to live. 

The offering for Father Staunton’s 
work may well be increased; contribu- 
tions may be sent to the Rector. 


THE PRESIDENTS’ ASSOCIATION 
The annual meeting of the Presidents’ 
Association of the Germantown and 
Chestnut Hill Branches of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Board of Missions was 
held at the Parish House of S. Luke’s 
Church on Thursday, November 2nd. 

The object of the Association, which 
Was organized in 1913, is to bring the 
Parish Auxiliaries into closer touch for 
the furtherance of their mutual interests, 
and the more efficient conduct of their 
activities. 

The members of the Association are 
the presidents, vice presidents and the 
United Offering treasurers of the Parish 
ranches; and, by a recent Amendment 
to the Constitution, the Leaders of the 
Junior Auxiliaries are now to be in- 
cluded. 

Annually, in the fall, there is the 
“Bishop's Day,” which is arranged by 
the Presidents’ Association. It is an All- 
Day Devotional Meeting and Conference, 
and it was held this year at Christ 
Church, on November 15th. There is 
also a Missionary Service in the spring, 
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which is under the auspices of the Asso- 
ciation. 

There are four business meetings dur- 
ing the year, and this opportunity must 
not pass without a word of thanks to the 
Rector of S. Luke’s for his kindness in 
giving the Association the use of a room 
in the Parish House, as also for the same 
privilege granted to the Germantown 
Convocation Prayer Group, meeting on 
Saturdays from 11.30 to 12 o'clock. 

It is interesting to note that, following 
the example of Germantown and Chest- 
nut Hill, Presidents’ Associations, or 
Societies, have been formed in the Con- 
vocation of Norristown, for the Main 
Line churches, and at Torresdale for that 
section of the Convocation of German- 
town,—the Bishop having four “Days” 
this fall in the above localities. He is 
deeply interested in this plan, and hopes 
for its adoption throughout the diocese. 
Everything of this unifying nature must 
certainly tend to a growing “conscious- 
ness of a common mission.”

The 
advent of a monthly magazine is like a 
visit from a very welcome friend. It is 
much better to dispose of the magazines 
which accumulate with such fearful 
rapidity and the books which we can 
easily spare from our shelves in this way 


than to sell them for waste paper or to 
burn them. The names of persons glad 
to be recipients of these gifts may be had 
by applying to the Parish Librarian, Miss 
A. B. Beasley, Church Lane. It is hard 
to realize what it would be never to have 
anything to read! And yet many people 
find themselves in this state of mental 
starvation.

On Thursday evening, November 10, 
the Boy Scout troop connected with S. 
Luke’s Parish, held their second annual 
exhibition in the Parish Building. It 
was in the nature of a portrayal of Camp 
Life and every detail was well worked 
out and excellently executed. A large 
audience witnessed the exhibition and 
showed great interest in the good work 
done by the boys. 

The past year has been a most suc- 
cessful one for the Troop in every way. 
The membership has increased greatly, 
in fact there is a waiting list for entrance, 
and the standing of the troop in the work 
of scouting is of a very high order. 
Four of the scouts are now First Class 
Scouts, having passed successfully the ex- 
aminations required for advancement to 
this rank, and this alone is no easy mat- 
ter. In addition, two of the boys have 
received Merit Badges for advanced 
work in different branches of Scout 
work.

Hikes 
have been taken almost every week, and 
the boys spent during the summer 
twenty-one days in camp. ‘This we feel 
to be the most important part of the 
work for it gives the boys what they get 
in no other way—a spirit of self-reliance. 

“To help other people at all times; and 
to do their best to do their duty to God 
and their country,” is the Scout oath and 
surely if this be accomplished, Troop 41 
will become one of the most successful 
institutions in S.-Luke’s Parish.

Though Advent is not a fasting sea- 
son of obligation, it is nevertheless not 
unnecessary to call attention to'the fast of 
Christmas Eve, which closes it, because 
it is a day which is often sadly broken by 
feasting as the great night of Expecta- 
tion draws nigh. 

The Vigil before the Nativity of Our 
Lord stands first in the Table of Vigils 
in the Book of Common Prayer, and its 
observance is therefore a matter of 
obligation. 

(When Christmas Day falls on Mon- 
day, the Saturday previous is to be ob- 
served as the Vigil.) 

THE CHRISTMAS COMMUNION 

Christmas is, of course, first of all, 
the Day of Communion. A Christmas 
Communion goes to the root of the 
Mystery of His Coming—which is in the 
words of S: John: “And the Word 
was made Flesh, and dwelt among 
us, (and we beheld His glory, the glory 
as of the Cnly Begotten of the Father) 
full of grace and truth.” 

We keep Christmas by accepting in 
full faith and love this wonder of Divine 
Love, and by worshipping Him who thus 
made Himself known to us. 

On the Day when He vouchsafed to 
come, let us adore Him, not only for 
what He came for, saying to us, “Come 
near unto Me, I am thy Brother,’ but 
because He has revealed Himself to us— 
as the Only Begotten of the Father, full 
of Grace and Truth.” 

The Church is the Shrine of all this 
wealth of revelation, and we, as her 
members, keep the Feast, participating 
in the privilege of worship. This is not 
only the joy of Christmas, but the glory 
of it, and this is what we are to find in 
our Christmas Communion: “Behold 
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what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be 
called the sons of God?” 

It would be well for us to repeat these 
words over many times, to keep on re- 
minding ourselves thereby of the first 
truth of His Coming into the World, and 
of our part in Him, and these: 

“Beloved, now are we the Sons of 
God, and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be, but we know that when He shall 
appear, we shall be ike Him, for we shall 
see Him as He is.” “And every man 
that hath this hope in him, purifieth him- 
self, even as He is pure.’ into all this 
our Christmas Communion should lead 
us. 

Christmas is the Feast of all Feasts 
for us to show love to one another. The 
Holy Manger is the centre and source 
of Good-will. If He draws us to the 
Father, He also draws us in Him one 
with another. “Let all bitterness and 
wrath, and anger, and clamor, and evil- 
Speaking be put away from you with all 
malice: and be ye kind one to another, 
tender-hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ's sake hath for- 
given you.” 

Let us dread to stay away from Him 
on Christmas. He came by the greatest 
act of Grace to visit us, to be with us, 
to be our Friend, to be our Brother. 
For this abounding reason we come to 
visit, and pay Him homage. He has 
come thus in great humility to 
make Himself accessible to us. On our 
part our Christmas Communion is our 
welcome to Him, our act of homage, and 
of worship. The Mystery of His Com- 
ing is the motive of our worship, even 
as it is that of the Angels who desire to 
look upon and adore Him in His Holy 
Incarnation. For “when He brought in 
the First Begotten into the world, He 
saith, let all the Angels of God worship 
Him.” 


THE REV. JOHN B. FALKNER, D.D. 
Entered into Rest December 13, 1916 
Not a few persons in S. Luke’s Church 
will have learned, with deep regret, of 
the death of the Rev. Dr. Falkner, Rector 
Emeritus and for many years Rector of 
Christ Church, Germantown, and as one 


long identified with the Church’s life and 
activities in this community. 

Dr. Falkner will be affectionately re- 
membered by those of S. Luke’s who 
like him were, a score of years ago, 
deeply interested in the parochial and 
inter-parochial enterprises of that period. 

The Rector of S. Luke’s particularly 
calls to mind Dr. Falkner’s cordial wel- 
come accorded to him on his coming to 
Germantown, and the long course of 
mutual friendship, marked by increasing 
confidence and appreciation which char- 
acterized their relationship. This servant 
of our Divine Lord “made full proof of 
a ministry,’ of long, enduring and 
faithful service. He bore a true, loyal, 
full-hearted witness, following closely in 
the steps of Him, of whom those who 
have served Him long, most love to 
think as “the Shepherd and Bishop of 
our souls,” 


CHRISTMAS DAY. 

Whilst there is no authoritative tra- 
dition bearing on the date of our Lord’s 
birth, it is evident that the date, Decem- 
ber 25, eventually came to be fixed in the 
West for Christmas day in respect of its 
distance in time from March 25, when 
the Annunciation of the birth of our 
Lord is commemorated. It was ancient- 
ly held as an opinion in some quarters, 
that our Saviour’s earthly life commenc- 
ing at the Annunciation, was exactly 
thirty-three years to the day in duration, 
and therefore that the date of his con- 
ception was, thirty-three years later, 
likewise that of his Crucifixion, which 
happened as we know at the time of the 
Passover—the Easter of Christian times. 

Now, it was the opinion of Hippolytus 
in the early part of the third century, and 
he seems to have been the first to arrive 
at the conclusion, that our Lord suffered 
in the year A. D. 29; and that in that 
particular year the Passover fell on 
March 25. In this way the statement is 
confirmed that the original observance 
of the festival of the Nativity in the 
West was controlled as to date by its 
distance from the festival of Easter. In 
the East, by another calculation, April 6

THE RELIGION OF THE SIGN 

Christianity which celebrates its Birth- 
day on the Feast of the Nativity, Decem- 
ber 25th (this year on a Monday), deals 
largely in the sign language. Nowa sign 
is a motion or action which, used with 
or without words, signifies the meaning 
intended. 

The most wonderful things of reveal- 
ed religion are taught very largely by 
signs. Signs are “moving pictures’ — 
Christmas is a sight, and a very “moving” 
sight—moving in that it moves along 
the ages and repeats its history every 
year, indeed all the time, and moving 
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also in its effect upon the minds and the 
imaginations of men, and upon the lives 
of men too. 

First, as to the story of the Birth of 
Christmas Day (which is very brief, see- 
ing how important it is), it is an angel 
who tells it, and it is shepherds who hear 
it. You will notice that it is a story of 
contrasts. This is a feature which makes 
the story so impressive, and so touching, 
for the angel announces that the One 
who is born is really a great personage, 
and on the other hand (what no one 
would expect) that this Great One was 
born in a fashion quite in contrast with 
His station and importance. 

For (1) the angel says that the news 
he brings is “good tidings of great joy,” 
and sent “to all people,’ and, (2), for 
the reason that He that is this day born 
to them in the City of David (i. e. 
Bethlehem) is a “Saviour which is (3) 
the Christ, the Lord, i. e. Jehovah—God 
Himself. Probably the shepherds who 
first heard this message were not able to 
take it in, certainly in its full significance, 
no one does even now, without dwelling 
upon it. And in order that they might 
identify the child thus described, the 
angel said, that this would be the sign 
by which they should know him, and 
know that it was the One described by 
such lofty titles—they would find the 
“child wrapped in swaddling clothes, and 
lying in a manger’’—a strange place to 
find a king—nay, a prophet and a priest 
—for all this was involved in the name 
Christ or Messiah! The sign was, that 
they would find this Personage, One of 
surpassing dignity and Power, even 
Jehovah Himself, being a helpless babe, 
wrapped in swaddling clothes, in a man- 
ger of a cattle shed! 

And then as if to impress upon the 
minds of the shepherds the double won- 
der of the Person and the Birthplace, 
there broke forth a sight and a sound 
such as had never been seen or heard 
by mortals. For the word of the angel 
received the confirmation of a host of 
angels, when “suddenly there was with 
the angel, a multitude of the heavenly 
host, praising God and saying, Glory to 
God in the highest, and on earth, peace, 
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goodwill towards men.” And after this 
glory had passed away, the shepherds 
said to one another “let us go and see 
this thing which is come to pass, which 
the Lord hath made known unto us.” 

And wth the “sign” in their minds, 
the one thing to guide them, the only 
thing to identify the object of their 
search, they went eagerly with haste 
“and found Mary and Joseph, and the 
babe lying in a manger.” 

Now the notable thing which the 
shepherds held in mind, and the obsery- 
able of all observable things which we 
most of all, are to note is the sign— 
“the swaddling clothes and the manger.” 

The “sign” to us on Christmas Day, 
is the Grace of the Birth—its “Great 
Humility’—a theme most fully dwelt 
upon in Scripture! In describing the 
coming, one writer says “He took not 
on Him the nature of angels, but the 
seed of Abraham He took.” Also, “Let 
this mind be in you, which was also in 
Christ Jesus; Who being in the form of 
God thought it not robbery to be equal 
with God: But made Himself of no 
reputation, and took upon Him the form 
of a servant, and was made in the like- 
ness of men; and being found in fashion 
as a man He humbled Himself.” And 
when He speaks of Himself, He says, 
“Take My Yoke upon you, and learn of 
Me, for I am meek and lowly in heart, 
and ye shall find rest unto your souls.” 

“And this shall be a sign unto you” and 
the sign kept on, by which He was known 
and by which His disciples were to be 
known, “for it is enough that the dis- 
ciple be as his Master.” 

“And this shall be a sign unto you.” 
The sign came with His coming, and at 
the end, the sign deepened into the Great 
Sign, the sign of His Cross by which 
He won Salvation, and “draws all men 
from the earth unto Him.” 

“Wherefore God also hath highly ex- 
alted Him, and given Him a Name which 
is above every name, that at the Name of 
Jesus every knee should bow, of things 
in heaven, of things in earth, and things 
under the earth; and that every tongue 
should confess, that Jesus Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father.” 

Alleluia! Alleluia! Alleluia!

was arrived at as the date of the Pass- 
over in the year in which our Lord suf- 
fered; and thus we see how, in the East, 
the festival of the Epiphany, kept on 
January 6, was on that day, by the same 
mode of reckoning, celebrated as the 
anniversary of the Nativity—the con- 
ception and the death of Jesus being 
held to have taken place on the same 
day of the same month. Both the calcu- 
lations referred to are based on the sup- 
position that the Annunciation and the 
Crucifixion happened on the same day of 
the month, in divers years, the Birth 
taking place exactly nine months later 
than the former event. Upon this sub- 
ject Duchesne says, “It is possible that 
the date for the birth of Christ was fixed 
from the assumed starting-point of his 
Passion. Among all the solutions pro- 
posed this seems to me the most satis- 
factory.” 

Thus the date for commemorating the 
Nativity being determined, Christmas 
day naturally, like Easter, became in the 
West the nucleus around which another 
group of festivals of our Lord accumu- 
lated—the Circumcision, the Epiphany, 
the Presentation in the temple. The 
Advent season, as a preparation for 
Christmas, was added later. 

Christmas and Easter are, therefore, 
as the two poles of the globe—the two 
poles of the hemispheres of the Christian 
year, around which, as by a kind of 
natural attraction, the two great groups 
of commemorations of our Lord have 
accumulated—the whole cycle of the 
liturgical year ultimately being derived 
from Easter, which in turn is the great 
yearly anniversary and summary of the 
weekly [Eucharistic commemoration of 
the Lord’s day. Thus the expression in 
the Book of Common Prayer, ‘Easter 
day on which the rest depend,” is signifi- 
cant not only in regard to time, but also 
in regard to the origination of the whole 
liturgical cycle of the Catholic Church. 
—Staley.

A Tea was given by Branch No. 2, of 
the Woman's Auxiliary of S. Luke’s 
Church, on the afternoon of Tuesday, 
December 5. Mrs. John Markoe, the 
Diocesan President, had been invited to 
speak to the guests but at the last moment 
owing to illness, was unable to be pres- 
ent. It was a great disappointment, we 
are sure, to Mrs. Markoe, as well. Her 
place, however, was ably filled by Mrs. 
Charles Pancoast who most kindly con- 
sented to come at the last moment, and 
who spoke to us of our individual re- 
sponsibility in this most important work 
of the Church. It is expected that Mrs. 
Markoe will pay us her deferred visit 
at one of the meetings in January, the 
date to be announced later, and when we 
shall hope to have a large attendance to 
welcome her. 

It has been decided by Auxiliary No. 
2 to hold weekly meetings on the Thurs- 
day mornings throughout the winter to 
sew for a special purpose, and on one 
Thursday in each month to have an all- 
day meeting at which a simple luncheon 
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will be served for those who wish to re- 
main throughout the day. The first of 
these meetings will be held on Thursday, 
January 11, beginning at 10.30 A. M. 
The Officers and Executive Com- 
mittee will be glad of the help of any of 
the women of the Parish who are inter- 
ested in the missionary work of the 
Church. At present Auxiliary No. 2 is 
engaged in preparing a box of clothing 


for the Mission at Sagada, Phliippine- 


Islands, Father Staunton’s particular 
work and interest. 

A Christmas Box, containing gifts of 
useful articles and toys for the Pocosan 
Mission in Virginia numbering two hun- 
dred and ten people, was packed and sent 
by Branch No. 2 of the Women’s Aux- 
iliary of S. Luke’s Church, on Friday 
morning, December 1. 

Auxiliary No. 2 has adopted the 
Duplex Envelope, as a part of the system 
of contributing toward the work of that 
Branch. It is hoped there will be very 
general co-operation in the use of the 
envelopes within the Auxiliary. The re- 
turn envelopes may be placed in the 
Evangelist box in the Tower Porch of 
the Church.

Any articles suitable for a 
rummage sale, or materials to be made 
up by the Junior Auxiliary, would be 
much appreciated by Deaconess Gililand. 
S. Barnabas is also badly in need of new 
Altar linen, surplices and choir vest- 
ments. 

The next meeting of Branch No. 3 will 
be held on January 5th, at 8 P. M, 
preceded by intercessions at the 7 
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o'clock Celebration on Thursday, Janu- 
ary 4th. 


BISHOP TUCKER AT WITHER- 
SPOON HALL 

“Japan From Within” formed the sub- 
ject of an interesting meeting held at 
Witherspoon Hall, on the evening of 
December 12, when the Church’s work 
in that country was discussed. George 
Wharton Pepper presided, and the princi- 
pal address was made by Bishop Tucker, 
of Japan, who gave a broad survey of the 
present status of Christianity in his Dio- 
cese and the great possibilities of its ad- 
vancement if full advantage is taken of 
the existing opportunities. The Bishop 
pointed out that there are now between 
400 and 500 self-supporting Christian 
congregations in Japan and that five- 
sixths of the Church work is done by 
native workers. In order that this sup- 
ply of earnest Christian leaders may be 
maintained, both for the growth of 
Christianity and for the future moral 
and political benefit of Japan, he em- 
phasized the necessity of keeping the 
schools of the Church up to a high stand- 
ard, in order that they may compete suc- 
cessfully with the government’s schools 
and attract the most desirable class of 
scholars. Attention was especially direct- 
ed to the needs of S. Agnes’ School for 
Girls, at Kyoto, for whose reconstruction 
and improvement the Bishop desires to 
raise $50,000 in this country. For lack 
of adequate financial support this school 
has been deteriorating for years, the 
number of scholars having fallen off 
nearly a half and the equipment and 
physical conditions of the buildings being 
poor. Unless a great change is soon 
made the government license will be 
withdrawn, entailing a great loss of pres- 
tige for the Church and injuring the 
Christian cause in the eyes of the Japan- 
ese. 

Bishop Francis, of Indiana, strongly 
supported Bishop Tucker’s plea and 
contrasted the immense strides made by 
Christianity in Japan since the days 
when he labored there as a missionary. 
From his own experience he pointed out 
the importance of securing consecrated 


Christian native workers, such as can be 
educated and trained only in the schools 
of the Church. 

Dean Knapp, of the Training School 
for Deaconesses, gave a pleasant picture 
of her impressions of Japan from a six- 
weeks trip and dwelt especially upon the 
fine spirituality and high character of 
many of the women and men whom she 
met. 

The audience responded liberally to the 
appeals for’ S. Agnes’ School, and the 
cause so dear to Bishop Tucker’s heart 
was materially advanced by the meeting. 


THE SUNDAY SCHOOL ALUMNI 
SOCIETY 

Nearly seven years ago, in June, 1910, 
the first two classes were graduated from 
S. Luke’s Sunday School. Since that 
time, with the exception of 1914, one or 
two classes have been graduated each 
year and it was felt by the teachers of 
those classes and others, that the time 
had come to form some organization of 
the members. 

On Wednesday evening, December 6, 
a meeting was called at the Parish House, 
where fourteen graduates representing 
each one of the eight classes graduated, 
and four out of the five teachers were 
present. Miss Brinton presided and 
made a general statement concerning the 
formation and objects of the proposed 
society. 

The following officers were elected: 
President, The Rector, ex officio; first 
vice president, Marian Grafe, 1912; sec- 
ond vice presideat, Catherine T. Lanco, 
rr; secretary and treasurer, Katherine 
Sharp Smith, ’1o. 

It was decided: (1) To hold a busi- 
ness meeting in the autumn for the elec- 
tion of officers and any other business 
coming before the Society. (2) To give 
a party at the end of January to which 
every graduate should be privileged to 
invite one guest. (3) To hold a meeting 
in the summer to welcome the members 
of the yearly graduating classes into the 
Society. 

It was also decided to include the 
Superintendent of the Sunday School 
and teachers of graduating classes as 
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Honorary Members, and former mem- 
bers of the Sunday School taking the 
graded course, yet for various reasons, 
not graduating, as Associate Members. 
An Executive Committee, of one mem- 
ber from each class, with the officers, 
was chosen to take charge of the 
arrangements for the party. It consisted

memorations of our Lord: it is a festival 
of very great importance, being more 
ancient than Christmas day itself. The 
epiphany is the Eastern equivalent of 
Christmas in the West. Originally 
Christmas was a festival peculiar to the 
Latin Church, for S. John Chrysostom 
tells us that it had not been introduced 
at Antioch until about the year 375. On 
the other hand the festival of January 6 
was as little known at Rome and in 
Africa, as that of December 25 was 
amongst the Easterns. 

It is difficult to assign an exact date 
to the origin of the festival of the 
Epiphany, but it is certain that during 
the course of the fourth century it was 
universally observed by the orthodox 
Churches of the East, and that three 
events were commemorated—(1) The 
Birth of Christ: (2) The Adoration of 
the Wise Men: (3) The Baptism of 
Christ. During the fourth century the 
observance of the festival of the 
Epiphany found its way into the West, 
by way of Gaul and Spain, and not of 
Rome. The Emperor Julian observed it 
at Vienne in Gaul A. D. 361, but ap- 
parently as a festival of the Nativity.

A 
Divine Providence is working out the 
Divine Will through the nations, and 
bringing to pass changes in the nations 
and in the fortunes of men which are 
beyond all human calculation and fore- 
sight. Let us implore Him, “the King 
of Kings and Lord of Lords,” in whose 
hands are the ends of the earth, and 
who overrules the counsels of men, to 
bring about His Holy Will, making “the 
fierceness of man to turn to His praise” 
and setti ` rth His purpose for the ad- 
vancement the Kingdom.

THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY 

The monthly meeting of the \Woman’s 
Auxiliary was held on March rst at the 
usual time. After reading the reports 
and transacting the routine business, a 
most interesting account of the work of 
the Italian Mission in the city was given 
by Deaconess Carroll. A 

The Deaconess has the oversight of all 
the Italian work, the principal centers of 
which are at L’Emmanuello Church, 
Christian street below Eleventh street, 
and in Richmond. As there is no church 


building there for the Italians the Rev. 
Mr. Arkin gives them the use of his 
church, St. George’s, at times when he 
has no serivce. 

There is great poverty and ignorance 
among the people, almost none of the 
women being able to read even their own 
language. But they welcome gladly the 
instruction given them, and are eager to 


‘hear the Bible read; especially the New 


Testament. 

As Deaconess Carroll has passed a 
large part of her life in Italy she is 
thoroughly conversant with the language 
auu therefore well adapted to the posi- 
tion. She pleads earnestly for helpers— 
teachers either for Sunday School or in 
the Kindergartens, etc. 

As the offering on Ash Wednesday 
was very small no appropriations could 
be made beyond paying the Annual 
Pledges, so that many appeals received 
had to be left unanswered. 


The Presidents of the Germantown 
and Chestnut Hill Branches of the 
Woman's Auxiliary are arranging for 
the Fifth Annual Missionary Service, 
which will be held i. S. Lulke’s Church, 
Germantown, on Wednesday evening, 
April 11th, at 8 o'clock. It is hoped that 
many in the congregation, men as well as 
women, will make it a duty as well as a 
pleasure to be present at this service. The 
address will be made by Bishop Rowe, of 
Alaska, who will, in his usual enthusias- 
tic manner, tell a most interesting story. 
The service is especially arraaged for 
Indian Missions, and surely these wards 
of the Nation deserve our hearty support 
and our prayers.

THE RESURRECTION. 

The Resurrection is a new fact, it is 
something beyond every other experi- 
ence of life. When the Lord Christ rose 
from the dead, He came forth, not as 
man after the old order, but as. the 
Head of a new order, as “the second 
Adam,” as “the first fruits of them that 
slept.” As such in rising from the 
dead, He made a new revelation of Him- 
self. He had already manifested Him- 
self as the seed of Abraham, He had 
shown Himself as the Atoning Sacrifice 
for sin. In the resurrection He shows 
Himself a. the pledge of a new Life, 
“over which death hath no more 
dominion,” fa; He is now the First-Be- 
gotten from the Dead; not the only-Be- 
gotten, but the First-Begotten. 

And the fashion in which He appeared 
after He rose from the dead, was indica- 
tive of that new Life upon which He had 
entered. He was the same, yet changed. 
No one saw Him rise from the dead—He 
came forth from the grave while men 
slept; as S. Paul intimates, “in the twink- 
ling of an eye.” He broke the bonds of 
death without noise or tumult; without 
sign or word—the keepers guarded an 
empty tomb. Its occupant was gone, and 
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they knew not of it. He appeared to His 
disciples only as He made Himself 
recognizable. While they beheld and 
talked with Him, while even He ate be- 
fore them, He made it manifest that He 
belonged no longer to the world of 
sensible objects. His resurrection was 
not for an earthly sojourn, but for 
an heavenly. “I go,’ He says, “to my 


` Father and your Father, to my God and 


your God.” 

And still the sight of the Risen Lord 
was a matter of certainty. “He showed 
Himself” to His apostles “by many in- 
fallible proofs.” Thus He stood before 
them our great Original of the life to 
come, no phantom, but in very sub- 
stance, with human form and voice, and 
beaming with human thought, expression 
and love. Thus He connected the state 
before and the state after death, making 
but the brief interval between, the pass- 
age to the life eternal. 

And the sight of Jesus the Christ restor- 
ed, transfigured, abundant as it is in its 
certainty, is great in its encouragement to 
us. The second Adam is a quickening 
spirit to give us the virtue of his purity, 
and of His incorruption, to sow the seed 
of Eternal Life in our nature. His Life- 
giving Holiness goes forth to renew the 
race, He came to save and to regenerate, 
He is the living Spirit, quick and powerful 
and piercing to the innermost, He is 
the first fruits of the Resurrection; we 
follow each in his own order, to each He 
gives his own glory. 

“Thanks be to God.” 


THE EASTER COMMUNION 

Always at S. Luke’s there is a very 
large number of communions made on 
Kaster Day, sometimes as many as be- 
tween five and six hundred. For this 
reason three early celebrations are 
provided, and there is also the one at 
10.30. There is no occasion in the 
whole year that is quite so momentous 
to the Christian disciple as this one of 
his making his Easter Communion. 
The day is the greatest of all days in 
the Church calendar, not because only 
of its being the demonstration of the 
glorious fact of the Resurrection of the 
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Lord Jesus Christ, but because this stu- 
pendous event is the culmination in 
His history as Son of Man, of the 
Incarnation. That Mystery in the 
Resurrection, receives its crown and 
culminating proof. The first Birth is 
proved by this second Birth, for by 
rising from the Dead He became the 
“first Begotten from the dead.” And 
this second Birth, a mystery in itself, 
but capable of proof, confirms the 
mystery of the first Birth, which is in- 
capable of proof. So great an event, 
and one which so intimately concerns 
the human race, can easily be seen to 
give the utmost impressiveness to the 
anniversary which celebrates it. On 
Easter we look into the eternal world 
with perfectly clear gaze and with 
absolute certainty that what we see is 
true and real. Hence the gift of the 
Sacrament of the precious Body and 
Blood, is the gift to every soul of the 
countersign to eternity. A distinguish- 
ed Bishop once described a solemn 
requiem celebrated at the funeral of 
another Bishop as the act of “flinging 
defiance in the face of death.” This is 
what the Christian faces at his Easter 
Communion—the consummation of his 
redemption in Jesus Christ. It is a 
solemn moment. The Communion made 
then should only be approached with 
most careful preparation. 

A singular habit has taken hold of 
many good people, viz.: of making a 
communion at Easter, after neglect of 
a whole year, perhaps, and with the 
intention of a further and repeated 
neglect. ; 

This is done largely through ignor- 
ance, and partly in some cases through 
carelessness. No one should make 
his communion at Easter, without pre- 
paring for it. If one has got into 
the habit of making no communion he 
should make the Easter feast the occas- 
ion of consulting with his spiritual ad- 
viser, and no one should make an Easter 
Communion with the intention of habit- 
ually remaining away afterwards. 

Membership is not without obliga- 
tion. Privileges are not without respon- 
sibility.

Easter is a blessed gift of life and 
light to all mankind. What the blessed 
Sacrament of life and light may be to 
the individual believer, must depend a 
good deal upon the believer’s own 
spiritual capacity to receive the blessing. 


MRS. ISABELLE TREICHEL SMITH 

On the Feast of the Annunciation, 
March 25th, Mrs. Treichel Smith in the 
83d year of her age, and at her resi- 
dence in New York City, passed from 
earth to take her place and to find her 
reward in the paradise of God’s Saints. 
Her illness was brief and painless. She had 
waited long for this summons to go, and 
when she went at the bidding of Him in 
whose hands all souls are waiting His 
call, it was as we can believe, with a joy- 
ful alacrity. 

Funeral services were held in S., 
Luke’s Church, on Wednesday 28th, at 
2.30 P. M., a few friends coming from 
New York, among whom were Mr. 
Douglass H. Robbins and Miss Hopkins, 
a member of Mrs. Smith’s mother’s 
family. 

Many years since, Mrs. Smith removed 
from Germantown with her brother, Mr. 
William Penn C. Treichel. Formerly, as 
will be known by the few who 
were associated with her, the Treichel 
family were numerous and usefully ac- 
tive in old S. Luke’s. The Treichel 
house still stands far back on School 
Lane, and it was there that an active and 
interested family long gave devoted ser- 
vice to the interests of S. Luke’s Parish. 
Messrs. Treichel served in the Civil War, 
and subsequently Mr. Charles Treichel, 
Jr., was in charge of the Sc.diers’ Home, 
California, and Mr. William Treichel 
made his residence in New York City. 
A mural tablet on the north aisle of the 
church commemorates the family. Some 
nine years ago Mrs. Treichel Smith pre- 
sented a handsome paten and jeweled 
chalice to the parish in memory of the 
family. Her attachment to S. Luke’s 
was constant through all the years of 
her long life. As the first Christians 
prayed for their friends who had gone 
before, so we pray that she may find in 
her Lord, rest and joy everlasting.

EASTER DAY 
Tue QuEEN oF FEASTS 

I. This day offers us the greatest 
measure of joy our souls can know. Let 
us first think of its radiant happiness in 
contrast vith the dark night which would 
fill our world had not Christ risen. Our 
faith woul be vain, for the supposed 
heralds of God’s truth would have been 
found false; >our beloved dead, having 
perished utterly, would never rise from 
the dust; we would be of all men the 
most miserable. And when our hearts 
have fully realized what would be the 
total gloom of a world without a risen 
Christ, then let them leap up at S. Paul’s 
clarion note of triumph: “But now is 
Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first fruits of them that are asleep.” 
Victory is ours. “We are more than 
conquerors through Him that loved us.” 

II. The risen Christ is the foundation 
of the Church, with its saving Word and 


sacraments. Only by His triumph over 
death were His scattered disciples gather- 
ed together once more in courage and 
joy, and, from timid peasants, converted 
into confessors and martyrs. Through 
the Church the power of the resurrec- 
tion for the regeneration of mankind has 
been extended, and constantly widened 
and deepened, by her ministrations to 
souls throughout the Christian ages. A 
fine example and symbol of the redemp- 
tion wrought by Christ through His 
mystical Body is the Cathedral at Zanzi- 
bar, for it is built over a slave market, 
and its high altar is set where for cen- 
turies of Arab rule there had been a 
bloody whipping-post. The Christ of 
Eastertide has set the captive free. 

III. All true instincts of the human 
heart find their satisfaction in our glori- 
ous risen Jesus. In these modern days 
the wonders bound up in the material of 
the universe occupy us much, and our 
minds demand that matter should not be 
lost. But where is matter conserved as 
in the Resurrection, where it became the 
royal robe of Incarnate God for eternity ? 
And thus has it become holy to us also. 
Through the Resurrection the very bells 
on our horses and the pots of our kitch- 
ens are sanctified (Zech. xiv: 21). But 
the power which flows out from Easter 
to consecrate minds and wills by grace 
is the greatest miracle of the Queen of 
Feasts. It has made possible such con- 
versions of souls, that S. Paul could 
confidently demand of thieves not only 
that they steal no more and that they 
labor for their own living, but that they 
become alms-givers (Eph. iv: 28). The 
power of the Resurrection alone can turn 
robbers into lovers and benefactors of 
their fellow-men.—‘Daily Meditations,” 
Harrison. 


LETTER OF PRESIDENT LINCOLN 
Note—This letter which is probably little 
known is a notable example of skillful argu- 
ment on the part of the late President. 
Executive Mansion, 
Washington, September 4, 1864. 
Eliza P. Gurney, 
My esteemed friend, 
I have not forgotten—probably never 
shall forget—the very impressive occas- 
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ion when yourself and friends visited me 
on a Sabbath forenoon two years ago. 
Nor has your kind letter, written nearly 
a year later, ever been forgotten. In all, 
it has been your purpose to strengthen 
my reliance on God. I am much in- 
debted to the good Christian people of 
the country for their constant prayers 
and consolations ; and to no one of them, 
more than to yourself. The purposes of 
the Almighty are perfect, and must pre- 
vail, though we erring mortals may fail 
to accurately perceive them in advance. 
We hoped for a happy termination of 
this terrible war long before this; but 
God knows best, and has ruled otherwise. 
We shall yet acknowledge His wisdom 
and own our error therein. Meanwhile 
we must work earnestly in the best light 
He gives us, trusting that so working 
still conduces to the great ends He or- 
dains. Surely He intends some great 
good to follow this mighty convulsion, 
which no mortal could make, and no 
mortal could stay. 

Your people—the Friends—have had, 
and are having, a very great trial. On 
principle, and faith, opposed to both war 
and oppression, they can only practically 
oppose oppression by war. In this hard 
dilemma, some have chosen one horn and 
some the other. For those appealing to 
me on conscientious grounds, I have 
done, and shall do, the best I could and 
can, in my own conscience, under my 
oath to the laws. That you believe this 
I doubt not; and` believing it, I shall 
still receive, for our country and myself, 
your earnest prayers to our Father in 
Heaven.

NOTES ON THE CHURCH'S 
MISSION WORK 

A missionary in Montana, writing of 
some of his experiences in opening new 
missions, says: 

“The pleasure of pushing the work of 
the Church into new settlements, of lay- 
ing foundations and touching the lives of 
men under these conditions was very 
great indeed. There were no Churches 


in places convenient and available. This 
meant every sort of place you can think 
except the street. In the absence of that 
experience | feel that I have missed 
something. Some of the most pleasant 
recollections of my experience are of 
services conducted in schoolhouse, box- 
car, cow camp, saloon, mercantile store, 
hotel dining room, sheep camp, bunk 
house, kitchen, dance hall, in fact in 
every kind of place and under every sort 
of circumstance. Regular monthly visits 
were made to these new towns at the 
front, as they were called before rail- 
way service was established, and the 
places were reached by means ot a speed- 
er, dirt train and construction train.” 


Two of our American missionaries in 
Nanking protected a government orphan- 
age of 6oo girls from the depredations 
of a rebel army which overran the city 
three years ago. Asa result, the head of 
the orphanage has been drawn to Christ, 
and the 600 girls are regularly sent to 
the mission for Christian instruction. 


Our Christian educational work in 
China has produced some astonishing re- 
sults. By the side of nearly every 
church or mission chapel will be found 
the day school—‘feeders” to our many 
middle schools, which in turn are ‘‘feed- 
ers’ to our universities, St. John’s at 
Shanghai, and Boone at Wuchang. 

These two institutions have turned out 
men who are leaders in the nation. At 
the time of the setting-up of the Repub- 
lic, two of St. John’s greduates were 
members of the first cabinet. (It might 
be noted also that the m.n who did the 
chief work in framing the constitution 
is a Christian, the son of a Chinese 
clergyman of the Church of England.) 

Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese Ambas- 
sador to the United States, is a graduate 
of St. John’s University and is a Chris- 
tian. 

The Ambassadors to Germany and 
Great Britain were also St. John’s men. 

The President and Vice President of 
the Government College in Pekin, which 
has charge of choosing the students who 


of our own, and services had to be heldcome to America on the idemnity money 
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which the United States refunded to 
China—both of these men are St. John’s 
graduates. So also is the director of 
those Chinese government students in 
Washington. 

Another is the founder and president 
of the Shanghai High School, a private 
school with 500 pupils. 

Another is head physician of the Muni- 
cipal Dispensary in the great city of 
Nanking. 

Another is in charge of the Han-yang 
Iron Works—one of the biggest indus- 
trial concerns in China. 

Great numbers of others are leaders in 
the engineering, professional and busi- 
ness world. 


Translation from ‘Pica-Pica,’ (a 
Porto Rican weekly) January 6, 1917: 

“Also it appears to me that this (the 
recovery from a serious accident of a 
prominent citizen) has contributed to S. 
Luke’s Hospital, which is an ideal place 
for helping the sick, as Munos Rivera 
(the most prominent citizen of the island 
who recently died in San Juan) proved 
he thought by wishing to be taken there. 

“S. Luke’s makes a pleasing impres- 
sion on the exterior and interior. The 
hospital is situated on a hill exposed to 
the full strength of the trade winds, and 
the pure air which one inhales there, to- 
gether with the intelligent and sympa- 
thetic nurses, are enough to effect the 
most difficult cure. 

“In front of the Hospital today one 
meets Miss Etta L. Robbins, (the head 
nurse) and Doctors Mayoral and Riera 
(Porto Rican practitioners who help our 
staff) whom ‘Pica-Pica’ is glad to con- 
gratulate on the good work which they 
are doing for the sick of Ponce, the 
Government of which could well con- 
tribute to the support of such an admir- 
able and useful institution.” 


With the opening of S. Stephen’s Hos- 
pital at Fort Yukon, Alaska, last year, 
the Church has established the only hos- 
pital within the Arctic zone in all North 
America. Archdeacon Stuck writes 
“Until we built this hospital at Fort 
Yukon there was no place of any sort 


where such care might be had along 700 
miles of the Yukon River, from Dawson 
to Tanana; and so far as natives are con- 
cerned—and it was chiefly the neglected 
natives that we had in mind—there was 
no place for goo miles.” 

There is as yet only one trained nurse 
and the staff has been hard put to it 
especially during the epidemics of pneu- 
monia. This disease has proved dread- 
fully fatal in Alaska. Moreover, it is a 
disease that is particularly difficult to 
treat in a native cabin, because it needs 
an abundance of fresh cold air, and these 
cabins have usually several occupants

Also towards the genius of the 
maker, Mr. Carlton C. Michell, now liv- 
ing in England. This is an instance of 
many others, wherein it is much appar- 
eat, that when you are doing something 
important, it is worth while to do it well.

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S. Luke’s Mission Study Class has 
been unusually interesting this year. The 
Text Book used in common with the 
other classes in this diocese, was “The 
New World,” by the Rev. Arthur R. 
Gray, and in the too brief course of six 
meetings we made under the guidance of 
Miss Lydia West, an extensive, if not 
exhaustive study of the various countries 
of Latin America. This increasingly at- 
tractive subject has opened new vistas, 
before the members of the class and a 
realization of our neighboring countries’ 
needs, that we may be able to supply 
possibly, but also we must admit whole- 
heartedly and without condescension, 
that they share with us the great honour 
ot being rightfully Americans. 

We have became familiar with the 
great General Bolivar, and the gentle Las 
Casas, who to some of us, were merely 
names before—the Conquestadores of 
the Cross—and the early efforts of the 
Roman Church to  Christianize the 
natives, and alas when her rule was 
established in so large a part of Central 
and South America, seemed so sadly to 
neglect. 

With more intimate knowledge of 
these peoples, it is to be hoped, we shall 
more gladly endeavor to share with them 
our own great blessings and in sending 
the Church to them, freely give them 
help in establishing free institutions of 
government and the means of dispensing 
liberal education among the masses. 

S. Luke’s has been most fortunate in 
the Mission Study leader, Miss Lydia 
West, of S. John’s Church, Norristown, 
who has by her charm of character and 
rare sweetness and earnestness of man- 
ner, interested and endeared herself to 
her hearers. 

I have been told, the text book for 
next year has been written by Bishop 
Rhinelander. May I express the hope 
that Miss Edith Brinton will consent to 
become the Educational Secretary for 
S. Luke’s? No one would be better fit- 
ted, and if she will give her consent, we 
may look forward to larger classes and 
wider influence in Mission Study.

“THE NATIONAL AWAKENING” 

We put the above heading in italics 
and quotation marks, because it is the 
slogan of this day. The title was the 
preacher’s theme on Sunday, the 29th 
inst, when S. Luke’s had its first of 
National Days. We say the “first,” for 
this one will not be the last. In fact we 
have had days of this kind before. We 
had one on the Eve of Lincoln’s Birth- 
day, February the twelfth. 


Sunday the 29th was a notable day, 
for it was the first such observance 
since, by the President’s call, America 
has entered into the alignment of the 
nations who are fighting for righteous- 
ness and equity, and for the recognition 
of Political Liberty. 

The Rev. R. Bakewell-Green spoke 
with wisdom and skill. His purpose 
was to show the tendency of peoples to 
sleep and to forget for what they .are 
born, their readiness to bury themselves 
in somnolent indulgence, and to forget 
that ‘salvation lies, not in ease, not in 
exemption from effort, or from pain, or 
even death encountered in the line of 
self-sacrifice. 

“And that knowing that now it is high 
time to awake out of sleep.” This he 
urged, is the significance of the present 
crisis. for America. She is allied with 
the cause of self-sacrifice, which can 
alone bring her honour, and which can 
alone save her as a nation. 

The speaker's quotation from Collier’s 
“England and the English” is so valuable 
that we give it here: 

“It is the ghastly portent of the time 
that social and political forces are de- 
manding that men should work less in- 
stead of planning to make it wholesome 
for them to work more. Work, and 
nothing else, is man’s salvation. 

“It is easy to see how this new doctrine 
has arisen. As the belief in the super- 
natural, or to put it in the common par- 
lance of the street, the belief in God, has 
grown less strong, there has come a pre- 
posterous belief in man, a deification of 
men. Men have transferred their allegi- 
ance and their thoughts from God to 
man. The Channing school of Unitar- 
ianism in New England, which revolted 
from the exaggerated orthodoxy of 
Jonathan Edwards, and the philosophy 
of Comte in France, are organized illus- 
trations of the better side of this change. 
But this refinement has percolated down 
through the masses in the coarse form of 
mere vulgar and frankly selfish socialism. 
Man is to be the god, and as such is to be 
worshipped, provided for, and exalted. 
The fundamental philosophy underlying 
all forms of socialisin, disguise it as you 
will, is the worship of man. The pander- 
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ing to this new doctrine in the name of 
Christian socialism is simply loose-mind- 
edness. The pith of Christianity and the 
pith of socialism are as the poles apart. 
But the pulpit has its demagogues, and its 
opportunists, no less than the forum. 
This diluted Christianity, which accepts 
the doctrines whilst waiving the obliga- 
tions, is nowadays dubbed manly. Man- 
ly merely because it sides with man 
against God, but could anything be less 
so? It sugars the penalties, softens the 
warnings, emasculates the command- 
ments, and all to please the mob; not to 
harden them, not to inspire them, not to 
lift them, but to throw their thoughts 
back upon themselves. Christianity is at 
least virile enough to crucify its God, and 
to announce that pain points the way to 
salvation. This new god is to be fed and 
educated for nothing as a child; is to 
work only eight hours a day as an adult; 
is to be pensioned at seventy, and never 
to bear a cross, much less be nailed upon 
one, 1f by any means it can be avoided. 

“We in America are only just recover- 
ing from an epigram which held that 
labor should not be crucified. The only 
labor that counts for anything in the 
world has always been, and always will 
be, born of pain. That is its glory. The 
nearer labor comes to being a sacrifice of 
self, the nearer the laborers comes to 
being a hero and a saint. Labor is digni- 
fied only when it ceases to watch the 
clock, and when duty calls is willing to 
bear a cross. Wherever and whenever 
the individual, or any class in the com- 
munity, whether rich or poor, balks at 
labor, at pain, at sacrifice, at the cross 
in short, you have in that individual and 
in that class a menace to the community 
and to the State. And it is this very 
individual, and this same class, that the 
professional philanthropist, the political 
and economic sentimentalist, is doing his 
best to encourage. There is no surer, no 
shorter way to murder the State than to 
keep such as these alive. This new doc- 
trine, that at all hazards men must live, 
is a pagan doctrine, and bad morality and 
bad economics as well. It was a French 
judge who met the issue as it should be 
met. The prisoner before him charged 
with stealing bread said: ‘My soul, I 
must live!’ ‘T do not see the necessity !’ 
replied the judge.” 


S. LUKE’S MISSION 


The Special Offering on Easter Day 
amounted to $32. This was devoted to 
the Building Fund. The Junior Helpers 
of S. Luke’s Church manifested their 
interest in the work of the Mission by 
contributing the proceeds of their 
Novelty Party to this Fund. These 
recent additions have brought the Build- 
ing Fund well past the coveted thousand- 
dollar mark; the sum now amounting to 
$1072.42. 

If any other organization, or individ- 
uals in the Parish are interested in 
“Home Missions,” they could do no bet- 
ter than help swell this fund. A visit to 
the Mission at one of our Sunday night 
services might demonstrate the need of 
aiding and enlarging this work.

FESTIVALS OF ASCENSION 
AND WHITSUNDAY 

The Ascension Day, also described in 
the Table of Feasts and Fasts as “Holy 
Thursday,” is the last in order of the 
festivals of our Lord, and is a commem- 
oration of surpassing importance. As 
Ascension Day always falls on a work- 
ing day, it has, as a consequence, suffer- 
ed much neglect; and yet it is a day of 
higher rank than any ordinary Sunday 
of the year. 

We read in the Acts of the Apostles 
that our Lord “showed Himself alive 
after His Passion, to His Apostles, by 
many infallible proofs, being seen of 
them forty days;” and that, after giving 
His final instructions, “while they be- 
held He was taken up, and a cloud re- 
ceived Him out of their sight.’ It is 
this great event which the Church com- 
memorates on Ascension Day, which 
falls on the fortieth day after Faster 
Day. 

Ten days later, “when the Day. of 
Pentecost was fully come,” God the Holy 
Ghost descended upon the Church, and 
by this outpouring of the Spirit, the 
Church passed out from its Jewish or 
national phase and became Catholic or 
universal. It is in this sense that the 
Day of Pentecost or Whitsunday, is the 
birthday of the Christian Church. This 
momentous event is celebrated on Whit- 
sunday. 
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BISHOP ROWE AT S. LUKE'S 

The Spring Missionary Service of the 
Germantown and Chestnut Hill branches 
of the Women’s Auxiliary was held at 
St. Luke’s Church, Wednesday evening, 
April 11th. Bishop Rowe, of Alaska, 
was the speaker and took for his subject 
the Indians and Esquimo of our North- 
ern land. 

Always interesting, the Bishop was at 
his best and held the congregation spell 
bound as he told of the great work he 
is doing to carry light to these, our 
brothers who live in the darkness of the 
Arctic. 

In part he said: 

“The slogan of the Mission work to- 
day is ‘More faith, more facts, more 
funds, more folks.’ I am going to speak 
to-night on the facts about the Indians 
and Esauimo.” 


He then told of the work among the 
Indians of Southeastern Alaska where 
Mr. Duncan, coming from Canada many 
years ago, built, first a Church, then a 
viliage, and now has a devoted Christian 
community who live about him. The 
Board of Education of the United States 
Government has now gone in and is 
breaking up the work, and Mr. Duncan, 
who is 85 years old, is living on suffer- 
ence in the village which he founded. 
Something must be done to help him. 

The Bishop, after speaking of the 
Indians in the extreme West, under the 
Russian Church, carried us up the 
Yukon to our own great work amorg 
the inland Indians. Here we are alone 
in the field and he said we should be 
proud of the ministry for which the 
Church is responsible among these 
people. Of the devoted men and 
women shut away from the world, of the 
hospitals and schools among them. The 
Church has been there twelve years, and 
the Board of Education only got into the 
field five years ago. 

Those present will never forget his 
description of the travel with dog sleds 
under the Arctic nights. The training 
required, before one is fit to take such a 
journey. Traveling with dogs on snow- 
shoes, the leader breaks the trail and the 
dogs follow, the companions going be- 


hind. Nights spent in the open when the 
howl of a wolf is the worst cry in the 
whole land. 

Is there any consolation? The glare 
and wonder of the northern lights, and 
most of all the love and confidence of 
the Indians for which all this is done. 

Then he spoke of the Esquimo, our 
most Northern brothers, living in 
ingloos. Can they be lifted up? There 
are Esquimo to-day who take part in 
the service as well as any one at home 
and love the Church which is the only 
thing that has brought them Life. Is it 
not worth while to make sacrifices, to 
starve and freeze for such people? These 
people after they are helped show char- 
acter. Artists love to paint Christian 
Esquimo because of the character in 
their faces. They are increasing now 
since Christianity has come among them, 
and the Church is defending them from 
the unspeakable whalers who preyed 
upon them. 

Bishop Rowe concluded: “S. Paul 
would say if he were to come to Phila- 
delphia, ‘I charge you first of all to 
pray: When the Apostles were in prison 
their friends prayed and they were re- 
leased. The highest form of human 
energy in the Church is prayer, and it 
is the least used. We do not stay on the 
mountain top long enough to have our 
faces transfigured. We do not remember 
the windows opened toward the Holy 
City. I charge you first of all to pray.” 


S. Luke’s Branch of the Girls’ Friend- 
ly Society, has been working during the 
past Lent for the Visiting Nurse Asso- 
ciation in Germantown, and also for one 
of the G. F. S. diocesan boxes. Perhaps 
it will interest the readers of the 
“Evangelist” to know that the G. F. S. 
in this diocese sends over 3000 garments 
as well as other articles yearly through 
these diocesan missionary boxes, which 
we annually distribute to objects repre- 
senting the various fields of the Church’s 
work. 

S. Luke’s Branch has this year furnish- 
ed partial outfits for three little Tndian 
girls in S. Michael’s, Arapahoe School, 
Wind River, Wyoming. Besides the gar- 


os 
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ments made, some of the girls have knit- 
ted caps and mufflers, and others have 
made money to buy the stockings, etc., to 
complete the outfits. Two dozen tea 
towels will also go toward the supplies 
for the school. 

As it is not practical to send boxes to 
foreign missions, the G. F. S., all over 
the country, has this year taken for its 
foreign object S: Agnes School, Kioto, 
and is trying to raise $2500 to build 
one of the new buildings required 
by the Japanese government. S. Luke’s 
Branch has contributed’ $25.00 toward 
this object, partly through the efforts of 
one of ‘the associate members and her 
girls who made $10.00 during Lent and 
the rest from “birthday pennies,” 
brought in by the members at a meeting 
on April 16th. The G. F. S. in this 
diocese has so far collected about $230 
for this object. 


The Junior Helpers of the Holy 
Motherhood, all of whom are warm 
friends of S. Luke’s Mission, held a 
most successful “Novelty Party,” in S. 
Luke’s Parish House, on the evening of 
April 25th, from which a net profit of 
$60 was made. This sum has been pre- 
sented to the Mission to add to the 
Building Fund for the greatly needed, 
much desired church. 


AUXILIARY No 2 

A stated meeting of Branch No. 2, of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary, will be held on 
Thursday, May roth, at 10.30 A. M. At 
this meeting a report of the year’s work 
will be read, and the officers for the 
ensuing year will be elected. A full at- 
tendance of the members of the Auxili- 
ary is especially desired. 

Auxiliary No. 2 has continued to hold 
weekly meetings each Thursday morning 
at to o'clock, throughout the Spring 
months. The box of clothing for the 
Mission of S. Mary the Virgin, ‘at 
Sagada, P. I., has been completed and 
sent. At present the Auxiliary is mak- 
ing clothing for the mountain children of 
Virginia. 

On Thursday, April roth, 1917, Auxil- 
iary No. 2 held an all-day meeting. We 
had the pleasure, after luncheon, of 
listening to Mrs. Andrews, who gave us 


an interesting talk on Japan, and the 
work among the lepers. Mrs. Andrews 
spoke particularly of their great need of 
a church building. 
THE RED CROSS 

Through the kind permission of the 
Rector facilities have been offered in the 
Parish Building for holding meetings of 
a Class in Hygiene and Home Nursing, 
under. the auspices of the Red Cross. 
The class has been formed by Mrs. F. 
B. Gummey and consists of twenty 
women, members of S. Luke’s and other 
Parishes, and will be instructed by Miss 
Campbell, a nurse supplied by the Red 
Cross. Those who secure their diplomas 
as the end of the course will be qualified 
to assist in hospital work.

At Easter S. Barnabas’ Mission was 
the recipient of two lovely sets of com- 
munion linens—one from Epiphany 
Church, Pelham, and the other from 
Mrs. Gray in memory of her sister, the 
late Mrs. Olive Dorsey. Friends from 
four of the Germantown Churches gave 
the work on this latter set. 

Easter Week was a gay time at the 
Mission. At the closing of the Tuesday 
Guilds we were visited by a magician 
who performed all sorts of marvelous 
feats which, in our estimation, equalled 
the wonderful acts of Pauline and Kel- 
ler. Some of the children entertained 
us with music and recitations, and the 
good ladies supplied us with ice-cream 
and rabbit cookies which satisfied the 
cravings of the inner man. Thursday 
evening a party was given to the unmar- 
ried young folks, and on Friday the choir 
was surprised by having a social ending 
to the regular weekly rehearsal. 

During the recent school vacation, we 
took several of the girls on a sightseeing 
tour to the Curtis Publishing Company’s 
building, Independence Hall, Old St. 
Peter’s Church and arrived at Christ 
Church in time for the noon-day service. 
And I think we all felt prouder of our 
city and our church for this trip. 

We thank our readers for their help 
and interest in the past, and we assure 
you that we are trying to be more and 
more worthy of it in the future. 
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MISSION STUDY MEETING

The Mission Study Classes of the 
Diocese closed with great progress and 
increased interest.

Cuba, Porto Rica, Haiti, the Canal Zone, 
Mexico, and Brazil. 

Mrs. Pillsbry and Rev. Mr. Gilbert, 
of Chester, read the letters, written 
especially for the Mission Study Class, 
from missionaries in each field. These 
were most interesting and brought home 
to us new and vital conditions. 

A feature of the meeting was the pres- 
ence of a Mission Study Class of deaf 
mutes, men and women, who enjoyed 
the pictures and had read the letters. 

Two Mission Study Classes were con- 
ducted in the sign language in All Soul’s 
Church for the Deaf, by a member of 
Mrs. Pillsbry’s Diocesan Class, who un- 
derstood the sign language.

Part of a letter from one of our young 
ofcers in France: 


DEAR MOTHER: 

This week. was another notable event. 
We finished work Saturday noon and 
took the train to a small town nearby 
which had among other attractions, a 
hotel with steam heat and a cuisine, and 
also a bath room with hot baths. These 
we enjoyed to the limit, for the winter 
has started over here with incessant cold 
rains that make you wish you could get 
warm some other way rather than by 
going to bed. But we did not spend our 
whole time in going to bed. The town 
itself was interesting and Sunday morn- 
ing, as soon as we had finished a rather 
wonderful breakfast we went to the 
cathedral. It is one of the most famous 
in France and still intact. We could see 
very little of the outside as the authori- 
ties had it sandbagged to cover the carv- 
ing, and inside the carvings were all like- 
wise protected, but it really made little 
difference. The church, or I should say 
cathedral, large as it is, was packed, for 
we came in in the midst of high mass, 
and I shall never forget that sight. The 
organ was playing and I never have heard 
a finer, the acoustics were superb, and the 


choir sang wonderfully. The cathedral 
was crowded with women in black, chil- 


-dren in white, and soldiers. There were 


[French soldiers in sky blue trimmed with 
gold, others with red trousers, for the 
l'rench when on leave, still wear all the 
glories of the past, and the new war uni- 
form of sky blue ts even better than all 
the others. Then there were Belgian sol- 
diers in all the various colors they wear, 
and here and there you could see Portu- 
guese and Russians, but by far the most 
numerous of all were the British tom- 
mies and American soldiers. These 
filled the great nave, while at the 
back stood a large group of Lritish 
French and American officers, and for a 
few moments there was also there a 
engaleese Lancer, in full British uni- 
form, modified to suit his national tastes 
by substituting a turban for the cap and 
lengthening the tunic to reach his knees. 
The town was full of these, but he was 
the only one I saw in the cathedral. 

The British and American officers 
stuck together in a large group at the 
end of the nave, and even they were a 
wonderful sight, for standing just in 
front of me was a Scot, fully six foot 
three in olive drab jacket and multi- 
colored kilt, while tucked under his arm, 
was his diced glengarry. Beside him 
stood an Australian, and next came a 
subaltern of a guards regiment, and then 
some Americans and more British 
officers, but with it all, to stand there in 
that beautiful cathedral of the thirteenth 
century (1 think) full of women in 
mourning, but with never a sorrowful 
faces and with them the bronzed soldiers 
of almost every allied nation, and above 
them all the beautiful music of the huge 
organ and choir, and the priests intoning 
the service with the same Gregorian 
music as I have so often heard in St. 
Mark’s, was indeed the most impressive 
sight I have ever witnessed, and a great 
privilege. I wished that you could have 
been with me to see it all, and feel it, for 
you did more feeling than seeing, and 


there was lots to see.

PARISH NOTES. 


Tue EvanGeLIstT BULLETIN extends 
Christmas Greetings to all members of 
S. Luke's, old and young, and also good 
wishes for the coming New Year. THE 
EVANGELIST, by this smaller edition, of- 
fers by way of explanation that the rea- 
son of its not having appeared at the 
usual time, has been the unusual press- 
ure of work which at the opening of the 
Church's season made editorial writing 
almost impossible. This number of the 
paper in bulletin form will serve to be 
a medium of information of things hap- 
pening in the Parish and of a few needed 
notes of interest. 


The immediate item which it is hoped 
will receive interested attention, is the 
foremost one of Christmas Ciarities. 

The Rector asks that liberal contribu- 
tions may be sent to him or placed in 
the offering on Sunday morning next, 
(December 23rd) for the Sunday School 
and for Christmas expenses usually pro- 
vided for at this time. The Special Of- 
fering on the Fourth Sunday in Advent, 
December 23rd, will be for this purpose. 

The Christmas Day offering at 
all the celebrations will be for 
the Christmas Fund for the Relief 
of the Aged and Infirm Clergy, for the 


Sustentation Fund, and for the Educa- 
tion Fund. 

“Tf thou hast much give plenteously ; if 
thou hast little do thy diligence to give 
gladly of that little: for so gatherest thou 
thyself a good reward in the day of ne- 
cessity.” 

The Feast of the Blessed Nativity is a 
feast of open heart and hand. It is a 
feast of kindness. We are not to forget 
this. It is the “kindness and love of God 
our ‘Saviour toward man.” It would do 
everyone good to read what Faber says 
about kindness in his “Thoughts on 
Great Mysteries.’ It would teach us 
how blessed a Feast Christmas is, and 
how happy we can be in it; how much 
we can do to make others find its com- 
fort and joy. 


- Our Christmas Communions may well 
be made with this motive of kindness. It 
was this kindness that gave us the Blessed 
Jesus on this Day, and that made a 
Birthday for men which was to cover 
the earth with a new verdure, for “kind- 
ness is the turf of the spiritual world, 
whereon the sheep of Christ feed quiet- 
ly beneath the Shepherd’s eye.” Have 
this thought in your mind when you 
kneel to worship at the Manger of Beth- 
lehem—a_ thought to refresh you, and 
to turn “The cloudy and dark day” into 
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a day of brightness and of comfort un- 
Speakable. 

He will not forget that Christmas 1s 
the Feast, especially of children—the 
Feast which most reflects the spirit of 
childhood, and which in turn brings all 
of us back the secret and the precious- 
ness of the Kingdom of God: for “Who- 
soever shall not receive the kingdom of 
God as a little child, he shall not enter 
therein.” 


The Christmas Festival of the Sunday 
School will be held on Thursday even- 
ing, December 27th, the Feast of S. 
John the Evangelist. The Alumni Asso- 
ciation of the Sunday School is prepar- 
ing a play to be presented on this oc- 
casion. As this will be the first public 
appearance of this new organization, a 
larger attendance than usual is antici- 
pated. 


The Christmas Carol Service of the 


Sunday School will be held on the Sun- 


day after Christmas at 4 o'clock. 


S. LUKE’S MISSION. 


It is a pleasure to record here a real 
step forward in the progress of this im- 
portant work. For many months past 
the inadequate facilities of the small 
house used by the Mission have ham- 
pered its growth, and it was not until 
this fall that a larger house became avail- 
able. This house situated at the corner 
of Sixty-fifth Avenue and Twenty-first 
Street, has been rented, and a chapel 


of ample proportions has been fitted up 
on the first floor, by the men of the Mis- 
sion, 

The first services in the new building 
were held on the Second Sunday in Ad- 
vent, attended by large congregations. 

The deep earnestness and persevering 
faith of the people of S. Luke’s Mission 
in maintaining this work for upwards of 
four years, call for wider recognition and 
substantial assistance in securing a perm- 
anent site, 


Sunday, the 4th of November, will long 
be remembered in S. Luke’s for its patri- 
otic observance. The solemn procession 
through the aisles of the church, while 
the national airs of the Allies were 
played on the organ; the interesting war 
‘sermon by Chaplain Dickins of the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard; the blessing at the 
close of the Eucharist, of the large 
church flag, and the service flag with its 
forty-one stars (now fifty); the cere- 
monies of the raising of the flag, the in- 
spiring speech of the Chaplain, the pres- 
ence of a number of marines and sailors ; 


all these combined in making a lasting © 


impression upon those who witnessed it, 
because it expressed the patriotism and 
religious fervor of our people. 

Special interest attaches to this flag be- 
cause it was made in our Parish House 
by members of the Girls’ Friendly So- 

‘ety. Credit for this accomplishment is 
to be given Miss Gunn and her asso- 
ciates. Also the Parish is gratefully in- 
idebted to Mr. Clement N. Williams for 
the flag-staff. :

RESURGAM. 


The world, as it ever has been, is full 
of contradictory voices. Amid this tur- 
moil, and at this time intensified by the 
clash of arms, and alas! with “Garments 
rolled in blood,” we approach the Birth- 
day of the Prince of Peace. What more 
peaceful, what more suggestive of good- 
will, than the humiliations with which 
the Great Son of God surrounded Him- 
self when, as the Son of Man, He was 
born of the Virgin Mary, in Bethlehem 
of Judea. Then the meaning of this 
Birth was made sure; for “Suddenly 
there was with the angel a multitude of 
the heavenly host, praising God and say- 
ing, Glory to God in the highest, and on 
earth peace, good-will toward men.” 

And this remains the purpose—though 
only imperfectly realized on earth, be- 
cause the gospel proclaims itself in the 
alien region of a fallen world. And now 
in the twentieth century of this re- 
echoing song, its purpose, even amid the 
clash of arms finds a counterpart in the 
deed and Proclamation of General Allen- 
by, commander of the British forces tak- 
ing possession of Jerusalem from the 


hands of the Turks, and dated December 
II, IQI7: 


“To the inhabitants of Jerusalem the blessed 
and the people dwelling in its vicinity: 

“The defeat inflicted upon the Turks by the 
troops under my command has resulted in 
the occupation of your city by my forces. I 
therefore here now proclaim it to be under 
martial law, under which form of adminis- 
tration it will remain so long as military con- 
siderations make necessary. 

“However, lest any of you be alarmed by 
reason of your experience at the hands of the 
enemy who has retired, I hereby inform you 
that tt is my desire that every person should 
pursue his lawful business without fear of 
interruption. 

“Furthermore, since your city is regarded 
with affection by the adherents of three of the 
great religions of mankind and its soil has 
been consecrated by the prayers and pilgrim- 
ages of multitudes of devout people of these 
three religions for many centuries, therefore 
do I make it known to you that every sacred 
building, monument, holy spot, shrine, tra- 
ditioral site, endowment, pious bequest or cus- 
tomary place of prayer of whatever form of 
the three religions, will be maintained and 
protected according to the existing customs 
and beliefs of those to whose faith they are 
sacred.” 


“This is the Lord's doing; and it is 
marvellous in our eyes!” 


On Advent Sunday afternoon the 
Bishop of the Diocese administered the 
Sacrament of Confirmation to a class of 
twenty-one persons. This is the second 
class presented to the Bishop in six 
months, making a total of fifty confirmed 
within the convention year. Of this 
number, eight were from S. Luke’s Mis- 
‘sion. 


The many letters received from “Our 
Boys Somewhere in France,” bring to us 
the realization of that world across the 
sea, where they are finding an unwonted 
experience. We should direct our minds 
into eager thoughts of them at this holy 
season, and pray the more fervently that

THE MEN’S ASSOCIATION 


The in‘erest shown in the Men’s Association 
of S. Luke’s Church gives promise of perma- 
nent results, The organization was formed 
early in the year. Mr. R. M. Haines, chairman; 
the Rector, President ex-officio; Mr. Francis H. 
Kent, Secretary. The regular meetings are 
held once a month in the Parish House with 
special meetings for conference. 

The activities undertaken are work among 
Boys, Men’s Bible Class, Parish Visiting, Wel- 
come Committee and the Church Alliance. 

Every man, a member of S. Luke’s Congre- 
gation, is eligible as a member of the Associa- 
tion. Every member is asked to further with 
diligence and practical participation the objects 
of the Association. He is expected to express 
a preference for the particular activity in which 
he will engage himself. Much good work has 
been done by the Visiting Committee, under the 
feadership of Mr. Richard Menhennet. 

The Men’s Class for Bible Study, which 
meets on Sunday afternoons under the leader- 
ship of Dr. James W. Wister, is of particular 
value in stimulating personal interest in church 
knowledge and growth, and in personal devo- 
tion. It is designed to make this class a stim- 
ulus to the growth of knowledge and usefulness 
in the Church, and to the acquaintance of in- 
dividual talents. The Bible Class must prove 
of particular value, in the way of motive and 
efficiency to the Men’s Association. Its leader 
will be found of great serviceableness to all the 
men who make use of their opportunity. ‘‘ Prove 
all things, hold fast that which is good.’’ 


THE FREE PEW CHURCH SYSTEM 


It is known that a year ago the subject of 
establishing the Free Church System in &. 
Luke’s was thoroughly discussed, its adoption 
in’the Parish was agreed upon and the details 
of the plan were explained. The system se- 
cured the very large approval of the pesple. 

A delay was incurred by some alteration 
necessary, required in the new form of Parish 
charier, which put off its adoption. This cor- 
rection has been made, and it is now proposed 
to inaugurate the Free Pew System on July 
the first. Every detail of the plan will be fully 
explained to the people of the Parish. The co- 
operation of all the members is earnestly asked. 

1.‘ The maintenance of the work of the 
Church in the Parish is of practical importance 
in this plan, 

2. The end and plan of the Parish organi- 
zation is in motive and purpose a spiritual one. 
If this is guided aright, and our hearts are bent 
in carrying out the great aim before us, we 
shall accompish great things for S. Luke’s 
Parish. 

3. The usual seating accommodation will go 
on practically undisturbed. The spirit of hos- 
pitality will prevail and increase. The one aim 
js to make it known that the House of God, is 
the House of Prayer for all people. 

4. The prevailing motive of church-going 
is to discover its chief attraction which the 
Lord Christ pointed out in His Supreme Sac- 
rifice, when He said, ‘‘I, if I be lifted up from 
the Earth, will draw all men unto Me.’’ 

4, The mission of this Chureh in this Parish 
is to make it clear to all people, that the chief 
attraction of church-going is that which our 
Lord Christ provided for His Church, in His 
Suvreme Sacrifice on the Cross, when he said, 
“I, if I be lifted up from the Earth, will draw 
all men unto Me,’’ for herein we ‘‘do show 
forth His death until He come.’’ 


B. S. TROOP OF S$. LUKE’S CHURCH 


Troop 41 Boy Seouts of America has passed 
its fifth birthday. The first enrollment was 
fifteen members and last December’s Registra- 
tion amcunted to seventy-four. 

The membership includes five officers, four 
eommittee men under the chairmanship of the 
Rector, twenty three associate scouts (older 
boys who do not take active parts in the troop, 
but are registered as members) and forty-seven 
active scouts. 

The troop meets on Tuesday evening from 
8 to 9.20 0’elock for scout work in classes and 
cn Thursday evenings there are classes in car- 
pentry and wireless telegraphy. These classes 
are well attended and in the near future it is 
heped to open a class in printing. 

On several occasions there have been inter- 
esting and instructive addresses, two of the 
mest notable being on ‘‘First Aid’’ by Dr. 
Wister, and ‘‘Astronomy, Photography, and 
Aviation’? by Lieut. S. Owens. There is also 
in prospect a lecture by Mr. S. Brown on ‘í Na- 
ture Study.’’? One evening every month is de- 
vited to drill. 

At this season the boys are looking forward 
to the coming summer camp which is held the 
first week in August, the more so as past ex- 
perience has proved they can always depend on 
having a good time. Last year the Scoutmaster 
took forty-four boys to Treasure Island for a 
week, and this year the number is expected to 
be the same. 

The troop also has a Demonstration Patrol 
which is freauently called upon for the pur- 
pose of demonstrating scout work for the bene- 
fit of other troops. The meetings of the troop 
are always open to visitors and any of the mem- 
bers of the Parish who may be inclined to pay 
them a visit will be welcome. 

The Girls’ Friendly Society under Mrs. H. T. 
Luderssen have held meetings through the sea- 
son. Addresses have been made by the Rey. 
Father Bingnidi, of the Italian Mission; by 
the Rev. Fr. Paufil in charge of the Polish Mis- 
sion, and by the Rev. John L. Zacker, of the 


Jewish Mission. The Society will hold its first 
meeting on the evening of May 31st, when 
there will be an admission of candidates, ana 
a closing reception. 


THE BISHOP’S BRICKS FUND 


This fund was established by a few members 
of S. Luke’s Church, several years ago, and 
has now grown to be a regular Institution, 
hclding annual services and contributing ma- 
terially to the fund for assisting and building 
up Missions in and about Philadelphia. 

This year the service for the presentation of 
offerings made by the children of the Diocese 
will be held at S. Asaph’s Church, Bala. At the 
close of the service where the Bishop receives 
and acknowledges each offering, the children 
will be given entertainment on the lawn and a 
general good time will be enjoyed by all. It 
is expected that means will be provided to con- 
vey the children to the church at a nominal 
charge. 


The people of S. Luke’s will not forget the 
address made on Sunday morning, May 9th, on 
the Near East Relief for the Armenians by 
Mr. Julian Zelchenko, which was of much inter- 
est and value.

THE EVANGELIST S. LUKE 
The Rector’s Address read by Rev. W. 
H. Cavanagh, zoth Sunday after Trin- 

ity, October 14, 1923: 

In the round of our. yearly course, 
we have come to the keeping of our 
Parish Festival, the commemoration 
of our Festal Day. 

That which marks the keeping of 
our S. Luke’s Festival perhaps more 
than notably so this year, is that this 
S. Luke’s Festival and this coming 
Aldvent Sunday will be the last which 
as your Rector I shall under the Provi- 
dence of God spend with you. 

You and I have kept these Anniver- 
saries together consecutively for forty 
years and we cannot but regard them 
as occasions of some note to us in this 
household of Faith, as Pastor and 
sheep of this flock of the Good Shep- 
herd. 

The time will come when each of 
us in our several places will be parted 
from this sphere of earthly life and 
activity. Meanwhile our highest mo- 
tive in living here, is in making this 
place the entrance-way to our Fath- 
er’s House above for this is none other 
than the House of God, this is the 
Gate of Heaven. 
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We must not, however, linger over 
this thought. There is a concern of 
another kind in connection with our 
Household here. 

I want to remind you of another 
thing, of the high title you bear as a 
Parochial family. The title is worth 
remembering by you—your Patronal 
name. It means much, and there is 
reason why it may have a particular 
lesson to us as members of the House- 
hold of Faith. The title S. Luke is a 
name of great honor and significance 
and I want you, in some degree to no- 
tice that significance. On the one 
hand it may seem to be an ordinary 
name, on the other hand S. Luke the 
Evangelist ought to be to us all a 
name of much meaning. We know it 
stands for a great character, for one 
who has done great service for the 
Gospel of the Church of God. So far 
as the details of his personal history 
are known his name is mentioned very 
little, indeed not at all in the Gospel 
story which he wrote, or in the his- 
tory of the Acts of the Apostles which 
he also wrote. In these writings he 
is mentioned by name not at all. Only 
as in the Epistle for S. Luke’s Day 2 
Tim. IV 5 is he spoken of in the short 
sentence, “Only Luke is with me.” 
As he has been studied, however, and 
his work been traced he has been 
shown to be a maf of great character, 
of great gifts. He did a wonderful 
service for his Lord and Master as 
well as for the remarkable person 
whom it was his lot for years to serve 
as companion and steadfast friend— 
S. Paul the Apostle, the soldier and 
servant of Jesus Christ. 


———S>-fbuke was an historian learned 


and cultured. He was a physician 
brought up probably as such in the 
learning of the cultured temple of Aes- 
culapius, the nearest approach to the 
modern hospital to be found in the an- 
cient world. 

His story! Think of it. That of 
Bethlehem where the angels are seen, 
and their song heard with their mes- 
sage to the shepherds and all that fol- 
lows! Then there were the sacred 
confidences which passed between this 
sacred Doctor and the yet more sacred 


Blessed Virgin who had been entrust- 
ed with the announcement of the Ma- 
jestic Gabriel! 

One can only advert to this as a 
part of his history, so marvelously told 
by this luminous saint of ours, the 
Patron of our Parish. It is for us to 
hold in our minds and repeat on our 
knees when we think of it, ponder in 
our hearts and hold fast among the 
sacred mysteries of the Church .of 
God. 


It is indeed worth while for us to 
remember that which learned histori- 
ans tell us, that the Holy Mary her- 
self was the sacred vehicle of the im- 
maculate story either directly or in- 
directly. The story “is the episode of 
family history, and of the most pri- 
vate character.” Woe to him who de- 
means the record by casting uncer- 
tainty or question upon it! We may 
take it as certain that S. Luke did not 
record “the narrative of the birth and 
childhood of the Christ from the cur- 
rent talk and general belief; he had it 
in a form for which the Holy Mary 
herself was in his opinion the respon- 
sible authority.” The story is told 
from the standpoint of the Blessed 
Mary as in S. Matthew, the Birth of 
Jesus is given from the standpoint of 
Joseph. 

S. Luke himself says that “Mary 
kept all these sayings and hid them in 
her heart,’ and once more he states 
that she “kept all these sayings, pond- 
ering them in her heart.” The histor- 
ian by emphasizing the silence and 
secrecy in which she treasured up the 
facts, gives the reader to understand 
that she is the authority. 

This with much else which makes 
up the wonderful history of the sacred 
revelation is the treasure which “the 
Church of the Living God, the pillar 
and ground of the truth” keeps in store 
inviolate from the world. To wrest 
from its sacred keeping, to make these 
pearls a prey of vandals, to wrench 
these sacred oracles out of their ap- 
pointed place, or to throw doubt upon 
their authenticity whether attempted 
by Bishop, Priest or layman, is an act 
of sacrilege and treason. May God 
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the merciful and gracious preserve us, 
and defend the Church from this sin!

THE CARPENTER MEMORIAL

PREPARATION FOR HOLY 
COMMUNION 
The occasion of making our com- 
munion on S. Luke’s Festival will be 
recognized as a special one, calling 
for particular preparation. The Prayer 
Book being only a Book of public De- 
votion gives no detailed assistance in 
making one’s preparation for Holy 
Communion. This must be sought in 
books of private devotion. Many ex- 
cellent ones are published and are ob- 

tainable. 

This is no new thing in the Church. 
Our fathers years ago used these 
books. The one most widely known 
and used in our later day-may be-men- 
tioned “The Treasury of Devotion.” 
A later and simpler one is the “Man- 
ual for the Holy Eucharist,” by the 
late Rev. John H. McKenzie, D. D., 
obtainable at Jacob’s Book Store. Get 
such a book through your rector or 
otherwise. 

The Rector will recommend that 
the communicants would as far as pos- 
sible make their communions at the 
early celebrations on S. Luke’s Day or 
the Sunday in the Octave. 

It is hoped that the members of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society of S. Luke’s 


Mission will be able to make their 
communions on the Sunday in the Oc- 
tave of S. Luke’s at the 7 o’clock cele- 
bration, at the same time as the S. 
Luke’s Girls’ Friendly. 

It will be noted that S. Luke’s Mis- 
sion has been greatly favored by the 
faithful service rendered by the Rev.

In conclusion it remains for me to 
read to you the text of the letter of 
resignation handed in to the Vestry at 
their regular meeting on June 6, 1923, 
by. the rector, the Rev. Samuel Up- 
john, D. D. 

This letter of resignation reads as 
follows: 

Love, peace and good will to the War- 
dens and Vestrymen of S. Luke’s 
Church, Germantown, Phila. 

Gentlemen :— 

It is with feelings of profound con- 
cern that I address you on this occa- 
sion. I beg to hand you herewith my 
resignation as Rector of S. Luke’s 
Church, Germantown, Philadelphia, to 
take effect on the First Sunday in Ad- 
vent, December 2, 1923. 

Under the providence of Almighty 
God, on the date named, my Rector- 
ship of this Parish will have complet- 
ed the term of forty years, which I 
recognize as a ministry of unusual 
length, and one greatly favored by 
Him, under whom I have served—all 
too unworthily, as “the minister of 
Christ, and a steward of the myster- 
ies of God.” 

It would be impossible, and indeed 
unsuitable for me to attempt to give 
expression to the thoughts and feel- 
ings which I experience as I write this 
letter and read it to you. 

It is enough to intimate how sig- 
nificant the history of this period has 
been to us in many of its aspects— 
ranging through matters ecclesiastical,

EVERY MEMBER CANVASS 


The Every Member Committee, con- 
sisting of Allen D. Cornell, Le F. 
Schaeffer, Jre, Craig Me Sharpe, and 
James Me Watt, Chairman, has submitted 
its report for the 1951 canvass, which 
they are pleased to state is "over the 
tog." 


A total of $31,795 has been pledged 
by 550 people, which compares with the 
1950 figures of $30,485 pledged by 564. 
These figures represent envelope pledg- 
es and do not include contributions. 


The percentage of unpaid pledges 
in 1950 was 5.2%, which is an improve- 
ment over the average default of 10%. 
This includes unpaid pledges caused by 
death, transfer, or any other reasons 


Our Every Member Organization be- 
gan this work with the 1943 canvass. 
The total envelope pledges that year 
were $17,765, with 553 pledges. It is 
interesting to note that while the 
amount pledged has increased substan- 
tially in the nine years in which this 
committee has worked on these canvasses, 
the actual number of members making 
pledges is a trifle smaller than it was 
in 1942, when the first canvass was 
made. As the committee's report very 
well states: 


"Either we must increase the num- 
ber of our parishioners, or our present 
members must continue to increase the 
amounts of their individual pledges in 
order to keep up with the increasing 
costs» It would seem the duty of all 
to do what we can to secure more par- 
ishioners; not only from a financial 
standpoint, but to propagate our Faith."

THE NEED FOR SERVERS AT THE ALTAR 


If our 11 o'clock Sunday Eucharist 
is to continue to be the same beauti-

During the last three years we 
have lost TEN Servers, caused either by 
entry into the armed forces, going to 
college out of town, jobs in other 
places, families moving out of city or 
state,or transfers to other Parishes. 


Jn that time, we have had just Four 
new people offer themselves as Servers. 


At the prssent time, FOURTEEN boys 
and men are doing all the Serving, on 
veo*iays as well as Sundays. (inozo 
are 0 weokeday Masses, normally. 


We are RARELY able to have a Server 
at the 9:30 Masses on Tuesday and Thurs- 
days, or at any of the extra Masses on 
Saint's Days or other Holy Days 


For various and valid reasons,ZICGHT 
Servers cannot be present at the late 
Mass on Sunday, except on very rare oc- 
casions. Cras Example, three of them 
sing in the Chom.) 


Only SIX can be counted on for rege 
ular attendance at 11 o'clock on Sunday; 
if one of them becomes 111, or must work 
it is very difficult to find a replace. 
ment, Solemn Precessions are a real 
problem; extra Servers are needed, &we 
just don't have any to call upone 


Six Servers are NOT angh to ase 
sure that, on every Sunday, the ceres 
monial tarts of the Mass will be in keep- 
ing with the way in which such a Sere 
vice should be conductede 


The music, the vestments, the Altar 
furnishings, all are the best that we 
can obtain sm. shouldn't the ceremonial 
be also? 


Very shortly, (it pay happen before 
you read this) we shall lose still ano- 
ther Server, because his family is mov- 
ing out of the States 


Within the next two years, we shall 
lose TWO more Servers, either to the 
armed forces or to colleges 


The need is ACUTE; we ask your pray- 
ers that enough boys and men will volun. 
teer for this necessary work; a work 
which, for all who engage in it, has, 
spiritually, been very rewarding.

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WHAT EPISCOPALIANS BELIEVE 


Not too long ago, we of St. Luke's were treated to the spectacle 
of an advertising campaign, publicizing here in Germantown and in 
Philadelphia at large, the odd opinions of one of our own members 
from another diocese, opinions thoroughly at variance with what our 
Church teaches, opinions which, unfortunately, this individual felt 
impelled to circulate in sensationally billed public addresses. 
Likewise, there is reflected in the Church press, considerable agita- 
tion over the unorthodox opinions and teachings and writings found in 
other places in the Episcopal Church. Much of this revolves around 
the bodily resurrection of our Lord and the empty tomb and so we 
deem it well during this Eastertide to make commente 


let it be said first of all that no one person or group or per- 
sons, no matter how large, speaks, ferour Church in the sense of mak- 
ing statements for which the Church can be held responsible. The 
Church is no more responsible for the irresponsible chatter of some 
of its members than it would be for their irresponsible conduct such 
as driving on the wrong side of the road. Rather our Church is bound 
by and responsible for its official formlaries; The Book of Common 
Prayer and The Constitution and Canons, particularly The Book of 
Common Prayer. It is our Prayer Book that speaks for the Episcopal 
Church in matters of doctrine and only the General Convention of the 
Church can change the Prayer Book. The Prayer Book is our authority 
-- not any individual or groupe And we thank God that the Anglican 
Commnion through its various Prayer Books has never departed from 
the Faith as received by the universal and historic Church of Christ. 


What does the Prayer Book say about the Resurrection of our Lord? 
Read the Collects, Epistles and Gospels from Easter Day through The 
First Sunday After Easter, pages 163 to 171. Read the Apostles 
Creed, the Articles of our Faith which we are bound to believe as 
given in the Offices of Instruction, page 28). The fifth article 
reads: 


"The third day he rose again from the dead:" 


Or perhaps the fourth Article of Religion at the end of the Prayer 
Book (page 603) is more to the point: 


"Christ did truly rise again from death, and took 
again his body, with flesh, bones and all things 
appertaining to the perfection of Man's nature;" 


What of those who do not wish to believe this? Certainly they 
have no right to depand membership in the Church and at the same time 
reject its terms of membership. No secular organization would toler- 
ate this nor should the Church be expected to tolerate ite But at 
the same time, the Church cannot save souls by excommunicating them. 
Our branch of the Catholic Church has no wish to regiment its members 
and so we are left with the problem of those who refuse to conform. 
We CAN pray for them, that they may be converted and live.

LIGHT THE DARK STREETS | 2 


There: is-another place ;- where there are no beautiful” 
parks, no velvety lawns, no neat shrubs or garden flowers, no 
ivy cpvered walis, no: streets umbriferously ‘lined with oaks, 
maplés, sycamores, elms and tulip trees, and yet a few shoots 
of grass may ` appear. at. the base of. a fire-plug in the broken 
Sidewalk or a Dwarf-sumac will be seen ona vacant. property or. 
‘atop a building. - oo St oF” bMS cometh. 


There is‘another worll, denied appliances, garages, tele- 
phones, maids, venetian blinds, tile baths, private schools. 
This is a slum, with its rows of melancholic brick or stone | 
piles. Its streets teem with tchildren, turpid forms:sprawl up- 
on fire-escapes, sit on doorsteps, or lean against windows. 
Doorways lead to dark hallways, rooms filled with bediding, ‘ 
sinks filled with unwashed dishes, leaking spigots, dirty bath- 
rooms, dirty floors, cracked nlaster, a minimum of furniture, a 
maximum of ‘beer bottles, the stench of grease, al nauseum. 

This is a slum, with its blocks of cement and brick rising fif- 
teen or twenty stories, a tombstone for the living, filled with 
cubicles, faced with mesh screened balconies and ‘surrounded by 
asphalt lawns. Raucous sounds issue from saloons, women scream 
at their children, men ‘hurl oaths, children go from overcrowded 
homes to overcrowled schools. An air of hostility is always 
present -- it is directed at the landlord, the teacher, the law. 
the children, the parent and the outside world. 


Into this world of pin-ball. machines and handball, of nar- 
cotics, stale beer, truancy, broken homes, indifferent offic- 
ials, rave, gang wars (and) indolence, of streets filled with 
garbage, stones and bricks, of vacant houses and lots, of pool- 
rooms (and) candy stores, (ani of) stair-walls, hallways and 
sidewalks scribbled with obscenities, came a man to light the 
dark streets. Most men have no desire to go into the slums. 
The very thought of walking through one of these areas strikes 
terror: into many. Others are indifferent. But the Reverend 
C. Xilmer Myers is one of those who look over those morbid hov- 
els and, perhaps seeing the Dwarf-sumac’ stretching toward God, 

has foun] life and this gardener of souls has sprinkled abun- 
dantly the water of life upon the hitherto untended seed of 
that vineyard which is, in the eyes of God, as important:and as 
precious as ours. i ET ae 


The major problem with the children.:(and this“is notre- 
stricted to the slums) is boredom. Dances, playgrounds and 
recreation centers solve part of the crisis. Fr. Myers, recog- 
nizing the brutal, desolate and depressing homes from which 
many of these children come and their problems of love, identi- 
ty and acceptance, has given them this love, helped them in ev- 
ery emergency, been a faithful shepherd to his flock and a 
friend and brother to his community. » Td 


Fr. Myers was born in Schuylerville, New York, educated in 
the public schools there, received his B.A, at Rutgers, gradu- 
ated from Berkeley Divinity £chool and was priested in 1940. 

His mission in the "asphalt jungle" began in 1949 when he’ be- 
came associate rector of Grace Church, Jersey City. in 1952 he 
was appointed vicar of $. Augustine's.Chapel, a lower east side 
mission of Trinity Church. While there he wrote "Light The Dark 
Streets", an unforgettable study of the sufferings and pathos of 
‘his’ people... He is also the author of several pamphlets and has 
` been ‘the subject of many news. articles by the secular press 
throughout the nation and several leading magazines have run 
picture stories on his work. Fr. Myers is a Doctor of Sacred

Dear Friend, 


I am happy to send you my Christmas letter 
in connection with The Evangelist. It is to wish 
you every joy of the Season and to give you some notes 
on our schedule. Christmas falls on a Monday this year, 
which pushes the Vigil back to the Saturday previous, 
when we have our usual hours for Confession. Sunday 
will be observed as usual during the morning and 
Christmas Eve will begin with the Choir Carol Ser- 
vice at 10:30 P.M., and the Midnight Mass“ for Com- 
munions at 11 P.M. The full schedule for the Season 
may be found on Page 3 of the Evangelist. 


May I once again urge you to distinguish carefully 

between the observance of the birthday of Our Lord 

Jesus Christ on December 25th, and the customs in 

connection with Santa Claus, which have already be- 

gun in many of the Deoartment Stores. Santa Claus 

is a Dutch contraction for St. Nicholas, a Christian | 
Bishop of Myra, during the fourth century. Nicholas | 
was a hely man, nothing like the fat, jolly character 
who rides in a sleigh pulled by reindeer, and who 

droos presents down chimneys, even if some inci- 

dents in his life would bring the dropping of gold 

coins down the ! chimney to mind, not coming down himself. 


Actually, the story of St. Nicholas, as we 
know it popularly in this country, is based on a poem 
written by Dr. Clement Moore, Professor of Hebrew in 
the General Theological Seminary, New York. It was 
written in 1822 and read to his own children and sent 
by a relative to the Troy Sentinal, which published 
it a year later. Thomas Nast, the celebrated car- 
toonist, gave us the traditional picture of Santa 
Claus in Harpers Illustrated Magazine, and you may 
see copies of ‘his imagination on many street cor- 
ners in practically all cities across the country.

Who can understand 
the responsibilities of the mature 
woman of the 2lst century? We do not 
know what it will present. We DO know 
we have a part to play in helping the 
generation who will face that tomorrow. 


The G.F.S. offers programs that 
are contemporary and vital, serving 
girls' needs and helping them to de- 
velop as persons and to grow up prac- 
ticed and ready to serve their ¢hurcies, 
their world, their fellow beings. 
Project 2000, under the direction of a 
lively laymen's committee and interest- 
ed lay people working in each of the 
eight provinces, seeks to raise the 
sum of $500,000 in the next three years, 
to establish new branches, train more 
leaders and develop programs. Girls 
and church women across the country 
have joined the task force to seek 
gifts and pledges.

Give unto us all the power to do Thy 
will, that the Kingdom may be extended, our Faith deepened, and the 
work of the Church strengthened. Hear us, O God, and have mercy 

upon us. We ask this in the Name of Jesus Christ, who with Thee and 
the Holy Spirit, liveth one God, world without end, Amen. 


THE RESETTLEMENT OF CUBAN REFUGEES 


As is well known there is a pressing problem in respect to the resettlement of 
Cuban refugees. The situation in Miami, where the refugees register when en- 
tering the United States, is tense and potentially explosive. For as of the 
second of August only 65,000 out of nearly 170,000 Cubans have been reset- 
tled. Our National Council and the Church World Service are among the agen- 
cies attempting to solve this problem, St. Luke's Church, Gtn., along with 
other parishes and missions in the diocese has committed itself to assist 

one of these unfortunate families. It is asked of the entire congregation 
that it cooperate in giving a genuine and warm welcome to the family and 
assisting in anyway possible. 


It is obvious that the new family will need assistance in becoming part of 
the community in respect to such items as schools, housing, shopping, etc. 
For this reason a Cuban Refugee Family Committee has been appointed under

divided into subcommittees corresponding to the specific needs of the family. 
If you are able to assist in respect to one or more of these needs please con- 
tact the following people: Mrs. Joseph C. McCusker (LI 9-7432)--food; Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred Micco (VI 3-7615)--Language; Mr. Charles G. Wright (TU 7-1567)--

(CH 7-3177)--Employment; Miss A. Elizabeth Kremer (GE 8-5442)--Community Rela- 
tions. The Young Peoples’ Fellowship will assist in providing transpor- 
tation for transporting furniture and other such items,

the Convention for the election of the Bishop Coadjutor. It is hoped that 
the election will take place sometime in November. In the interim period the 
Bishop of the Diocese has requested that the following prayer be used by the 
people in their private devotions: 


Almighty God, our heavenly Father, who knowest the needs of Thy Church 
in every place; look graciously, at this time, upon the people of this 
Diocese, and so guide and govern the clergy and laity, that they may

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HOLY WEEK AND EASTER 


“The month of April is marked most particularly by the last part of Lent, com- 


monl /referred to as Holy Week, and the climax of Lent, Easter. During this 


month the Passion and the central event of the Resurrection are commemorated. 


The events of Holy Week and Easter were from the first rooted to the Jewish 


Passover which was a feast commemorating Israel's redemption from Egyptian 


bondage. It later provided expression to the Jewish aspirations for liberty, 
first from Babylon in the sixth century B,C., and, in the time of Christ, : 
from Rome, From the Jewish Passover was moulded a Christian Passover == a 
festival of redemption which permanently altered the relationship of God and 
man, What the Jewish Passover did for the Jews as a nation within the context 
of time, Jesus’ redemptive acts did for all the mankind within the context of 


eternity, 


Before the period of Constantine, the Christian Passover remained a festival 


==. of redemption in which the stages of crucifixion, death, burial, and resurrec- 
tion had not been differentiated. The Christian Passover was thought of as a 
„Single mystery signifying man's restoration to God, epitomized by the baptism 
“of new converts into the living and resurrected Christ, But with legal recog- 


nition and protection of the Church by the emperor Constantine in the fourth 
century, devotional practices came into existence which vividly retold the 
story of redemption == devotional practices which comprise services the Church 
conducts during Holy Week, 


THE FIRST DAY OF HOLY WEEK IS PALM SUNDAY OCCURRING ON APRIL 7. This day marks 
the commemoration of the last entrance of Christ into Jerusalem. On this occa- 
sion the multitude, bearing palm branches in their hands, greeted Him with 
exultant cries -= "Hosanna, Blessed is he who comes in the name of the Lord, 
the King of Israel," Such messianic exclamations greatly concerned the Jewish 
offictaldom as well as the Roman Government, thus making more imminent Christ's 
death by crucifixion. At the 11 a.m, service there will occur first the Bles- 
sing of the Palms, followed by their distrébution and the reading of the Palm 
Sunday Lesson, Then will follow the triumphal procession in which the sacred 
ministers and acolytes will carry palms to the doors of the Church repre- 


senting the gates of the city of Jerusalem. Here a hymn of greeting will be 


sung followed by a moment of silence, after which the subdeacon will strike 
the closed door three times with the staff of the Cross. The doors will open 
and Christ symbolically will enter the Holy City. Following the ceremonial 
drama of the Palms, the Mass will begin, the theme of which is the Passion, 


‘After the Tract, the’ three sacred ministers, assisted by the choir, will read 


St. Matthew's account of the Passion. 

ON MONDAY, TUESDAY AND WEDNESDAY OF HOLY WEEK there will be two celebrations 
of the Eucharist, Please note that the early service will begin at 6:50 a.m, 
preceded by Morning Prayer,

.. Service the stark reality of Christ's betrayal and desertion in the Garden of 
Gethsemane are brought to the forefront of attention, St. Luke's choir under 
the direction of Mr, T. Norwood Collins will be present to sing the Lamentations, 

during which the lights are gradually extinguished signifying that darkness co- 

“vers the earth, Your attendance Maundy Thursday evening is greatly encouraged. 
(For those who cannot attend in the evening there will be a celebration of the 
Holy Eucharist at 9:30 a.m.). 


THE NAME GOOD FRIDAY recalls to mind the blessings that have come to us from the 
Cross of Christ, namely the victorious conquest over death, The Good Friday 
Liturgy (12 noon to 3 p.m.) will begin with Morning Prayer followed by the first 
meditation delivered by The Rev. Walter E. Freiman, Jr., Th. D., Professor at 
West Chester State College, At the completion of the first meditation the Mass 
of the Pre=Sanctified will take place beginning with the prostration of the Sa- 
cred Ministers before the altar as a symbol of penitence and sorrow, Then will 
follow Lessons, Prayers and the reading of St. John's account of the Passion, 
which in turn will be followed by the second meditation of Dr, Freiman. Fol- 
lowing the meditation Solemn Supplications will be offered for the Holy Church 
of God and all mankind. After the unveiling and veneration of the Cross (venera= 
„tion to indicate that we truly acknowledge this symbol of our redemption and 
salvation), the consecrated host will be carried from the Altar of Repose to the 
High Altar where it will be consumed, representing the death of our Lord on the 
Cross. Communion will then be administered in one kind to the congregation pre- 
sent. The Blessed Sacrament will not be reserved in the Church again until Tis 
First Mass of Easter, The bare altar and the empty tabernacle symbolize the 
stark reality of our Lord's death and burial. The Good Friday Liturgy will con- 
clude with the third meditation delivered by Dr. Freiman, Evening Prayer, 
fourth meditation, and final devotions, From 3 to 4 p.m, there will be oppor- 
tunity sto make a sacramental confession, 


THE R FEATURE OF EASTER EVEN, APRIL13, will be the Holy Saturday Liturgy 
at 8 p.m, The service will begin with the kindling of fire and the blessing 
and lighting of the Paschal (Easter) Candle, symbolic of light and life sprung 
afresh in the midst of darkness, The Paschal Candle typifies Christ, the Light 
of the world, The hand candles typify the spreading of this Light in the hearts 
and minds of believers, There then will follow the magnificent Easter Procla- 
“mation read by the Deacon, after which four lessons from the Old Testament will 
be read, their theme being the unity of creation and redemption, The Litany 
will begin, only to be interrupted after the first half for the Blessing of the 
Baptismal Water and the renewal of Baptismal Promises, After the water is 
blessed, the Paschal Candle will be dipped into the water three times, accom- 
panied by words asking the gift of the Holy Spirit, and a few drops of the oil 
‘of catechumens and holy chrism will be poured into the water to signify the 
uvaion of Christ our anointed King with his people. The second half of the Li- 
fie ot conclude after the members of the congregation are sprinkled with the 
essed water.

"A saint who, by tradition or other- 
wise, has been chosen as the special 
intercessor and advocate in heaven of 
a particular place, person, or organi- 
zation. The custom of having patron 
saints for churches arose from the prac- 
tice of building churches over the tombs 
of martyrs. Since the middle of the 19th 
century the traditional celebration of 
the patronal feasts of churches has been 
widely revived in the Church of England."

What is sémony ? 


Simony is the “sin of Simon", the 
magician mentioned in Acts 8:9 who 
sought to buy the power of the Holy Spi- 
rit from the Apostles. It has come to 
mean the buying or selling of spiritual 
realities or ecclesiastical offices in 
the Church. An obvious example would be 
when someone tried to use his money or 
influence to become a bishop or priest 
of the Church. However,a person is 
guilty of simony in many subtie ways as 
well. For example, a person who tries 
to control the life of a parish through 
the pressure of his monay or influence, 
instead of exercising authority through 
the presence of the Spirit in him, would 
be doing what Simon tried to do. 

Although the word "simony" refers 


in practice to things which happen in 
the Church, the sin which that word de- 
scribes can be practiced in the "world" 
just as demonically as in the Church. 

We will have to undergo God's judgment 
just as thoroughly for buying potitical 
offices as we would for buying positions 


of authority in the Church,

What is ‘Christian Science" ? 


Christian Science is the sum of the 
beliefs of that sect, which is con- 
cerned chiefly with the propogation of 
a certain kind of “faith healing". 

| was founded by Mrs. Mary Baker 
Eddy (1821-1910). Having had a history 
of various ailments, which are generally 
believed to have been psychosomatic, 
she believed that she had been cured by 
a hypnotist, P.P. Quimby, who had been 
recommended by her second husband. Af- 
ter Quimby's death in 1866 she began to 
develop her own system of faith healing, 
_ built upon the premise that mind is the 
only reality, and matter an illusion. 
Sufferingand death are the effects of 
false thinking, which consists ina 
mistaken belief in the existence of 
matter. Health, therefore, is to be 
restored not by medical treatment, but 
by opposing right thinking to the il- 
lustions of the patient. 

After her third marriage, to an ex- 
perienced businessman, in 1877, the 
body began to flourish. In 1879 the 
"First Church of Christ Scientist" was 
opened in Boston, Massachusetts. 

At present the organization is con- 
trolled by a board of directors who 
hold their office for life and appoint 
their successors. Their worship con- 
sists chiefly in the reading from the 
Bible and the works of Mary Baker Eddy, 
hymns, and testimonials of the cures 
given by members of the congregation. 

The teachings of "Christian Science” 
are rejected by virtually all Christian 
Churches, since its teaching on the un- 
reality of matter, sin and suffering 
conflicts with the fundamental Biblical 
doctrines of the Creation, Fall and Re- 
demption. In fact, the movement is simi- 
lar in several ways to a number of the 
most ancient heresies in the Church.

Two words commonly misused today are 
chLeragy and Laity. The ears of the 
punctilious frequently are offended by 
supposedly well-educated bishops (and 
others) who say, "two clergy of the 
diocese", when they really mean two 
priests, or two members of the clergy, 
or (if one fancies Victorfana) two 
clergymen. That error is easily avoided 
if one remembers that clergy is a col- 
lective noun exactly tike army, and 
should not be used where auny would 
sound peculiar ("two army of the U.S.A.? 
No, "two members of the army.") 

laity is more difficult, for its 
meaning rather more than its use is 
misunderstood. More than one writer 
in recent years has repeated that the 
English words, Laity and Layman, are 
derived from the New Testament Greek 
word, £a04, meaning "people". That 


idea is incorrect and it leads to wrong 
practice in liturgical and pastoral 
matters. 

The Septuagint (Greek translation of the 
Old Testament) -- so called from the leg- 
end that seventy scholars did it -- and 
the Greek New Testament use two words for 
"people" -- demos and Laos. The first 
refers to the majority, the voice of the 
people (Acts 12:22: "And the people gave 
a shout, saying, It is the voice of a god, 
and not of a man."’) hence the English word 
democracy. The second is used to describe 
the People of God, God's Chosen, the 
Israel of the Lord, who obey not their own 
desires but those of the 
one true God. The dis- 
tinction between aos and 
demos is important. In 
1 Peter 2:9, we read, ‘you 
are a chosen race, a royal 
priesthood, a holy nation, 
God's own people (Laos 
theou)." Here the distinc- 
tion between Zaos and demos ` 
is evident: but some com- , 
mentators have tried to draw 
from St. Peter's words the 
idea of the so-called priest- 
hood of al! believers: 
because St. Peter described 
the whole Church and £a04 as 
a royal priesthood, they would argue that 
the writers of the New Testament know 
nothing of a hierarchy and gradation of 
ministry in the apostolic Church. They 
fail to notice that St. Peter was inspired 
by the words of Exodus 19:5-6, “You shall 
be my own possession amongst al! peoples; 
for all the earth is mine, and you shall 
be to me a kingdom of priests and a holy 
nation.’ Aithough the Old Testament pre- 
sents Israel as a kingdom of priests and 
a holy nation, it also records a minis- 
terial order of high priest, priests, and 
levites as a matter of divine appointment. 

The Acts of the Aposties leaves little 
doubt that the Apostles exercised a sup- 
reme authority over the Church and that 
they had received that authority from our 
Lord when He said, “Receive the Holy 
Ghose: if you forgive the sins of any, 
they are forgiven; if you retain the sins 
of any, they are retained” (St. John 20: 
22-23).

The matter is clarified when we pass to 


the writings of the Apostolic Fathers, 


notably in the First Epistie of St. Clem- 
ent of Rome, written about AD 95. (Clem- 
ent's letter was included in some early 
canons of the New Testament.) It was 
addressed to the Church of Corinth where 
there had been disorder and disunity, and 
a faction was trying to be rid of the 
bishop. (St. Paul had addressed himself 
to similar problems there forty years 
,eartier.) 

St. Clement is the first of a number of 
Christian writers to draw a parallel 
between the old dispensation and the New 

Covenant in matters of 
hierarchy and ministra- 
tions: 

Fon to the high priest, 
his proper ministrations 
are allotted, and to the 
priests the proper place 
has been appointed, and 
on the levites their 
proper mintstnations have 
been demosed. The Layman 
(Laikos anthropos) is bow 
by the ordinances of the 
Laity (Laikos). 

Clement seems to be 
speaking here of the or- 
dinances of the Old Tes- 
tament which had come to an end by his tir 
because of the destruction of the temple 
in AD 70, but from what follows, it is 
clear that he is applying the idea of a 
gradation of functions to the Church of 
the New Covenant. We also see that the 
word Laity is derived from the Greek 
Paikos and not from Zaos. 

The Laibos, says Clement, is an order 
and rank within the whole aos, and each 
order is bound by its order and functions 
and one should not seek to usurp the func- 
tions of the other. He continues, 

The Apostles received the Gospel from 
the Lond Jesus Christ: Jesus the 7 hrist 
was sent krom Cod. The 2hrist is there- 
kone from God and the Aposthes from Chriss 
... they preached from district to distri 
and 4nom city to city, and they appointed 
their kist converts, testing them by the 
Spirit, to be bishops and deacons of the 
future believers. And this was no new 
method, kor many years bekore had bishops 


and deacons been witten of: for the 
Scripturd says in one place: “I wiht 
establish their bishops in righteousness 
and their deacons in faith” (Chapter 43). 
Those words, written at the end of the 
first century by one who knew the Apos- 
tles and had their words still ringing in 
his ears, need to be pondered at a time 
when the tendency is to change and uproot 


everything in the life of the Church, some- 


times without adequate knowledge of the 
foundations of the Christian faith. The 
People of God are not all of one order: 
the laity (laikos) no ° 
less than the clergy 
must be understood to 
be an order and a rank 
within the whole laos. 
That sheds a flood of 


light upon the concept Bey 

of the ministry of the ans 

laity. Se 
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II. The following is 

a letter of Saint Basil, 
written to a priest, 
Nectarius, about the 
death of the latter's 
young son.

the Passion, After the Tract, the three Sacred Ministers, assisted by the choir, 
will read St, Matthew's account of the Passion, 
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THE RT, REV, CHANDLER W, STERLING, D.D., Assisting Bishop to the Bishop of Penn- 
sylvania, will visit St. Luke's on Palm Sunday for HOLY CONFIRMATION at 9 A.M., 
and to Celebrate and preach at 11 A.M. We remember Bishop Sterling for his 
excellent teaching mission here last Lent and for presiding at our unification 
service last April, 


NOTE: Palms will be distributed at all services on Palm Sunday, Holy Communion 
will be administered at both the High Altar and Lady Chapel Altar at the 9 and 

11 A.M. services on Palm Sunday and Easter Day, We ask those sitting on the right 
side of the church to please make use of the Lady Chapel for receiving the Blessed

will take place beginning with the prostration of the Sacred Ministers before the 
altar as a symbol of penitence and sorrow, Then will follow Lessons, Prayers, 
the reading of St. John's account of the Passion and the Second Meditation by 

Fr. McCallum, After the Solemn Supplications for the Holy Church of God and 

all mankind, the unveiling and veneration of the Cross (vereration to indicate 
that we truly acknowledge this symbol of our redemption and salvation), the 
consecrated hosts will be carried from the Altar of Repose to the High Altar 
where they will be administered to the faithful, representing the redemptive 
death of Our Lord on the Cross, The Blessed Sacrament will not be reserved 

in the Church again until the First Mass of Easter, The bare altar and the 

empty tabernacle symbolize the stark reality of our Lord's death and burial.

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HOLY WEEK AND EASTERTIDE 


THE HOLY SATURDAY LITMGY begins with the kindling of fire and the blessing and 
lighting of the Paschai (Easter) Candle, symbolic of light and life sprung afresh 
in the midst of darkness, The Paschal Candle typifies Christ, the Light of the 
World, Hand cardles rypify the spreading of this Light in the hearts and minds 

of believers, Then follows the magnificent Easter Proclamation read by the Deacon, 
after which four lessons are read from the Old Testament telling of the unity of 
creation and redemption. The Litany is begun, only to be interrupted after the 
first half for the Blessing of the Baptismal Water and the renewal of Baptismal 
Promises, The water is scattered to the four corners of the earth, signifying 

the universality of God's love; the Paschal Candle is dipped into the water three 
times, accompanied by words asking the gift of the Holy Spirit; a few drops of the 
oil of catechumens and holy chrism are poured into the water, signifying the union 
of Christ our anointed King with his people, After renewing our Baptismal Vows, 
the congregation is sprinkled with the Blessed Water. The Litany is completed and 
the service ends with Lauds of Easter Day. 


On Easter Even the faithful are urged to make a sacramental confession in pre- 
paration for their Easter Communion, The hours are: 11 to 12 noon and 4 = 5 p.m. 


EASTER DAY = April 6 Morning Prayer 7:15 A.M. 
= Holy Communion 7:30 -= 9:00 A.M. 

SOLEMN PROCESSION, EUCHARIST AND SERMON 11:00 A.M. 

Evening Prayer and Benediction 4:00 P.M. 


At the 9:00 A.M. Family Service the children will flower the Cross as they return 
their pence banks to God. Adults are reminded to bring in their dime folders as 
a special missionary offering. You are also urged to attend the evening service 
at 4 P.M. on Easter Day, This provides a fitting climax to Holy Week and indeed, 
to the season of Lent in its entirety. Sin, death, defeat are superceded by 
Victory and Triumph, _

The Ascension of 
our Lord glorifies our redeemed humanity, 
for it makes us know that the sinless, 
Risen Christ has taken our human nature in 
which as Man He lived and died, into the 
heavenly regions, and exalted it at the 
right hand of God the Father. The taking 
of our Lord's human nature--and therefore 
ours--into heaven completes the mighty act 
of redemption which He came to perform: He 
has opened the gate of heaven which was 
closed by Adam's sin. And He has promised 
that where He has gone, there will His 
faithful people be, for He has gone to pre- 
pare a place for us. Ascension Day is a 
Holy Day of Obligation, on which every 
member of the Church should participate in 
the Eucharist.

How to Apply 


_ The procedure for ANS for a grant from the Fund is a simple one. You 
should write a letter to Father Poindexter and include the following information: 


(1) A copy of the letter of acceptance from the Admissions Officer of the 
College which you are planning to attend 

(2) A statement (confidential) from your parents stating that there is need for 
financial assistance. The same type of statement is required by the College - 
Scholarship Service, the agency which forwards all scholarship data to the 
colleges and universities throughout the nation. 

(3) If you have received a scholarship award from the institution you will need 

z a letter from the Financial Aid Office of the college which you plan to at- 

tend, which stipulates the amount of your financial aid award for the coming 

academic year. 

(4) If you have not applied for financial aid the above (#3) is not necessary. 


After Father Poindexter reviews the above material he will submit it to the 
Committee; they will meet to discuss your qualifications and to make the finanetal- 
decision. After having received a grant, applications may be made for the follow- 
ing years, contingent upon satisfactory completion of the previous year's work.

ROGATIONTIDE 

The V. Sunday after Easter (May 11 this 
year) is known as Rogation Sunday; and the 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday following 
are the Rogation Days, or days of "solemn 
supplication". Rogationtide hzs long been 
associated with the season of Spring when 
crops are planted. For us who do not live 
in an agricultural society, it is never- 
theless entirely fitting that on the Roga- 
tion Days we should ask God's blessing on 
the Spring planting, that there may be a 
plentiful harvest for all; that there may 
be good stewardship of the soil; and that 
the hungry throughout the world may be 
fed. (We might well have as our special 
intention this year on these days, the 
multitudes who are still starving in Bi- 
afra.) 

Immediately following the 9.00 o'clock 
Eucharist on Rogation Sunday, there will 
be an outdoor procession to bless the 
fields and crosses for the planting. 

Rogation Sunday is also the day of our 
annual Flower Fund Offering, to provide 
flowers for the altars on those occasions 
when no memorial flowers are given. Enve- 
lopes will be available for this purpose. 


SPRING EMBER DAYS

We are follow- 
ing the Bishop's suggestions this year by 
shortening the Intercession considerably, 
by restoring the final Blessing to the 
rite, and by replacing the proposed Dis-

DR. YOUNG TO SERVE IN ETHIOPIA 


Dr. Alma Young, a communicant of S. 
Luke's Parish, is leaving for a stay of 
several weeks in Ethiopia, where she 
will serve on the staff of Princess Tsa- 
hai Hospital, Addis Ababa. 

Dr. Young is to act as a temporary re- 
placement for Drs. Reginald and Catherine 
Hamlin, who will be on a speaking tour in 
the United States to acquaint American 
Churchmen with the important work which 
they are doing in the area of vaginal 
plastic surgery for poor women with 
childbirth injuries. The type of injury 
which the Drs. Hamlin are treating (with 
a highly specialized and successful tech- 
nique) is very common in Ethiopia and in 
other countries with similar rugged moun- 
tain terrain. The Drs. Hamlin have given 
themselves to this work for the past ten 
years, not sparing their own resources. 
They come to the United States at their 
own expense, under the recommendation of 
the Archbishop of New Zealand and the 
Bishop of Connecticut. It is our hope 
that the Drs. Hamlin will be here at St. 
Luke's to speak to our Churchwomen on the 
first Sunday in May, on “Beautiful Ethio- 
pia and the Little-Known Cause We Serve 
There."

The Length and price ot ‘this Book ` would 
seem to make the reading of it a rather for- 
midable.'enterprise. 
Written by one of the world's most famous 
Roman Catholic theologians, this book will 
undoubtedly prove to be among the most im- 
portant books in this generation written 
about the Church. 


And in some ways it is. 


In the drive toward the unification of the 
Christian Church, time after time, it has... 
proven to be questions. about the Church’ which 
have produced stalemates. for., any., further. 
progress: What fs the nature of,, ‘the Church? 
What is the relationship. between. Jesus and 
the Church? What is the «rehationship be- 
tween-the Church and the: "Kingdom of God" 
so frequently preached in the Gospels?

15th centuries). In some in- 
stances dispensations were 
given for priests and deacons 
to continue their ministries 
as married persons. Popes 
permitted the priests who 
had married under Henry VHH 
to continue as priests; the 
same thing applied in the 
instance of the French Revo- 
lution. 

In the Church of England, 
the mandatory celibacy of 
clergy was abolished in 
1549. Thomas Cranmer, the 
Abp. of Canterbury,had mar- = 
ried by that time. This has continued to 
be the tradition among Anglicans down to 
the present time. During the last century 
however, a growing number of priests & 
laity have voluntarily chosen that vocation, 
lIving either in monastic orders or in the

ARTICLE NUMBER TWO: THE QUESTION OF THE 
CELIBACY OF THE CLERGY 


Considering all of the turmoil going on 


in the Roman Communion about the celibacy Fi 


ôf the clergy, it would be good to know ; 
a bit of the history behind that institu- ` 
tion of celibacy. 

As far as can be ascertained there was 
no binding legislation in the Church re- 
garding the marriage of clergy for the first 
three centuries. f 
Accordingly, dea- 
cons, priests and 
bishops were free 
to marry or not 
marry as they 
might deem best 
for themselves. 

Despite any 
legislation, 
there was proba- 
bly an increa- 
singly large 
number of clergy 
who chose the celibate life as time passed. 
Several reasons account for this. First, 
we must remember that from the earliest 
times advice had been given that all 
Christtans would be happier if they "lived 
entirety for the Lord" Tn a celibate state, 
considering the impending return of the. 
Lord (e.g., Paul's advice in | Cor.7). 
during the first centuries of the Church 
there were, therefore, a very large number 
of Christians (ordained and unordained 
alike) who lived in the celibate state. 

Secondly, and perhaps as a partial result 
of the first reason, there was a growing 
idea that the Christian'clergy' ought to 
be more holy than the Christian 'laity'. 
What was permissable for the 'masses' was 
not good for the clergy, who were coming 
to be regarded as somehow better than the 
rest of the brethren. To this development 
the Apostles (especially Paul) would have 
strenuously objected. Their advice about 
celibacy had nothing to do with the idea

that being an ordained minister of the Gos- 
pel was a higher state than not being so 
ordained.

EO injunction that 
being "in Christ" is the most impor- 


tant thing in life -- even more important 
than being married. And therefore, without 
deprecating marriage at all, the celibate 
Christian was given his gift of celibacy 
from the Holy Spirit as a sign that life 
in Christ transcends every human relation- 
ship, and as a sign that every Christian 
must be ready to welcome the Lord Jesus 

at his imminent return. It seems to me 
that this motivation for the celibate life 
is a most honorable one, and is truly a 
gift of the Holy Spirit. I+ is a vocation 


, -which every earnest Christian ought to con- 
“sider, to see if God's will for him lies 


in that direction. 

But, as we have already indicated, this 
growing movement toward clerical celibacy 
also sprang, in part, from a somewhat dis- 
torted idea about the differences’ between 
the ordained minister and the unordained 
minister of Christ -- i.e., between the 
"‘clergy' and the 'laity'. Since the clergy 
were In a 'higher' vocation they were to 
be more holy and more perfect. Hence, there 
began to develop, in local areas at first, 
legislation which sought to impose celibacy 
upon the clergy. At this point, the Church 
in the East developed quite differently 
than the Church-.in the West. 

In the East many local councils estab-': 
lished the right of the priests and deacons 
to marry, and this tradition was stabilized 
by a council in Constantinople in 692 A.D. 
Priests and deacons were permitted to marry 
prior to ordination, but not after. Bishops, 
on the other hand, had to be celibate. This 
is still the tradition of 
the Orthodox Church.

THROUGH the death and resurrection of Christ, God has gathered together as one 
all those who in faith look upon Jesus as the author of salvation and the source 
of unity and peace, and has established them as the church, that for each and 
all she may be the visible sacrament of saving unity. As risen Lord, Christ 
represents the church to God and God to the church, Between the body of Christ 
and the church there is a certain real mystical identity. 


From this identification stems the twofold structure of the church; the hier- 
archy (Christ as head) and the laity (Christ as body), together forming the people 
of God, The mediatorship of Christ between God and man is continued in the 

ay henge hierarchy which manifests God among men, and in turn, the people 
efore God, 


The bishop is seen both as a member of the christian community and as one who 
has a special function, With their helpers, the priests and deacons, bishops 
have therefore taken up the service of the community, presiding in place of 
God over the flock whose shepherds they are, as teachers of doctrine, priests 
of sacred worship, officers of good order. 


The bishop is a symbol of God's people, He is a mediator and represents God 
among men, but he also represents the people, his flock, to God, The people 
are the body of Christ whose very person the bishop represents. 


The bishop is the true representative of the community which through him prays 
and offers sacrifice. As S, Cyprian, Bishop of Carthage, taught in the third 
century: "Whence you ought to know that the bishop is in the Church and the 
Church is in the bishop, and if there is anyone who is not with the bishop, 

he is not in the Church,"

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IS CHRISTMAS MORE THAN THE BIRTHDAY OF JESUS? 


The Liturgy of the birth of our Savior celebrates the birth of Christ in time. The 
historical reality of his birth and the incidents that surround it are recalled for 
us in the Gospel proclamations of the Christmas-Epiphany season. 


However, as is true of every event in the historical life of Christ, his birth is a 
reality now, today. How? He comes to us today in mystery. His birth, his coming 
in history, is the beginning, the inauguaration, in time and history, of the long 
promised kingdom of heaven, his Church. It is a reality which begins in time, but 
will unfold in its full splendor and glory only in Christ's second coming in majesty. 
The mystery of his coming today is the reality of his birth and his presence under 
the out-ward signs of the sacrament of the Eucharist. 


Christ came in poverty and simplicity. The atmosphere of his historic advent is 
preserved in the eucharistic celebration in the simplicity of the outward signs 
of his coming: bread and wine, and words. 


When Jesus was born in Bethlehem, a tiny seed was planted which has begun to become 
a mighty tree of which he himself spoke in describing the glory of the kingdom of 
heaven (Matthew 13.31-32). The sacraments continue the great cosmic build-up 

of this kingdom which will finally burst forth in the glory of Christ's second 
coming in majesty. 


Today our vision must go beyond the birth of Christ in Bethlehem; it must assume 
loftier dimensions. A Christian rejoices in the celebration of Christ's birth. He 
stands in wonder, awe, and adoration of the eternal Word of God become man. The 
Christian ponders over his or her own rebirth into Christ's kingdom and awaits 

its full splendor and majesty in the Second Advent. 


The Christian understands that the Incarnation means the entry of God into every 
aspect of our lives; never forgetting how or why God became man. The Christian 
compares his attitudes with those of the Lord. 


We who are born on-earth as sons of man, and reborn in Baptism as sons of God, will 
one day appear in the glory of the new Jerusalem with the Son of God.
